GLADICE  BOWER,  Speaker 


GLADICE  BOWER 
Miss  Gladice  Bower  who  is  one  of 
the  “Special  Interest”  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  is  superintendent  of 
Vashti  Girls  School,  Thomasville, 
Georgia.  Miss  Bower  is  a deaconess,  a 
graduate  of  the  National  College  for 
Christian  Workers  at  Kansas  City, 
Missouri.  In  her  college  work,  in 
Southwestern  College  in  Winfield, 
Kansas,  she  majored  in  English  and 
Religious  Education.  Later  she  re- 
ceived her  M.  S.  from  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity after  serving  two  years  as  as- 
sistant to  the  Dean  of  Women.  Her 
experience  includes  teaching  in  Loui- 
siana, Settlement  work  in  Buffalo  and 
West  Virginia,  and  hospital  work  in 
Wichita.  This  work  comes  under  the 
Bureau  of  Educational  Institutions.

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VASHTI  GIRLS  SCHOOL 


Vashti  is  not  just  another  board- 
ing school.  It  was  founded  and  is 
maintained  for  ambitious,  dependent 
girls  of  good  character  who  need  a 
home  and  an  opportunity  for  an  edu- 
cation. The  school  which  is  fully  ac- 
credited by  the  Georgia  State  Board 
of  Education  includes  grades  5 to  12. 
The  high  school  is  not  only  college 
preparatory,  but  also  emphasizes  the 
study  of  the  Bible,  music,  pageantry, 
home  making  arts  and  handicrafts.  A 
very  fine  staff  works  together  to  offer 
the  girls  the  principles  of  Christian 
living.  Dormitories  are  open  the  year 
round  for  girls  who  have  no  other 
home.  Although  no  summer  school 
courses  are  offered,  camp  activities, 
canning  projects  and  recreation  are 
planned  for  the  summer  months.  Many 
girls  go  on  to  higher  education  after 
graduation  at  Vashti  School.  Some 
work  their  way  and  some  are  aided 
by  scholarships.  Some  become  nurses 
or  technicians,  some  teachers,  and 
many  establish  Christian  homes.  Some 
have  become  deaconnesses  or  other 
■full  time  Christian  workers,  and  some 
have  become  ministers’  wives. 


ADDITIONAL  FUNDS  NEEDED  FOR 
SEWARD  NURSES  HOME,  ALASKA 

When  word  came  that  the  Nurses’ 
Home  at  Seward,  Alaska,  had  burned, 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  asked  per- 
mission to  finance  its  re-building.  The 
amount  to  be  raised  was  $30,000.00, 
the  plan  being  to  raise  the  money 
within  a two-year  period.  At  the  end 
of  three  years  there  is  still  $1,718.19 
outstanding.  This  obligation  should  be 
cleared  as  soon  as  possible,  and  it  is 
certain  that  Guild  members  will  want 
to  do  their  share  when  they  know 
the  situation.  Gifts  for  this  fund  are 
credited  toward  appropriations,  but 
the  gifts  should  be  in  addition  to  the 
regular  pledge.  The  money  is  reported 
on  the  local  treasurer’s  blank  under 
PLEDGE  TO  MISSIONS  for  (a)  Guild 
Projects,  and  listed  on  the  second 
page  under  Missionary  Projects. 


ELIZABETH  THOMPSON

Miss  Patsy  Alexander  moved  to 
Sterlington,  La.  one  year  after  her 
birth  in  Mineola,  Texas.

Mrs.  Bergeron,  who  will  speak  on 
Bayou  Rural  Area,  is  a Methodist 
minister  s daughter.  Her  father  is  a 
pioneer  of  Methodism  in  Southern 
Louisiana.  Mrs.  Bergeron  taught 
school  from  1939'  to  1944  at  Mac- 
Donell  Center.  Houma.  La.  During 
World  War  II  she  taught  for  six  years 
in  public  schools.  In  1950  she  again 
resumed  her  work  at  MacDonell  teach- 
ing the  Indians,  serving  as  house- 
mother for  the  girls,  and  later  as 
housemother  for  the  boys.  For  the 
past  two  years  she  has  been  working 
as  a Bayou  Rural  Worker. 

The  duties  of  a Bayou  Rural 
Worker  arc  \aried.  Mrs.  Bergeron 
teaches  adult  literacy  classes  for  the 
Indian  mothers;  helps  with  four  Wo- 
man's Societies  each  month;  directs 
a class  on  crafts  twice  a month;  as- 
sists in  the  sales  room  at  Dulac  and 
MacDonell:  visits  during  her  spare 
time  at  Dulac  and  surrounding  com- 
munities of  Houma,  and  helps  the 
needy  families  with  clothing  sent  as 
Supplies. 

During  the  Christmas  season  Mrs. 
Bergeron  fixed  packages  for  60  fami- 
lies with  the  delivering  of  the  pack- 
ages lasting  until  the  morning  of 
Christmas. 

Miss  Ruth  Harris  a native  of  Ne- 
braska who  is  presently  on  leave  of 
absence  as  a foreign  missionary  and 
now  connected  with  the  Department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  in  New

To  Speak 
Sunday  Morning 

Dr.  A.  W.  Dent,  president  of  Dil- 
lard University,  New  Orleans,  will 
speak  on  the  subject  “Let  Us  Claim 
Tomorrow”,  during  our  Sunday  morn- 
ing Conference  Session  beginning  at 
8:45  A.  M.,  First  Methodist  Church, 
St.  Charles  Avenue.  Dr.  Dent  was 
chosen  as  the  speaker  on  Christian 
Social  Relations  because  of  his  rare 
qualifications  as  a speaker  and  as  a 
leader  for  social  reform.

He  is  a Fellow  of  the  American 
College  of  Hospital  Administrators.

In  the  health  field  he  has 
served  as  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  National  Tuberculosis

We  are  printing  two  letters  below,  one  from  Maggie  Bergeron,  Houma, 
La.,  who  is  a rural  worker  and  the  other  from  Eunice  LaRue  who  recently  sailed 
for’ India  as  an  1-3  worker. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK  IN  INDIA 

Of  the  six  Christian  Village  Centers 
close  to  Vikarabad,  four  have  dis- 
pensaries with  a compounder  and 
nurse  in  charge.  Usually  the  nurse  is 
also  a mid-wife.  Through  these  medi- 
cal workers  and  the  pastors,  the  teach- 
ers and  laymen.  Miss  Eunice  La  Rue 
as  a Missionary  to  India  hopes  to  start 
some  form  of  health  teaching.  First 
she  is  taught  to  speak  the  language 
of  the  natives  is  Teluga.  Then  she 
must  work  with  them  and  find  their 
needs.  She  hopes  to  incorporate  some 
health  study  in  the  village  classes  and 
in  the  Woman  Societies  of  the  Church. 
Perhaps  they  can  have  Well  Baby 
Clinics  and  Mother's  Clubs. 

Dr.  Esther  Shoemaker  has  worked 
^n  the  Ellen  Thoburn  Cowan  Hospital, 
our  Methodist  Hospital  in  Kolar  Town. 
Here  the  Womans  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service  also  has  a nurse.  Miss  Joy 
Anderson,  Superintendent  of  Nurses, 
and  a dietitian.  Miss  Maxime  Coleman. 

At  the  hospital  the  nurse  gives 
free  milk  to  babies  and  children.  It 
is  UNICEF  milk.  The  women  usually 
come  in  with  a baby  on  one  hip  and 
two  or  three  skinny  little  ones  hanging 
to  them.  They  have  tin  cans,  clay  pots 
and  metal  pots  to  receive  their  milk. 
One  day  there  were  578  people. 

Mrs.  George,  the  Public  Health 
Nurse  visited  the  homes  of  these  In- 
dian Women  to  try  to  help  them  with 
their  problems  and  give  them  nutri- 
tion suggestions. 

Some  of  the  homes  are  very  neat 
and  well  kept.  In  a cupboard  in  the 
kitchen  they  keep  brightly  colored 
figures  which  they  call  their  gods. 
Other  homes  are  dark  and  over- 
crowded where  the  children  have 
crusted  eyes  and  diseases  caused  by 
the  spread  of  germs  by  flies. 

In  the  wealthy  homes  they  have 
woolen  rugs  instead  of  the  straw  mats. 
There,  the  children  are  sturdy  look- 
ing, happy,  of  fine  physique  and  clear 
shining  eyes.  Here  the  mother  listens 
because  her  three  babies  had  been 
born  in  our  Methodist  Hospital  and 


she  depended  on  the  nursers’  and 
doctors'  suggestions  to  keep  her  chil- 
dren well  and  happy. 


LOUISIANA  RURAL  WORK 

I will  tell  of  two  incidents  of 
how  you,  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds 
helped  in  making  someone  have  Christ- 
mas by  sending  me  two  monetary 
gifts. 

During  the  week  of  Christmas  a 
telephone  call  came  to  me  to  investi- 
gate the  needs  of  a family  living  about 
efght  miles  from  Houma  on  Highway 
90.  I went  to  call  on  the  family  and 
found  a pitiful  situation  there.  The 
mother  had  died  and  left  six  children 
ranging  in  ages  from  4 to  17.  The 
father  works  on  a plantation  and  the 
older  boy  keeps  house  for  the  brothers 
and  one  sister.  The  house  was  dirty 
and  bare  of  furniture.  There  was  a 
fruit  crate  to  sit  on,  two  beds,  a table, 
an  old  kerosene  stove,  and  no  linen 
or  blankets  to  keep  them  warm  The 
little  ones  were  so  dirty  until  you 
could  hardly  tell  whether  they  were 
blond  or  brunette.  The  father  does  not 
want  to  separate  the  children  and  is 
trying  to  keep  them  together.  What 
did  I do?  I wont  back  to  MacDonell 
and  fixed  a box  of  clothes  that  were 
sent  in  our  supply,  some  toys,  soap, 
four  blankets  that  we  could  spare, 
and  went  to  the  store  and  bought  four 
sheets  with  some  of  the  money  that 
was  sent  in  to  me  to  use  as  I saw  fit. 
The  joy  on  these  dirty  little  faces 
could  make  you  feel  that  you  have 
really  helped  to  make  Christmas. 

The  other  little  face  that  I still 
see  is  the  little  boy  that  has  had  polio 
and  is  left  a cripple.  His  vocal  chords 
are  paralyzed,  his  little  legs  are  in 
braces,  and  his  body  is  twisted.  When 
his  package  of  toys,  clothes,  and 
candy  was  handed  to  him,  he  could 
not  say  thank  you  or  laugh  out  loud, 
but  his  little  hands  were  waving  up 
and  down  and  his  mouth  was  wide 
open  trying  to  laugh  in  happiness 
and  gratitude  that  some  one  had  the 
Christmas  Spirit  and  was  sharing  with 
him.

This  offering 
may  be  reported  as  VALUE  OF  SUPPLY  WORK  on  your  promotion  secretary’s 
report  book. 


When  the  standing  committee  of 
the  Guild  met  at  Camp  Brewer  they 
made  the  following  recommendation 
to  the  Weekend  Counference  at  it.s 
meeting  in  July,  1953: 

That  The  District  Cultivation  Fund 
be  designated  as  25c  per  member 
throughout  the  Conference  and  that 
the  money  be  included  in  the  First 
Quarter's  Report  of  the  Conference 
Year. 

It  came  to  the  attention  of  the 
Conference  committee  that  many  units 
were  not  sending  in  any  money  for 
Cultivation  to  he  used  for  District 
work.  Those  that  were  contributing 
toward  the  support  of  the  District 
were  sending  in  varied  amounts.  It 
is  well  to  note  here  that,  while  the 
Womans  Society's  cultivation  per 
memter  is  smaller,  we  must  consider 
that  they  have  far  more  members 
than  the  Guild.  The  same  amount  of 
work  must  therefore  be  carried  on  in 
the  Guild  at  a cost  slightly  higher 
per  member. 

The  cultivation  fund  from  each 
local  unit  should  be  mailed  with  the 
first  quarter  treasurer's  report.  If  you 
do  not  send  it  in  at  that  time  it  may 
be  included  with  a later  report. 

This  fund  is  used  for  such  ex- 
penses as  postage,  mimeograph  work, 
telephone  calls,  programs,  expense  of 
speakers  for  district  meetings,  etc. 
These  expenses  are  paid  from  the 
District  Cultivation  fund  upon  presen- 
tation of  expenses  from  the  District 
Secretary  of  the  Guild  and  approved 
by  the  District  President  and  Promo- 
tion Secretary  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  If  you  as  a local 
Guild  fail  to  furnish  this  fund,  it 
means  that  special  offerings  must  be 
taken  at  meetings  and  in  all  probabil- 
ity your  District  Secretary  will  carry 
on  her  promotional  work  at  her  per- 
sonal expense  rather  than  see  the 
work  go  undone.  Stand  behind  her  in 
this  important  matter. 

If  you  have  not  included  your 
Cultivation  fund  in  your  remittance 
for  the  current  year,  won’t  you  please 
do  so  on  your  last  report  which  is 
due  in  April?  We  trust  that  when  you 
make  your  budget  for  the  coming 
year  you  will  be  sure  to  make  it  25c 
per  member  and  include  it  in  your 
first  quarter’s  report.

The  U.  S.  Expendi- 
ture for  all  alcoholic  beverages  during  1952  was  reported  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  as  $9,570,000,000.00. 

The  1953  total  based  on  a preliminary  statement  may  have  exceeded 
TEN  BILLIONS  OF  DOLLARS. 

There  are  more  than  480,000  saloons,  bars,  taverns  and  package  liquor  stores 
in  America,  - significantly  far  more  than  the  total  number  of  churches. 

The  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  W.  S.  C.  S.,  Mrs.  Charles 
Goldthwait,  urges  that  all  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  use  the  study  “Alco- 
hol and  Christian  Responsibility"  even  though  they  may  not  take  it  for 
Jurisdiction  Recognition.  She  brought  out  the  fact  that  we  are  support- 
ing an  educational  program  in  High  Schools  in  Louisiana  making  the 
youth  aware  of  the  problems  of  alcohol  and  that  we  too  should  know 
what  is  being  taught. 

Our  responsibility  now  is  to  send  25c  a member  designated  for  the  Alcohol 
Fund  through  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman  s Society.  The  gift  should  be 
given  as  soon  as  possible  and  each  year  during  this  quadrenium  since 
it  is  a continuing  Christian  Social  Relations  project  in  the  Conference 
to  contribute  $3,000  annually  to  the  support  of  the  Louisiana  Moral 
and  Civic  Foundation.

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OUR  GREATEST  DIFFICULTY. 


(Editor’s  Note:  All  of  us  are  concerned  with  interesting  new  members  and  keeping  up 
attendance  at  Guild  meetings.  During  the  months  to  come  the  total  Guild  program  must  be 
improved  so  that  it  will  challenge  new  women  to  membership  and  present  members  to  renewed 
activity.  Women  are  attracted  to  an  alert,  up-to-the  minute,  work  organization.  The  article 
below  is  written  with  the  thought  in  mind  that  the  sugestions  presented  is  a possible  solution.) 


Our  Greatest  difficulty  is — increasing  membership  in  our  Guild.  Familiar 
words  aren’t  they? 

“The  Guild  has  grown  in  all  directions  except  membership,”  according 
to  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  in  her  talk  at  Guild  Conference. 

Isn’t  it  strange  that  we  have  given  more,  our  local  units  increased,  Con- 
ference meetings.  Guild  Weekends  and  District  Meetings  are  well  attended, 
studied  more  and  then  not  grow  in  membership.  During  the  year  just  gone  by 
we  gained  204  members  in  our  Conference  but  lost  about  that  many  too. 

At  district  meetings  where  local  Guilds  have  given  reports  of  their  unit, 
3 out  of  10  will  make  the  “report”  our  greatest  difficulty  is  increasing  membership 
or  lack  of  attendance”.  Perhaps,  if  you  were  to  discuss  this  in  your  local  group 
on  how  to  increase  membership  one  would  suggest  that  we  should  have  more 
enthusiasm  about  the  Guild.  Turn  to  your  dictionary  and  look  up  the  mean- 
ing of  enthusiasm.  It  means  to  be  possessed  by  God. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  an  organization 
that  offers  you  a plus  over  other  groups — besides  civic,  cultural  and  social  it 
offers  the  enrichment  of  spiritual  life.  We  are  Christians  and  we  are  a part  of 
a church  organization.  Why  is  it  then  with  this  “Pius”  in  the  Guild  that  we  do 
not  put  enthusiasm  to  work?  When  the  cause  of  Christ  is  hurried  so  deep  in 
our  hearts,  that  we  do  not  think  of  ourselves,  but  are  willing  to  give  of  our  time, 
talents,  and  gifts,  then  we  will  reach  our  fellowmen.  Yet  we  do  not  win  others 
in  the  fellowship  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

If  we  are  so  inspired  by  the  divine  power  of  God,  is  it  not  possible  that 
enthusiasm  would  be  the  secret  of  winning  others  into  the  Guild?  Nothing  is  so 
contagious  as  enthusiasm.  A little  more,  a great  deal  more,  of  that  enthusiasm 
and  we  will  be  able  to  reach  many  more  new  members. 

We  certainly  have  everything  in  the  Guild  to  generate  enthusiasm.  We 
have  our  Guild  Weekend  with  its  workshops  that  helps  the  officers  so  that  they 
are  better  prepared  to  carry  through  their  duties.  We  have  Guild  Conferences 
for  inspiration  and  District  meetings  where  many  of  us  exchange  ideas  with 
others  through  our  reports. 

We  have  studies  and  monthly  programs  to  gain  knowledge  of  the  work 
of  the  Woman’s  Division.  Knowledge  turns  into  faith  and  power.  This  gen- 
erates enthusiasm.  As  your  knowledge  increases,  your  vision  broadens,  your 
imagination  quickens,  and  these  generate  enthusiasm.  Attitude  generates  en- 
thusiasm. This  depends  a lot  upon  the  spiritual  life  of  each  member. 

We  have  all  that  it  takes  but  lack  the  enthusiasm. 

Let  me  tell  you  a story  that  I read  recently  about  the  advantage  of  en- 
thusiasm. “Peter  Apple  of  Oakland,  Marion  County,  Ind.,  was  recruited  for  the 
Eleventh  Regiment  of  that  State,  and  took  part  in  the  attempt  to  storm  one  of 
the  Vicksburg  batteries.  The  reljel  fire  was  so  destructive,  that  the  Union  forces 
recoiled.  Apple,  the  “raw  recruit”,  “didn’t  see”  the  backward  movement,  and 
kept  going  ahead  until  he  came  up  to  one  of  the  rebel  guns,  caught  a gunner  by 
the  collar,  and  brought  him  within  their  lines,  saying,  “Boys,  why  didn’t  you  come 
on?  Every  fellow  might  have  got  one.” 

Now  I am  not  advocating  that  you  grab  them  by  the  collar.  But  I say 
that  “every  fellow  might  get  one”.  Let  us  see  what  can  be  done  by  concentrating 
and  pulling  our  group  together.  It  turns  work  into  a hobby.  Inject  yourself 
into  the  job,  lose  yourself  in  what  you  are  doing,  and  you  will  not  be  conscious 
of  time  or  effort.  Time  will  not  matter.  We  need  to  combat  the  idea  that  it 
requires  more  time  than  we  have  to  give,  it  is  not  more  time  that  is  needed,  it  is 
enthusiasm.

Miss  Martha  Coldwell,  West  Mon- 
roe, volunteered  for  lifetime  service 
and  her  application  for  training  as  a 
deaconess  had  been  received  accord- 
ing to  announcement  made  by  Mrs.  C. 
I.  Jones  earlier  in  the  year. 

Martha’s  decision  to  give  up  her 
job,  re-enter  college,  and  prepare  for 
full  time  service  in  some  field  of  work 
sponsored  by  the  church,  was  strength- 
ened and  given  impetus  by  the  in- 
spiration received  at  Guild  Weekend 
last  year.  During  her  drive  home  after 
Guild  Weekend  with  her  mother,  Mrs. 
Harriet  Russell,  who  is  a Guild  mem- 
ber also,  they  talked  of  the  urgent 
need  now  as  it  had  been  stressed  at 
the  meeting,  by  Miss  Gladice  Bower, 
who  was  “Special  Interest”  at  Vashti, 
Ga. 

She  had  been  a Guild  member  at 
West  Monroe  church  since  1948,  and 
realized  that  to  return  to  college  for 
two  years,  then  a year  of  specialized 
training  would  not  be  easy.  Her  dis- 
satisfaction with  her  life  goal  and 
purposes  began  to  take  shape  more 
than  a year  earlier.  Martha  was  active 
in  the  program  of  her  local  church  and 
tried  to  convince  herself  that  was 
enough. 

When  Martha  and  her  mother 
arrived  home  that  night  they  attended 
church  service  and  there  was  an  altar 
call  directed  to  those  who  wished  to 
commit  themselves  to  full  time  ser- 
vice.

FIRST  WOMAN  JUDGE 


Miss  Fannie  E.  Burch,  Amite, 
former  Baton  Rouge  District  Secre- 
tary of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
has  earned  the  distinction  of  becom- 
ing the  first  woman  in  Louisiana  to 
be  a district  judge.  She  served  as 
district  Guild  secretary  from  1948  to 
1952. 

This  is  the  first  political  office  for 
Fannie,  who  carried  her  campaign  to 
the  people  and  who  spoke  in  white 
and  negro  churches  throughout  her 
district. 

A native  of  Nebraska,  Miss  Burch 
is  the  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Charles  Burch.  Her  father  was 
a Methodist  preacher  and  the  family 
came  to  Louisiana  when  she  was  a 
child.  She  graduated  from  the  Amite 
High  School.  Then  went  right  into 
the  job  of  court  stenographer. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
man  who  will  swear  her  in  January  1, 
Mr.  N.  P.  Vernon,  clerk  of  court,  was 
the  one  who  gave  her  the  job  as  court 
stenographer  when  completing  high 
school.  She  held  this  job  12  years 
then  studied  law  under  the  late  Shel- 
by Reid  and  passed  her  bar  examina- 
tion 20  years  ago.  However,  during 
part  of  this  time,  she  and  her  father 
ran  the  Amite  Progress,  later  going 
into  full-time  law  practice. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
tend our  best  wishes  to  Fannie  who 
will  be  the  first  May  in  Louisiana  to 
assume  the  duties  of  a district  court 
judge.

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LOUISIANA  RURAL  WORK 

SPECIAL  INTEREST  OF  THE  GUILD 

(Editor’s  Note:  With  this  issue  of  GUILD  TIMES  we  are  beginning  a series  of 
articles  on  our  “Special  Interests’’.  We  believe  it  is  fitting  to  start  with  Miss 
Elizabeth  Thompson,  especially  since  Louisiana  Rural  Work  is  one  of  the  two 
Special  Intei’ests  that  are  the  concern  of  our  Supply  Work.)

One  achievement  which  Elizabeth  Thompson,  Director  of  Rural  Church  and 
Community  work  in  Louisiana,  would  like  to  attain  is  to  be  able  to  tell  others 
in  a few  concise  words  exactly  what  her  work  entails.  The  fact  that  her  work 
includes  many  intangibles  makes  it  difficult  to  explain.  She  spends  much  time 


in  helping  initiate  and  promote  vari- 
ous programs  and  projects,  but  does 
not  feel  that  she  can  take  full  credit 
for  such  programs  when  others  have 
helped  toward  their  development.  She 
always  finds  herself  at  a disadvantage 
when  some  observer  says,  “Tell  me 
in  a few  words  ail  about  your  work.” 

After  spending  her  sabbatical 
leave  studying  at  Emory  University, 
Miss  Thompson  came  back  to  Louisi- 
ana three  months  before  her  official 
leave  was  over.  “No  sabbatical  leave 
could  have  ended  on  a higher  note 
nor  term  of  service  begun  on  clearer 
committment,”  she  says  as  she  refers 
to  her  trip  back  to  Louisiana  from 
Milwaukee  where  she  attended  the 
Woman’s  Division  quadrennium  As- 
sembly. 

She  arrived  in  time  for  the  An- 
nual Conference,  held  June  1st  in 
Monroe.  Five  separate  experiences 
during  the  conference  set  the  tone 
tor  the  immediate  future  and  for  long 
range  planning.  These  included  ses- 
sions with  the  Board  of  Education,  a 
meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Chris- 
tian Vocations,  the  Town  and  Country 
Commission,  the  initial  meeting  of  a 
committee  on  Rural  Church  and  Com- 
munity work  in  Louisiana,  and  the  re- 
organization of  the  Deaconess  Board 
of  which  Miss  Thompson  was  elected 


chairman.  These  various  meetings  in- 
\olving  inspirational  plans  added  to 
the  “lift”  given  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, marked  a good  beginning  for 
another  year’s  work. 

She  arrived  in  Shreveport  early 
in  June  and  “took  over”  her  new  office 
located  on  the  Centenary  Campus  in 
the  Religious  Center  building.  Rural 
work  in  Louisiana  is  a cooperative 
project  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education. 
Miss  Thompson’s  work  has  been  car- 
ried on  according  to  this  plan  since 
she  first  came  to  Louisiana  in  1946. 

She  found  plenty  to  do.  The  re- 
counting of  her  efforts  during  the 
summer  months  will  give  some  idea 
of  the  scope  of  her  responsibilities. 
She  worked  on  a population  and 
church  membership  survey  to  deter- 
mine the  membership  of  Methodist 
churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

She  found  that  out  of  some  462 
churches  there  were  352  with  mem- 
berships less  than  250,  while  there 
were  222  churches  with  less  than  100 
members.  It  was  also  found  that  only 
51  of  the  churches  in  the  conference 
have  more  than  500  members.  These 
figures  show  that  much  of  the  work 
in  the  Methodist  Churches  in  Louisi- 
ana is  being  carried  on  by  churches 
with  small  memberships.  But  all  too 


often  the  importance  of  a church  is 
gauged  by  the  number  of  members 
on  its  roll.  For  this  reason  she  was 
anxious  that  some  worth-while  recog- 
nition be  given  the  smaller  church  for 
a job  well  done. 

She  wrote  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Town  and  Country  Commissions  over 
the  south  to  find  what  they  were  do- 
ing toward  the  recognition  program. 
“We  took  the  suggestions  and  in  light 
of  the  findings  worked  out  our  own 
recognition  program,”  Miss  Thompson 
said.  This  was  presented  to  and 
adopted  by  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet  which 
met  during  the  Pastor’s  School  at  Cen- 
tenary College. 

There  is  a plan  for  more  direc- 
tion and  guidance  to  be  given  the  pre- 
ministerial  students  at  Centenary,  and 
Miss  Thompson  has  been  asked  to 
serve  on  the  committee  which  will 
help  in  this  supervisory  capacity.  She 
has  spent  time  this  summer  in  as- 
sembling material  which  will  be  help- 
ful to  these  young  men  toward  solving 
some  of  the  problems  which  may  be 
theirs. 

One  plan  which  she  helped  a 
young  minister  develop  for  his  church 
might  successfully  be  used  in  any 
rural  church.  She  visited  his  church 
and  together  they  decided  the  poten- 
tials of  the  community  would  have  to 
be  known  to  him  before  he  could  build 
a constructive  program.  “No  matter 
where  any  church  is  located.  Miss 
Thompson  explains,  there  is  always 
a north,  south,  east  and  west.”  Work- 
ing from  the  church  as  the  focal  point 
he  can  contact  all  individuals  in  the 
area  and  come  to  know  his  parishion- 
ers well  enough  to  begin  to  make  fu- 
ture plans. 

The  above  is  only  one  example 
of  help  that  she  has  given.  There 
have  been  many  other  ministers  who 
have  come  for  suggestions  concerning 
various  problems.  One  needed  advice 
about  how  to  go  about  getting  the 
people  of  his  community  (very  small 
town)  interested  in  establishing  a fire 
department.  Miss  Thompson  advised 
him  to  confer  with  other  agencies  in 
the  community.  She  gave  him  material 
on  community  institutes  and  councils. 
He  went  away  feeling  that  he  at  least 
had  been  given  some  direction  as  to 
where  to  start. 

Another  time-consuming  part  of 
a rural  worker’s  life  is  the  interpre- 
tation of  the  work.  “People  never 
seem  to  quite  understand  it,”  Eliza- 
beth says,  “so  I cannot  afford  to  pass 
up  an  opportunity  to  do  anything  I 
can  toward  giving  a clearer  compre- 
hension of  the  work  to  those  who  are 
interested.”  That  is  one  object  in  at- 
tending meetings,  making  talks  and 
entering  into  discussions  which  will 
expand  the  knowledge  of  listeners. 

During  the  School  of  Missions  she 
took  part  in  the  workshop  on  program 
building,  making  definite  sugestions 
as  to  why  every  rural  woman  should 
be  interested  in  the  1954-55  program 
material  on  “the  city”.  In  addition  to 
taking  part  in  the  workshop  she  has

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talked  to  local  church  groups  in  three 
separate  districts.  She  also  partici- 
pated in  the  Young  Adult  Assembly 
at  Camp  Brewer. 

“But”  she  points  out,  “meetings 
and  talks  are  not  the  only  methods 
by  which  the  work  is  interpreted.” 
There  are  letters  to  be  written,  many 
of  them.  Some  are  answers  to  in- 
quirie,  some  are  for  promotional  pur- 
poses, others  to  arrange  future  meet- 
ings. She  also  emphasizes  the  great 
importance  of  those  letters  which  go 
to  interested  prospective  recruits. 

Another  means  of  interpretation 
which  she  accomplished  this  summer 
was  the  designing  of  a mat  including 
the  many  facts  of  endeavor  of  rural 
work.  The  mat  illustrates  not  only  her 
own  work  but  shows  how  it  ties  in 
with  other  community  efforts,  making 
it  clear  that  no  one  agency  or  re- 
source is  adequate  to  insure  the 
abundant  life. 

Another  outstanding  phase  of  her 
work  is  leadership  development.  “Any 
conscientious  rural  worker  must  con- 
cern herself  with  developing  leaders 
in  the  community,”  Elizabeth  says. 
But  explaining  the  procedure  is  not 
as  easy  as  making  the  statement,  she 
will  assure  you.  A leader  is  not  made 
simply  by  appointing  a person  to  as- 
sume certain  responsibilities.  Miss 
Thompson  has  given  much  time  and 
thought  to  this  part  of  her  work  since 
its  beginning  in  1946.  Acting  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  she  has  helped  the 
minister  and  local  leaders  arrange  in- 
stitutes, has  arranged  for  young  people 
to  attend  camps  and  workshops,  met 
with  individual  teachers  in  rural 
churches  and  has  created  interest  in 
organized  training  schools  in  order  to 
promote  leadership  in  small  churches. 

Because  of  the  constantly  chang- 
ing social  order  in  our  country  there 
are  many  new  challenges  for  rural 
workers.  In  the  past  few  years  the  in- 
crease in  population  of  people  over 
65  years  of  age  has  placed  a responsi- 
bility on  the  church  toward  meeting 
the  needs  of  these  older  people.  All 
older  adults  are  not  urbanites,  many 
of  them  are  to  be  found  in  rural 
areas.  In  the  Louisiana  Conference 
there  are  four  Methodist  Church- 
sponsored  camps  for  older  adults.  A 
part  of  her  schedule  this  summer  in- 
cluded attending  and  helping  with 
three  of  these  camps. 

“With  all  these  different  interests 
and  with  such  a variety  of  jobs  to 
keep  me  busy,”  Miss  Thompson  says, 
“you  can  see  how  rural  work  has  be- 
come an  impelling  vital  force  in  my 
life — a work  that  is  demanding,  but 
at  the  same  time  satisfying  beyond 
expression.” 

She  thinks  the  quotations  from  the 
WORK  BOOK  from  the  FOURTH  AS- 
SEMBLY, which  was  used  on  the  mats 
she  designed,  is  as  clear-cut  a summa- 
tion of  rural  work  as  any  statement 
she  knows.  It  reads:  “There  is  no  typ- 
ical rural  job,  but  there  is  a com- 
mon philosophy  among  rural  workers. 


There  is  the  profound  belief  in  the 
whole  nature  of  religion.  The  rural 
worker  believes  that  no  part  of  life 
is  outside  the  circle  of  the  church’s 
responsibility.  The  worker,  therefore, 
is  a general  practitioner  who  looks  at 
life,  religion,  and  society  as  of  one 
piece.  One  is  not  a preacher,  not  a 
director  of  religious  education,  nor  a 
social  worker,  nor  a home  demonstra- 
tion agent.  Some  of  the  skills  of  these 
professions  are  known,  of  course,  and 
all  of  them  are  understood  in  their 
relation  to  the  whole  job.  But  the 
worker  joins  hands  with  all  the  pro- 
fessional resources  in  the  area  of  the 
church,  as  well  as  the  social  and  spiri- 
tual resources  in  the  area  of  the 
church  organization,  in  the  dual  job 
of  strengthening  social  and  spiritual 
life  in  the  church,  and  of  carrying 
that  strength  to  the  building  and 
bettering  of  the  community.”

her  to  go  to  college.  Martha  is  now  at- 
tending Northwestern  and  plans  to 
graduate  there  next  June.  After  gradu- 
ation she  will  have  a year  of  special 
training. 

During  this  past  summer  Martha 
worked  with  the  “Harvester”  team  and 
served  in  California  working  with  the 
children  of  migrant  farm  workers. 
“The  Harvester”  was  the  name  of  the 
station  wagon  staffed  by  volunteer 
workers  and  sent  by  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  to  serve  migrant 
farm  workers  in  the  Santa  Clara  Val- 
ley, California.  Before  they  began 
their  work  with  the  migrants,  Martha 
with  52  others,  representing  23  de- 
nominations, met  for  the  first  time 
in  Modesto  for  intensive  training  and 
orientation  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  National  Council’s  Division  of 
Home  Missions.

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MRS.  GOLDTHWAIT  ATTENDS 
WORLD  COUNCIL  MEETING 

“For  a Christian  Social  Relations  Secretary,  constantly  thinking  and  talking 
World  Peace,  the  World  Christian  Community  and  such,  the  opportunity  to  at- 
tend a WORLD  OF  CHURCHES  was  the  supreme  experience.  In  the  five  days 
that  I was  there,  said  Mrs.  Charles  Goldthwait,  there  was  never  a dull  moment.” 
Mrs.  Goldthwait,  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  President,  and  Mrs.  James  Whittaker,  Woman’s 
Society  persons  known  to  have  attended  all  or  part  of  the  World  Council  of 


Church  meeting  in  August. 

The  following  is  an  account  of 
Mrs.  Goldthwait’s  experience  of  the 
meeting. 

The  high  point  was  the  pageant, 
called  “The  Festival  of  Faith”  staged 
at  Soldier’s  Field,  Chicago,  Sunday 
night,  August  15.  An  estimated  155,000 
people  saw  this  spectacle  which  used 
the  theme  of  the  whole  meeting 
“Christ,  the  Hope  of  the  World.” 
Can  you  imagine,  singing  “The 
Church’s  One  Foundation”,  praying 
the  Lord’s  Prayer,  and  the  General 
Confession,  “Father,  we  have  erred 
and  strayed  from  thy  ways  like  lost 
sheep”,  together  with  more  than  a 
hundred  thousand  others,  all  gathered 
together  in  one  place?  Each  individual 
seemed  thoroughly  lifted  up  in  spirit. 

When  the  procession  of  delegates, 
headed  by  the  Presidents,  started 
down  the  Field,  and  one  could  see 
the  varied  costumes  indicating  the 
many  places  around  the  world  from 
which  they  had  come,  and  represent- 
ing all  the  races  of  the  earth,  the 
thought  came  to  one,  “So  we  will  come 
into  Heaven,  - all  kinds,  all  together, 
all  taking  our  places  as  one”. 

After  the  service  of  praise,  with 
a Narrator  using  quotations  from  the 
Bible  and  Church  literature,  the  Bibli- 
cal theme  of  Creation,  Redemption 
and  Consummation  was  depicted  by 
nantomine.  The  five  sets  of  trumpeters, 
the  organ  music,  the  great  choirs,  and 
the  effectiveness  of  the  lighting  made 
for  a deep  spiritual  experience.  Then 
when  a huge  moon  rose  over  the  field 


from  the  east,  just  before  the  benedic- 
tion, one  felt  the  Lord  Himself  was 
pronouncing  that  very  benediction. 

At  the  Plenary  (business)  Sessions 
and  at  the  special  meetings  set  up  for 
the  ordinary  visitors,  one  was  im- 
pressed by  many  things.  First,  there 
were  so  many,  many  “big  names”.  Dr. 
0.  Frederick  Nolde,  Kagawa,  Samuel 
McCrae  Cavert,  Charles  Taft,  Charles 
Malik,  Bishop  Dibellius  of  Berlin’s 
East  and  West  Zones,  Ralph  Sockman, 
and  Martin  Niemoller  as  well  as  many 
Bishops  of  our  own  Methodist  church 
were  among  those  we  commonly  saw. 
So  we  were  tremendously  impressed 
by  the  bigness  of  the  group,  and  by 
the  fact  that  practically  THE  WHOLE 
WORLD  was  represented,  even  to 
some  from  the  Iron  Curtain  countries. 

Plenty  of  place  was  made  and 
given  to  the  “little  countries”  also. 
For  the  very  first  speaker  at  the  very 
first  Worship  Service  in  First  Metho- 
dist Church  at  8:30  A.  M.,  Sunday 
was  a Rev.  John  Havea,  a Methodist 
preacher  from  the  Tonga  Islands,  in 
the  South  Pacific.  He  said  something 
to  this  effect,  - “You  can’t  get  the  big 
v/heels  of  a watch  to  go  until  the 
tiniest  of  wheels  also  starts”  meaning 
that  he  was  very'  humbly  the  tiniest 
of  wheels,  but  that  the  tiniest  of 
churches  and  peoples  too  are  required 
to  be  part  of  a Great  WoiTd  Council. 

Likewise,  following  a masterly 
address  by  Charles  Malik,  Ambassador 
to  the  U.  S.  from  Lebanon,  and  head 
of  the  Delegation  to  the  United  Na- 


tions from  his  own  country,  there  was 
prolonged  applause,  and  the  whole 
audience  of  15,000  rose  to  its  feet  so 
greatly  was  it  affected.  Then  there 
went  to  the  speakers’  rostrum  a young 
looking  man,  black-skinned,  wearing 
an  odd  but  rich  looking  long  robe  of 
some  kind.  One  thought,  “Young  man, 
you'll  have  to  be  good,  after  what  we 
have  just  heard ’’.  And  he  WAS.  His 
name  was  Rev.  P.  K.  Dagadu,  General 
Secretary,  Christian  Council  of  the 
Gold  Coast,  Africa.  Speaking  in  most 
beautiful  English,  he  immediately 
achieved  our  attention,  by  telling  of 
an  experience  he  had  had  in  serving 
Communion  in  a little  village  church, 
earth-floor,  thatched-roof  type,  on  the 
Gold  Coast  of  Africa.  When  he  came 
to  the  part  in  the  service  which  reads, 
“Therefore  with  angels  and  arch  an- 
gels, and  with  the  whole  company  of 
heaven,  we,  (the  little  group  of  Chris- 
tians worshipping  in  those  simple  cir- 
cumstances) - laud  and  magnify  Thy 
glorious  name”,  the  reality  of  the  one- 
ness of  the  whole  world  wide  church 
dawned  on  him  he  said,  “However 
small  that  village  church  was,  and 
however  crude  and  insignificant  the 
environment  in  which  it  was  set,  it  was 
most  significant  in  that  it  was  part  of 
the  One  Church  here  on  earth  and 
in  heaven”. 

And  so  it  was.  One  felt  the  great- 
ness of  the  Council,  the  bigness  of  its 
task,  and  the  huge  area  that  it  covers, 
but  one  also  felt  there  is  still  a place 
for  the  little  groups  and  the  little 
churches  and  the  little  people  like 
you  and  I.

Hello: 

May  I wish  you  a yery  belated  Happy  New  Year? 

Did  you  ever,  experience  such  a wonderful  Christmas 
season  as  we  have  just  passed  through?  I am  still  re- 
membering with  a deep  sense  of  warmth  and  appreciation 
the  many  beautiful  cards  and  messages  you  sent  me  during 
the  holidays.  Truly  Christ  is  being  put  back  in  Christmas, 
and  I am  glad  that  we,  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
have  had  a small  part  in  helping. 

Do  you  know  that  we  have  passed  the  half-way  mark 
for  the  1954-55  Guild  year?  Since  January  is  a good  time 
for  taking  inventory  suppose  we  pause  and  take  a mental 
journey  through  our  accomplishments  thus  far. 

You  recall  last  summer  at  Camp  Brewer  we  resolved 
that  we  would  not  rest  until  we  had  reached  every  em- 
ployed woman  in  our  church,  and  that  we  are  going  to 
organize  a Guild  unit  in  every  church  where  there  wasn’t 
one.  Do  I have  the  courage  to  tell  you  that  we  have  re- 
ported for  the  first  half  of  the  year  114  new  members, 
with  a total  membership  of  1,751,  but  here  is  the  sad  news, 
at  the  beginning  of  1954-55  we  had  a total  membership  of 
1,865,  making  a difference  in  membership  of  exactly  114. 
Have  we  actually  gained  114  members,  or  have  we  lost 
114?  We  have  one  new  unit  reported.  Neva  Rye,  reports 
a unit  organized  at  LeCompte,  and  to  her  and  the  new  unit 
we  salute  you,  and  welcome  you  into  our  fine  organiza- 
tion. Where  are  those  others? 

While  I am  discussing  figures  with  you,  I feel  I will 
have  to  say  again  that  many  of  you  are  not  reporting. 
With  a total  of  88  units  we  only  had  80  to  report  the  first 
quarter  and  for  the  second  quarter  only  83  reported.  I still 
maintain  that  you  are  doing  the  work,  but  sometimes  I 
think  you  are  just  plain  lazy  when  you  fail  to  report  it. 
You  know  we  have  no  other  means  of  knowing  what  you 
are  doing  unless  you  mail  the  reports  in  that  have  been 
furnished  you.  If  you  do  not  have  report  books  then  con- 
tact your  district  secretary  and  she  will  be  glad  to  furnish 
you  with  the  necessary  report  blanks.  Remember  the  slo- 
gan - “Reports  are  our  Measure  of  Progress”.  I would  just 
love  one  time  while  I am  your  conference  secretary  to  be 
able  to  report  100%  to  your  Jurisdiction  and  Executive 
Secretaries. 

Last  summer,  as  I wrote  in  my  last  letter,  we  pledged 
$13,103.49  toward  the  total  budget  of  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference WSCS.  Girls,  I just  know  you  are  not  going  to  fail 
us.  We  have  not  nearly  reached  the  half-way  mark,  and  we 
are  well  into  our  third  quarter.  Look  into  this  matter,  and 
see  if  you  can  help  with  the  deficit  by  giving  a life 
membership,  or  by  using  the  Treasure  Chests.  Here  are 
the  figures. 

First  quarter  $2,760.54 

Second  quarter  3,186.72  total  $5,947.26 

Enough  of  the  darker  side  of  the  picture.  I just  can- 
not bring  this  to  a close  without  commending  many  of  you 
for  the  wonderful  job  you  are  doing.  Shreveport  District 
with  their  News  Sheet.  Monroe  District  for  the  wonderful 
Spiritual  Life  Retreat  held  in  October.  Others  of  you  for 
the  emphasis  you  are  putting  on  Guild  Month.  Still  others 
for  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  fellowship  through 
combined  studies  with  the  WSCS.  Many  of  you  are  using 
your  WSCS  officers  and  leaders,  both  on  the  conference, 
district  and  local  levels,  on  your  programs  and  that  is 
good.  Alexandria  District  for  their  new  unit.  Lake  Charles 
District  for  working  so  faithfully  on  our  Spring  Meeting 
with  them  in  March.

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GUILD  MONTH  OBSERVANCE 


January  of  1955  and  “Guild  Month”  is  coming  to  a 
close,  but  we  feel  that  it  is  the  beginning  of  greater  things 
in  our  Guild.  It  is  fine  indication  of  our  interest  in 
the  Guild  to  begin  a new  year  with  the  observance  of 
“Guild  Month”  in  such  a resounding  way. 

Guild  Month  is  the  time  of  year  in  which  we,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  pause  to  give  thanks 
for  the  great  fellowship  and  wondertul  opportunities  for 
spiritual  growth  and  Christian  service  that  it  offers  us; 
and  to  again  dedicate  our  time,  talents,  and  gifts  to  God, 
the  Father. 

While  the  month  is  not  yet  over,  we  have  received 
many  gratifying  reports  from  some  of  you,  concerning  the 
way  you  have  observed  this  very  special  occassion.  We  wish 
to  give  thanks  to  every  one  of  you  who  promoted  “Guild 
Month”  through  your  church,  special  meeting,  the  presen- 
tation through  newspaper  or  radio  and  other  mediums.

The  filmstrip  aims  to  recruit  young  women  for  mission 
service  by  directing  attention  to  Norris  scholarships  for 
Guild  members  and  others  who  wish  to  work  with  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions.

The  District  Sec- 
retaries and  the  chairmen  of  the  lines  of  work  certainly- 
made  glowing  reports  of  the  work  done  through  out  the 
conference.  The  folders  for  the  reports  were  made  by  the 
Guilds  in  Lake  Charles  District  and  they  were  beautiful. 
These  packets  added  much  to  the  success  of  the  meeting. 
Our  sincere  thanks  to  them  for  such  a fine  job. 

Were  you  among  the  156  delegates  representing  36 
units  who  attended  our  Spring  Meeting?  All  of  your  con- 
ference committee,  except  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  and  Mrs. 
George  E.  Powell,  were  there.  We  are  sorry  they  could  not 
attend,  and  missed  them  very  much.  If  you  did  not  attend 
won’t  you  start  now  making  plans  for  next  year?  You  know 
we  are  going  to  be  in  Shreveport  for  our  Fifth  Annual 
-A  Spring  Meeting.  Let  us  have  representation  from  each 
local  unit,  and  as  many  of  our  district  chairmen  as  possible. 

We  had  such  a wonderful  meeting.  Our  speakers  were 
so  very  challenging.  Enthusiasm  and  interest  were  at  an 
all-time  high.  But  we  need  to  reach  more  employed  women.

The  president  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christain 
Service  and  your  pastor  will  be  happy  to  work  with  you. 

There  are  several  pertinent  things  to  call  to  your 
attention; 

1.  By-Laws  have  been  revi.sed  and  are  being  printed  in 
The  Methodist  Woman.  The  local  by-laws  appeared  in  the 
March  is.sue,  district,  conference  and  jurisdiction  in  April 
issue,  and  the  division  will  appear  in  May  issue.  Also, 
the  Guild  Handbook  is  being  revised  to  agree  with  the 
new  by-laws.  The  complete  by-laws  will  be  printed  in  this 
revision.  Watch  the  back  page  of  The  Methodist  Woman 
for  publisihng  date. 

2.  The  Marion  Lela  Norris  Scholarship  Fund  will  be  a 
regular  appropriation  for  the  next  fiscal  year  beginning  in 
June.  This  means  that  it  will  be  a Guild  Special  Interest, 
and  credit  will  be  given  toward  pledge.  There  will  be  a 
full  explanation  in  the  June  issue  of  The  Methodist  Wo- 
man.

In  1917  Russian  people  overthrew  Czarist  tyranny. 
But  leaders  betrayed  people  - not  God-fearing. 

In  1918  overthrown  and  Bolsheviks  took  over. 

(Bolsheviks  fore-runners  of  Communism) 
Hundreds  of  thousands  Russia’s  best  citizens  fled 
into  exile  - some  to  China  - to  Yugoslavia  - to 
America. 

Our  fate  could  have  been  the  same,  but  for  our  godly 
heritage,  praying  leaders. 

Fruits  of  righteousness  we  enjoy  don’t  just  happen 
but  are  caused. 


While  our  entire  pi'ogram  during  the  Fourth  Annual 
Spring  Meeting  held  in  Lake  Charles  on  March  19-20  was 
a most  interesting  one,  we  would  like  to  give  you  some- 
thing of  each  talk.

(Don’t  answer 
that  - except  to  yourself).  Is  there  a woman  here  who 
thinks  politics  rotten? 

What  is  meant  by  being: 

Nation  of  Destiny 
Woman  of  Destiny? 

Called  of  God  for  special  task  or  purpose  that  affects  des- 
tiny of  the  world. 

Is  America  called  of  God  such  as  Hebrew  Nation? 

Let’s  Compare: 

God  called  Abram  from  Ur  of  Chaldees 

God  called  Pilgrims  from  Europe  - free  worship! 

God  freed: 

Hebrews  from  Egyptian  bondage 
America  from  British  tyranny 

Mo.ses,  cho.sen  of  God  as  deliverer

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FINANCE 

We  cannot  over  emphasize  the  importance  of  the 
“Handbook  on  Finance”  which  may  be  obtained  from 
Literature  Headquarters  at  15c  each.  Your  local  Finance 
committee  will  soon  meet  to  make  a budget  for  the  new 
year.  If  every  member  of  your  committee  had  a copy  it 
would  be  a tremendous  help  in  making  up  a budget. 

Please  remember  though  that  such  explanations  on 
Student,  Youth  and  Children  Funds  does  not  apply  to  the 
Guild  budget.  The  Handbook  on  Finance  is  for  both  organ- 
izations and  we  are  to,  apply  those  things  that  concern  the 
Guild. 

You  will  find  a section  on  “Questions  and  Answers” 
which  is  most  helpful.  This  section  gives  answers  to  many 
questions  that  usually  come  up  during  a district  meeting 
or  Guild  weekend.  Order  several  copies  before  your  finance 
committee  meets!  Better  still,  let  your  finance  committee 
plan  a program  using  this  book  when  they  present  the 
budget  for  adoption. 


If  the  pledge  has  been  paid  to  the  district  or  confer- 
ence treasurer  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  raises 
more  money  than  its  initial  budget  for  all  purposes,  does 
the  additional  money  have  to  be  divided  or  may  it  be 
applied  in  full  to  local  church  and  community  activities? 

It  is  suggested  that  the  additional  money  be  divided 
in  the  same  proportion  as  the  original  budget  was  divided. 


APPROPRIATIONS.  Appropriations  are  the  definite 
amounts  authorized  by  action  of  the  Woman’s  Division  for 
the  support  of  the  work  of  the  Division. 


FISCAL  YEAR.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion of  Christian  Service  is  the  same  as  the  appropriation 
year  and  covers  the  period  of  June  1 to  May  31.

“In  Honor  Preferring  One  Another”  (Romans  13:10) 

Many  Guild  members  are  not  familiar  with  Special 
Memberships  and  there  has  been  some  discussion  concern- 
ing the  purpose  of  these  memberships.  Therefore  we  are 
quoting  an  article  on  page  19  in  the  Handbook  on  Finance: 

“The  purpose  of  special  memberships  is  two-fold:  they 
give  honor  to  whom  honor  is  due  and  at  the  same  time 
they  add  to  the  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

The  following  types  of  Memberships  are  available: 
Honorary  Baby  Membership  (through  5 years)  $5.00 

Honorary  Jr.  Membership  (from  6 thru  11  years)  $10.00 

Honorary  Youth  Membership  (from  12  thru  23  years)  $15.00 
Adult  Life  Membership  $25.00 

Honorary  Life  Membership  $100.00 

Honorary  Life  Patron  $300.00 

Memorial  Membership  $50.00 

Funds  for  these  memberships  are  sent  through  regular 
channels  of  finance  and  credit  is  given  on  the  pledge  of 
the  local,  district,  and  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  It  should  Ije  understood,  however,  that  Guilds  in 
the  local  church  and  in  the  districts  and  conferences  will 
use  this  method  to  secure  extra  funds  for  the  work  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  and  that  such  funds  for  memberships 
will  be  an  additional  gift.  Each  person  honored  in  this  way 
receives  a special  certificate,  and  special  pins  are  provided 
for  Adult  Life,  Honorary  Life,  Honorary  Life  Patron,  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Adult  Life  Memberships. 

A Memorial  Membership  gives  an  opportunity  for 
families,  and  the  Guilds  in  the  local  church,  in  the  districts 
and  conferences  to  honor  loved  ones  who  have  died.  Gifts 
received  for  Memorial  Memberships,  as  part  of  the  appro- 
priations of  the  Woman’s  Division,  help  to  pay  retirement 
salaries  for  missionaries  and  deaconesses.” 

When  ordering  adult  life  membership  pins  and  cer- 
tificates for  Guild  Members  be  sure  to  state  it  is  for  a 
Guild  member.  There  are  special  certificates  and  pins  in- 
dicating Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

The  “Handbook  on  Finance”  may  be  ordered  from 
Literature  Headquarters. 


IN  REMEMBRANCE  GIFTS 

We  wish  to  further  quote  the  Handbook  on  Finance, 
concerning  “In  Remembrance  Gifts”.  “In  Remembrance 
Gifts”  are  given  instead  of  flowers  to  honor  members  who 
have  died.  (Or  any  person  not  necessarily  a member  of 
the  Guild).  Cards  are  provided  for  informing  the  family 
of  the  gift,  and  also  for  the  donor.  The  “In  Remembrance 
Gifts”,  which  are  to  be  sent  through  the  regular  channels 
of  finance,  are  given  credit  on  the  pledge  of  the  Guild  in 
the  local  church,  the  district  and  the  conference,  and,  just 
as  in  the  case  with  special  memberships,  will  be  made  as 
additional  gifts. 

The  cards  may  be  secured  only  at  Literature  Head- 
quarters for  10  cents  per  set.  It  is  suggested  that  your 
treasurer  keep  several  of  these  on  hand,  so  she  may  send 
them  when  such  gifts  are  made.

President  Shoud  Be 

Employed  Woman 

Now  that  it  is  election  time  in  the  local  and  district, 
we  feel  that  we  should  remind  you  to  be  concerned  over 
electing  employed  women  to  serve  as  president  of  our 
local  units  and  to  district  chairmanships  and  as  district 
secretaries. 

The  duties  of  officers  in  a local  unit  clearly  states 
that  the  president  should  be  an  employed  woman,  strong 
Christian  character,  charm,  organization  ability,  and  spiri- 
tual experience,  a recognized  leader  in  the  group,  with 
the  ability  to  make  each  member  feel  that  she  counts  in 
the  program  of  the  Guild. 

We  know  that  the  Guild  is  for  employed  women  and 
we  should  recognize  that  fact  and  respect  the  organization 
of  the  Woman’s  Society.  This  also  applies  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  not  any  such  organization  as  “Business  and  Pro- 
fessional Woman’s  Circle”  in  the  Woman’s  Society. 

In  several  districts  there  will  be  elections  for  dis- 
trict secretaries  and  chairmen  of  the  various  lines  of 
work.  We  hope  that  the  research  committee  keeps  the 
above  in  mind  when  asking  someone  to  serve. 

District  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  two 
years,  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional 
term  in  the  same  office.  Local  officers  can  not  serve  over 
four  years  in  the  same  office.  (See  changes  in  March 
issue  of  the  Methodist  Woman,  Guild  page;  also,  read 
changes  in  the  April  issue). 


RECOMMENDATIONS-1 955-56 

IT  IS  RECOMMENDED: 

In  Recruitment 

1.  That  because  so  many  Wesleyan  Service  Guid  mem- 
bers have  the  necessary  preparation,  a concerted  and 
attractive  appeal  be  made  in  conference,  district,  and  local 
Guild  groups  in  an  effort  to  recruit  suitable,  capable,  and 
adequately  trained  women  for  Christian  Missionary  Service. 

In  Membership 

2.  That  with  a greater  determination  than  ever  before 
we  widen  the  outreach  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in 
the  area  of  interesting  every  employed  woman  in  the 
Methodist  Church  in  membership. 

(a)  Through  the  organization  of  new  units. 

(b)  Through  making  attractive  appeal  to  younger  wo- 
men 

(c)  Through  the  enlistment  of  women  from  the  varied 

vocations 

(d)  Through  special  attention  to  the  new-comers 

In  World  Brotherhood 

3.  That  the  Guild  sustaining  fellowship  of  a world 
Christian  Church. 

(a)  That  as  Christian  employed  women,  realizing  we 

have  a personal  witness  in  our  everyday  living, 
we  are  concerned  with  the  needs  of  people  every- 
where. 

(b)  That  we  affirm  belief  in  the  United  Nations  as  the 
World’s  best  hope  for  peace. 

In  Giving 

4.  That  Guild  units  prayerfully  make  their  budgets, 
taking  into  account  the  urgent  needs  on  the  foreign  fields, 
and  that  greater  use  be  made  of  the  Treasure  Chest. 

(a)  That  every  Guild  consider  giving  one  or  more 
Special  Memberships. 

In  Cultivation  Fund 

5.  We  recommend  the  following  which  was  approved 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Division  after 
special  study;  (Editor’s  note:  this  does  not  have  refer- 
ence to  local  cultivation) 

(a)  That  money  raised  for  cultivation  purposes  by  both 

the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  W.  S.  G.  be  placed  in  one  fund, 
to  be  used  for  the  total  program  of  the  Societies 
and  Guilds  on  the  basis  of  need,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  treasurer  (on  dist.,  conf.,  and 
juris,  levels)  will  keep  the  record  of  receipts  from 
each  group  separate  on  her  books  so  that  informa- 
tion of  these  totals  may  be  available  for  both 
Guilds  and  Societies 

(b)  That  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  present  its  own 
plans  for  a cultivation  program  to  a meeting  of 
the  Conference  Committee  on  Finance,  with  the 
Conference  Guild  Secretary  present  to  participate 
in  discussions  of  plans  for  raising  cultivation 
funds  and  for  drawing  up  of  budgets  for  the  ex- 
penditures of  such  funds,  this  same  procedure  to 
be  followed  on  both  District  and  Jurisdiction 
levels,  thus  avoiding  separate  fund  raising  proj- 
ects for  cultivation  of  Guilds  and  Societies. 

In  Missionary  Education 

6.  (a)  That  a greater  attempt  be  made  to  get  all 

district  Guild  Secretaries  in  attendance  at  the 
Conference  School  of  Missions. 

(b)  That  each  local  unit  strive  for  at  least  two 
studies.  That  a Guild  clinic  be  held  in  connection 
with  the  Conference  School  of  Missions. 

In  Reporting 

7.  That  a leadership  class  be  conducted  on  all  levels 
not  only  for  the  purpose  but  for  a greater  appreciation  of 
our  great  organization. 

8.  That  we  make  Christ  the  center  of  our  every  under- 
taking in  our  great  work  in  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
and  the  church.

He  knew  how  little  would 
be  accomplished  in  this  world  of  ours  without  dreams,  vi- 
sion, faith.  How  grateful  we  are  for  Guild  members  with 
vision!  How  grateful  we  are  for  Dorothy  Dunbar  whose 
vision  brought  GUILD  TIMES  into  being!  It  was  she  who 
realized  what  an  official  publication  of  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  could  mean  to  pro- 
moting the  work,  to  informing  members,  to  bringing  local 
Guilds  into  the  larger  fellowship  of  our  Conference  and 
National  organization.

PERHAPS  GOD  IS  WAITING 

When  report  time  comes  around  again,  and  an  eval- 
uation of  the  local  Guild  must  be  made,  we  can  often 
look  with  gratitude  and  satisfaction  on  the  gifts  we  have 
been  able  to  give  to  missions,  the  service  we  have  been 
able  to  render  to  our  church  and  to  needy  humanity.  We 
can  even  feel  oft-times  that  we’ve  made  some  progress  in 
deepening  the  spiritual  experience  of  our  group.  But  when 
we  look  at  membership  figures  we  are  crestfallen  and 
ashamed.  How  often  we  find  that  we’ve  lost  as  many  as 
we’ve  gained!  Sometimes  we  find  that  we  must  report 
fewer  members  at  the  end  of  the  year  than  we  had  at  its 
beginning.  The  great  problem  of  growth  in  membership 
plagues  Guilds  throughout  Methodism.  We  recognize  this 
as  a serious  matter  for  we  know  all  too  well  that  that 
which  does  not  grow,  dies. 

Is  there  a solution  to  this  problem?  One  Guild  has 
found  an  answer.  Its  members  have  discovered  that  mem- 
bership drives  and  publicity  campaigns — though  valuable — 
cannot  bring  about  solid,  steady  growth.  They  have  learn- 
ed that  the  real  solution  is  found  within  the  Guild  itself, 
within  each  member  herself.  It  is  a matter  of  attitude  and 
dedication.  Each  member  must  come  to  know  the  im- 
portance of  the  work  of  the  Guild — that  is  a part  of  God’s 
plan  for  the  realization  of  His  Kingdom;  and  each  mem- 
ber must  know  that  God  depends  on  her  to  do  her  share 
and  that  her  share  may  be  just  devotion  to  the  Guild 
in  faithful  attendance  and  in  prayer  for  its  success.

Do  I hear  some  of  you  saying,  “Why  should  a fifteenth 
anniversary  be  so  important?  Women  have  been  doing 
church  work  much  longer  than  that!”  Of  course,  you  are 
right  about  women’s  work  in  the  church.  They  have  been 
identified  with  service  to  God’s  kingdom  since  the  dawn 
of  church  history.  Nevertheless,  this  fifteenth  anniversary 
is  most  important.  It  recalls  the  union  of  the  three 
churches — The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South — and  the  founding  of  the  great  Methodist  Church 
“united  in  one  Faith,  seeking  one  common  goal.” 

With  unification  in  1940  came  the  joining  together  of 


Methodist  women  to  promote  foreign  and  home  missionary 
efforts  at  which  they  had  worked  separately  in  the  three 
churches.  Truly  “in  union  there  is  strength,”  and  the  past 
fifteen  years  have  been  glorious  proof  of  this  fact.  Read 
the  September,  1955  issue  of  The  Methodist  Woman.  It 
gives  many  r easons  why  we  are  filled  with  joy  and  thanks- 
giving as  we  celebrate  our  fifteenth  birthday. 

On  this  anniversary,  we  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
may  well  look  back  to  our  beginnings.  In  the  early  1920’s 
— long  before  the  churches  were  united — a young  woman 
who  was  a member’  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
realized  the  need  for  an  oi'ganization  for  employed  women 
and  girls  who  could  not  participate  in  the  program  of  the 
Missionary  Societies.  This  young  woman  was  Marion  Lela 
Norris.  Being  a minister’s  daughter,  she  was  well  ac- 
quainted with  missionary  work  and  had  planned  to  become 
a missionary.  After  she  completed  college,  however,  an- 
other call  came,  and  she  felt  that  she  must  put  her  dream 
aside  to  do  another  task.  She  felt  that  something  must  be

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WHEN  IS  A NEW  MEMBER? 

Yes,  you’ve  read  the  headline  correctly,  when  is  a new 
member?  Even  though  the  grammar  is  not  choice,  yet  the 
question  is  worth  considering.  Too  often  we  in  the  Guild 
are  so  casual  about  new  members  that  we  do  not  establish 
definitely  and  finally  when  a person  becomes  an  official 
member  of  our  group,  and  questions  like  “Has  Gilda  joined 
yet?”  “Is  Gilda  a member?”  are  asked  by  president,  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  membership  chairman,  promotion  secretary 
of  each  other.  Heads  are  shaken  and  a hesitant  “Well,  I 
really  don’t  know”  is  heard  on  all  sides.  Even  Gilda  is 
doubtful.  “I  wonder  if  I’m  a member  yet,”  she  muses. 
And  sometimes  her  uncertainty  causes  her  to  stay  away; 
then  she  becomes  lost  to  Guild  work,  and  the  Guild  pro- 
gram is  hurt. 

What  should  be  done  to  avoid  this  dilemma?  Of  course, 
there’s  no  fixed  practice  which  has  been  handed  down  to 
be  followed  slavishly.  Indeed  this  is  an  opportunity  for 
each  Guild  to  plan  its  own  procedure,  but  this  should  be 
definite  and  followed  carefully. 

Here  are  some  suggestions  which  came  out  of  the 
discussion  group  for  presidents  and  vice-presidents  at 
Guild  Week  End  last  summer. 

When  a person  attends  Guild  meeting  for  the  first  time 
a warm  welcome  will  await  her.  A carefully  planned  and 
presented  program  will  cause  her  to  want  to  return  for 
the  next  meeting.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  visitor 
should  not  be  pressed  for  an  answer  concerning  her  inten- 
tions about  joining  at  this  time.  However,  a cordial  invi- 
tation will  be  extended,  and  it  will  be  made  clear  that 
qualifications  for  membership  are  identical  with  those  for 
church  membership — her  presence,  her  prayers,  her  gifts, 
and  her  service.  It  will  be  well  to  present  the  prospective 
member  with  the  leaflet  “The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild”* 
so  she  can  have  the  basic  information  about  the  organiza- 
tion and  be  challenged  to  become  a part  in  its  program. 
The  World  To  Serve.  The  next  time  she  comes,  the  invi- 
tation will  be  given  again  and  if  possible  an  answer  se- 
cured. If  she  still  does  not  commit  herself,  the  invitation 
to  join  the  Guild  will  be  given  at  every  possible  opportunity. 
When  a person  agrees  to  joint,  her  name  and  the  date  will 
be  entered  in  the  official  record  in  her  presence.  At  a 
stated  time,  perhaps  once  a quarter,  the  Guild  will  have 
the  service  for  the  reception  of  new  members  as  given  in 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Handbook*  and  in  the  new 
Record  Book.*  Each  one  joining  will  be  given  a member- 
ship card.*  This  will  be  planned  as  a special  occasion  and 
surrounded  with  a sacred  atmosphere  of  commitment  and 
dedication.  It  will  be  a time  for  re-dedication  of  all  mem- 
bers and  for  pledging  anew  loyalty  to  God’s  work  in  the 
Kingdom.

MISSIONARIES  NEEDED! 

AN  URGENT  CALL! 

Miss  Margaret  Billingsley,  Executive  Secretary  for 
Japan,  Korea,  and  the  Philippines,  has  sent  an  urgent  call 
to  Louisiana  Guilds  to  consider  the  great  need  for  mis- 
sionaries to  serve  around  the  world.  You  who  read  this 
may  be  one  who  should  answer  the  call,  or  you  may  know 
of  someone  to  whom  you  can  present  the  challenge. 

“As  Christian  people  in  our  big  Methodist  Church,  we 
are  called  upon  to  do  much  more  than  we  have  been  doing 
along  the  line  of  sharing  ourselves  and  our  personnel  with 
the  minority  Christian  groups  in  other  countries,”  writes 
Miss  Billingsley.  “The  Guilders  are  experienced  people 
who  could  contribute  a great  deal  toward  missionary  work. 
In  Japan  we  are  in  desperate  need  of  teachers  in  our 
schools.  We  have  lost  several  missionaries  through  mar- 
riage and  one  or  two  through  illness  this  year  and  then 
so  many  of  our  short-termers  have  completed  their  tour  of 
service,  so  we  are  exceedingly  short.  Since  the  war,  we 
have  not  been  up  to  full  strength  and  this  decrease  that 
has  come  this  year  makes  us  even  more  conscious  of  our 
opportunities  and  responsibilities.” 

Miss  Billingsley  outlines  the  requirements  and  possi- 
bilities as  follows: 

A full  time  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ  and  His  way 
of  life  with  a desire  to  share  this  experience  with  others. 

Full  time  Christian  service  for  those  who  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  health,  education,  and  commitment  who  will 
go  to  the  field,  learn  the  langruage  and  culture  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  become  a part  of  the  total  missionary  program. 

Short-termers:  Experienced  people  are  greatly  needed 
for  this  work.  We  are  also  happy  to  have  young  people 
just  out  of  college,  but  among  the  Guilders  there  are  prob- 
ably many  experienced  people  who  could  give  three  years 
of  wonderful  service  in  teaching  English  as  a foreign  lan- 
guage. We  find  that  primary  school  teachers  as  well  as 
high  school  and  college  teachers  can  make  a great  con- 
tribution in  this  way.  You  know  that  one  is  limited  in 
the  type  of  thing  that  can  be  done  because  of  lack  of 
knowing  either  the  Japanese  or  Korean  language,  but 
working  with  students  teaching  them  English  as  a lan- 
guage is  a wonderful  opportunity.  When  a person  goes  for 
a three-year  period  the  Board  of  Missions  cares  for  their 
travel  and  gives  them  a regular  missionary  salary  with 
housing. 

Sabbatical  leave:  For  those  experienced  people  who 
can  go  for  a year  or  two,  paying  their  own  travel,  the 
Board  of  Missions  will  supply  housing  and  living  expenses. 
We  have  had  several  women  who  have  taken  this  oppor- 
tunity of  serving  and  at  the  same  time  getting  to  know 
the  people  of  another  country.  If  you  know  of  someone 
who  would  like  to  go  under  this  arrangement,  we  would 
be  so  happy  as  we  are  in  desperate  need  for  someone  to 
go  to  Hiroshima  this  year.  One  of  our  missionaries  there 
has  recently  come  home  due  to  sudden  illness.  Music 
teachers  and  home  economics  teachers  can  also  be  of  great 
help  even  for  one  year. 

Those  people  who  can  qualify  for  Smith-Mundt’s  bill 
or  one  of  the  other  government  bills  which  make  it  possi- 
ble for  teachers  to  serve  overseas  may  wish  to  investigate 
this  possibility.  At  present  we  have  a Guilder  from  Kansas 
under  the  Smith-Mundt  bill,  teaching  home  economics  at 
Ewha  University  in  Korea.  We  would  like  to  have  others 
go  if  there  are  people  who  qualify  from  a Christian  point 
of  view  and  who  will  meet  the  requirements  of  our  govern- 
ment.

done  to  help  the  employed  woman  find  her  rightful  place  in 
the  church  so  that  she,  too,  might  know  the  privilege  and 
satisfaction  of  contributing  to  the  building  of  God’s  king- 
dom. Instead  of  going  to  a foreign  field,  Marion  Lela  went 
to  work  behind  the  counter-  of  a five  and  ten  cent  store. 
Here  she  had  the  opportunity  to  talk  with  working  girls. 
She  spent  her  lunch  hours  with  girls  and  women  from 
shops  and  factories  and  soon  learned  that  they  were  eager- 
for-  a place  of  service  in  the  church’s  program.  She  dis- 
cussed her  findings  with  church  officials,  and  they  in  turn 
sent  out  questionnaires  to  churches  and  to  women’s  groups. 
Replies  indicated  that  plans  should  be  made  for  an  or- 
ganization for-  employed  women,  and  on  May  7,  1921,  the 
first  Guild  luncheon  was  held  and  several  women  became 
charter-  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The  first 
Guild  confer-ence  was  held  in  Chicago  in  1924  with  over 
orre  hundred  persons  present.  Thus  when  unification  came, 
the-  trvo  or-ganizations — the  Women’s  Society  of  Chr-istian 
Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild — became  one  in 
purpose  under  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

In  1940,  Marion  Lela  Norris  was  elected  Secretary  of 
the  Guild  and  served  in  this  office  until  her-  retirement  in 
1952.  After  she  retired,  she  toured  some  of  the  mission 
fields.  W’nile  in  Japan  she  visited  one  of  the  Guild  “Special 
Interests”  Ai  Kei  Gakuen  Social  Center-  in  Tokyo  where 
one  of  our-  missionaries,  Mildred  Anne  Paine,  is  stationed. 
Miss  Norr-is  became  so  inter-ested  in  the  wor-k  ther-e  that 
she  decided  to  remain  and  is  now  teaching  in  Kwassui 
Junior-  College.  She  says,  “Sur-ely  to  goodness,  my  cup 
runneth  over,  for  my  dream  and  ambition  in  life  has  been 
more  than  fulfilled!”  She  not  only  found  a place  in  the 
church  progr-am  for-  employed  women  but  she  is  now  en- 
gaged in  Christian  wor-k  on  a foreign  field. 

On  this  fifteenth  anniversary,  wc  salute  our  founder. 
Miss  Marion  Lela  Norris,  and  join  our-  sisters  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Chr-istian  Service  in  thanksgiving  to 
God  for  the  blessed  opportunity  of  working  together-  in 
sei'vice  to  His  Kingdom,

A MESSAGE  TO  LOCAL 
CHAIRMAN  OF  MISSIONARY

teacher  of  the  study  class)  must  fill  out  the  Jurisdiction 
Recognition  or  Efficiency  blank  immediately  after  the 
close  of  a credit  study  class  and  send  it  to  the  Conference 
or  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Jurisdiction  Recognition  reports  go  to  Mrs.  Robley 
Davis,  Gilliam,  Louisiana. 

Efficiency  reports  go  to  the  District  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  (see  15th  Annual  Report,  Conference 
Minutes). 

2.  The  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education  MUST  see 
that  a report  of  all  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
activities  is  included  in  the  report  sent  in  quarterly  by  the 
local  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretary  of  Promotion. 
Otherwise  your  district  and  conference  Guild  officers  do 
not  get  the  complete  picture  of  your  work  which  they 
need  for  evaluation. 

3.  The  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education  MUST  also 
see  that  the  report  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Missionary 
Education  activities  is  included  in  the  quarterly  report 
of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education.  Otherwise  the  work  of  YOUR 
GUILD  will  not  be  counte  d officially.

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Greetings  to  our  sisters  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  on  their  fifteenth  anniversary! 

Summer  vacations  are  over,  and  I hope  you  have  had 
as  nice  a one  as  I.  The  Trip  to  Mexico  was  far  beyond 
my  wildest  dreams.  It  was  as  though  “A  Magic  Carpet” 
had  been  spread  before  us;  everything  was  so  perfect. 
How  I did  wish  for  each  of  you!  Fannie  Burch  and  I 
were  travelling  companions,  and  Sarah  Gaunt  and  Kelma 
Berry.  I was  delighted  that  Louisiana  had  four  persons 
to  go  on  the  Tour.  Fannie  made  the  pictures,  and  I am 
to  supply  the  notes.  I know  you  will  be  anxiously  await- 
ing both  reports. 

Reports  for  the  first  quarter  have  come  in  and  the 
results  sent  to  the  jurisdiction  and  division  offices.  These 
were  the  very  best  “first  quarter  reports”  we  have  ever 
had,  and  I might  say  almost  the  best  reports  of  any  other 
quarter.  We  only  had  three  units  that  did  not  report — 
excusing  those  two  or  three  that  do  not  meet  in  the  sum- 
mer. I know  we  will  have  100%  reporting  next  quarter. 

I have  so  many  wonderful  things  to  share  with  you. 
First — we,  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  have  been  asked  to  give  $100.00  for  the  Foreign 
Supply  Special  Interest,  and  $200.00  for  the  Home  Supply 
Special  Interest.  For  the  first  quarter  we  sent  to  The 
Health  and  Nursing  Program  at  Vicarabad  in  India, 
$205.21,  and  to  The  Louisiana  Rural  Work  $270.72.  Isn’t 
that  wonderful!  You  will,  however,  remember  that  our 
love  offering  at  Guild  Week  End  went  to  our  two  Special 
Interests  for  Supply.  I am  proud  of  you  and  the  way  you 
are  supporting  our  supplies.  Let’s  not  stop  now,  but  keep 
on  sending  in  your  supply  money.  Let’s  try  to  do  some- 
thing for  our  ten  Special  Interests  on  appropriations,  or 
Pledge  to  Missions.  If  you  want  to  do  something  more  for 
supplies — like  packing  a box  or  sending  a special  offering 
to  some  of  the  schools  or  institutions  call  your  WSCS 
Chairman  of  Supply  and  get  a list  from  her.  They  send 
their  supplies  by  districts,  and  I feel  that  you  would 
like  to  be  a part  of  some  of  their  projects. 

There  are  several  things  that  I want  to  remind  you  of. 
You  are  not  doing  very  much  with  your  Magazine  and 
Picture  Fund.  It  has  long  been  the  custom  of  the  Guilds 
in  our  conference,  to  send  $2.00  per  year  to  this  worth- 
while foreign  supply.  I call  it  that  because  that  is  where 
you  report  it.  Look  in  your  Guild  Handbook  on  page  57 
about  half-way  the  first  paragraph  and  you  will  learn  just 
what  this  is  and  how  it  is  used. 

The  other  thing  is — Where  are  our  members?  I ran  a 
comparative  check  for  three  years  and  this  is  what  I 
found  for  the  first  quarter  of  each: 

In  1953  we  reported  1703  members. 

In  1954  we  reported  1715  members. 

In  1955  we  reported  1637  members. 

This  is  appalling  and  should  make  us  ashamed.  We  are 
still  organizing  new  units,  but  instead  of  getting  new 
members  we  are  showing  a loss.  I realize  that  some  are 
going  into  the  WSCS  by  transfer.  We  want  them  to. 
When  a member  ceases  to  be  employed,  we  want  her  to 
take  her  place  in  the  Society.  She  should  have  a real 
contribution  to  make.  Let's  not  allow  our  inactive  lists  to 
be  so  long.  Usually  we  lose  inactive  members  in  the  end. 
Don’t  you  feel  that  you  have  something  worth  sharing 
with  other  employed  girls  you  know  and  probably  work 
with?  You  have  a mission  to  fill,  and  you  might  win  a 
soul  to  Christ  by  bringing  someone  to  Guild  meetings. 
Let’s  do  something  about  employed  people  who  do  not 
belong  to  any  church  organization. 

Dorothy  Dunbar’s  article,  written  for  Guild  Observ- 
ance last  January,  will  appear  in  the  December  issue  of 
The  Methodist  Woman.  I know  you  will  want  to  re-read 
this  wonderful  article. 

Let  us  be  much  in  prayer  for  the  days  ahead.  Pray 
for  our  President,  for  the  leaders  of  our  United  Nations 
as  we  approach  UN  Day,  and  for  our  own  State  of  Lou- 
isiana with  the  approaching  elections  so  near  at  hand.

Several  charter  members  present  gave 
glimpses  into  the  past  history  of  the  organization.  The 
first  president  of  the  group  was  Miss  Fannie  Day  Booth, 
now  Mrs.  T.  J.  Johnson  of  Oklahoma  City.

COST: 
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A MISSIONARY  TOUR  TO  MEXICO 

Editor’s  Note:  Among  the  forty-six  Guild  members  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  who  made  the  missionary 
tour  to  Mexico  last  August  were  four  from  Louisiana:  our  conference  secretary,  Minza  Rabun, 
Kelma  Berry  of  Bastrop,  Fannie  Burch  of  Amite,  and  Sarah  Gaunt  of  Lake  Charles.  In  this  article 
Minza  gives  us  a few  highlights  of  that  memorable  trip. 


Mexico  is  a land  of  contrasts,  a land  of  beauty,  en- 
chantment and  culture,  but  also  a land  of  poverty,  with 
misery,  squalor,  and  superstitions.  Several  civilizations 
have  made  Mexico’s  history,  each  leaving  its  marks  on  the 
country  and  the  people.  First  the  Mayas,  then  the  Toltecs 
and  finally  the  Aztecs,  who  for  two  centuries  before  the 
Spaniards  came  ruled  over  a large  part  of  Mexico,  gradu- 
ally minging  with  the  Toltecs.  Both  races  were  highly 
cultured,  however,  the  Aztecs  proved  the  stronger,  and 
soon  took  over  political  and  cultural  leadership.  Today 
only  one-sixth  of  the  eighteen  million  people  are  pure 
Indian.  These  three  million  speak  some  fifty-two  dialects. 
For  the  most  part  the  people  are  Mestizos,  the  result  of 
generations  of  intermingling  of  the  Indian  and  Spanish 
races. 

When  Hernando  Cortes  began  his  invasion  of  Mexico 
on  March  21,  1519,  he  found  much  wealth,  large  cities,  and 
the  Indians  steeped  in  their  pagan  religions,  worshipping 
the  sun,  moon  and  stars  and  offering  human  sacrifices. 
He  was  horrified  at  this  paganism,  and  immediately  set  out 
to  subject  these  people  to  Catholicism.  In  his  greed  for 
fame  and  fortune  he  treated  them  very  badly.  However, 
he  built  many  churches  and  monasteries  to  enforce  his 
religion.  Our  guide  told  us  that  if  Cortes  had  built  schools 
in  proportion  to  the  churches  Mexico  would  today  be  ahead 
of  the  United  States  in  education. 

With  a background  like  this  you  can  readily  see  the 
need  for  missions  and  missionaries.  The  Methodist  Church 
began  its  work  in  Mexico  about  1871  through  the  devout 
efforts  of  two  sainted  Bishops,  one  of  them  from  New  Or- 
leans. Today  there  are  35,000  Methodist  nationals.  In 
Mexico  City  there  are  eleven  churches.  Our  tour  group 
visited  three  of  these.  They  were  the  First  Methodist, 
Gante  (the  oldest — 80  years)  and  Gethsemani. 

We  found  the  church  to  be  autonomous  with  its  own 
bishops,  conferences,  and  districts,  and  we  met  many  of 
the  leaders  of  the  church,  but  time  would  not  permit  more 
visitation.  There  are  two  conferences  in  Mexico,  the  Cen- 
tral and  the  Border.  When  one  realizes  the  size  of  the 
Republic  of  Mexico  with  its  29  states  and  two  districts, 
one  immediately  begins  to  see  the  need  for  more  missions. 
We  visited  in  many  of  the  states  and  the  Federal  District 
in  which  Mexico  City  is  located. 

The  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice began  in  Mexico  about  65  years  ago.  Today  we  have 
work  in  the  following  places:  Mexico  City,  Monterrey, 
Pachuca,  Puebla,  Reynosa,  and  Saltillo.  A good  report  of 
these  can  be  found  in  the  little  book  on  foreign  work 
called  “Do  You  Know,”  and  more  information  concerning 
the  missionaries  and  their  work  is  given  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  I had  my  “Do  You 
Know”  with  me  and  found  it  indispensable  as  we  visited 
the  Deaconess  Home  (known  as  The  Union  Evangelical 
Center),  The  Aztec  Clinic,  and  the  Escuela  Laura  Temple, 
or  the  Industi'ial  School,  all  in  Mexico  City.  We  also  saw 
the  work  at  Pachuca  where  we  visited  the  Escuela  Hijas 
de  Allende  under  Mexican  leadership.  'The  work  at  Mon- 
terrey was  closed  for  the  month  of  August,  but  I had  a 
nice  letter  from  our  own  Margaret  Wade  Campbell,  giving 
us  a cordial  invitation  to  stop  and  visit  with  the  Mexican 
woman  there.  We  next  went  to  see  the  work  at  Puebla. 
Here  we  operate  a Student  Hostel,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Normal  School  which  is  under  Mexican  Protestant  man- 
agement. I wish  I had  time  and  space  to  give  you  some 
of  the  details  of  the  wonderful  work  being  done  in  these 
places. 

While  we  were  in  Mexico  City  we  were  entertained  on 
Saturday  night,  August  6th,  by  the  women  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  at  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
and  again  on  Monday  night,  August  8th,  by  the  members 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  of  the  city,  at  Gante 
Church, 


Never  have  I seen  so  much  enthusiasm  and  animation 
as  was  displayed  by  the  little  Pi'esident,  Alejandra  Ortez, 
who  did  not  speak  English,  but  understood  it  and  could 
write  it  some.  She  gave  me  her  autograph  with  a personal 
message  in  English. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  ten  years  old  and  was 
organized  in  Mexico  by  Gold  C.  Hauser.  They  do  not  call 
themselves  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  but  prefer  to  be 
known  the  The  Legion  Blanca  de  Servicio,  or  “The  White 
Legion  of  Service.”  They  carry  on  the  same  program  as 
we,  and  we  heard  the  reports  of  their  district  secretaries. 
It  was  most  heart  warming  to  find  that  they  cooperate 
fully  with  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  by 
promoting  the  total  missionary  program.  Their  motto  is 
“Service  is  joy  both  as  groups  and  as  individuals,”  and 
they  always  try  to  give  help  with  joy  to  all  who  come  to 
them. 

We  were  invited  to  a reception  but  found  it  was  a 
banquet.  The  tables  were  beautifully  decorated  with  Guild 
colors,  and  a typical  Mexican  meal  was  served.  We  were 
told  later  that  it  was  the  type  of  entertainment  we  would 
have  if  we  wei'e  having  a Christmas  or  Thanksgiving  party. 
They  had  prepared  their  very  best  for  us. 

Everywhere  we  went  they  spoke  of  us  as  the  mother- 
church.  That  gave  me  a rather  queer  feeling  at  first,  until 
I realized  that  since  I was  twenty  I had  been  helping  to 
promote  the  Great  Commission  through  the  missionary 
efforts  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Someone  asked  me  as  we  were  returning  home  just 
what  I was  going  to  tell  you  about  the  work  of  our  church 
in  Mexico  and  its  great  needs.  This  was  what  I said, 
“We  have  not  been  assigned  any  ‘Special  Interests’  in  Mexi- 
co, but  I am  convinced  that  I can  tell  my  Guild  people 
about  the  great  opportunity  of  witnessing  for  Christ  by 
going  into  full-time  service  or  as  a special  worker  under 
the  LA-3  program.”  And  that  is  what  I want  to  make 
real  to  you  with  this  report.  Teachers  and  specialists  in 
every  line  of  work  can  render  a great  service  to  these 
warm-hearted,  lovable  people  who  ai'e  hungering  and  thirst- 
ing for  a better  way  of  life.  If  you  could  see  the  bright, 
intelligent  faces  of  the  beautiful  children  we  met  in  our 
schools  and  hostels,  I am  sure  you  would  be  moved  as  I 
was.  When  you  see  women  like  Miss  Clara  Gibson  in 
Puebla,  and  Miss  Warner  at  the  Deaconess  School  in  Mexi- 
co City  who  have  spent  their  lives  among  these  people  and 
hear  them  express  appreciation  to  us  who  have  made  it 
possible  for  them  to  stay  in  these  places  of  service,  you 
feel  rather  guilty  because  we  have  done  so  little.  Won’t 
you  pray  about  this  matter?  As  the  Rev.  Francisco  Larios, 
the  pastor  of  Gethsemani  Church,  said,  “Ask  God  to  make 
a way  foi'  us  in  Mexico.” 


Chapultapec  Palace 
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FRIENDSHIP  NIGHT  SPONSORED 
BY  OPELOUSAS  GUILD 

As  a Christian  Social  Relations  project,  an  inter-faith 
Friendship  Night  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  of  Opelousas  on  November  18.  Judge  Fannie 
Burch  of  Amite,  guest  speaker  at  the  meeting  of  nearly 
100  women,  chose  as  her  subject,  “The  Church  Woman 
and  Her  Political  Responsibility.” 

“Corruption  in  public  office  is  a bigger  menace  to  this 
nation  than  the  H-l3omb,”  Judge  Burch  told  her  audience. 
“Your  responsibility  is  to  vote  for  people  who  are  not  cor- 
rupt. If  you  let  personality  sway  you,  you  are  selling 
America  short.

Mrs.  Paxton  is  Conference 
Chairman  of  this  line  of  work  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service.

Greetings  to  you,  and  best  wishes  for  a bright,  happy, 
and  good  year  during  1956! 

Thank  you  for  the  many,  many  lovely  Christmas  cards 
and  encouraging  notes  you  sent  me,  helping  to  make  the 
past  Holy  Christmas  Season  one  of  the  nicest  in  my  life. 

My  father  had  surgery  just  before  Christmas,  and  we 
were  dreadfully  worried  about  him  (he  is  still  in  a critical 
condition),  but  I was  fortunate  to  get  him  out  of  the  hos- 
pital in  time  for  Christmas  dinner  with  our  family  at  my 
home.  Mother  has  been  ill  for  several  years,  but  was  some 
improved  for  the  holidays.  God  is  so  good  to  spaie  our 
loved  ones  and  to  give  us  the  courage  to  meet  all  of  life’s 
experiences.  We  had  a lovely  Holy  Communion  service  at 
7:00  o’clock  Christmas  morning;  which  had  a great  deal 
to  do  with  lifting  my  spirits,  and  reassuring  me  of  God’s 
glorious  love  and  His  precious  promises. 

We  have  just  come  through  the  first  primary  of  our 
state  and  parish  elections,  and  my  boss.  Sheriff  R.  E. 
Harp,  was  second  in  the  race;  this  has  not  helped  my  pei- 
sonal  feelings,  but  has  convinced  many  of  us  that  we  must 
work  a little  harder.  We  have  a good  Christian  man  in 
office,  and  many  of  us  (some  perhaps  a wee  bit  selfishly) 
wish  to  keep  him  there.  I feel  that  the  Christian  people 
throughout  Louisiana  and  our  nation,  generally  speaking, 
need  to  assert  themselves,  and  not  be  timid  about  what 
they  believe  and  stand  for.  It  is  certainly  a deplorable 
situation  when  we  elect  a person  to  any  office  because  of 
his  ability  to  create  fan-fare,  noise,  and  general  blah-blah. 
We  must  register  public  opinion,  and  keep  on  keeping  on. 
It  will  soon  be  that  we  cannot  get  Christian  men  and 
women  to  run  for  any  public  office  unless  we  do  this.  Help 
me  pray  that  we  will  all  seek  to  know  and  accomplish 
God’s  will  as  we  make  our  choices  in  the  second  primary 
on  February  21st. 

As  you  know,  we  have  entered  the  last  half  year  of 
this  quadrennium,  and  I am  wondering  if  you  have  given 
serious  consideration  to  the  goals  of  this  4-year  period. 
Miss  Lillian  Johnson,  our  executive  secretary  has  chal- 
lenged us  with  this  statement,  “The  beginning  of  a new 
year  is  the  time  when  we  look  at  our  record  and  see  where 
we  stand.  Then  we  look  ahead  to  see  where  we  want  to 
go,  and  we  resolve  many  things.  Would  you  be  willing  to 
make  one  resolution  among  others — that  the  membership 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  shall  reach  the  two  million  mark  by 
May  31,  the  end  of  this  quadrennium?  And  then  would 
you  work  to  interest  those  women  who  are  not  yet  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  join  now?’’ 

Miss  Gertie  Stiles,  our  jurisdiction  secretary,  has  sent 
us  this  message,  “While  we  are  beginning  a new  calendar 
year,  we  are  closing  a quadrennium  in  the  work  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild — a good  time  to  evaluate  our  work 
and  to  know  what  is  left  to  be  accomplished  before  May 
31.  This  is  tbe  only  recommendation  that  was  lifted  up 
in  the  Standing  Committee  (Guild)  meeting.

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THE  WORLD  TO  SERVE  THAT  THE  KINGDOM  OF  GOD  MAY  BE  REALIZED 


“The  World  to  Serve” — this  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
motto  presents  a challenge  which  at  first  thought  seems 
too  overwhelming  to  be  undertaken.  Can  a woman — one 
individual — commit  herself  to  such  a far  reaching  purpose? 
We  remember  the  Great  Commission  that  Jesus  gave  to  his 
disciples,  “Go  therefore  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations.” 
This  was  not  too  much  for  twelve  men  to  undertake  be- 
cause Jesus,  the  Realist,  gave  them  a pattern  of  action. 
“You  shall  be  my  witnesses  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea 
and  Samaria  and  to  the  end  of  the  earth.”  Jesus  intends 
that  we  must  begin  where  we  are  and  work  from  there. 
First  we  must  make  disciples  of  ourselves  and  then  go  on 
to  those  around  us,  working  in  ever  widening  circles. 

Thus  the  emphasis  for  this  quadrennium  has  been  on 
Discipleship,  and  during  the  last  four  years  progress  has 
been  made  in  all  the  areas  with  which  discipleship  deals; 
spiritual  growth,  a widening  fellowship,  a world  church, 
peace,  and  missions. 

As  the  quadrennium  closes,  let  us  look  again  at  our  own 
organization,  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Let  us  try  to  see 
why  it  exists  and  why  it  has  called  us  to  the  high  purposes 
which  are  its  goals.  In  its  very  name  we  find  some  answers. 

WESLEYAN  — We  Methodists 
love  and  respect  the  name,  for  the 
things  which  John  Wesley  stood  for 
are  the  foundations  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church.  The  Guild  was  planned 
by  the  leaders  of  our  Church  for  us, 
the  employed  women  of  the  church, 
in  order  that  we  would  not  be  with- 
out the  opportunity  to  share  in  its 
missionai’y  outreach.  The  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  is  a unique  organiza- 
tion— unique  because  it  is  a dis- 
tinctive part  of  the  official  women’s 
organization  of  the  church,  the  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service. 

The  group  is  planned,  as  you  know, 
so  that  meetings  can  be  held  at 
night  and  on  week-ends  when  em- 
ployed \vomen  are  free  to  attena. 

The  Guild  places  special  stress 
on  the  contribution  of  the  employed 
woman  in  the  business,  professional, 
industrial,  and  social  world  of  to- 
day. We  women  who  work  have  an 
unlimited  opportunity  to  be  repre- 
sentatives of  our  Church.  People  soon  find  out  that  we  are 
Methodists,  and  our  church  is  judged  by  the  way  we  work 
in  our  stores,  schools,  plants,  and  offices.  Membership  in 
the  Guild  helps  us  learn  ways  of  being  more  faithful  and 
acceptable  representatives  of  our  Church. 

We  have  mentioned  that  the  Guild  is  a distinctive  part 
of  the  WSCS.  There  has  been  some  confusion  and  misun- 
derstanding about  the  relationship  between  the  two  groups. 
Too  few  realize  that  they  are  exactly  the  same  organiza- 
tion because  the  basic  purposes,  theme,  and  emphases  .are 
identical.  However,  the  Guild  has  freedom  to  make  its  own 
plans  and  programs  and  to  designate  the  use  of  its  own 
funds  as  long  as  it  works  within  the  framework  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  There  is  a growing 
understanding  between  these  two  groups,  and  from  it  there 
is  resulting  harmonious  and  effective  work,  spiritually  re- 
warding to  all. 

Writing  in  the  January  13,  1955  issue  of  the  CHRIS- 
TIAN ADVOCATE  on  “The  Church  at  Work”,  Mr.  Shelby 


E.  Southard,  editor  of  the  METHODIST  LAYMAN  had 
this  to  say  about  the  record  of  Methodist  women,  “.  . . . no 
one  can  remember  any  more  when  Methodist  women 
weren’t  working  together.  The  scope  of  the  program  of  the 
2,000,000  members  of  the  Society  (and  Guild)  would  be  a 
little  awesome  if  it  weren’t  concerned  with  such  homely, 
tender,  warmhearted  things:  the  needs  of  old  folks  and 
little  children,  of  the  sick,  the  needy  and  the  underprivil- 
eged here  at  home  and  in  some  of  the  most  unlikely  spots 
on  this  earth.” 

It  was  Dr.  Roy  E.  Smith,  however,  who  gave  the  most 
concise  and  comprehensive  picture  of  the  scope  and  po- 
tential power  of  our  Methodist  women’s  organization.  His 
words  date  back  to  1940  when  unification  had  just  taken 
place  and  the  women’s  organizations  of  the  three  Metho- 
dist churches  were  united  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  and  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  under  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  The  Methodist 
Church.  His  words  are  still  true. 

“The  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Methodist  Church  is  surely  born  for  such  a time  as  this,” 
wrote  Dr.  Smith.  “The  constitution  adopted  by  the  General 
Conference  at  Atlantic  City  in  1940 
called  into  existence  the  greatest 
body  of  organized  womanhood  in 
the  history  of  Protestantism.  In  the 
matter  of  property,  investment, 
working  force,  giving  constituency, 
literature,  organization  machinery, 
potential  power,  numerical  strength, 
and  institutional  development,  noth- 
ing comparable  to  it  has  ever  be- 
fore been  seen  within  the  ranks  of 
the  Protestant  Christian  Church. 

“The  church  has  provided,  within 
its  own  structure,  an  organization 
sufficiently  broad  and  varied  in  its 
objectives  to  challenge  the  full  ca- 
pacity of  every  woman  in  its  mem- 
bership. No  woman’s  club  in  Ameri- 
ca can  compare  with  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service  in 
breadth  of  outlook,  patriotic  pur- 
poses, cultural  depth,  or  magnitude 
of  enterprise.  It  is  the  greatest  or- 
ganization of  which  any  Methodist 
woman  can  be  a member.  It  com- 
bines Christian  citizenship,  international  outlook,  social 
service,  genuine  Americanism,  and  a spiritual  idealism  in- 
comparable. 

“But  the  glory  of  the  organization  will  depend  upon 
every  woman  in  the  church  standing  faithfully  in  her  place 
and  assuming  her  personal  responsibility.  God  alone  can 
estimate  what  it  would  mean  to  the  world  to  have  one 
million  women  with  open  minds,  sensitive  consciences,  dedi- 
cated possessions,  and  a Christian  zeal  united  in  the  mighty 
endeavor  to  incarnate  the  Lord  Christ  in  the  social,  eco- 
nomic, cultural,  and  spiritual  life  of  America.  Such  an 
achievement  would  shake  the  world. 

“The  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service  must  be- 
come much  more  than  a great  organization.  It  must  achieve 
the  status  of  a crusade  which  will  redeem  the  life  of  our 
beloved  land  and  render  it  safe  against  corruption.” 
(Quoted  in  the  METHODIST  WOMAN,  September,  1952)

The  following  news  notes  were  received  from  Willie 
Ray  Jones,  Guild  Publicity  Chairman  for  the  New  Or- 
leans District: 

Guilds  of  the  New  Orleans  District  met  at  Rayne 
Memorial  Methodist  Church  on  April  2nd  to  hear  Miss  Nina 
Stallings,  former  missionary  to  the  Phillipine  Islands.  Miss 
Stallings  made  an  inspiring  talk  and  showed  beautiful 
slides  of  people  and  places  she  had  known  in  her  work  in 
the  Phillipines.  Before  her  talk,  a young  layman  of  Rayne 
Memorial,  Mr.  Robert  Wall,  assistant  to  the  Mayor,  present- 
ed to  Miss  Stallings  a miniature  gold  key  to  the  city  and 
a scroll  making  her  an  honorary  citizen  of  New  Orleans. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  their  study  on  American  Indians, 
the  Munholland  Guild  wrote  to  the  Indian  mission  in  Okla- 
homa to  inquire  concerning  some  need  that  they  might 
supply  there.

A.  very  special  guest  at  the  meeting  was  Miss  Gertie

Of  great  interest  to  those  attending  the  Shreveport 
meeting  was  a visit  to  Business  Girls’  Inn,  a project  of 
the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  At  the  tea 
held  there.  Guild  members  saw  the  facilities  of  a comfort- 
able home  which  have  been  made  available  to  young  work- 
ing girls  who  come  to  Shreveport  to  begin  their  business 
and  professional  careers. 

At  the  Saturday  evening  session,  Dr.  B.  C.  Taylor,  as- 
sisted by  other  ministers  of  the  Shreveport  area,  conducted 
the  communion  service.  Guild  delegates  left  their  love  offer- 
ings on  the  altar,  and  the  gift  of  $252.20,  dedicated  in  mem- 
ory of  Mr.  W.  J.  Peters,  Minza’s  father,  was  given  to  the 
Marion  Lela  Norris  Scholarship  Fund. 

Speaker  for  the  evening  session  was  Mrs.  Harold 
Soulen,  Vice-President,  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service,  who  presented  a stir- 
ring challenge  to  Methodist  women  to  greater  roles  of 
service  in  meeting  the  tremendous  needs  which  exist  at 
home  and  abroad.  Mrs.  Soulen  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Sam 
Dunbar  of  New  Orleans,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Secre- 
tary of  Supply  Work.

MRS.  HAROLD  SOULEN  ADDRESSES 
FIFTH  ANNUAL  SPRING  MEETING 

Speaking  at  the  annual  spring  meeting  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild,  Mrs.  Harold  Soulen,  South  Central  Jur- 
isdiction Vice-President,  WSCS,  impressed  her  audience 
with  the  great  opportunities  for  service  there  are  around 
the  world  and  the  distressing  shortage  of  workers  to  meet 
all  the  needs  and  to  fill  all  the  places  where  work  must 
be  done  if  Christ  is  to  be  made  known  and  His  Kingdom 
to  be  advanced  in  today’s  world. 

Mrs.  Soulen  cited  first  the  need  to  increase  our  own 
ranks  in  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service,  and  reminded  the  group  of  the 
goal  of  2,000,000  members  to  be  reached  by  June  of  this  year. 
'This  means  that  for  every  seven  members  we  now  have,  one 
more  must  be  won  to  work  and  serve  in  our  women’s  or- 
ganization. Remarking  on  the  fine  privilege  that  member- 
ship offers  to  Methodist  women,  Mrs.  Soulen  said  that  one 
must  give  her  whole  self  in  service  to  mankind,  that  the 
opportunity  awaits  young,  middle-aged  and  older  woman. 
This  invitation  to  a close  fellowship  in  a friendly  circle 
enriches  lives  and  contributes  to  more  joyous  living. 

“The  task  to  which  we  are  called  might  seem  ovei’- 
whelming  in  its  scope,”  the  speaker  said.  “However,  we 
must  remember  that  a journey  of  one  thousand  miles  be- 
gins with  one  step,  and  the  individual  member  determines 
the  success  of  the  whole  undertaking.  T am  only  one, 
but  I am  one,’  each  woman  must  remind  herself.  ‘If  the 
world  is  to  know,  I must  know  and  care  if  the  world  is 
to  know,  I must  give,  I must  dedicate  my  all  to  Him.  I 
must  be  my  brother’s  brother.’  ” 

Mrs.  Soulen  spoke  of  the  splendid  opportunity  which 
the  Guild  and  Woman’s  Society  have  in  presenting  through 
their  regular  programs  the  work  of  the  missionary.  “Pro- 
gram material  on  the  activities  of  our  missionaries  is  ex- 
tremely interesting,”  she  said.  “Oftimes  in  our  laxity,  we 
do  not  prepare  our  programs  well  and  they  become  dry, 
dead.  This  should  not  be.  The  work  of  the  missionary  is 
dynamic.  We  must  make  it  real  and  alive  for  our  members. 
We  must  attract  and  send  out  our  best  and  finest  people  to 
the  mission  field  to  witness  for  Christ  and  to  advance  His 
Kingdom.” 

In  discussing  the  dangerously  thinning  ranks  of  our 
missionaries  throughout  the  world,  Mrs.  Soulen  gave  some 
interesting'  but  sobering  statistics.  Of  every  100  active 
missionaries  on  the  foreign  field,  eight  are  on  pre-retire- 
ment leave,  eight  are  on  regular  furlough,  and  three  are 
on  leave  of  absence.  Of  the  81  on  the  field,  nine  are  in  their 
last  term  of  service  and  fourteen  are  special  3-year  term 
missionaries.  This  means  that  there  are  only  58  of  this 
number  that  can  be  counted  on  after  three  years.  Of  this 
number,  50%  are  past  fifty  years  of  age,  and  only  25%  of 
them  are  under  thirty.  To  replace  the  retiring  missionaries

(f)  Could  another  study  class  be  conducted? 

(g)  See  that  the  pledge  is  paid  in  full. 

2.  That  because  of  the  urgent  need  for  Christian  workers, 
we  not  only  think  and  talk  about  this  opportunity  and 
responsibility,  open  to  Guild  women,  but  that  we  be  doers 
of  the  Word. 

3.  That  every  district  secretary  and  every  secretary  of 
missionary  education  and  service  realize  it  is  not  only 
her  privilege  to  attend  the  conference  school  of  mis- 
sions, but  her  responsibility. 

4.  That  coaching  conferences  be  held  in  the  early  fall  on 
the  district  and  local  level. 

5.  That  when  the  new  goals  are  revealed  to  us,  great  plans 
be  made  for  their  achievement. 

6.  That  with  an  humble  and  sincere  rededication  of  self, 
we  seek  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild.

in  this  group  there  is  an  average  of  only  five  ready  to  go 
out 

When  a goal  of  one  hundred  new  missionaries  was  set 
by  the  Jurisdiction,  only  twenty-four  answered  the  call.  Of 
these,  seventeen  were  short-term  missionaries,  usually  3 
years,  and  only  seven  were  regular  life  service  workers. 

The  speaker  emphasized  that  there  is  a need  for  500 
deaconesses  right  now,  and  that  there  are  many,  many 
openings  for  directors  of  religious  education  and  for  church 
secretaries. 

All  of  these  facts  present  a tremendous  challenge  to 
members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  this  is  the  group 
already  trained  and  from  it  should  come  the  workers  the 
church  so  desperately  needs.  “Come  over  and  help  us”  the 
Macedonian  call  re-echoes  through  the  centuries  and  can 
be  heard  very  clearly  in  this  year  of  1956.  Only  hearts 
keenly  attuned  to  the  will  of  God  can  catch  the  urgency 
of  the  cry  and  will  respond  by  sacrificial  giving  of  self  to 
gnswer  the  call.

ganization  and  we  find  the  emphasis  to  be  on  service  even 
as  this  is  a part  of  the  name  of  our  Guild:  The  Wesleyan 
SERVICE  Guild.  In  a world  such  as  ours  which  is  filled 
with  great  needs,  only  those  who  are  blinded  in  their  con- 
sciences or  caloused  in  their  souls  could  fail  to  see  and 
respond  to  the  cry  of  the  world’s  people  for  help.  At  home 
and  in  far  places  there  are  needs.  Employed  women  are  in 
especially  strategic  position  to  see  and  meet  many  of  these 
needs. 

The  value  of  one  woman’s  contribution  when  she  co- 
operates with  others  to  do  an  important,  challenging  task 
is  always  impressive.  In  Union  there  is  strength,  and  there 
is  great  strength  in  the  Guild.  When  we  think  of  serving 
others,  we  think  of  giving  our  money.  Money  is  needed,  and 
we  who  spend  ourselves  in  earning  it,  can  truly  give  our- 
selves in  giving  our , money.  During  the  1954-1955  Guild 
Year,  members  gave  $667,553.58  toward  the  regular  appro- 
priations of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
This  was  an  increase  of  more  than  $40,000.00  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  amount  does  not  represent  the  entire  giv- 
ing of  Guild  women.  Money  given  directly  in  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activties  work  is  not 
included. 

The  Guild  serves  not  only  through  its  gifts  of  money. 
Our  highest  joy  comes  when  one  of  our  members  decides 
to  dedicate  her  life  to  full-time  Christian  service. 

GUILD — This  word  speaks  of  fellowship.  The  close  as- 
sociation with  women  whose  interests  and  purposes  are 
alike  creates  a wonderful  atmosphere  which  can  be  felt 
in  Guild  groups.  It  is  felt  keenest,  of  course,  in  the  local 
group  where  members  often  have  known  one  another  for 
a lifetime  or  have  come  to  appreciate  fellow  members  some- 
times on  very  short  acquaintance.  The  bond  that  draws 
Guild  members  together  is  a strong  one,  and  the  feeling 
of  belonging  and  sharing  is  evident  whenever  Guild  women 
meet  not  only  in  their  local  group  but  also  in  District, 
State,  Jurisdiction,  and  National  meetings. 

The  most  important  reason  the  Guild  means  so  much 
to  its  members  is  because  its  program  enriches  spiritual 
life,  emphasizes  missionary  education  and  service,  the  is- 
sues belonging  to  peace,  human  rights  and  Christian  citi- 
zenship. Surely  the  Church  leaders  were  led  by  God  to  work 
out  this  plan,  that  under  His  guidance  the  Church  says  to 
us,  ‘‘The  Master  calleth  for  thee.” 

And  how  can  we  refuse  to  answer  His  call?  It  was  the 
Master  who  has  given  us  our  chance.  Think  of  the  differ- 
ence in  His  attitude  toward  women  and  that  of  the  men 
of  His  day!  Some  of  Jesus’  greatest  teachings  were  given 
to  women,  possibly  the  very  greatest  and  most  comfort- 
ing of  which  was  that  spoken  to  Martha,  ‘‘I  am  the  resur- 
rection and  the  life  he  who  believes  in  me,  though  he  die, 
yet  shall  he  live,  and  whosoever  lives  and  believes  in  me 
shah  never  die.” 

Because  Jesus  lived  and  taught,  women  in  Christian 
countries  have  opportunities  and  privileges  far  beyond  the 
imagination  of  women  in  unchristian  countries.  “Because 
I have  been  given  much,  I,  too,  must  give,”  we  say  with 
Grace  Noll  Crowell.  And  through  the  Guild  we  take  our 
little  and  present  it  to  Christ.  And  what  does  the  Master 
do  with  it?  He  blesses  it  and  multiplies  it  just  as  He  did 
the  loaves  and  fishes  so  long  ago.  “Five  loaves  and  two 
fishes  in  human  personality  and  equipment,  when  placed 
in  his  hands  and  blessed  by  Him,  have  been  enough,  again 
and  again,  to  meet  great  and  deep  human  needs.  He  has 
always  given  back  what  was  given  to  him,  enlarged  and 
multiplied.  Mothers  brought  their  children,  and  he  took 
them,  and  handed  them  back  dearer  than  ever  before,  be- 
cause he  had  blessed  them.  Men  brought  him  a Roman  coin, 
and  he  handed  it  back,  a larger  thing,  a symbol  of  man's 
relationship  to  God  and  the  state.  Some  brought  him  their 
lives,  responding  to  his  call  “Follow  me,”  and  he  handed 
those  lives  back,  multiplied  in  power  and  possibility.  Others 
brought  him  a cross,  and  he  took  it,  and  handed  it  back 
to  the  world,  transformed  and  enlarged,  no  longer  a thing 
of  shame,  but  a symbol  of  God’s  redeeming  love.  Whatever 
we  give  him  he  will  enlarge  for  the  service  of  human 
need.’”''

Please  do  not  send 
for  this  material.  Your  district  secretary  will  have  the 
necessary  materials  for  you. 

7.  Special  Interests:  They  are  to  be  in  the  following 
areas : 

Foreign:  Public  Health  and  Nursing  Education 
Socio-Evangelistic  Work 
Home:  Residence  Halls 

Educational  Institutions 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Standing  Committee  is 
endeavoring  to  guide  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  units 
toward  undesignated  giving.  As  steps  toward  this,  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  changed  the  term  “Guild 
Projects’’  to  “Special  Interests’’  and  has  chosen  areas  of 
work  rather  than  missionaries  or  deaconesses  as  Special 
Interests.  This  is  being  done  as  part  of  a concerted  effort 
toward  disassociating  the  Special  Interests  from  the  finan- 
cial program  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  with  an 
aim  toward  educating  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  mem- 
bers toward  the  realization  that  they  are  contributing 
toward  the  total  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service  rather  than  to  a few  selected  projects. 

In  order  to  allow  time  to  make  adjustments  in  Guild 
units  through  the  educational  process,  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Projects  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Guild 
Report  Blank  should  continue  to  allow  space  foi'  desig- 
nated giving,  but  that  the  instruction  sheet  should  carry 
this  statement:

“However,  it  is  better  to  send  gifts  for  Pledge  to  Mis- 
sions undesignated  for  whatever  is  given  over  and  above 
the  amounts  allocated  by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service  to  specific  projects  goes  toward  the  appro- 
priations of  the  total  work.”

Aldersgate  Camp,  a special 
interest  of  the  Guild  during 
the  past  quadrennium,  is  dedi- 
cated to  the  training  of  Chris- 
tian leaders  of  all  races.  Here, 
in  a setting  of  natural  beauty, 
people  of  all  ages  and  races 
come  for  conferences,  work- 
shops, institutes,  retreats,  lab- 
oratory training  for  fellowship 
teams  and  youth  camp  pro- 
grams. 

To  its  director,  as  well  as 
to  those  who  are  responsible 
for  its  existence,  Aldersgate 
Camp  represents  a conviction 
that  one  of  the  best  ways  for 
the  church  to  train  Christian 
leaders  is  through  its  camp- 
ing program. 


The  camp,  comprising  120  acres,  and  having  accommo- 
dations for  100  people  is  located  four  and  one-half  miles 
west  of  Little  Rock.  It  is  supported  by  the  Woman’s  Di- 
vision of  Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
operated  by  the  Little  Rock  Methodist  Council,  an  organi- 
zation of  Negro  and  White  Methodist  Churches  in  Little 
Rock  and  vicinity.  Aldersgate  Camp  was  established  mainly 
because  there  were  no  facilities  in  the  area  where  Negro 
church  groups  could  hold  camps  for  the  training  of  Chris- 
tian workers.  A constant  program  of  training  goes  on 
during  June,  July,  and  August.  All  the  buildings  are  now 
winterized,  making  possible  the  year  round  use  of  the 


camp. 

We  look  forward  to  having  Mr.  Willis  and  his  family 
as  our  guests  at  Camp  Brewer  and  to  learning  more  about 
his  work  in  Christian  leadership  training.

In  discussing  Special  Interests  for  the  new  quadren- 
nium, Miss  Lillian  A.  Johnson,  National  Secretai’y  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  gives  the  following  information: 

“The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  emphasizes  certain  proj- 
ects as  Special  Interests  in  order  to  personalize  the  work 
of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  At  each  an- 
nual meeting  the  standing  committee  spends  time  discus- 
sing these  Special  Interests,  but  it  is  generally  understood 
that  if  there  are  to  be  changes,  they  are  made  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  quadrennium. 

“It  is  very  difficult  to  make  changes,  for  we  look  upon 
these  ‘Special  Interests’  as  old  and  dear  friends.  How- 
ever, Guild  members  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
make  new  friends.  This  next  quadrennium,  we  plan  to  in- 
troduce to  you  some  very  new  friends  in  the  foreign  field, 
since  some  of  the  Special  Interests  are  selected  from  the 
newest  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

“On  the  home  field  we  are  to  focus  our  attention  par- 
ticularly on  educational  institutions  and  residence  halls  for 
young  women.  We  shall  study  all  of  the  resident  halls  with 
the  exception  of  those  which  are  conference  projects.  In 
the  educational  institutions,  we  have  included  schools  serv- 
ing various  age  groups  and  with  varying  types  of  program. 

“Plans  for  choosing  these  Special  Interests  were  made 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  staff  of  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Departments  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice.

“Our  1952-1956  Special  Interests  will  continue  until 
September.  We  shall  not  forget  the  wonderful  experience 
we  have  had  during  the  past  years  with  our  missionaries 
and  deaconesses  and  the.  institutions  they  serve.  Now  that 
we  know  them  better  we  are  surely  more  eager  than  ever 
to  give  them  our  support  by  way  of  prayer,  service,  and 
gifts.  We  should  be  happy  in  the  realization  that  our  fi- 
nancial support  goes  to  the  total  work  of  the  Woman’s  Di- 
vision of  Christian  Service,  so  that  basically  we  never 
‘drop’  one  of  our  former  Special  Interests.”

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QUADRENNIAL  GOALS— 1956-1960 


We  have  just  begun  a new  quadrennuim!  We  have 
used  in  this  issue  of  GUILD  LIMES  the  symbol  and  com- 
plete statement  of  goals  so  that  every  member  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  might 
have  an  opportunity  to  know  them  well  from  the  very 
beginning.  Some  of  you  have  already  seen  them  and  per- 
haps studied  them  as  they  have  appeared  in  the  May  and 
June  issues  of  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN.  Here  is  the 
presentation  of  the  program  as  given  in  the  June  issue  of 
that  publication: 

“During  the  next  four  years  the  symbol,  theme,  and 
goals  will  become  increasingly  familiar  to  the  women  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  in  this  country  and  in  various  other  lands. 

“The  symbol  shows  the  figure  of  Christ  with  arms  out- 
stretched to  the  world — in  invitation,  compassion,  bene- 
diction. The  sheaves  of  wheat  are  a familar  Christian 
symbol  for  that  fullness  of  the  life  taught,  lived,  and 
shared  by  Jesus  Christ. 

“The  theme  — THE  SPIRIT  OF  CHRIST  — FOR  ALL 
OF  LIFE  — is  self-explanatory  and  at  the  same  time 
limitless.  It  is  a goal  toward  which  to  strive  even  while 
we  recognize  that  it  will  always  lie  beyond  our  powers 
of  human  attainment. 


“THE  CALL  which  comes  to  every  woman  of  every 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild  is  voiced  through  seven  goals;  and  under  each 
goal  are  a limited  number  of  interpretative  suggestions. 
These  suggestions  are  by  no  means  all-inclusive.  In  every 
Society  and  Guild  there  will  undoubtedly  be  many  points 
to  be  added,  in  amplifying  and  applying  the  goals.  Also, 
it  will  be  noted  that  these  goals  are  not  the  individual 
responsibility  of  any  one  line  of  work;  together,  all  may 
work  toward  the  fulfilling  of  each  one.  The  work  needs 
to  be  integrated  for  the  greater  enrichment  of  all. 

“Further,  they  are  expressed  as  goals  foi'  each  individ- 
ual woman;  for  only  as  we  seek  to  attain  the  ideal  as 
individuals,  can  the  group  move  forward.  A redeemed 
society  cannot  exist  apart  from  the  human  personalities 
within  it. 

“These  seven  are  general  long-range  goals  upon  which 
as  Christian  women  we  fix  our  eyes.  They  are  not  in- 
tended to  serve  as  a check-sheet  for  our  progress,  except 
in  the  broadest  terms.  More  specific  check-sheets  will  be 
suggested  for  this  practical  purpose.  But  for  these  four 
years  we  shall  together  “press  toward  the  mark,’’  as  we 
attempt  to  answer  the  Call.’’

FINANCIAL  REPORT  ON 
GUILD  TIMES,  1955-1956 

The  following  report  is  submitted  so  that  all  Guild 
members  may  know  exactly  how  GUILD  TIMES  is  fi- 
nanced and  exactly  what  it  costs.  You  have  heard  ap- 
peals so  often  to  support  our  Guild  publication,  but  des- 
pite such  urgings,  only  370  people  subscribed  last  year. 
Of  these  approximately  350  were  Guild  members.  We  have 
in  our  Louisiana  Conference  approximately  1800  members. 

You  will  notice  in  the  receipt  column  of  the  report 
that  two  hundred  dollars  was  budgeted  by  the  Conference 
for  GUILD  TIMES.  It  has  been  our  hope  that  our  publi- 
cation could  become  self-supporting,  and  that  it  would  not 
be  necessary  to  draw  on  this  fund.  Our  report  shows  how 
far  we  missed  that  goal  last  year. 

GUILD  TIMES  is  sent  to  many  people  who  do  not 
subscribe.  Its  purpose  will  be  entirely  lost  if  its  informa- 
tion does  not  reach  Guild  presidents  and  promotion  secre- 
taries, so  these  officers  receive  the  paper  whether  they 
subscribe  or  not.  An  all-out  effort  was  made  to  send  the 
May  issue  to  every  Guild  member  in  the  State.  An  invi- 
tation to  subscribe  was  included.  As  we  go  to  press  (June 
12)  one  hundred  sixty  subscriptions  have  been  received. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  only  to  inform  our  Guild. 
We  believe  that  people  can  act  intelligently  only  if  they 
have  information.  There  is  no  intent  to  strike  a pessimis- 
tic note  or  to  hint  discouragement.  Such  is  far  from  the 
truth.  In  fact,  we  know  that  GUILD  TIMES  is  stll  very

Ever  so  often  we  hear  it  said  that  we  humans  use 
only  a relatively  small  fraction  of  our  potential  brain 
power,  that  we  are  capable  of  far  more  and  better  thinking 
than  we  do.  This  seems  a tragic  condition  in  these  critical 
times,  for  if  ever  the  world  needed  the  benefit  of  wise 
leadership  and  a clear-thinking  “followership”  it  is  now. 
Christian  women  of  the  Methodist  church  can  make  a 
two-fold  attack  upon  this  pioblem.  First  each  one  must 
approach  it  as  an  individual  problem,  resolving  that  she 
at  least  will  make  every  effort  to  stretch  her  own  mental 
and  spiritual  horizons,  that  she  at  least  will  do  some  honest 
thinking  which  will  be  of  a quality  that  cannot  be  labeled 
“just  reshuffling  old  prejudices.”  Choosing  her  own  area 
of  interest,  and  learning  more  and  more  about  it  by  read- 
ing and  by  discussing  it  with  others  can  be  as  exciting  and 
rewarding  as  an  ocean  voyage  or  an  African  safari. 

The  second  approach  can  be  through  Guild  group  ef- 
fort, and  the  avenue  of  attack  can  be  the  progiam — a 
stimulating  and  thought-provoking  one  for  each  and  every 
meeting  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Have  you  ever 
thought  of  just  how  important  your  program  at  each 
Guild  meeting  is?  On  its  success  depends  the  life  of  the 
Guild  unit!  For  if  you  are  interested  in  deepening  the 
spiritual  life  of  your-  group,  if  you  want  the  members  to 


become  more  missionary  minded,  if  your  aim  is  to  promote 
giving  to  missions,  or  if  your  pui'pose  is  to  inciease  mem- 
bership and  to  provide  warm  Christian  fellowship  among 
Guild  women,  then  the  program  is  the  most  important  fac- 
tor in  moving  your  group  towaid  the  realization  of  these 
worthy  puiposes. 

Guilds  can  and  must  give  more  attention  to  piogram 
building  if  we  would  challenge  our  members  to  seek  to 
have  the  mind  of  the  Master  and  to  achieve  the  high  call- 
ing to  possess  “The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  All  of  Life.” 

Why  have  a program?  This  question,  surprisingly 
enough,  is  asked  now  and  then.  And  some  groups  answer, 
“Why,  indeed!  We’re  really  too  tired  to  make  the  effort  to 
present  or  listen  to  a program.  Our  group  will  emphasize 
fellowship  and  have  lots  of  conversation  and  plenty  of  re- 
freshments. We  really  won’t  need  a program!”  And  for 
such  groups.  Guild  work  deteriorates  to  the  level  of  a 
“pink  tea”;  a most  sacred  responsibility  is  side-stepped, 
and  a blessed  privilege  to  participate  as  a fellow-worker 
with  God  is  lost. 

The  Master'  gave  us  a clear,  emphatic  command,  “Go, 
teach!”  And  the  Guild’s  teaching  mission  to  its  own  mem-

It  is  an  unusual  privilege  to  have  direct  word  from  our 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Founder,  Miss  Marion  Lela  Norris, 
concerning  her  experiences  in  Japan.  Recently  she  wrote 
to  Minza,  enclosing  a general  letter  which  is  of  such  great 
interest  to  all  of  us.  Feeling  that  her  own  personal  letter 
should  be  shared  with  the  Louisiana  Conference  Guilds, 
Minza  sent  it,  too,  for  inclusion  in  GUILD  TIMES, 

Tokyo,  July  31,  1956 

Dear  Minza  Rabun, 

For  a long  time  I have  been  intending  to  write  you  a 
very  appreciative  note  and  thank  you  for  all  you  are 
doing  ill  and  through  the  GUILD  as  widened  by  the 
GUILD  TIMES  you  have  so  kindly  sent  me.  But  I have 
been  kept  busy,  and  now  I don’t  seem  to  have  your  address 
with  me  so  am  sending  care  of  your  editor. 

I was  surprised  to  see  how  you  had  featured  the 
founder  of  the  Guild  in  i'our  15th  anniversary  issue,  but 
hope  it  did  good.  Thank  you. 

I shall  never  forget  when  I met  you  at  Gulfside  and 
your  great  contribution  to  our  Guild  Weekend.  It  was 
indeed  a privilege  to  know  you  then  and  to  continue  to 
keep  in  touch  with  you. 

I enclose  a copy  of  my  general  letter.  There  is  such 
great  need  for  more  missionaries;  it  is  my  prayer  and 
hope  that  the  Guild  may  inspire  more  to  go  into  mission- 
ary work — both  full  time  and  as  three-year  service.  Then 
there  is  now  another'  possibility — for  professional  women 
to  take  a year  or  more,  sometimes  at  their  own  expense, 
and  contribute  in  some  special  field  to  meet  a need.  Ex- 
ample, Alice  Beesley  of  Kansas,  as  written  up  in  THE 
METHODIST  WOMAN  a year  ago. 

God  bless  you  and  all  your  conference  officers  and 
members  in  the  fine  work  they  are  doing.

Kwassui  Junior  College 
Nagasaki,  Japan 
July,  1956 

Dear  Friends: 

When  Miss  Peckham  went  to  Immigration  with  me 
last  March  to  secure  an  extension  of  my  visit  in  Japan  so 
that  I could  complete  this  term  of  teaching,  before  signing 
my  passport  the  official  made  her  promise  that  I would 
leave  Japan  this  August.  Consequently,  I sail  the  first  of 
August  from  Kobe  (Sangola  cargo  ship,  R&O  Line)  with 
Clara  Otis  and  Mildred  Anne  Paine  who  has  a short  fur- 
lough. We  stop  a couple  of  days  at  Hong  Kong,  Singapore 
(where  we  see  Helen  Loomis),  Penang,  Rangoon  and  Cal- 
cutta. Then  we  fly  to  Delhi,  motor  to  Agra  to  see  the  Taj 
Mahal,  fly  to  Karachi,  Beirut,  Jerusalem,  Cairo,  Rome, 
with  two  days  in  each,  and  travel  by  bus  and  train  in  Italy 
and  Switzerland.  As  Clara  and  Mildred  Anne  are  in  a 
hurry  to  get  home,  they  sail  September  18  on  the  Maure- 
tania, but  I shall  remain  longer  as  this  is  my  fli'st  and  only 
trip  to  Europe.  I wish  to  see  my  nephew  and  family  in 
Brussels,  visit  England,  and  spend  a few  weeks  on  the 
Island  of  Guernsey  where  my  Mother’s  Father,  a French- 
man, was  born  and  grew  up,  and  see  some  of  his  relatives. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  you  much  idea  of  what  my  two 
years  in  Japan  have  meant  to  me.  As  you  know  I came 
for  one  year,  but  the  second  has  made  the  first  far  more 
meaningful.  My  privileges  as  a “foreigner”  have  been 
unique,  and  I shall  be  forever  grateful  to  all  (both  for- 
eigners and  Japanese)  who  have  made  my  stay  so  vital. 
First,  I mention  the  two  missionary  projects;  At  Kei 
Gahuen,  in  Tokyo,  is  under  the  direction  of  Mildred  Anne 
Paine  who  has  been  a Guild  missionary  for  over  twenty- 
five  years.  It  was  at  her  invitation  that  I came  to  Japan. 
Though  I have  followed  the  work  from  the  beginning 
through  letters  and  reports,  I had  no  conception  of  the 
marvelous  work  being  accomplished  by  this  devoted  Christ- 
ian and  her  Japanese  staff.  Last  year,  due  largely  to  her 
vision,  stimulation  and  leadership,  a beautiful  church  was 
erected  about  a mile  from  the  Social  Center  giving  a 
church  home  to  all  in  the  Center  as  well  as  the  growing 


church  membership,  and  its  gleaming  white  steeple,  cross 
and  chimes  (provided  by  a Guild  at  home)  rise  like  a 
Cathedral  above  the  surrounding  slums.  A missionary  has 
been  added  to  the  staff  who  will  assist  Mildred  Anne’s  able 
Japanese  co-worker  during  her  furlough.  A former  mis- 
sionary, visiting  there  not  long  ago,  says  this  whole  section 
has  been  improved  through  the  Center.  Here  I spent 
vacations. 

Kwassui  Junior  College,  the  oldest  college  for  women 
in  Japan,  established  in  1879,  is  located  on  a high  hill  over- 
looking Nagasaki  Bay  which  is  very  similar  to,  and  about 
one-thii'd  the  size  of,  Hong  Kong,  said  to  be  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  harbors  in  the  woild.  On  the  campus  are 
graceful  huge  camphor  trees,  the  seeds  for  which  were 
planted  by  the  founder.  Miss  Elizabeth  Russell.  After  the 
war  which  had 'sadly  divided  staff  and  students  between 
loyalty  to  Japan  and  to  the  Christian  College,  Miss  Caroline 
S.  Peckham  was  invited  to  be  president.  With  her  long  ex- 
perience in  Japan,  mostly  at  Kwassui,  this  dedicated  Christ- 
ian woman  did  a supeihuman  task  in  welding  into  one  the 
creative  forces  of  staff,  students  and  alumnae.  No  where 
else  have  I seen  the  love  and  devotion  to  an  Alma  Mater 
evidenced  as  in  the  6,000  and  moie  alumnae  of  Kwassui 
who,  through  their  local  clubs  (for  Japanese  women  have 
little  money)  hold  bazaars  to  earn  money  to  supplement 
the  immense  Annual  Kwassui  Bazaar  held  on  a holiday, 
November  3,  pati'onized  by  citizens  all  over  Nagasaki  and 
towns  nearby.  Their  contributions  have  long  provided  spe- 
cial projects  for  the  School  such  as  the  recent  first  unit 
of  a new  dormitory  at  the  High  School.  The-P.T.A.  like- 
wise does  a wonderful  job  and  enlists  men  and  women  of 
influence  and  leadership  in  the  city.  They  built  the  High 
School  Gymnasium,  equipped  the  science  laboratories, 
bought  pianos  foi'  practice,  and  are  now  landscaping  the 
new  High  School  Campus  acioss  the  city  and  putting  in 
necessary  roads. 

In  addition  to  these  noimally  anticipated  church  con- 
tracts, I have  been  unusually  piivileged  to  meet  a wide 
vai'iety  of  people  through  conversational  English  teaching. 
While  Japanese  ai'e  taught  to  read  English  in  their  schools, 
little  attention  is  given  to  ordinaiy  conversation,  so  doc- 
tors and  engineers  who  use  English  regularly  in  their  work 
are  at  a loss  to  “hear”  and  speak  English,  and  aie  espe- 
cially anxious  to  leain  ordinary  English  conversation  be- 
fore going  to  U.  S.  A.  or  Europe.  So  I have  worked  with 
engineers  and  a metallurgist  in  the  Mitsubishi  Ship  Build- 
ing Works — Nagasaki  is  now  the  largest  ship-building  city 
in  the  world.  Doctors  include  heart  and  cancer  specialists, 
pharmacologist,  nutritionist,  anatomist,  embryologist,  pa- 
thologist, cytologist,  histologist,  and  ophthalmologist — most 
of  them  professors  in  Nagasaki  University  Medical  College. 
Customs  officials,  I worked  with  ten  to  twenty  in  three 
different  classes  three  times  a week.  And  at  the  other  end 
of  the  scale,  foui'  little  boys  who  knew  no  English,  a high 
school  girl,  likewise,  and  the  wife  of  the  Japanese  repre- 
sentative of  Dodge,  and  a hotel  manager.  Some  of  the 
men  have  already  gone  to  America  and  Europe.  One  doc- 
tor has  returned,  enthusiastic  about  his  research  abroad. 

Everywhere,  the  Japanese  have  been  most  kind,  under- 
standing and  helpful  to  this  foreigner.  Not  attempting  to 
learn  Japanese,  I have  found  all  tradesmen  and  the  occa- 
sional seat-passenger  on  bus,  trolley,  and  train,  very  will- 
ing and  usually  able  to  help  me  out  of  unforeseen  language 
difficulty.  I have  come  to  appieciate  the  great  difficulty  of 
the  Japanese  in  tiying  to  make  a change  from  the  native 
religion  which  is  deeply  bound  into  the  family  tradition 
and  culture,  to  Christianity,  but  I have  come  to  realize 
that,  though  many  do  not  become  baptized  Christians,  the 
influence  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus  affects  the  daily  life  and 
living  of  scores  of  Japanese,  and  leminds  me  of  the  words 
of  Jesus,  “Who  is  not  against  me.  . . .’’ 

Thank  you  for  your  many  letters  and  gifts  of  thought, 
mind  and  heart  which  have  helped  me  greatly  in  my  work 
here.  I leave  Japan  and  her  people  with  warm  affection, 
and  even  regret  that  I shall  not  be  here  again,  and  pray 
that  God  may  richly  bless  the  people  here,  and  all  the 
friends  at  home  who  are  helping  to  bring  the  Christian 
Way  of  Life  to  the  Orient.

“The  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be 
to  provide  a channel  through  which  gainfully  employed 
women  can  achieve  spiritual  enrichment  and  Christian 
fellowship  and  take  an  active  part  in  developing  a world 
Christian  community.”  Thus  we  have  three  major  aims: 
personal  spiritual  enrichment,  group  Christian  fellowship, 
and  united  effort  to  further  God’s  kingdom  in  the  world. 
Look  again  at  the  third  aim,  and  consider  ways  of  achieve- 
ing  it.  Study  and  prayer  are  important  ways  of  working 
toward  this  goal,  but  we  must  never  forget  that  our  finan- 
cial gifts  (“just  plain  old  money”  as  someone  has  said) 
are  equally  as  important.  Giving  can  be  as  deep  a devo- 
tional experience  as  prayer,  and  we  can  be  as  devoutly 
worshipping  God  as  we  place  our  gift  in  the  offering  plate 
as  when  we  kneel  at  the  Communion  rail.  “For  where  your 
treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also.” 

Guild  members  are  challenged  to  give  generously  to 
the  great  Cause  of  the  Kingdom,  and  each  group  has  a 
sacred  responsibility  to  handle  these  gifts  wisely,  efficiently, 
and  effectively  with  the  full  knowledge  that  such  steward- 
ship of  funds  is  expected  of  “workers  together  with  God.” 

The  person  whose  responsibility  is  greatest  in  this  area 
is  the  Guild  treasurer,  and  too  often  the  one  elected  to  this 
office  has  great  difficulty  in  getting  detailed  information 
about  her  particular  task.  She  sometimes  “flounders 
around”  and  develops  an  uncomfortable  feeling  of  inade- 
quacy before  she  gets  a few  scraps  of  information  that 
make  it  possible  for  her  to  “limp  along”  with  her  work. 
Oftimes  this  uncertainty  and  the  seeming  difficulty  of 
getting  answers  to  her  questions  cause  her  to  refuse  point 
blank  to  take  another  term  in  the  office.  Instead,  she  gives 
up  her  office  with  great  relief,  glad  to  be  free  of  her  weight 
of  responsibility. 

This  should  never  happen,  because  there  are  sources  of 
information  which  are  easy  to  tap.  Every  treasurer  should 
have  the  Handbook  of  Finance  given  to  her  as  soon  as  she 
is  elected  to  office,  and  she  should  also  have  the  benefit  of 
the  experience  of  the  treasurer  who  precedes  her.  She 
should  know,  too,  that  she  can  consult  with  the  treasurer 
of  the  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  with 
the  District  Guild  Secretary,  with  the  District  Treasurer, 
and,  if  necessary,  with  the  Conference  Guild  Secretary,  the 
Conference  Treasurer,  and  the  National  Treasurer.  She 
should  know  the  names  and  addresses  of  these  friends  and 
allies. 

As  great  as  the  responsibility  of  the  treasurer  is,  it  is 
not  hers  alone.  Standing  with  her  to  help  her  with  the  task 
is  the  finance  committee  of  her  own  Guild.  This  commit- 
tee is  made  up  of  the  president,  the  promotion  secretary, 
the  chairman  of  Missionary  Education  and  service,  the 
chairman  of  Christian  social  relations,  and  the  chairman 
of  local  church  activities.  The  treasurer  is  the  chairman 
of  the  finance  committee.  One  of  the  major  jobs  of  the 
finance  committee  is  to  make  and  present  the  budget. 

Budget  making  is  a “must”  for  every  Guild  no  matter 
how  small.  A budget  represents  a thoughtful  consideration 
of  the  obligations  and  opportunities  of  the  Guild,  and  pro- 
vides a pattern  of  action  for  the  treasurer.  Once  a budget 
is  approved  by  the  Guild,  the  treasurer  has  a clear  cut 
outline  of  how  to  proceed  with  disbursing  funds.  This 
makes  her  task  far  easier  and  gives  her  a feeling  of  secur- 
ity as  she  does  her  work. 

“How  do  you  make  a budget?”  This  question  is  often 
asked  by  those  just  starting  out  in  Guild  work  and  by 
those,  too,  who  have  been  trying  to  get  along  for  some 
time  on  their  own — those  who  have  not  yet  discovered  that 
there  is  much  printed  information  to  help  them.  It’s  a 
question  that  deserves  an  answer.  Methodist  women  who 
undertake  leadership  in  the  Guild  and  Society  are  heard 
to  say  often  and  earnestly,  “I  want  to  do  a good  job!  I 
want  to  do  this  right!” 

A budget  should  be  divided  into  three  parts: 

1.  Pledge  to  Missions 

2.  Cultivation  (District  and  Local) 

3.  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities 

Of  vital  importance  is  the  item  pledge  to  missions. 
Although  there  are  no  hard  and  fast  rules  governing  the 
part  of  the  Guild’s  total  giving  which  should  be  put  into 
the  pledge,  it  is  generally  recommended  that  at  least  60% 
of  the  total  budget  should  be  allotted  to  pledge  to  missions. 


This  money  goes  into  the  fund  which  supports  the  total 
missionary  program  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service.  A particular  interest  in  one  or  two  mission  proj- 
ects or  local  church  projects  should  never  influence  a 
Guild  to  neglect  its  obligation  to  help  to  further  the  whole 
missionary  effort  around  the  world.  For  this  is  the  cause 
that  has  called  our  organization  into  being,  and  to  this 
task  we  are  committed. 

Cultivation — does  this  bring  to  mind  the  tilling  of  the 
soil,  the  encouraging  of  plants  to  grow?  The  word  has  a 
related  meaning  in  our  Guild  work,  and  the  items  bud- 
getted  under  this  term  are  funds  to  be  spent  in  an  effort 
to  make  the  Guild  grow.  Thus  expenses  for  literature,  the 
program  materials,  the  Guild  handbook,  the  handbook  for 
chairmen  of  the  various  lines  of  work  are  placed  under 
cultivation,  as  are  funds  to  provide  expenses  for  a delegate 
to  Spring  Meeting  or  the  School  of  Missions.  Listed  here, 
too,  are  fees  for  renting  a film  for  a program  meeting  or 
travel  expenses  for  a guest  speaker.  The  cost  of  postage 
and  stationery  for  keeping  in  touch  with  members  is  a 
cultivation  item.  All  of  these  are  expenditures  for  local 
cultivation,  and  the  money  for  them  is  spent  directly  by 
the  Guild.  We  are  asked  to  contribute  to  district  cultiva- 
tion— a suggested  25c  per  member  each  year — and  this 
money  is  sent  to  the  local  WSCS  treasurer  along  with  our 
pledge  to  missions.  Any  funds  spent  to  encourage  growth 
in  the  local,  district,  or  conference  Guild  should  be  consid- 
ered cultivation  expense. 

Perhaps  more  items  could  be  listed  under  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  than  under 
either  of  the  other  two  categories.  It  is  in  this  third  part 
of  the  budget  which  Guilds  will  differ  most  widely,  since 
there  will  be  reflected  here  the  interests  of  local  churches 
and  communities  which  bring  varying  needs  and  challenges 
to  the  attention  of  local  Guilds.  It  is  possible  to  list  a 
very  few  items  which  might  be  expected  in  all  budgets.  A 
Christian  Social  Relations  item  is  the  alcohol  education 
fund  to  which  most  Guilds  contribute;  funds  for  placing 
flowers  in  the  church  (if  they  must  be  purchased)  is  a 
Local  Church  Activity  expense.  If  the  Guild  helps  a needy 
family,  sends  a Church  School  pupil  to  camp,  or  contrib- 
utes to  the  deep  well  project  at  Camp  Brewer,  then  the 
expense  will  belong  as  an  item  in  this  third  category.  A 
general  rule — it  does  not  hold  in  every  instance — is  that 
funds  which  are  spent  directly  by  a local  Guild  and  not 
channelled  through  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  are  items  under  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities.  However,  it  must  be 
pointed  out  that  local  cultivation  funds  are  spent  directly, 
too,  and  that  gifts  for  the  alcohol  education  fund  are  sent 
to  the  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  treasurer. 

Questions  concerning  what  funds  should  be  sent  to  the 
WSCS  treasufer  and  what  funds  should  be  spent  by  the 
Guild  itself  should  be  asked  and  asked  until  a satisfactory 
answer  is  forthcoming.  There  are  answers.  Be  persistent. 
You  will  get  them! 

What  about  supply  work?  Should  funds  for  supply 
giving  be  budgeted?  There  is  divided  opinion  on  this 
point.  Supply  giving  has  been  called  “second  mile  giving^’ 
over  and  above  all  other  funds  pledged.  It  has  been  said 
that  such  funds  provide  “butter  for  the  bread”  “frosting 
on  the  cake”  since  such  gifts  make  it  possible  for  mis- 
sionaries to  provide  for  many  needs  and  to  supply  addi- 
tional services  that  cannot  be  cared  for  out  of  general 
funds.  Some  Guilds  do  not  budget  funds  for  supplies,  but 
rather  provide  opportunities  for  members  to  contribute 
“love  gifts”  to  supply  work.  Other  Guilds  have  a budgeted 
amount  for  supplies,  since  they  feel  that  such  funds  should 
be  definitely  planned  and  not  left  to  uncertainties. 

After  the  budget  has  been  prepared  by  the  Budget 
Committee,  it  should  be  presented  to  the  Guild  for  ap- 
proval. Following  Guild  approval,  the  budget  should  then 
be  piesented  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
for  inclusion  in  their  budget.  Since  the  Guild  treasurer  is 
a member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  WSCS,  plans 
for  the  presentation  could  be  made  at  an  executive  com- 
mittee meeting.  Each  quarter,  the  Guild  treasurer  (or  her 
designated  representative)  gives  her  report  at  the  meeting 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  WSCS. 

One  further  word  concerning  the  work  of  the  treas-

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Hello; 

Isn't  fall  wonderful?  Now  that  summer  is  over  and  be- 
hind I know  you  are  turning  your  thoughts  and  energies 
toward  the  fall  and  winter  program.  I hope  that  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  is  taking  its  rightful  place  in  your 
calendar  of  activities. 

These  are  such  wonderful  days.  We  have  finished  a 
glorious  quadrennium  of  united  endeavors  “To  Make  The 
Kingdoi.i  of  God  Realized’’,  and  now  we  have  as  our  goal 
“The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  All  of  Life.”  What  could  be  more 
challenging  to  Guild  women?  Are  you  ready  to  meet  that 
challenge  and  witness  for  the  Christ  in  every  part  of  your 
daily  program — whatever  it  may  be?  I know  you  are,  and 
I am  expecting  great  things  of  you. 

With  each  quadrennium  there  are  a few  changes  in 
procedure.  You,  who  are  Secretaries  of  Promotion  and 
Treasurers,  will  please  note  that  your  dates  for  reporting 
have  all  been  changed.  We  are  trying  something  new,  and 
if  you  are  a wee  bit  confused  don’t  be  alarmed  because  I 
am  too.  I keep  telling  myself,  “You  have  a report  to  get 
ready,  what  are  you  waiting  for,”  and  then  I remember — 
no  more  quarterly  reports,  just  period  reports  for  the  Sec- 
retaries of  Promotion,  and  of  course  quarterly  reports  for 
the  treasurers.  I know  that  it  will  not  seem  too  awkward 
after  the  first  one  or  two  have  been  made.  I feel  confident 
you  will  like  the  new  plan  better.  The  dates  for  your  trea- 
surers reports  are  the  16th  rather  than  the  25th  as  printed 
in  your  books,  if  you  have  not  changed  them  accordingly, 
please  do  so. 

There  is  much  enthusiasm  over  the  new  approved  stu- 
dies, and  small  wonder,  with  Ruby  Phillips,  our  newly 
elected  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  so 
wide  awake  and  full  of  ideas  and  plans  for  increasing  and 
reporting  your  studies.  Please  plan  to  study  for  Jurisdic- 
tion Recognition,  and  if  you  feel  you  just  can’t  meet  the 
requirements  — then  wi'ite  Ruby’*’  for  an  Efficiency  blank 
and  try  for  that.  Then  as  you  learn  it  isn’t  so  difficult, 
you  won’t  be  afraid  to  work  for  your  Juiisdiction  Recogni- 
tion. We  had  49  studies  last  year,  and  Ruby  and  I are 
hoping  that  we  will  more  than  double  that  this  year.  That 
would  only  mean  one  JR  study  from  each  Guild  unit  in 
the  conference.  Some  of  our  districts  are  having  Missionary 
Seminars,  and  those  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  attending 
were  very  fine,  and  show  much  study  and  prayer  on  the 
part  of  the  leaders.  It  is  our  hope  that  as  time  goes  on 
each  district  will  feel  and  know  the  need  of  the  Seminars 
for  promoting  the  approved  studies. 

We  have  finally  gotten  our  Supply  Askings  for  this 
quadrennium,  and  I am  listing  them  as  follows: 

Special  Interest  Home  Cash  S%ipply:  Alpine  Community 
Center,  Alpine,  Texas,  and  the  asking  is  for  $500.00.  (This 
replaces  Louisiana  Rural  Work.)  There  are  some  supply 
askings  for  you  who  like  to  pack  boxes.  They  are;  kinder- 
garten materials  and  sewing  equipment.  Also  needed  is 
new  playground  equipment  (a  merry-go-round,  volley  balls, 
nets,  etc.),  and  equipment  for  the  auditorium  (chairs,  cur- 
tains, scenery,  etc.).  An  appeal  is  made,  too,  for  good  used 
clothing  for  children  up  to  twelve  years  of  age.  You  can- 
not receive  cash  credit  for  used  clothing,  but  you  can  report 
the  number  of  pieces  sent,  and  the  postage  used  in  sending 
your  packages.  Be  very  sure  you  get  a shipping  blank  from 
your  Supply  Secretary  of  the  local  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  before  sending  boxes.  This  procedure  may 
seem  a little  strange  at  first,  but  I feel  sure  you  will  want 
to  direct  your  Cash  for  Supply  correctly  so  that  your  dis- 
trict treasurer  will  not  have  any  difficulty  in  identifying 
the  place  and  the  type  of  work  we  are  supporting. 

Special  Interest  Foreign  Cash  Supply:  Public  Health, 
Madar  Union  Sanatorium,  Ajmer,  India,  and  the  asking  is 
$600.00.  (This  cash  supply  replaces  Public  Health  and 
Nursing  at  Vicarabad,  Hyderabad,  India.)  There  are  no 
askings  for  materials  for  this  piece  of  work.

bers  is  achieved  through  the  program  which  presents  in- 
formation, provides  inspiration,  and  suggests  action  to 
carry  out  Christian  principles  and  purposes. 

The  program  is  only  a means  to  an  end,  but  an  essen- 
tial means  when  we  consider  that  through  it  can  be  pro- 
moted spiritual  and  intellectual  growth,  a knowledge  and 
awareness  of  the  needs  of  the  community,  the  church,  and 
the  world,  a vision  of  Christian  principles  in  operation,  a 
challenge  to  participation  in  the  life  and  work  of  the 
church,  and  an  understanding  of  the  great  work  to  which 
Methodist  women  are  called  and  for  which  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  were  organized. 

Hei  : are  some  guiding  principles  which  can  help  us  in 
this  work; 

1.  Planyiing  and  building  a ■program  should  be  done 
oy  a group — never  by  a single  individual  working  alone. 
The  vice-president  is  chairman  of  the  program  committee, 
it  is  true,  but  hers  is  a leadership  role,  and  her  main  task 
is  to  bring  many  individuals  into  the  work  of  planning, 
preparing,  and  presenting  programs. 

2.  Programs  should  begin  where  people  are  in  their 
interests^  needs,  and  abilities.  A program  committee  will 
think  of  the  Guild  members  as  they  plan  the  program.  If 
the  group  is  a new  Guild,  the  material  will  be  presented  in 
a very  different  way  than  if  the  members  have  more  back- 
ground to  build  on. 

3.  Programs  should  provide  opportunity  for  maximum 
participation  both  in  numbers  of  people  and  varieties  and 
kinds  of  skills  and  abilities  needed.  A varied  program  is 
more  interesting  than  one  that  requires  a single  voice  and 
one  type  of  presentation.  Then,  too,  the  talents  of  many 
people  can  be  used  in  making  the  room  ready,  providing 
decorations,  preparing  a worship  center,  choosing  music, 
reading  Scriptures  or  devotional  poetry,  making  or  supply- 
ing needed  maps  or  charts,  securing  and  projecting  films, 
presenting  factual  material,  or  leading  a discussion. 

4.  Programs  should  provide  for  interplay  of  minds  in 
free  exchange  of  thoughts  and  ideas.  In  order  to  learn 
one  must  participate  in  the  learning  experience.  A pro- 
gram that  is  followed  by  lively  discussion  of  the  subject 
with  a good  percentage  of  those  present  entering  in  can 
be  counted  a great  success  for  there  is  an  excellent  chance 
that  the  members  will  remember  material  they  themselves 
have  thought  about  and  have  discussed. 

5.  Program  content  should  he  related  to  and  contribute 
to  the  purposes  and  objectives  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  Thus  a program  on  flower  arranging  or  on  hobbies, 
no  matter  how  interesting,  could  not  be  considered  suitable 
for  a Guild  meeting.  There  is,  however,  a wealth  of  ma- 
terials eminently  suitable,  worthy,  and  valuable,  and  the 
most  important  of  them  is  the  worship  and  program  books 
provided  for  us  by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service  and  shared  with  us  by  women  throughout  the 
world. 

6.  Familiarity  with  various  program  methods  and  de- 
vices is  essential,  and  those  chosen  will  be  appropriate  both 
to  the  subject  matter  to  be  presented  and  to  the  group 
for  whom  the  program  is  prepared.  All  parts  of  the  pro- 
gram— musical  setting,  worship,  presentation,  and  plans  for 
action — should  be  unified.  Much  is  being  written  in  the 
field  of  adult  education  which  can  be  helpful  to  Guild 
leaders.  Ask  the  librarian  in  your  community  for  books 
on  working  with  adults,  particularly  in  the  area  of  pro- 
gram planning.  There  is  real  joy  in  planning  a unified  pro- 
gram in  which  all  parts  contribute  to  the  central  idea. 
This  takes  creative  thought  and  effort,  but  the  results  can 
be  most  satisfying  and  worth  every  bit  of  the  time  spent. 

The  points  in  italics  above  were  principles  outlined  by 
Mrs.  Harold  Soulen  in  a workshop  on  program  building  at 
Mount  Sequoyah  several  summers  ago.  Mrs.  Soulen,  whom 
we  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  at  our  Spring  Meeting  last 
March,  closed  her  discussion  by  giving  three  character- 
istics which  will  mark  a good  program: 

1.  It  will  be  beautiful  enough  to  haunt  the 
memory. 

2.  It  will  be  convincing  because  the  spirit- 
ual and.  intellectual  facts  presented  will 
eliminate  prejudices  from  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  the  group. 

3.  It  will  be  dynamic  and  action  will  result 
from  it.

secretary,  CSR,  WSCS;  and  spiritual  life,  Mrs.  Paul  Ander- 
son.

Sunday’s  program  included  a morning  watch  led  by 
Emma  Pattillo  of  Haughton,  and  the  presentation  of  the 
approved  studies  for  1956-1957.  The  District  secretary  of 
missionary  education,  WSG,  Ila  Volentine,  presided,  as  the 
follovnrig  studies  were  outlined:  Southeast  Asia,  Ruth  Ab- 
ney; Mission  Field,  U.S.A.,  Alma  Levins;  Paul’s  Letters  to 
Local  Churches,  Juanita  Oliver;  and  Youth  in  a Responsible 
Society — A Christian’s  Concein,  Addie  Clair  Ensminger. 

During  the  eleven  o’clock  worship  hour,  the  morning 
message  was  brought  by  the  Shreveport  District  Super- 
intendent. Dr.  B.  C.  Taylor. 

A total  of  seventy-two  attended  the  meeting  with  four- 
teen of  the  twenty  units  having  members  present.  Repre- 
sentation was  as  follows:  Broadmoor,  4;  Haughton,  2;

Ruth  Guthrie  tells  us  of  Monroe  District  plans:  The 
Monroe  District  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  will  hold  a re- 
treat in  Chemin-a-haut  State  Park  October  13-14.  Mrs. 
D.  C.  Metcalf  of  West  Monroe,  member  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  will  be  spiritual  life  leader. 
The  retreat  will  be  closed  with  a communion  service.  The 
program  is  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Thompson 
of  Rayville.  Mrs.  Thompson  is  the  Guild’s  district  spiritual 
life  secretary. 

“Mrs.  A.  Miller,  missionary  education  secretary  of  the 
Monroe  District  WSG  will  conduct  a tour  for  the  district 
to  Aldersgate  Camp,  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  on  October 
27-28.  While  at  camp,  we  will  explore  the  Mission  Studies 
for  1956-1957.’’ 

From  Minden  comes  news  of  the  Ruston  District 
shared  with  us  by  Sue  Batton:  “On  September  23,  the 
Ruston  District  held  its  annual  coaching  conference  and 
retreat  at  the  Methodist  Camp  at  Caney  Lake.  Fifty-three 
were  present.

district  and  Conference  activities;  in  missionary  education, 
two  studies  for  Jurisdiction  Recognition  and  four  other 
studies  presented  in  some  manner;  observance  of  WSCS 
Birthday  in  October  and  Guild  Month  in  January;  meet 
all  financial  obligations;  report  accurately  and  promptly; 
and  personal  commitment  to  Christian  vocations.” 

Plans  of  the  Lake  Charles  Guilds  are  told  by  Mary 
Minta  Moore:  “Both  units  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
of  the  First  Methodist  Church  in  Lake  Charles — the  Julia 
Reid  Unit  and  the  Dorothy  Dunbar  Unit — actively  partici- 
pate in  the  Interdenominational  Dinner  which  is  held  in 
that  city  each  year  during  the  month  of  February.

Clyde  Dowden 
writes:  “The  Guild  at  the  University  Church,  Baton  Rouge, 
is  glowing  so  fast  that  it  was  decided  to  hold  future  month- 
ly meetings  at  the  Wesley  Foundation.  Our  living  rooms 
were  getting  a little  too  snug,  and  we  need  room  for  ex- 
pansion, we’re  glad  to  say. 

“On  Tuesday,  October  30,  we  will  climax  our  Week  of 
Prayer  with  a 'Quiet  Hour’  program  in  the  chapel  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation.  Margaret  Lilly  will  lead  the  devo- 
tional, with  Gwen  Thomas  and  Carolyn  Jackson  assisting 
with  the  musical  portion  of  the  program.” 

Evelyn  S.  Traylor  tells  of  the  activities  of  a Guild  just 
one  year  old:  “The  Denham  Springs  First  Methodist  Church 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  organized  in  September,  1955 
with  13  charter  members.  There  are  now  17  members  on 
roll.

tion; Miss  Marjorie  Holloway,  spiiitual  life;  Miss  Helen 
Sullivan,  missionary  education;  Mis.  George  Rohland, 
Christian  social  I'elations  and  local  church  activities;  Mrs. 
Jean  Gilmore,  supply  work,  and  Mrs.  George  H.  Thomas, 
co-ordinator. 

“We  have  planned  the  program  for  the  year  and  will 
meet  in  the  homes  of  oui’  membei's.  We  are  joining  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  Week  of 
Prayer.” 

Inez  Richardson  of  the  Fi'anklinton  Guild  outlines  her 
gi’oup’s  plans:  “This  quai'ter  we  have  three  projects:  To 
co-sponsor  the  John  Hammond  Organ  Recital,  to  have  a 
rummage  sale,  and  to  complete  our  missionary  study.  Dur- 
ing the  first  quarter  we  co-sponsored  a musical  concert 
given  by  James  Poole  of  New  Orleans.” 

Serving  as  leportei’  foi'  the  Bogalusa  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  Chi'istelle  Knight  writes:  “Our  biggest  local  project 
light  now  is  the  concerted  membership  drive  we  are  plan- 
ning. We  have  made  a survey  of  Methodist  working 
women  in  our  Church  and  find  some  foi'ty  oi'  fifty  who 
ought  to  be  in  the  Guild,  not  just  from  a standpoint  of 
increasing  numbers  for  our  Guild,  but  for  what  they  act- 
ually could  get  from  the  Guild  and  also  contribute  to  the 
Guild. 

“On  October  9 we  begin  our  study  on  ‘Mission  Field, 
U.S.A.’  For  the  first  time  we  were  able  this  year  to  send 
our  Missionary  Education  Chairman,  Sara  Wadsworth,  to 
the  School  of  Missions  in  Shreveport  held  last  August. 
Sara  has  been  so  enthusiastic  about  the  things  she  learned, 
that  we  are  sure  ‘Mission  Field,  U.S.A.’  will  be  one  of  our 
very  best  studies. 

“This  summer  we  had  one  of  our  meetings  at  Mrs. 
Wesley’s  camp  just  a few  miles  out  of  town.  We  had  a 
potluck  supper  with  plenty  of  good  food,  then  we  had  our 
program  and  business  meeting.  Someone  I'emarked  that 
we  woi'king  girls  knew  how  to  cook  in  a hurry,  or  else  we 
knew  how  to  manage  to  get  somebody  else  to  do  some 
mighty  good  cooking.  Be  that  as  it  may,  it  was  pleasant 
to  get  out  in  the  quiet,  down  by  the  river. 

“We  are  pleased  that  practically  all  of  our  Guild 
members  have  subscribed  to  GUILD  TIMES.  We  feel  it 
will  stimulate  a lot  of  interest  for  the  new  readers  as  well 
as  the  old  ones.  It  surely  helps  us  to  keep  abreast  of 
Guild  happenings.” 

Velma  Dewees  White  leports  for  the  Homer  Guild: 
“We  had  a very  good  representation  at  the  Guild  Coach- 
ing Conference  held  in  Minden  at  the  Methodist  Camp  at 
Caney  Lake  on  Sunday,  September  23  under  the  very  cap- 
able leadership  of  Miss  Sue  Batton,  District  Secretary.  We 
were  very  proud  to  have  one  of  our  membei's,  Ola  Allen, 
to  lead  one  of  the  discussion  groups.  Ola  was  leader  of 
the  group  which  studied  the  work  of  the  spiritual  life 
secretaiy  and  the  ways  of  handling  this  most  important 
pai  t of  Guild  work. 

“Our  Guild  gave  one  of  the  lamps  in  oui'  new  parlor 
in  the  Educational  Building.  This  fall,  we  hope  to  do  more 
work  on  our  membership  and  other  phases  of  the  total 
program.” 

From  Abbeville,  we  hear  of  a contest.  Juanita  B.  He- 
bert writes:  “We  are  having  a membership  drive.  The  win- 
ner will  get  a supper  from  the  loser.  We  are  getting  quite 
a few  members.  This  is  our  goal  for  the  next  few  months.” 

Vivian  Smith  sends  news  from  Jennings:  “A  special 
‘prayer  partner’  plan  has  been  put  into  effect  by  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  and  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Jennings.  For  the 
coming  year  each  officer  and  committee  chairman  of  the 
Guild  will  have  as  hei'  prayei'  partner  the  coiresponding 
offi.cer  and  committee  chairman  of  the  Woman’s  Society. 
This  plan  came  about  as  a result  of  a suggestion  made  at 
Guild  Week-End  at  Camp  Brewer.  The  WSCS  welcomed 
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the  idea,  in  fact,  they  too  had  been  considering  plans  for 
bringing  the  two  groups  closer  together.  It  is  believed  the 
prayer  partner  plan  will  enrich  the  spiritual  life  of  both 
groups,  one  of  our  major  aims  for  this  year.”

Two  of  the  three  joined  our 
group.  Inviting  new  members  to  social  functions  that  are 
followed  immediately  by  a meeting  allows  them  to  see  us 
in  action.

“Our  immediate  plans  are  for  the  study  in  October  of 
Paul’s  Letters. 

“The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  a wonderful  organiza- 
tion, and  anyone  who  has  ever  been  a member  has  felt  its 
force  in  their  lives!” 

Ruth  Travis  of  First  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  shares  her 
group’s  Week  of  Prayer  plans:  “Our  Guild  will  have  a 
day-long  retreat  on  Saturday,  October  27,  at  the  camp  of 
Marguerite  Pierce,  our  spiritual  life  chairman.  Beginning 
with  a sunrise  service,  our  program  for  the  Quiet  Day  will 
include  the  materials  for  the  special  ‘day  apart’  planned 
for  the  Week  of  Prayer.  We  are  looking  forward  to  this 
quiet  time  together,  and  believe  that  a day  dedicated  en- 
tirely to  our  heavenly  Father  will  mean  much  to  all  of  us.” 

From  Kentwood  comes  news  of  an  intensive  member- 
ship drive:  “We  began  our  drive  for  new  members  by 
making  a list  of  employed  women  who  were  prospective 
members  of  the  Guild.  About  a week  before  our  meeting, 
the  membership  chairman  wrote  a card  to  each  one  in- 
viting her  to  attend.

Then  we’ll  continue  to  send  remind- 
er cards  and  to  plan  for  transportation  of  our  new  mem- 
bers to  our  meetings.  To  carry  out  this  plan,  we  will  all 
have  to  be  wide  awake  and  enthusiastic,  but  we  believe  it 
will  get  results.” 

Mary  Lucille  Napier,  district  secretary,  shares  with  us 
some  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Guilds  of  the  Baton 
Rouge  district:  “Some  of  the  spiritual  life  emphases  are: 
individual  devotions,  each  member  having  daily  Bible  read- 
ing and  prayer;  one  Guild  sponsored  a sacred  concert  in- 
viting all  churches  and  securing  a large  attendance;  others 
report  supplying  members  with  the  Upper  Room  and  other 
worship  materials  for  home  use.  As  missionary  education 
activities  several  Guilds  sent  their  missionary  education 
chairman  to  the  School  of  Missions  at  Shreveport;  one 
Guild  entertained  a missionary  from  India,  another  sent  a 
love  gift  to  a missionary  from  their  own  home  town  who 
is  serving  in  Korea.  Some  Christian  Social  Relations  activi- 
ties reported  were:  cooperatng  with  the  local  WCTU; 
planning  to  share  literature  with  a Negro  church;  buying 
books  for  the  church  library  in  memory  of  a member;  par- 
ticipating in  a community  tea  for  foreign  students  at 
L.  S.  U. ; and  collecting  coupons  for  St.  Mark’s  Community 
House  in  New  Orleans.”

urer,  and  that  is  on  reporting.  Guild  treasurers’  reports 
should  be  sent  to  the  treasurers  of  the  local  WSCS  on  or 
before  July  16,  October  16,  January  16,  and  April  20  of 
each  year.  The  new  report  book  for  treasurers  provides 
that  a copy  of  the  report  be  sent  also  to  the  district  secre- 
tary of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  that  one  be  kept 
in  the  book  as  the  Guild’s  record. 

Now  for  a brief  summary  of  the  treasurer’s  work. 

The  Guild  treasurer: 

1.  becomes  informed  on  all  matters  of  Guild 
finance. 

2.  receives  signed  pledge  cards  at  the  annual 
pledge  meeting  of  the  Guild  and  keeps  them  in 
a confidential  file. 

3.  serves  as  chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee 
of  the  Guild. 

4.  issues  receipts  to  members  upon  payment  of 
their  pledges. 

5.  notifies,  before  the  close  of  the  year,  each  mem- 
ber whose  pledge  is  not  paid. 

6.  disburses  funds  only  as  directed  by  the  vote  of 
the  unit. 

7.  reports  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Guild 
the  receipts,  disbursements,  and  payments  of 
the  unit  on  the  yearly  pledge. 

8.  sends  quarterly  reports  with  remittance  to  the 
local  treasurer  of  WSCS  on  or  before  July  16, 
October  16,  January  16,  and  April  20. 

9.  keeps  a permanent  record  of  her  reports  in  the 
book  provided  for  this  purpose  and,  upon  term- 
ination of  her  term  in  office,  passes  the  book  on 
to  her  successor. 

10.  provides  the  Guild  secretary  of  promotion  the 
necessary  information  from  the  treasurer’s  re- 
port to  be  included  on  the  promotion  secretary’s 
report. 

11.  attends,  or  sends  a representative  to,  the  meet- 
ing of  the  executive  committee  of  the  WSCS 
to  present  the  Guild  budget  and  to  give  quar- 
terly reports. 

12.  is  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  making  a sigrni- 
ficant  and  important  contribution  to  the  spread- 
ing of  God’s  kingdom.

WORLD  DAY  OF  PRAYER 
TO  BE  OBSERVED  MARCH  8 

Friends,  neighbors,  families,  congregations — Christians 
of  one  hundred  forty-two  countries  will  unite  in  prayer 
for  the  peoples  of  the  world  on  March  8,  the  World  Day 
of  Prayer.  This  is  the  seventy-first  observance  of  this  spe- 
cial Day,  the  first  being  held  in  1887.  Services  of  . prayer 
and  thanksgiving  for  our  Christian  unity  begin  on  the 
Tonga  Islands,  west  of  the  International  Date  Line,  where 
Queen  Salote  leads  her  subjects  in  prayer,  and  throughout 
the  day  observances  are  held  around  the  world,  closing 
with  services  on  St.  Lawrence  Island,  Alaska. 

In  the  United  States  the  Day  is  sponsored  by  the  Gen- 
eral Department  of  United  Church  Women  of  the  National 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ,  and  in  over  2,000  com- 
munities the  services  will  be  planned  and  led  by  special 
interdenominational  committees. 

The  program  material  for  the  World  Day  of  Prayer, 
1957  has  come  from  behind  the  iron  curtain  in  Europe. 
Each  year  it  comes  from  a different  country.  The  offering 
given  during  the  Day  is  allocated  for  interdenominational 
mission  work  through  the  Divisions  of  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  after  the 
cost  of  promotion  and  extension  has  been  met. 

The  theme  this  year  is  “WHO  SHALL  SEPARATE 
US  . . . ?”  (Romans  8:35) 

Guild  members  participate  actively  in  the  observances 
of  the  World  Day  of  Prayer  in  our  Louisiana  Conference. 
Again  this  year,  a member  of  First  Methodist  Church,  Ba- 
ton Rouge  Guild,  Mrs.  Estell  Currie,  is  general  chairman 
for  special  services  to  be  held  throughout  the  community. 
And  word  comes  from  New  Orleans  that  there  will  be  a 
District-wide  service  including  a Sacrificial  Supper,  a pro- 
gram, and  Holy  Communion  at  Munholland  Memorial 
Methodist  Church  on  Friday  evening,  March  8.

In  the  next  issue  of  our  paper, 
we’ll  give  you  the  results.  We  believe  that  our  Guild  mem- 
bers throughout  the  Conference  will  be  greatly  interested 
in  this  genei’al  evaluation  and  perhaps  find  suggestions 
for  further  study  of  their  own  Guild  and  glean  some 
ideas  for  programs  and  work  for  the  coming  months. 
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GUILD  MONTH  CELEBRATED  THROUGHOUT  LOUISIANA 


Louisiana  Methodists  are  much  better  acquainted  with 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  its  purposes  and  projects, 
since  Guild  Month  was  so  widely  observed  in  our  Confer- 
ence in  January,  1957.  Enthusiastic  accounts  of  special 
events  and  excellent  publicity  have  come  from  Guild  presi- 
dents from  over  the  State.'  Here  are  some  excerpts  from 
their  reports: 

DEQUINCY:  We,  of  the  DeQuincy  Methodist  Church  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild,  are  very  proud  that  we  can  say  YES 
we  celebrated  Guild  Month  in  our  church.  Otherwise,  we 
would  have  missed  a great  opportunity  to  let  our  people 
know  that  the  Guild  is  active  in  the  church  program. 
Flowers  were  placed  in  the  Church  each  Sunday  by  the 
Guild.  Mary  Emily  Cooley  and  I (Eula  Broussard)  were 
at  Guild  Week-End  this  past  year  and  while  there,  I 
purchased  our  Guild  Emblem,  which  we  think  is  very 
beautiful.  Mary  Emily  had  the  Emblem  framed,  and  I 
had  the  honor  of  presenting  it  to  our  Church  the  last  Sun- 
day in  January.  While  I had  the  floor,  I used  the  oppor- 
tunity to  invite  W'omen  who  were  members  and  non- 
members and  who  were  not  active  in  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  to  come  to  meet  with  us.  I shall 
never  forget  this  honor  that  came  to  me  as  Guild  President. 
The  Emblem  is  hanging  in  our  annex  where  everyone  can 
see  it  as  they  come  in  the  door.  Of  course,  we  here  in 
DeQuincy  are  looking  forward  to  having  a new  Church 
building  in  the  near  future,  and  we  have  been  assured  that 
our  Guild  Emblem  will  be  pi’oudly  displayed  so  that  every- 
one who  enters  may  see  it  and  know  that  we  are  active 
in  that  great  work  which  is  being  done,  not  only  in  our 
Church,  but  in  Churches  around  the  world.

BOGALUSA:  We  celebrated  Guild  Month  with  articles  in 
our  local  paper,  which  very  generously  gave  us  a big 
headline  and  enough  space  to  give  the  history,  the  pur- 
poses, and  the  work  of  our  Guild.

Church  on  January  11.  We  also  p/jt  flowers  on  the  altar 
for  the  Church  Services  on  January  6 and  January  13, 
and  on  those  two  Sundays  our  bulletin  carried  articles  con- 
cerning our  Guild  and  its  work. 

NEW  IBERIA:  At  our  first  meeting  during  January  we 
had  the  members  of  the  WSCS  as  our  guests,  concluding 
with  a social  hour;  for  our  second  meeting  we  had  an 
Anniversary  Dinner.  Our  pastor  honored  our  group  one 
Sunday  night  during  the  month  with  special  services. 
Guild  members  served  as  the  choir,  and  we  sang  our 
Guild  Hymn  as  a special. 

FIRST  METHODIST,  LAKE  CHARLES:  The  members 
of  both  the  Dorothy  Dunbar  and  Julia  Reid  Units  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  attended  church  in  a body.  On 
this  Sunday,  the  Church  bulletin  included  good  publicity 
on  the  work  of  the  Guild  in  our  Church.  The  minister  rec- 
ognized our  group  and  told  of  the  value  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  and  its  members  to  the  total  program  of 
the  Church. 

ST.  LURE’S,  NEW  ORLEANS:  The  Woman’s  Society  of 
St.  Luke’s  honored  the  Guild  at  a joint  evening  rrieeting 
during  January,  inviting  prospective  members  for  both 
the  Guild  and  the  Society.  It  was  a very  lovely  affair  with 
a social  hour  following  the  meeting  so  that  we  could  meet 
and  get  acquainted  with  the  prospective  members. 

UNIVERSITY,  BATON  ROUGE:  The  last  Sunday  in  Jan- 
uary our  choir  sang  the  Guild  Hymn  as  a special  number 
at  the  eleven  o’clock  service.  An  article  in  the  Church 
bulletin  gave  information  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Guild. 

PONCHATOULA:  We  celebrated  Guild  month  by  attend- 


ing church  as  a group,  and  by  planning  our  program  for 
the  month  on  the  Guild  Emblem. 

UNIVERSITY,  LAKE  CHARLES:  The  Woman’s  Society 
and  Guild  jointly  sponsored  a tea  and  every  woman  of  the 
Church  was  invited.  Open  house  from  two  to  six  in  the 
afternoon  was  held  in  the  home  of  the  President  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Mrs.  Paul  Verduzco. 
Both  the  Guild  and  the  WSCS  hope  to  gain  new  members 
through  this  fellowship. 

HAYNESVILLE:  Along  with  other  churches,  we  are  hav- 
ing an  attendance  crusade  from  the  first  of  the  year  until 
Easter  and  we  are  urging  Guild  members  to  attend  church. 
During  January,  we  had  a news  item  in  the  church  bulle- 
tin stating  the  purpose  of  the  Guild  and  some  of  our  ob- 
jectives for  the  year. 

GUEYDAN : To  observe  Guild  Month,  we  had  a series  of 
three  articles  in  our  Church  bulletin  on  three  successive 
Sundays.  In  the  first,  we  gave  the  purpose  of  the  Guild, 
the  description  and  meaning  of  the  Guild  Emblem,  and  the 
motto.  Also  included,  were  the  time  of  meetings  and  in- 
formation concerning  programs.  We  displayed  the  Guild 
Emblem  that  Sunday,  and  called  attention  to  the  Guild 
publication,  GUILD  TIMES,  copies  of  which  were  on  dis- 
play. The  second  article  gave  a brief  history  of  our  Guild, 
the  date  of  its  organization  and  the  names  of  the  charter 
members,  the  first  president,  and  first  coordinator.  The  last 
in  the  series  described  a current  project  in  local  church 
activities,  the  re-flooring  of  the  living  and  dining  rooms 
of  the  parsonage.  During  our  special  month,  plans  were 
made  to  have  a joint  meeting  with  the  Woman’s  Society 
sometime  this  spring. 

MINDEN : A large  portion  of  one  issue  of  PULPIT  AND 
PEW,  the  Church  publication  that  goes  to  every  member, 
was  devoted  to  Guild  work  one  week  during  Guild  Month. 
Our  pastor  wrote  the  article  and  our  publicity  chairman, 
Mary  Searles,  explained  Guild  work  in  a very  fine  way  in 
subsequent  issues  throughout  the  month  of  January.  On 
the  third  Sunday  of  the  Month,  the  Guild  members  were 
recognized  at  the  morning  hour,  the  church  choir  sang 
the  Guild  Hymn,  and  the  Guild  president  made  a talk 
from  the  pulpit  about  the  purposes  and  projects  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

ZWOLLE:  Since  January  is  Guild  Month  and  also  the 
birthday  of  our  local  unit,  we  celebrated  with  a social 
hour  after  our  regular  monthly  meeting,  serving  refresh- 
ments and  having  time  for  fellowship  We  also  asked  our 
pastor  to  emphasize  from  the  pulpit  that  January  was  be- 
ing observed  as  Guild  Month.  Four  of  our  group  attended 
the  District-wide  fellowship  supper  in  Shreveport  as  a 
part  of  our  observance  of  this  special  month. 

JENNINGS:  Our  pastor.  Rev.  Robert  Crichlow,  designated 
January  20  as  Guild  Sunday  and  at  the  eleven  o’clock 
service,  recognized  the  Guild  by  having  all  members  stand. 
He  also  gave  the  president  a special  part  in  the  services, 
for  she  was  not  only  asked  to  read  the  Scripture  lesson 
of  the  morning,  but  she  was  also  given  the  opportunity  to 
make  a five-minute  talk  on  “What  the  Guild  Does  and 
What  Part  It  Plays  in  the  Life  of  the  Church.” 

BUNKIE:  For  our  Guild  Month  of  January,  we  had  a 
little  extra  party  after  our  regular  meeting.  All  of  our 
members  (except  two  who  were  ill)  were  present  at  the 
Church  service  where  our  pastor  gave  us  special  recogni- 
tion as  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

DENHAM  SPRINGS:  For  the  January  recognition  of  the 
Guild  we  asked  our  Pastor  to  speak  of  our  group  and 
work  at  the  morning  worship  service  on  the  third  Sunday. 
We  contacted  all  members  and  asked  them  to  try  to  be 
present  on  this  morning  and  to  sit  in  a group.  Though  we 
didn’t  have  the  entire  group,  we  did  have  the  majority 
present.  For  several  Sundays  prior  to  this  special  Sunday, 
we  had  announcements  in  the  bulletin  concerning  the 
Guild.

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ALICE  PLETZ  OUTLINES  GROWTH  OF  JURISDICTION  GUILDS 


Our  newly-elected  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Guild 
Secretary,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Pletz — Alice  to  us — has  given  us 
some  vei’y  interesting  statistics  on  Guild  growth  in  the 
eleven  conferences  which  comprise  our  South  Central  Juris- 
diction. Her  article  follows: 

“The  name  ‘Wesleyan  Service  Guild’  has  come  to 
mean  more  than  the  name  of  an  organization;  it  has 
come  to  mean  a way  of  life  to  more  than  132,000  women 
across  America  today.  32,781  of  these  women  live  within 
the  boundary  of  our  South  Central  Jurisdiction. 

“At  the  end  of  1950,  we  had  a total  membership  of 
26,270;  1951—27,014;  1952—28,358;  1953—29,399;  1954—31,394; 
1955—32,180;  and  1956—32,781. 

“To  be  sure,  our  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  have  grown 
in  number,  but  one  important  thing  we  have  learned  is 
that  growth  alone  is  not  enough.  We  take  pride  in  our 
growth,  but  we  take  greater  pride  in  the  development 
which  has  come  along  with  our  gro^vth. 

“To  develop  all  areas  of  growth,  so  that  the  life  within 
is  as  large  as  the  life  without,  is  of  great  importance  to 
us. 

“In  the  past  few  years,  we  have  grown  up;  developed 
and  matured  in  many  areas,  but  especially  in  the  area  of 
Missionary  Education  and  in  giving. 

“This  is  significant.  The  more  we  study,  the  more 
we  grow  and  give. 

“In  1950  we  had  57  JR  Classes  in  the  South  Central 
Jurisdic£ion  with  81  New  Units  organized  and  we  gave 
$91,032.45  to  Missions;  in  1951,  170  JR  Classes,  81  New 
Units,  $110,565.24  paid  to  Missions;  in  1952,  114  JR  Classes, 
94  New  Units,  $124,482.35  paid  to  Missions;  in  1953,  6,439 
(Guild  members)  in  Classes,  62  New  Units,  $165,580.98  paid 
to  Missions;  in  1954,  12,294  in  Classes,  81  New  Units,  $180,- 
736.88  paid  to  Missions;  in  1955,  13,840  in  Classes,  78  New 
Units,  $199,661.85  paid  to  Missions;  and  in  1956,  12,688  in 
Classes,  92  New  Units,  $197,713.41  paid  to  Missions. 


“It  is  clear  to  see  what  we  have  to  do  in  1957.  We 
believe  the  most  important  project  this  year  will  be  our 
Membership  Crusade.  We  are  getting  reports  of  gains 
in  new  Guilds,  and  increased  membership  in  others.  We 
hope  these  new  members  will  soon  find  their  place  of  serv- 
ice for  there  is  an  important  place  for  everyone.  So  that 
they  will  become  well-rounded,  we  should  quickly  interest 
them  in  the  total  program  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild; 
our  Social  Service  Program;  our  Spiritual  Life  Develop- 
ment Program;  our  interest  in  local,  state,  national  and 
international  good  government,  our  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties, and  our  concern  and  work  for  the  well-being  and 
status  of  women  anywhere  and  everywhere  in  the  world. 

“With  our  dedicated  leadership  and  consecrated  mem- 
bership, we  are  united  in  this  task. 

“WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  That  every  unit  report  promptly  and  effectively 
on  their  progress  in  our  Membership  Crusade. 

2.  That  Local  Executive  Committees  work  quickly 
to  assign  new  members  to  committees. 

3.  That  an  every-member  canvass  be  made  to  in- 
terest local  women  in  Study  Classes  for  Juris- 
diction Recognition. 

4.  That  we  continue  to  stress  100%  reporting,  AND 

ON  TIME. 

5.  That  we  fill  our  quotas  at  all  Schools  of  Mis- 
sions; at  the  Conference  School  of  Missions  and 
at  Sequoyah.  The  training  received  by  those 
foi’tunate  enough  to  attend  is  invaluable. 

6.  That  every  Guild  President  and  Secretary  of 
Promotion  carefully  study  the  rules  for  drop- 
ping members  from  rolls,  and  every  effort  be 
made  to  check  our  great  loss  at  this  point. 

7.  That  we  continue  our  prayer  vigils  for  one  an- 
other, for  our  missionaries,  our  leaders  and  our 
officers.” 


A TRIP  TO  ALDERSGATE 


(Editoi-’s  Note:  This  article,  written  by  Elizabeth  Lang- 
ford, appeared  in  THE  LOUISIANA  METHODIST.  Realiz- 
ing that  many  of  you  may  have  missed  it,  we  reprint  it 
here.) 


How  can  one  put  into  words  the  wonderful  experience 
of  a trip  to  Aldersgate?  I am  tempted  to  say  “go  and  see 
for  yourself”.  I say  this  for  two  reasons:  first,  words  are 
inadequate  to  describe  the  natural  beauty,  the  spacious 
buildings,  and  the  cordial  hospitality  extended  our  group; 
and  secondly,  Methodism  should  "go  and  see”  this  beautiful 
camp  site  owned  by  The  Woman’s  Division  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  maintained  by 
them  for  the  training  of  Christian  leaders  of  all  races. 

Saturday  noon,  October  27th,  19  women  representing 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  of  the  Monroe  District,  Lou- 
iana  Conference,  boarded  a large  chartered  Continental 
Trailways  Bus  at  Monroe  for  a trip  to  Aldersgate,  just 
west  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas.  After  taking  on  part  of 
the  crowd  at  Bastrop,  the  travelers  reached  Aldersgate 
just  in  time  to  be  received  very  cordially  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mike  Willis,  directors  of  the  Camp  and  several  Guildei’s 
from  the  Little  Rock  District,  before  the  evening  meal. 

After  a delightful  dinner  we  gathered  before  the  roar- 
ing fire  in  the  huge  fireplace  at  one  end  of  the  dining 
hall  and,  as  the  great  logs  burned,  we  entered  into  an 
evening  program  of  meditation.

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ALPINE  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

(Editor’s  Note:  Alpine  Community  Center  is  one  of  our 
Guild  Special  Interests  for  the  1956-1960  Quadremiiu7n. 
Some  of  your  supply  funds  should  he  directed  to  this  proj- 
ect. This  can  be  done  by  writing  the  name,  Alpine  Com- 
munity Center,  on  your  treasurer’s  report  when  supply 
fmids  are  sent  to  the  WSCS  treasurer.  This  a^'ticle  was 
prepared  by  workers  at  the  Center.) 


We  are  writing  this  brief  account  of  the  Alpine  Com- 
munity Center  because  we  want  you  to  help  us  in  a work 
that  has  grown  so  much  it  is  taxing  our  ability  to  support 
it.  Many  of  you  who  will  receive  the  account  never  heard 
of  this  Center.  It  is  located  in  Alpine,  Brewster  County, 
Texas.  Alpine  is  the  county  seat  and  has  a population  of 
six  thousand,  half  of  which  is  Latin  American.  It  is  one 
hundred  miles  from  the  Mexican  border  and  close  to  the 
second  largest  national  park.  Big  Bend.  This  is  a ranch- 
ing country  and  Mexicans  are  the  chief  source  of  labor  so 
continually  there  are  Mexicans  crossing  the  Rio  Grande 
into  this  country  in  search  of  work  and  better  living  con- 
ditions. 

In  our  town  the  tracks  have  divided  Anglos  and  Mexi- 
cans. Segregation  has  been  complete  until  a few  years  ago. 
Of  course,  the  federal  law  is  breaking  down  segregation 
but  even  before  the  law  was  passed  forces  were  at  work 
to  accomplish  this  in  some  measure,  and  we  who  sponsor 
the  Center  believe  it  has  done  more  than  any  other  force 
to  bring  about  a better  attitude  toward  the  Mexicans,  or 
Latin  Americans  as  they  prefer  to  be  called. 

The  Center  is  twenty  years  old.  In  1936  the  president 
of  our  Missionary  Society,  as  it  was  then  called,  attended 
a Council  meeting  in  Dallas,  Texas,  where  she  learned  of 
the  new  plan  whereby  a trained  welfare  worker  would  be 
given  any  rural  community  that  would  sponsor  a welfare 
program.  She  hurried  home  and  secured  the  pledge  of  most 
of  the  organizations  in  town  to  support  a community  pro- 
gram for  the  benefit  of  the  Mexican  population.  The 
pledges  were  small  but  so  also  were  the  organizations. 
And,  then  too,  many  of  the  members  were  opposed  to  doing 
anything  for  the  “Greasers,”  the  contemptuous  name  ap- 
plied to  Latin  Americans. 

In  September  of  that  year  we  opened  the  small  wel- 
fare program  in  an  unused  room  of  the  Mexican  school 
house.  Later,  by  dint  of  much  effort,  we  bought  an  old 
rock  house  which  we  improved  as  we  were  able,  and  which 
served  as  our  Center  for  eighteen  years.  The  work  grew 
so  much  that  we  wished  we  could  push  out  the  sturdy  old 
rock  walls.  As  we  look  back  over  these  eighteen  years,  we 
are  pleased  to  note  the  changes  that  have  come  about  in 
our  town,  not  all  of  which  are  the  result  of  our  work  at 
the  Center,  but  much  of  it  is,  without  doubt.  Where  signs 
of  “no  Mexicans”  appeared  in  all  eating  places  and  places 
of  amusement,  now  there  are  no  signs.  Only  a few  years 
back  not  a single  Mexican  attended  our  one  high  school. 
Now,  and  long  before  the  federal  law  was  passed,  many 
Mexican  boys  and  girls  are  graduated  each  year  from  the 
high  school  and  many  attend  the  local  state  college.  Edu- 
cation coupled  with  a Christian  attitude  is  breaking  down 
barriers  of  race,  color  and  creed. 

In  1952,  the  Woman’s  Division  sent  a secretary  to  in- 
spect our  Center  and  its  program.  To  our  great  surprise 
and  joy,  we  were  told  that  we  were  to  be  given  a building 
out  of  Week  of  Prayer  offerings  in  1953.  In  January  of 
1955,  we  moved  into  that  lovely  building.  We  have  two  full- 
time workers  and  three  part-time.  We  are  working  with 
over  400  Latin  American  children  each  week.  We  conduct 
a kindergarten  where  50  to  60  little  children  come  5 days 
a week  for  supervised  play,  singing,  craft  work,  and  es- 
pecially to  learn  English  which  gives  them  a running  start 
when  they  enter  public  school.  We  have  Girl  Scouts, 
Brownies,  Boy  Scouts  and  Cubs.  This  work  receives  much 
attention  for  we  think  it  is  invaluable  in  making  good 
citizens.  Our  Scouts  rank  high  in  district  competition 
where  they  take  many  ribbons. 

We  conduct  cooking  and  sewing  classes  which  are 
popular  and  prove  helpful  to  the  girls,  many  of  whom  get 
no  other  training  in  these  subjects  before  their  early  mar- 
riages turn  them  into  homemakers.  We  also  have  sewing 
classes  for  older  women  who  enjoy  them  not  only  for 
what  they  learn,  but  for  the  social  contacts.  When  Latin 
American  women  marry,  social  life  becomes  very  meager 
because  of  too  many  babies  and  too  much  work.  Life  is 


drab  for  them.  The  Center  is  trying  to  improve  their 
situation.  We  hope  to  start  recreation  clubs  for  young 
married  couples  where  husband  and  wives  may  have 
social  outlet  together,  to  replace  the  beer  joints  which  get 
the  husbands  in  leisure  hours  mainly  for  lack  of  something 
better.  We  want  to  organize  choral  clubs  and  Little  The- 
ater activities  which  would  have  a great  appeal  to  un- 
married adults.  Latin  Americans  have  a decided  aptitude 
for  such  things. 

A Well  Baby  Conference  is  badly  needed.  All  of  these 
programs  require  capable  leaders  and  cost  more  money 
than  we  have  for  salaries. 

Our  town  does  not  have  a health  nui’se  or  a welfare 
worker  so  that  the  Center  has  become  a clearing  house  foi’ 
such  activities.  Not  long  ago  our  head  woi'kers  discovered 
a little  girl  with  a badly  enlarged  knee,  tubercular,  she 
suspected  and  was  correct.  She  secured  money  from  sev- 
eral sources  and  hospitalized  the  child  who  is  receiving 
good  care  and,  it  appears,  will  be  cured.  Children  who 
need  glasses  and  cannot  afford  them,  are  directed  to  the 
Lions  Club  which  maintains  a fund  for  this  purpose.  Some 
time  ago  a young  girl  was  sentenced  to  the  reform  school. 
Our  worker  investigated  the  case  and  pleaded  that  she  be 
given  a suspended  sentence  which  was  granted  provided 
the  worker  agreed  to  be  her  parole  officer,  which  she  did 
and  now  that  girl  has  been  saved  for  a better  life.  These 
sei'vices  and  many  similar  ones  are  being  rendered  con- 
tinually so  that  the  Center  has  achieved  a definite  place 
in  oui’  town  as  a help  to  those  in  need. 

The  Center  is  managed  by  a Board  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives from  the  sponsoring  organizations  some  of  which 
are  Latin  American  organizations.  Latins  and  Anglos  work 
together  forgetful  of  race  and  color,  concerned  only  with 
the  good  of  our  people.  The  Center  is  a working  example 
of  harmony  between  people  of  different  color  and  race  and 
also  of  different  creeds,  for  Methodists,  Presbyterians, 
Christians,  Episcopalians,  and  Nazarenes  compose  the 
Board  and  further  the  welfare  of  the  Center  through 
their  individual  churches.  The  name  Community  Center  is 
full  of  meaning. 

The  Board  is  finding  the  operation  of  the  lovely  build- 
ing heavy  in  comparison  with  the  opeiation  of  the  old 
rock  house,  which  was  used  for  18  years.  Keeping  this 
building  clean  costs  more  than  the  total  annual  budget 
of  the  old  place,  keeping  it  warm  costs  $100.00  a month. 
Water,  electricity,  and  telephone  are  additional  bills.  We 
still  lack  much  of  the  building  completely  furnished.  The 
auditorium,  which  also  serves  as  a banquet  hall  and  club 
room,  will  hold  267  folding  chairs.  We  now  have  only 
100.  There  is  a spacious  stage  but  it  has  no  curtains  or 
drops.  The  Center  sits  on  a block  of  land  which  affords 
ample  playground  but  we  lack  playground  equipment. 

The  local  sponsors  are  faithful  to  their  pledges  and 
went  all  out  in  helping  to  get  basic  furnishings  to  start  use 
of  the  building,  but  we  need  much  money  if  we  are  to 
make  the  most  use  of  this  good  house  and  grounds.  The 
Center  has  a marvelous  opportunity  for  making  good  citi- 
zens out  of  foreign  people.  We  are  strategically  located 
for  reaching  and  influencing  a host  of  people  that  have 
international  ties.  We  are  doing  foreign  missionary  work 
in  a home  mission  field  so  it  should  appeal  to  those  who 
believe  in  either  or  both  branches  of  the  work.  We  who 
live  here  are  doing  the  work  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
but  it  takes  money  as  well  as  work,  so  that  if  this  outpost 
of  our  nation  is  to  be  served  by  the  Center,  in  the  most 
effectual  manner,  we  must  have  outside  help.

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GUILDS  MEET  IN  ALEXANDRIA  FOR 
SIXTH  ANNUAL  SPRING  MEETING 

The  Sixth  Annual  Spring  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  held  March  16 
and  17  in  Alexandria  with  one  hundred  twenty-eight  mem- 
bers and  twelve  guests  in  attendance.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee met  at  10:30  a.m.  at  the  Bentley  Hotel,  and  the 
first  general  meeting  was  convened  at  2:00  p.m.  by  Mrs. 
Minza  Rabun,  Conference  Secretary.  Dr.  J.  H.  Bowden, 
pastor  of  the  host  church,  welcomed  the  group  to  Alexan- 
dria and  to  First  Methodist  Church. 

The  devotional  was  given  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford 
of  Monroe  who  used  as  her  subject,  “Tell  Me  Something 
New.”  Emphasizing  the  importance  of  attitudes  in  be- 
coming “a  workman  who  need  not  be  ashamed”  Miss 
Langford  pointed  out  that  the  fruits  of  the  spirit  must 
be  found  in  daily  life.  She  used  an  equation  to  illustrate 
the  ingredients  which  make  for  fruitful,  efficient  living: 
Q-|-Q-tM  = E.  This  means  that  workers  must  be  concerned 
not  only  with  quality  and  quantity  but  also  with  mode  of 
conduct — the  spirit  of  Christ — if  they  would  achieve  ef- 
ficiency as  workmen  in  the  business  world  and  also  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

During  the  business  session,  two  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  Conference  officers  were  elected:  Mrs.  Ruth  B. 
Cowell  of  Pineville,  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  Miss  Margaret  McGowan 
of  New  Orleans,  Chairman  of  Supply  Work.  The  latter 
office  is  a new  line  of  work  at  the  Conference  level. 
Delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  to  be 
held  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  June  24-29  were  named:  Mrs.  Minza 
Rabun,  Mrs.  Ruby  Phillips,  Conference  Chairman  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  Miss  Helen  Adams,  Con- 
ference Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  B. 
Cowell,  Conference  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities. 

The  Conference  Secretary,  Mrs.  Minza  Rabun,  used  as 
the  theme  of  her  annual  message  “Our  Measure  of  Pro- 
gress.” She  reported  that  there  are  now  ninety-seven  local 
units  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  Louisiana  with  a total 
of  1869  members.  For  the  first  three  quarters  of  1956- 
1957,  $10,207.12  had  been  paid  by  the  Guilds  on  their  pledge 
to  missions. 

The  speaker  for  the  night  session  was  Miss  Alpharetta 
Leeper  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
Challenging  the  group  with  the  question,  “Are  you  living 
as  richly  as  God  would  have  you  live?”  Miss  Leeper 
pointed  to  the  great  experience  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah  as  he 
heard  and  responded  to  God’s  call  in  the  temple.  “Every 
Christian  is  a missionary,”  said  Miss  Leeper,  “and  while  it 
is  true  that  we  can  be  missionaries  in  the  home,  at  school, 
or  in  the  business  world,  the  fact  remains  that  some  must 
be  sent.  The  speaker  urged  her  listeners  to  ponder  the 
question  “Am  I one  of  those  who  must  be  sent?”  If  one 
feels  the  call  to  serve  God’s  Cause  as  a missionary  sent 
out  to  work,  she  must  then  ask  herself,  “Have  I the 
necessary  training?  Am  I in  the  age  bracket  to  be 
eligible?  Have  I good  health?  Have  I the  personality 
which  will  attract  others  to  my  way  of  life?  Have  I the 
resiliency  that  can  cause  me  to  ‘bounce  back’  after  dis- 
appointment and  hardship?”  An  affirmative  answer  to 
these  questions  indicates  that  the  person  is  ready  to  ac- 
cept the  challenge  of  being  “one  sent  out  for  the  sake  of 
God’s  Kingdom.” 

During  the  Communion  Service  which  followed  the 
Conference  Pledge  Service,  a love  offering  of  $226.19  was 
given.  Plans  were  to  give  half  of  this  sum  to  the  Guild 
Conference  Pledge  to  Missions  and  to  send  one  fourth  to 
each  of  the  two  Guild  Supply  Projects. 

At  the  breakfast  meeting  held  early  Sunday  morning  at 
Hotel  Bentley,  Miss  Helen  Adams  presided.  The  theme 
developed  during  this  service  was  “The  Call  to  Speak  and 
Act  Boldly  in  Christ’s  Name,”  the  seventh  Quadrennial 
Goal.  Miss  Adams  mentioned  several  ways  that  Guild 
members  could  implement  this  seventh  goal:  by  following 
the  principles  of  Christ,  by  learning  the  fullest  and  truest 
meaning  of  the  words  “justice”  and  “peace,”  and  by 
supporting  the  United  Nations  in  word  and  deed.

QUESTIONNAIRES  REVEAL  INTEREST 
AND  ENTHUSIASM  OF 
LOUISIANA  GUILDS 

The  best  response  your  editor  has  ever  had  from  a re- 
quest to  Louisiana  Guilds  came  when  questionnaires  were 
sent  out  last  February.  Fifty  Guild  presidents  took  the 
time  and  made  the  effort  to  fill  them  in  and  return  them, 
and  in  so  doing  each  one  not  only  supplied  the  editor  with 
much  interesting  information  but  also  (we  like  to  believe) 
took  a good  look  at  her  own  Guild,  discovering  strengths 
and  weaknesses  she  may  not  have  noticed  before. 

Inspiring  are  the  qualities  that  make  up  the  strengths 
of  the  Guilds.  Over  and  over  the  presidents  named  them: 
Christian  fellowship,  spiritual  growth,  cooperation  and 
willingness  to  work,  loyalty,  sincerity  in  the  desire  to  do  the 
work  as  it  ought  to  be  done,  interest  in  the  work,  good 
attendance  and  participation,  good  programs.  So  many  of 
our  Guilds  are  well  informed,  growing,  reaching  out  for 
wider  avenues  of  service. 

Even  the  strongest  Guilds,  however,  mentioned  weak- 
nesses that  must  be  fought.  “Complacency”  and  “self- 
satisfaction”  were  perhaps  the  most  deadly.  Other  weak- 
nesses mentioned  were;  difficulty  in  securing  new  members 
and  holding  their  interest;  shortage  of  leadership,  lack  of 
information,  isolation  from  other  Guilds,  poor  attendance, 
and  lack  of  time  to  prepare  good  programs.  These  difficul- 
ties are  very  real,  but  every  one  of  them  can  be  overcome 
when  we  are  truly  dedicated  to  the  task  to  which  Gnd 
calls  us. 

Many  were  the  names  given  as  answers  were  made  to 
the  question  “From  whom  have  you  received  the  most 
help  and  information  concerning  your  Guild  work?”  Con- 
ference and  district  secretaries,  local  and  district  presidents 
of  the  WSCS,  Co-ordinators,  and  pastors’  wives  were  most 
often  mentioned.  So  many  women  have  sowed  good  seed 
in  this  Guild  part  of  God’s  field,  and  the  growth  is  ap- 
parent. In  time,  the  harvest  will  be  abundant. 

Yes,  the  results  of  the  questionnaires  were  gratifying. 
They  reveal  that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  Louisiana 
has  splendid  leadership  and  is  making  gains.  Though  all 
is  not  “smooth  sailing”  Guild  members  are  recognizing 
and  facing  up  to  their  difficulties  and  making  great  efforts 
to  overcome  them.  And  we  are  moving  forward,  hearing 
more  clearly  and  responding  gladly  to  the  Divine  Call  to 
Service  in  the  greatest  Cause  the  world  has  ever  known.

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 
COORDINATORS 

Minza  Rabun 

In  Article  1 of  the  By-laws  of  the  local  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  we  find,  and  1 guote,  "Within  the  local  church  there  may 
be  for  employed  women  a Wesleyan  Service  Guild  with  one  or 
more  units  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  V — Section  2.  (1)  The  president  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  work  of  the  unit  and  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  unit  and  its  executive  committee.  She  shall  be  a member 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  She  shall  report  regularly  in  person  to  the  executive  com- 
mittee meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service." 

Since  Guild  members  are  employed  women  it  is  not  always 
possible  for  the  president  to  attend  the  executive  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  so  we  have  coordinators 
to  represent  the  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

1.  She  must  be  a member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  elected  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

2.  She  must  attend  as  far  as  possible  meetings  of  both  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Guild. 

3.  Present  the  Guild  and  its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  its  executive 
committee. 

4.  Present  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  its 
work  to  the  Guild  unit  and  its  executive  committee. 

5.  Be  able  to  interpret  the  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service  to  the  Guild  unit  and  its  executive 
committee. 

6.  Assist  in  organizing  new  units  in  the  local  church  if  the 
need  arises. 

7.  Be  alert  to  opportunities  for  cooperative  activities  between 
the  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

8.  See  that  individual  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  the  Guild  become  acguainted  with 
each  other. 

9.  Be  prepared  to  introduce  to  the  unit  and  the  executive 
committee  all  available  resource  materials  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Trusting  that  these  few  remarks  will  help  both  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to 
understand  one  another  better,  and  suggesting  that  if  your  Guild 
has  a coordinator  you  allow  her  a few  minutes  at  each  meeting 
to  bring  her  report  to  you,  remembering  this  is  a two-way  process 
if  she  is  to  coordinate  the  work  of  both  groups  satisfactorily.

These 
prayers  should  be  in  the  hands  of  Conference  Chairmen  by  Sep- 
tember 10,  1957.  Each  Conference  Chairman  will  pass  at  least  two 
of  these  prayers  on  to  the  Jurisdiction  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  by 
September  15,  1957,  who  in  turn  will  send  them  on  to  the  Division 
committee." 

Please  give  this  matter  your  immediate  attention  by  encourag- 
ing your  Guild  members  to  share  their  prayer  with  others.

CONFERENCE  MISSIONARY 
EDUCATION 

Ruby  Phillips,  Chairman 

"Books  well  chosen  and  carefully  studied  encourage  humility, 
and  understanding.' — Methodist  Woman,  June,  1957. 

Looking  back  over  the  past  year's  program  of  studies,  we 
find  it  gratifying  to  note  the  increased  interest  in  missionary 
education  as  indicated  by  the  interest  shown  in  the  study  pro- 
gram of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  study  program  will 
surely  mean  better  informed  Christian  women  and  will  lead  to 
greater  service  in  the  field  of  missions. 

The  past  year's  report  of  fifty  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes, 
eight  Efficiency  classes,  and  more  than  fifty  studies  meeting  no 
standard  is  a fair  record,  but  the  fact  that  the  fifty-eight  classes 
meeting  the  reguired  standards  represent  only  thirty-eight  of  the 
ninety-eight  units  in  the  Conference  is  not  so  good.  Praise  goes  to 
those  thirty-eight  Guilds,  but  what  about  the  sixty  Guilds  without 
any  approved  studies? 

The  goal  set  for  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  for  1957-1958 
calls  for  an  increase  of  15%  in  Jurisdiction  classes  and  an  increase 
of  10%  Efficiency  classes.  For  our  own  Conference,  may  we  add 
to  that  goal  at  least  ONE  Jurisdiction  Recognition  class  for  EVERY 
GUILD  in  the  Louisiana  Conference?  What  a difference  that  would 
make! 

I urge  you  to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  become 
better  informed  Christian  women — in  the  School  of  Missions  at 
Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  August  12-16;  in  your  own  district 
seminars  which  will  be  held  in  September;  and  in  all  Guild  week- 
ends. 

The  approved  study  themes  for  1957-1958  are; 

Christ,  the  Church,  and  Race. 

Japan. 

The  Gospel  According  to  St.  Mark. 

The  Social  witness  of  the  Local  Church  in  the  Ecumenical 
Movement. 

Lands  of  Witness  and  Decision  (Church-wide  Study).

His  talk  was  a thought-provoking  one  in  which 
he  outlined  some  of  the  causes  and  prevention  of  juvenile  de- 
linquency. 

"Love  and  affection",  he  stated,  "Are  the  most  effective  pre- 
vention of  juvenile  delinquency".  Also,  "Know  where  your  child  is 
at  all  times". 

He  stressed  the  need  for  adequate  recreational  facilities,  the 
importance  of  tranquil  family  life,  and  the  desirability  of  a good 
measure  of  the  "love  thy  neighbor"  policy. 

A lively  question-and-answer  session  followed  the  body  of  the 
speech,  after  which  an  hour  of  fellowship  was  enjoyed  in  the 
church  parlors. 

Special  guests  at  this  time  were  members  of  the  First  Metho- 
dist Church  Guild,  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  of  Memorial  Church,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Youth  and  Men's  groups.

We  have  also  had  two  study  courses  with  a very  good  at- 
tendance. We  think  we  have  a wonderful  organization  and  feel  like 
we  are  accomplishing  a great  deal. — Winifred  Smart." 

BATON  ROUGE  DISTRICT 

Mary  Lucille  Nappier,  District  Secretary 

(Reported  by  Maggie  B.  Wood) 

At  about  4:00  A.  M.  on  the  morning  of  Sunday,  November 
10,  1957,  Methodist  homes  all  over  the  Baton  Rouge  District 
began  lighting  up — It  was  a day  of  great  anticipation  for  the 
Guilders  who  were  taking  the  "Let's  Tour  Our  Missions"  trip, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Emma  Mainius,  First  Church,  Baton 
Rouge.  As  the  group  was  to  board  a bus  in  Hammond  at  7:00  A.  M., 
it  was  necessary  to  arise  early  to  be  on  our  way.  The  original 
plans  had  been  for  one  bus,  but  the  Guilders  were  enthusiastic  and 
we  had  to  have  two  buses  to  carry  all  of  us.  There  were:  Baton 
Rouge  First  Church  11,  North  Baton  Rouge  Church  4,  University 
Church  4,  Istrouma  4,  Ingleside  1,  Amite  6,  Denham  Springs  7, 
Tickfaw  4,  Kentwood  4,  and  Bogalusa  9 — total  58 — on  the  trip. 
We  left  Hammond  on  schedule  and  went  to  New  Orleans.  On  the 
way  we  were  given  a brief  history  of  St.  Mark's  Community 
Center,  our  first  scheduled  stop,  and  then  we  had  a talk  on  the 
work  of  Methodist  Home  Hospital — our  second  stop. 

At  St.  Mark's  we  first  went  into  the  chapel  where  we  were 
met  by  Mrs.  Morrison  who  welcomed  us  and  told  us  about  then- 
work  and  purpose,  which  is  to  help  people  of  all  creeds  live  more 
abundant  lives  through  wholesome  recreation  and  other  character 
building  activities.  Our  present  services  include  a varied  program 
of  activities  for  children  and  teenagers,  consisting  of  social  clubs. 
Girl  Scouts,  Boy  Scouts,  interest  groups  such  as  wood  shop  and 
other  crafts,  dramatics,  gym  sports,  teams  of  football,  swimming, 
life  saving  classes,  game  room,  editing  of  an  agency  paper,  family 
night  socials  and  many  special  events.  Personal  interviews,  counsel- 
ing, and  home  visits  help  leaders  understand  members  of  their 
groups  and  their  problems.  They  also  have  some  activities  for 
adults,  and  maintain  a Day  Care  Center  for  children  21/2  to  5 
whose  mothers  must  work.  Last  year  they  served  600  individuals 
in  some  250  families.  We  were  divided  into  three  groups  and  taken 
through  all  of  the  buildings.  The  staff  and  members  are  especially 
happy  over  their  summer  camp  on  the  Tchefuncta  River  near 
Covington,  La.,  which  was  purchased  in  1954  by  the  W.  D.  C.  S. 
There  is  a seven  room  house  on  22  acres  of  land  which  is  used  by 
each  of  the  various  groups  for  summer  camping.  St.  Marks  is  sup- 
ported jointly  by  the  Women's  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  the  United  Fund. 

Our  next  stop  was  Methodist  Home  Hospital  on  Washington 
Street,  New  Orleans,  where  unfortunate  girls  are  taken  in  and  cared 
lor  under  Christian  supervision  and  training  while  waiting  for  their 
babies.  The  matron  met  and  welcomed  us,  then  took  us  on  a tour. 
Only  a person  who  had  visited  the  Old  Mercy  Memorial  Hospital 
can  appreciate  the  wonderful  advancement  of  this  place.  It  is  now 
as  modem  as  any  hospital.  Your  see  the  babies,  and  there  were 
seventeen  of  them,  through  a glass.  There  is  a beautiful  chapel 
dedicated  to  Mrs.  Virgil  Morris,  who  was  killed  in  an  automobUe 
accident  in  Mexico.  An  organ  was  donated  by  the  grandfather 
of  one  of  the  girls  who  had  been  there,  in  gratitude  for  the  help 
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they  had  given  her.  After  this  visit  we  boarded  the  bus  for  Houma 
and  our  devotional  was  given  during  this  ride.  Mrs.  Leonard 
Young  of  Bogalusa  and  Miss  Lillian  Kennedy  of  Baton  Rouge 
brought  the  inspiring  messages. 

At  Houma  we  went  to  McDonnell  Methodist  Center  where  we 
were  met  by  the  Pastor  and  his  wife,  and  made  to  feel  at  home. 
As  it  was  lunch  time  arrangements  had  been  made  for  us  to  have 
lunch  at  the  Center.  We  were  served  a bounteous  meal  by  the 
older  girls  of  the  school.  All  the  children  and  personnel  of  the 
school  ate  with  us,  and  Mrs.  Graham,  the  matron,  introduced  them 
at  the  table.  After  lunch  we  toured  the  buildings  and  were  given 
a report  of  the  work  they  do,  which  at  present  offers  institutional 
care  for  eight  girls,  ages  6 to  17  years,  and  sixteen  boys,  from  6 to 
15  years,  who  are  mostly  from  "problem  homes."  Just  as  in  well 
regulated  families  the  McDonnell  children  share  the  daily  tasks 
to  be  done  such  as  serving  meals,  sweeping  and  cleaning.  They 
also  have  plenty  of  time  for  fun  on  the  spacious  playground 
equipped  with  basketball,  slides,  etc.  They  receive  individual  care 
and  specialized  services  through  the  mental  hygeine,  psychiatric, 
child  guidance,  evaluation,  and  vocational  centers  and  clinics  as 
well  as  the  influence  of  Christian  staff  members  who  strive  to  help 
meet  their  special  spiritual  needs.  They  attend  the  public  schools 
and  participate  in  the  various  school  activities,  church  school  and 
church  activities  and  services. 

Then  on  to  Dulac.  It  seems  to  me  that  of  all  the  places,  Dulac 
was  the  one  that  reached  deepest  into  the  hearts  of  our  own 
group.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Brunson,  both  graduates  of  the  University 
of  Florida,  have  given  their  lives  to  Mission  work  and  they  are 
living  way  down  in  the  Bayous  working  among  the  Indians  there, 
with  nothing  to  speak  of  to  work  with.  They  have  a kindergarten, 
and  now  have  twenty-three  Indian  children.  The  purpose  is  to  teach 
them  to  speak  English  before  they  enter  school,  rather  than  to  spend 
a year  in  first  grade  just  learning  English,  and  putting  them  back 
all  the  way  through  school,  as  well  as  learning  hygeine,  club 
work,  recreation,  and  informal  education  for  all  ages.  The  Brunsons 
reach  about  650  Indians  in  their  work. 

The  cry  at  each  place  is  for  workers — as  in  Jesus'  time — "truly 
the  harvest  is  plenteous,  but  the  workers  are  few." 

After  leaving  Dulac  we  were  given  a talk  on  Sagar  Brown — 
we  could  not  go  there  as  our  time  was  too  limited.  We  had  out 
hymn-singing-time  on  the  way  back  to  Hammond,  arriving  there  a 
little  after  schedule,  but  with  a great  deal  of  knowledge  about  our 
home  state  Missions  we  did  not  have  before. 


Christelle  Knight  of  Bogalusa  writes: 

We  just  completed  our  study  on  "Japan".  It  was  certainly 
one  of  our  best,  if  not  the  best.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  such  a 
good  Missionary  Education  Chairman,  Miss  Sara  Wadsworth.

JANUARY  IS  GUILD  MONTH 

The  following  suggestions  were  given  you  in  Methodist  Woman 
last  January.  We  know  you  are  doing  many  interesting  things  to 
observe  Guild  Month.  If  your  plans  are  not  already  made,  these 
suggestions  might  help  you  with  last  minute  ideas. 

"Every  month  is  Guild  month  for  the  Guild  member.  But  for  the 
sake  of  publicizing  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  we  hope  you 
will  use  the  month  of  January  to  do  some  special  things  to  let 
others  know  the  important  work  you  are  doing: 

Be  sure  to  display  the  poster  of  the  Guild  emblem  in  your 
church. 

Ask  the  minister  for  space  in  the  church  bulletin.  If  you  can 
have  a short  article  each  week,  make  a statement  each  time  on 
one  of  the  phases  of  the  work:  (1)  a channel  for  employed  women; 
(2)  spiritual  enrichment;  (3)  Christian  fellowship;  (4)  developing  a 
World  Christian  Community. 

Try  to  get  newspaper  and  radio  publicity. 

See  that  women  who  should  be  in  the  Guild  get  the  leaflet. 
Women  Who  Work,  available  at  Literature  Headquarters. 

Consider  the  possibility  of  a new  unit  in  your  church  if  you 
are  not  reaching  the  young  working  women  in  your  present  unit. 
Talk  it  over  vvith  your  pastor. 

In  your  daily  devotions  pray  for  the  work  and  the  workers  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Evaluate  your  own  Guild  unit  as  individuals  and  as  a group. 
Is  it  living  up  to  its  purpose? 

Consider  the  possibility  of  a dramatic  presentation  of  the  Guild 
emblem.  (See  article  on  "Presenting  the  Guild  Emblem.")" 

Also;  If  you  have  not  already  done  so,  plan  a joint  meeting  with 
the  W.  S.  C.  S.  Consider  a District-wide  dinner  or  supper 
meeting  with  other  Guilds.  Place  leaflets  in  the  foyer  of 
your  church.  Secure  list  of  employed  women  from  your 
Church  secretary  and  cultivate  their  membership.  "Take 
them"  to  your  meetings.  Make  them  feel  important.

We  are  most  fortunate  that  we  can  have  two  representatives 
from  the  Woman's  Division  at  our  Spring  Conference — which  gives 
you  a double  reason  for  being  among  those  present.  Miss  Twinem 
serves  in  the  same  department  of  recruitment  as  does  Miss 
Alpharetta  keeper  who  so  ably  represented  the  Division  at  our 
1957  Conference. 

On  Thursday  evening  a Wesleyan  Service  Guild  dinner  will 
be  conducted  during  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
Conference.  Miss  Twinem  will  be  the  guest  speaker,  and  her  topic 
will  be  "A  Calling  to  Fulfill". 

Miss  Twinem  has  had  a very  interesting  life.  She  was  bom 
on  a farm  in  Nebraska,  but  moved  with  her  parents  and  3 sisters 
to  California  where  she  entered  high  school  at  Anaheim,  Calif. 
Her  college  work  was  in  Redlands  University,  Redlands,  Calif. 
After  teaching  school  for  3 years  she  was  sent  to  China  by  the 
Pacific  branch  of  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  as  an  educational  missionary 
working  in  various  schools  and  churches  in  Tientsin  and  Changli 
in  North  China  and  in  Nanking  during  the  last  2 years  there 
(1949-50)  while  the  Communists  were  in  control  of  the  government. 
In  Nanking  she  worked  in  the  Union  Bible  Teachers'  Training 
School  and  in  Central  Methodist  Church.  One  thing  that  added  joy 
to  her  work  in  China  was  the  close  relationship  between  mission- 
aries and  national  workers  and  between  Protestants  interdenomi- 
nationally. 

Miss  Twinem  returned  to  America  in  1951  and  was  Minister 
of  Youth  at  First  Methodist  Church  in  Riverside,  California  when 
she  was  called  by  the  Board  of  Missions  into  the  Division  office  of 
missionary  personnel.  While  Miss  Twinem  was  on  furlough  from 
service  in  China  she  studied  and  received  her  M.  A.  degree  at  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  her  B.  D. 
degree  from  Garrett  Biblical  Institute  in  Evanston,  Illinois.

SPRING  CONFERENCE 

IT  IS  RECOMMENDED: 

1.  That  the  Membership  Crusade  be  continued  with  special  interest 
given  to  the  enlistment  of  younger  women. 

2.  That  each  District  Secretary  make  a survey  to  determine  the 
number  of  New  Guilds  Needed  immediately  within  the  district. 

3.  That  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  a membership  of  50  or  more 
— give  immediate  consideration  to  organizing  another  unit. 

4.  That  every  Conference  and  District  officer  secure  a copy  of 
"Womanpower"  from  her  library  and  carefully  study  this  report 
which  was  published  by  Columbia  University. 

Christian  Social  Relations: 

5.  That  we  continue  to  work  for  the  ratification  of  the  Charter  of 
Racial  Policies  in  the  local  units.  Question  Number  2 on  the 
Check  List  specifically  asks,  "Has  the  Charter  been  ratified  by 
your  local  Woman's  Society  or  Guild?  Our  task  has  not  been 
finished  until  we  present  this  to  each  local  group. 

Supply  Work: 

6.  That  we  educate  our  local  women  to  the  fact  that  when  they 
have  given  the  amount  asked  for  on  their  Supply  projects,  they 
have  met  the  Need,  and  all  monies  over  this  amount  be  paid  to 
Missions.  We  should  not  overpay  to  our  Supply  projects. 

Missionary  Education: 

7.  That  each  Conference  and  District  chairman  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation work  closely  with  the  corresponding  officers  of  the 
Woman's  Society  in  the  correlation  of  plans  and  the  intergration 
of  ideas  for  promoting  the  Missionary  Education  program  in  the 
total  plan  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Spiritual  Life: 

8.  That  Spiritual  Life  committees,  local,  district  and  conference 
unite  our  efforts — 

1.  to  lead  our  members  to  a deeper  consecration  and  more 
effective  Christian  Service. 

2.  through  definite  prayer  for  young  people  and  trained  business 
and  professional  adults  to  dedicate  their  lives  in  Christian 
Service. 

9.  That  every  member  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  challen" 
to  rededicate  herself  over  to  the  purposes  of  the  Guild:  (1)  Op- 
portunity of  Spiritual  enrichment;  (2)  Christian  fellowship;  (3!

B.  A.  from  Centenary  College  in  1954  and  her  M.  A.  Degree  in 
Social  Group  V/ork  at  Scarritt  College.  Norma  will  return  to  Mexico 
V. h:re  she  _crm;rly  served  as  a special-term  missionary. 

Since  Vela  has  been  so  actively  engaged  in  Guild  work  at 
Carro-ltcn  Church  her  Louisiana  friends  have  wanted  to  know 
something  of  her  plans.  Vela  camo  to  Louisiana  from  Florida.  She 
was  born  in  Fort  Meade,  vrhere  her  father  is  editor  of  a weekly 
nev.-spaper.  She  has  two  brothers,  both  in  newspaper  or  printing, 
and  a sister,  Jean,  who  is  teaching  social  work  at  Scaritt  College. 
Vela  tavght  for  7 years  in  the  high  schools  of  Florida,  and  for  7 
years  she  was  on  the  faculty  of  Woman's  College,  University  of 
North  Carolina,  and  lha  Florida  Slate  University,  teaching  biological 
science  and  anatomy. 

We  dcn't  kno'v  just  when  Vela  decided  to  become  a doctor 
but  she  graduated  from  Tufane  School  of  Medicine  in  1955  and  has 
completed  her  internshlo  and  residency  in  Pediatrics  in  Charity 
Flospital,  New  Orleans.  It  was  during  this  time  that  she  decided 
to  no  to  Ind'a  as  a medical  m'ssionary,  and  thus  was  commissioned 
in  St.  Louis  at  the  National  Assembly.

As  one  meanders  down  the  shaded 
path  to  this  spot  that  has  become  sacred  to  all  who  have  the 
privilege  of  worshiping  in  such  a setting,  we  are  reminded  of  the 
poem  "Woodland  Cathedral"  used  at  this  place  of  witness  and 
decision: 

"Go  into  the  woodland  if  you  seek  for  peace  of  mind  . . . 

At  this  time  when  Nature's  mood  is  gentle,  quiet,  and  kind 

. . . When  soft  winds  fan  the  trembling  leaves  about  the 
cloistered  glade 

And  paths  go  winding  deep  into  the  green  and  breathless 
shade. 

"An  unseen  Presence  walks  the  woods  . . . 

A sense  of  holy  things,  haunts  the  dim  Cathedral  aisles; 

And  every  bird  that  sings  is  like  some  morning  chorister 

And  every  breath  of  air  seems  to  bring  the  secret  murmur 
of  a whispered  prayer." 

At  this  same  worshipful  spot  early  on  Sunday  morning 
Reverend  Lea  Joyner  of  Southside  Methodist  Church,  Monroe,  in- 
spired us  with  a Communion  Meditation  and  served  the  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper,  assisted  by  the  Alexandria  District. 

Before  the  convening  of  Guild  Weekend  on  Saturday  morning, 
the  delegates  enjoyed  hand-craft  time  under  the  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Louise  Baldridge  of  New  Orleans.

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Vacation  time,  lor  those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  have 
one,  has  come  to  a close,  and  we  now  enter  into  the  fall  season 
with  a lull  program  before  us.  Let's  make  this  year  the  best  we 
have  ever  had  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds.

At  the  Assembly  I had  the 
opportunity  of  witnessing  the  Commissioning  Service.  As  you 
know,  Louisiana  had  three  candidates  Commissioned.  Dr.  Vela 
Cleveland  of  New  Orleans,  Miss  Norma  Garlington,  Crowley,  Lou- 
isiana, and  Miss  Margaret  Wade  Campbell  of  Alexandria,  Louisi- 
ana. To  me  this  is  a real  challenge  for  our  Louisiana  Guilders. 
We  had  eleven  from  Louisiana  attending  the  Guild  Weekend  at  St. 
Louis.  In  June  I attended  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions,  also 
the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  on  Mt.  Sequoyah.  Our  Jurisdiction 
Guild  Secretary,  Mrs.  Alice  Pletz,  is  to  be  commended  for  the 
well  planned  program.

Our  own  Lillian  Johnson,  Guild  Secretary,  is  taking  a few 
months  leave  from  her  office  in  New  York  and  is  visiting  Mission 
projects  in  Europe,  Africa,  and  South  America.  Blessings  on  Lillian 
as  she  represents  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  and  may  she  have 
a safe  voyage  home.

lANUARY  IS  GUILD  MONTH 

We  remind  you  now  about  January  being  Guild  month,  as 
many  Guilds  are  already  making  plans  to  observe  Guild  Month 
in  a big  way.  Your  Methodist  Woman  and  your  Hand  Book  give 
you  many  interesting  suggestions  on  this  important  observance. 
(1)  Refer  to  back  issues  of  the  Methodist  Woman.  (2)  Enlist  the  co- 
operation of  your  pastor  and  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Society 
in  acquainting  your  church  membership  with  the  purposes  and 
program  of  the  Guild.  (3)  Use  publicity  in  your  church  bulletin  and 
your  newspaper.  (4)  Study  your  church  rolls  for  prospective  mem- 
bers among  the  employed  women  of  your  church.  Remember  what 
Miss  Lillian  Johnson  had  to  say  at  our  Spring  Meeting  in  Monroe, 
concerning  the  enlistment  of  all  working  women.  We  are  not  a 
"white  collar  group".  There  are  many  employed  women  in  our 
churches  who  will  not  seek  out  the  Guild,  yet  they  are  lonely  and 
uninformed  about  the  great  program  of  misisons  within  our  church. 
We  have  a place  of  service  for  them  within  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  (5)  Have  the  choir  sing  the  Guild  Hymn  at  some  time  during 
January.  (6)  Sit  in  a group  at  Church  on  one  Sunday.  Possibly  your 
minister  wUl  use  some  of  your  members  in  the  church  service. 
(7)  Introduce  your  Guild  officers  to  the  congregation,  or  list  them 
in  the  church  bulletin.  (8)  If  you  can  use  one  of  the  church  services, 
give  the  history  of  your  own  Guild  and  introduce  the  Charter 
members.  Use  members  as  ushers.  (9)  Conduct  a visiting  campaign 
during  January.  Visit  all  employed  women  of  the  church,  whether 
Guild  members  or  not,  (10)  Possibly  you  have  the  material  for  a 
new  Guild,  just  waiting  for  your  Secretary  of  Promotion  to  perfect 
an  organization.  Oftentimes  younger  women  will  form  the  nucleous 
for  a new  Guild  Unit.  (11)  Secure  Guild  promotion  leaflets  from 
Literature  Headquarters  and  distribute  to  prospective  members. 

These  are  just  a few  suggestions  that  you  can  use  as  a starter 
in  making  your  own  plans.  After  your  January  observance  of  Guild 
month,  let  Guild  Times  know  WHAT  you  did.  We'd  like  to  tell 
other  GuUds  about  it  in  our  spring  issue.

On  Sun- 
day morninq  a Model  Program  was  presented  with  Ruth  Guthrie 
of  Bastrop  in  charge. 

Sunday  morning  at  the  hour  of  worship  Reverend  Lea  Joyner 
used  as  her  text  "Prepare  Ye  the  Way  of  the  Lord  and  Make  His 
Paths  Straight".  As  she  developed  her  text  she  lifted  up  the  women 
of  the  Bible  who  had  helped  to  prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord. 
Her  message  challenged  the  Guild  women  of  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference to  be  about  our  Father's  business  as  we,  today,  prepare 
the  way  and  make  our  paths  straight. 

Appreciation  goes  to  those  Guilds  who  so  capably  conducted 
the  various  services,  arranged  v-orship  centers  about  the  platform, 
and  contributed  in  innumerable  ways  to  the  success  of  our  Twelfth 
Guild  Weekend. 

Business-wise,  ’’'e  spent  much  time  in  adopting  our  first  set  of 
STANDING  RULES  for  the  Louisiana  Conference.

TO  LOUISIANA  GUILDS 

Dakar,  French  West  Africa 
October  13,  1958 

Dear  Friends: 

First  of  all,  I want  to  thank  you  ever  so  much  for  the  cards, 
letters,  telegrams  and  other  expressions  of  good  wishes.  At  first 
I declared  I would  answer  everyone  personally,  but  I soon  found 
that  would  be  impossible.  The  wonderful  thing  is  that  the  cards 
keep  coming  along  the  way.  I have  had  several  from  Coaching 
Continued  on  Page  Two 
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I am,  indeed,  grateful  for  the  wonderful  letters  and  reports 
coming  in  from  all  of  the  districts  in  the  Conference.  You  are  meet- 
ing the  challenge  of  continued  membership  emphasis.  They  are 
also  evidence  of  the  growing  interest  and  expanding  vision  in 
Guild  work. 

We  are  now  in  the  middle  of  our  fiscal  year,  and  it  is  a good 
time  for  each  officer,  committee  chairman  and  Guild  member  to 
take  inventory  and  make  an  evaluation  of  her  work  as  a Guild 
member  for  the  first  half.  We  have  had  outstanding  achievements. 

Our  Coaching  Conference  in  September  was  well  attended,  and 
the  enthusiasm  very  high.  Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  or- 
ganizing new  Guilds  and  on  taking  the  approved  studies  for 
Jurisdiction  credit — membership  crusade  was  stressed  and  each 
District  Secretary  urged  to  lose  no  time  in  getting  publicity  out  to 
local  Units  about  Guild  Month  (January).

Here  we  have  the  op- 
portunity of  greeting  old  friends,  making  new  ones,  and  such 
wonderful  fellowship,  inspiration  and  information.

Conferences  with  signatures  of  all  officers  attending.  I am  most 
fortunate  to  have  such  loyal  friends. 

The  trip  has  been  so  wonderful!  I keep  saying,  "It  can't  keep 
on  being  like  this."  But  it  does.  I have  just  as  much  enthusiasm 
about  every  new  place  as  I had  for  the  others.  Believe  me,  you 
never  need  have  any  doubts  about  the  work  you  are  supporting. 
The  only  bad  feature  is  that  there  are  such  dreadful  gaps  because 
of  lack  of  personnel.  I keep  thinking  of  the  wonderful  Guild 
members,  and  of  what  a bang-up  job  so-and-so  would  do  here,  and 
how  well  another  would  fit  in  there.  If  you  could  only  hear  these 
missionaries  and  the  people  themselves  begging  us  to  send  more 
workers.  Saturday  morning  I sat  in  the  clinic  at  Ganta  watching 
Dr.  Hyla  Watters,  who  had  one  hour's  sleep  the  night  before,  and 
had  had  no  breakfast  by  eleven  o'clock,  and  Margaret  Prentice, 
who  had  also  been  up  most  of  the  night.  I wished  I could  pitch 
in  and  help.  They  have  elementary  students  helping  in  the  hospital. 
A 12  year  old  boy  was  doing  the  dressings.  A discharged  leprosy 
patient  with  no  fingers  or  toes  was  assisting  in  the  dispensary.  At 
the  hospital  in  Nyadiri  the  nurse  were  also  carrying  terrific  loads. 
This  is  true  of  most  of  the  missionaries  I have  seen.  They  are  doing 
as  much  as  possible  all  over  to  develop  indigenous  leadership, 
and  I have  met  some  fine  African  nurses,  teachers  and  pastors. 
But  it  takes  staff  to  train  them,  too. 

One  pastor  who  is  doing  a fine  job  has  third  grade  education. 
Many  villages  have  no  church,  and  in  some  of  the  villages  where 
I visited  in  Central  Congo,  no  child  can  go  to  school.  In  one 
village  they  were  having  their  very  first  day  of  school.  The  be- 
ginner pupils  were  gathered  in  the  pastor's  home  with  the  new 
teacher.  They  were  all  big,  tall  young  men!  The  pastor  asked  us, 
"What  are  we  going  to  do  with  all  these  girls?"  In  another  village 
the  students  had  built  their  own  class  rooms,  and  the  teachers' 
houses,  of  mud  and  sticks,  and  are  now  building  a brick  church. 

On  my  trip  with  Lorena  Kelly  and  Noreen  Robkin  to  villages 
out  from  Lodja,  I spoke  to  women  in  eight  villages  within  24 
hours.  We  did  not  intend  to  stop  in  all  those  places,  but  they  had 
sent  word  that  we  were  coming,  and  the  women  were  gathered 
from  miles  around.  I was  given  the  honor  of  pinning  on  the 
Woman's  Society  pins.  One  woman  came  twenty  kilometers  to 
get  her  pin,  but  they  would  not  let  us  give  her  one  because  she 
did  not  qualify.  In  the  village  where  we  stopped  toward  the  end 
of  the  day,  the  women  had  waited  all  day  for  us.  Sometime  I want 
to  tell  you  about  "Mama  Jeremiah,"  the  district  leader  of  the 
Woman's  work.  How  I wish  you  could  meet  her.  She  is  the  kind 
of  attractive,  dedicated,  "go-getter"  that  so  many  of  you  Guild 
officers  are — only  she  can  neither  read  nor  write. 

I must  tell  you  about  my  contacts  with  the  employed  women. 
Formerly,  when  I asked  about  Guild  possibilities  in  Africa,  there 
did  not  seem  to  be  much  field  for  it  because  there  were  so  few 
working  women.  But  when  I arrived  in  Southern  Rhodesia  I began 
to  be  asked  to  speak  to  groups  of  teachers  and  nurses.  Single 
women  cannot  belong  to  the  Woman's  Society,  and  Mrs.  Ralph 
Dodge,  Mrs.  Hunter  Griffin  and  others  have  a committee  to  work 
out  something  for  them.  Evelyn  De  Vries  started  a group  in  Old 
Umtali  some  time  ago.  These  young  women  are  housemaids,  and 
are  very  much  interested  in  their  group.  We  have  sent  them 
materials  at  their  request.  I met  with  other  groups  at  Mutambara, 
Nyadiri  and  Lodja.  I told  them  about  the  work  of  the  Guild,  and 
we  talked  about  simplified  groups  for  them  as  a beginning. 
In  Nyadiri  they  set  a regular  time  for  their  meetings.  They  had  a 
wonderful  group  consisting  of  the  African  teachers  and  nurses 
and  the  missionaries.  Almost  everywhere  they  have  asked  me  to 
explain  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  I have  done  this  in  church 
services,  Sunday  Schools,  and  in  Woman's  Society  groups. 

Perhaps  I can  write  in  The  Methodist  Woman  about  Dr. 
Nutting  and  the  team  work  she,  Marcia  Ball  and  Wallace  Kinyon 
are  doing.  And  I do  want  to  tell  you  all  about  Mutambara,  Umtali, 
Old  Umtali  and  Nyadiri.  Then  there  was  the  trip  with  Bishop  Taylor 
and  Everett  Woodcock  from  Elisabethville  to  Jadotville,  Mulung- 
wishii,  and  Kolweza.  From  Monrovia,  Sally  Lewis  Brown  and  I 
went  to  Cuttington,  Gbarqua  (to  the  U.  S.  group)  and  Ganta,  where 
I stayed  two  nights. 

Now  I am  ready  to  go  to  South  America  for  the  third  part  of 
my  trip.  I shall  write  you  about  that  after  I get  home

The  past  few  days  have  made  me  quite  excited  about  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  week-end  at  Baton  Rouge.  On  Friday  I had 
a visit  with  Dr.  Vela  Cleveland  and  Dr.  Mattie  Boagni.  They  are 
looking  forward  to  being  at  your  conference  in  March,  and  I shall 
be  so  pleased  to  see  them  there.  Then  your  letter  has  given  me 
another  happy  impulse  for  the  meeting.  Thank  you  for  your 
generous  welcome. 

Concerning  myself,  perhaps  I should  say  I am  a mixture  of 
several  cultures  and  glorious  opportunities  given  me  in  a variety 
of  locations.  My  early  girlhood  was  spent  in  Iowa.  During  my 
second  year  in  high  school  my  family  moved  to  Mississippi  where 
I had  the  joy  of  study  and  being  graduated  from  the  Mississippi 
State  College  for  Women.  It  was  during  those  college  years  that  I 
became  interested  in  becoming  a missionary.  After  further  study 
at  the  University  of  Iowa  I was  sent  to  India  by  the  church.  My 
work  there  was  in  the  field  of  education.  I had  the  special  privilege 
of  work  with  college  girls,  helping  them  to  prepare  to  be  teachers. 
In  1943  I returned  to  the  Unted  States  for  my  third  furlough.  It  was 
during  that  year  that  I was  elected  by  the  Board  of  Missions  to  be 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  our  work  in  India  under  the  Woman's 
Division.  I have  been  given  the  joy  of  this  responsibility  through- 
out the  past  fourteen  years. 

That  in  general  is  an  outline  of  my  life."

IMPROVEMENTS  FOR  CAMP  BREWER 

Your  editor  received  the  following  in  a letter  from  Dr.  Bentley 
Sloane,  Conference  Executive  Secretary,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry 
concerning  the  improvements  asked  for  at  Camp  Brewer; 

"The  Board  of  Directors  of  Camp  Brewer  met  November  24  in 
Alexandria  with  the  Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  Bentley 
Sloane,  and  the  Conference  Director  of  Camping,  Dr. 
Ben  Oliphint.  Rev.  A.  W.  Townsend  presided  and 
Miss  Aleene  Sanborn  of  the  General  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  present  as  advisor.  A report  on  Camp  Brewer 
prepared  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Brown  of  the  General 
Board  Camping  Staff  was  distributed.  This  report 
evaluates  the  present  camp  site  and  gives  arguments 
for  and  against  moving  to  another  and  larger  camp 
site.  A.  W.  Townsend  then  appointed  a committee 
headed  by  Ben  Oliphint  to  study  the  report,  gather 
information  on  the  camping  program  at  Camp  Brewer, 
and  bring  in  a recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors early  in  1959.  If  this  report  recommends  that 
Camp  Brewer  be  maintained  on  the  present  site  then 
it  will  recommend  a long  range  plan  of  improvement. 
In  the  meantime  Camp  Brewer  will  be  used  for  the 
next  few  years  regardless  of  the  committee's  recom- 
mendations and  A.  W.  Townsend  and  Mr.  Willard 
McArthur  were  instructed  to  proceed  with  immediate 
improvements  along  the  following  lines;  A new 
water  well;  improved  bath  houses,  additional  ben- 
ches, etc.  A report  was  made  on  letters  received 
from  Guild  members  and  appreciation  expressed  for 
their  interest  and  contributions.  Funds  donated  by  the 
Guild  will  be  used  for  a new  water  well  and  plumb- 
ing improvements. 

As  you  see  from  the  above,  we  are  now  ready 
to  act  on  Camp  Brewer  one  way  or  another.

The  more  they  read." 

This  is  truly  a "service  circle"  that  reaches  around  the  world. 

If  you  have  not  already  had  the  study  on  The  Middle  East, 
make  plans  for  it  now.  See  suggestions  for  teaching  this  study 
in  the  September  issue  of  The  Methodist  Woman. 

May  I urge  you  to  be  prompt  in  reporting  your  studies.  The 
spring  term  has  a way  of  slipping  by,  and  remember  that  your 
reports  must  be  in  by  May  to  be  counted  in  the  1958-59  Con- 
ference year,  which  ends  May  31. 

May  peace  and  jov  be  yours  at  this  Christmas  season,  and 
may  the  new  year  point  to  greater  opportunities  for  service.

I am  occupying  one  of  the  Apartments  in  the  Duplex  described, 
which  was  built  in  1950.  There  are  no  dormitory  facilities  here  as 
all  school  children  live  in  their  own  homes  and  are  transported  by 
bus,  except  for  the  few  who  are  in  walking  distance.  Mine  is  a 
very  unique  position  in  that  I do  no  teaching.  The  duties  of  a 
Social  Worker  are  difficult  to  define,  but  I must  say  that  within 
the  last  6 weeks  I have  found  many  and  varied  tasks  at  which 
to  be  engaged.  Remember  us  in  your  prayers." — (Mobile  County 
Rural  Center,  Route  1,  Mt.  Vernon,  Alabama.)

Fourth,  we  hope  to  have  some  method  of  reporting  our  ac- 
tivities, through  our  district  chairmen,  to  our  conference  chairman 
so  that  we  may  get  a complete  picture  of  the  work  in  Christian 
Social  Relations.

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Our  Thirteenth  Annual  Guild  Weekend  at  Camp  Brewer  is 
NOW  history.  We  enjoyed  the  tun  and  lellowship,  and  the  warm 
friendly  atmosphere.  Mable  Ruth  Nowlin  gave  us  a great  challenge 
in  our  Recruitment  Program,  and  her  presence  was  a joy  and  in- 
spiration to  the  entire  Weekend.  I am  not  going  to  cover  the 
meeting  in  detail,  but  leave  this  to  our  very  efficient  editor,  Eliza- 
beth Langford.  But  must  say  again,  thanks  for  every  thing. 

You  have  responded  again  to  the  challenge  of  continued 
"Membership  Emphesis".  A new  Guild  organized  at  Gordon 
Methodist  Church,  Monroe,  also  a new  Guild  at  Grace  Church  in 
Ruston,  this  Guild  has  a membership  of  ten  young  employed 
women.

Give 
more  Membership  Certificates  to  deserving  people,  and  after  you 
have  met  your  pledge  and  have  extra  money,  as  many  of  you  do, 
give  it  to  Brooks-Howell  Home  in  Asheville,  N.  C.,  a home  for 
retired  missionaries  and  deaconesses.  In  accordance  with  a special 
action  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  additional 
gifts  may  be  given  as  supplementary,  directed  to  the  Brooks-Howell 
Home  for  retired  workers — also  the  Cmsade  Scholarship  Fund  is 
a good  way  to  spend  your  extra  money. 

We  need  more  subscriptions  to  Guild  Times,  and  I am  urging 
you  Presidents  and  District  Secretaries  to  get  in  there  and  help 
our  Editor.  It's  your  duty  and  mine  to  get  Guild  Times  in  the  hands 
of  all  officers  and  maybe  all  Guild  members. 

We  will  soon  be  entering  into  a new  Guadrennium,  and  no 
doubt  will  have  some  changes.  Our  Quadrennial  Theme  has  been 
very  challenging:  The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  All  of  Life.  We  are  called 
to  personally  commit  our  lives  to  the  spirit  and  principles  of 
Christ  for  the  whole  world. 

May  we  live  in  an  attitude  of  humble  gratitude  to  God  for 
calling  us  to  His  high  service.  May  we  strive  to  carry  on  our  daily 
work,  while  dreaming  dreams  of  a more  effective  Christian  witness 
by  commiting  ourselves  to  the  spirit  of  Christ  for  every  area  of  our 
lives.

A LETTER  FROM  VELA  CLEVELAND 


DR.  VELA  CLEVELAND 


Our  own  Dr.  Vela  Cleveland  is  at  last  in  Kolar,  India  as 
Medical  Missionary  to  our  Ellen  Thoburn  Cowen  Memorial  Hos- 
pital and  School  of  Nursing.  We  were  delighted  with  a lengthy 
news  travelogue  written  to  us  while  at  Camp  Brewer.  For  the 
benefit  of  you  who  were  not  at  camp,  your  editor  is  giving  you 
a few  excerpts  from  this  most  interesting  letter: 

"P.  O.  Box  12,  Tumkur,  Mysore  State,  India 
July  8,  1959 

"Four  months  ago  today  I was  with  many  of  you  at  the 
Conference  in  Baton  Rouge  when  you  gave  me  such  a wonderful 
gift  and  pledge  of  your  confidence.  So  very  much  has  happened 
in  these  four  months  I will  have  to  write  a travelogue  to  tell  you 
about  them.  When  I left  you  I drove  to  Nashville  and  then  flew 
to  New  York.  There  were  many  last  minute  details  to  tend  to 
and  tickets  to  pick  up  in  order  to  be  ready  for  sailing  on  Wednes- 
day, March  11th.  A number  of  my  friends  in  New  York  gave  me 
a dinner  party  on  Tuesday  night  and  then  were  on  hand  to  wave 
me  off  as  the  Queen  Elizabeth  sailed  out  of  harbor — two  of  them 
you  know:  Alpharetta  Leeper,  who  was  our  Conference  speaker 
3 years  ago,  and  Mattye  Boagni  from  Opelousas. 

" ....  I was  a typical  tourist  in  London,  complete  with  dark 
glasses,  walking  shoes,  camera  bag  and  camera.  (Since  the  New 
Orleans  District  Guilds  presented  me  with  my  camera  last  year 
at  the  Weekend,  I'll  have  to  say  right  here  that  1 have  certainly 
had  a lot  of  pleasure  with  my  camera.) 

"In  route,  our  voyage  was  really  most  enjoyable,  with  a full 
range  of  weather.  It  was  terrificallv  cold  crossing  the  Atlantic  and 
with  such  strong  winds  one  could  hardly  stand  against  them. 
(There  follows  an  interesting  narration  of  Vela's  voyage  to  Bombay.) 

" . We  reached  Bombay  on  April  13.  I picked  out  a little 

lady  on  dock  as  we  were  pulling  into  place,  which  I thought  might 
be  Dr.  Shoemaker  from  Kolar.  I finally  raised  my  hand  in  a wave 
and,  sure  enough,  she  responded  quickly  with  a wave  for  me. 
As  soon  as  the  gang  plank  was  swung  into  place,  and  since  she 
had  a permit,  she  was  allowed  to  come  aboard  to  meet  me.  My, 
such  a lot  of  mail  she  brought  me  from  Kolar  which  had  been 
accumulating  there  during  my  trip.  So  many  of  you  had  re- 
membered me  on  my  birthday  with  cards  and  letters — it  was  like 
having  another  visit  with  all  of  you  when  I could  sit  down  to 
really  look  them  over.  Thank  you. 

"Dr.  Shoemaker  and  Miss  Clara  Kleiner,  hostess  at  the  WDCS 
guest  home  in  Bombay  were  lifesavers  in  getting  me  thru  customs. 
From  the  WDM,  Mr.  Heins  and  another  missionary  from  the  Inter- 
mission Business  office  were  most  helpful  in  securing  the  permits 
and  licenses,  which  proved  necessary,  before  we  could  really  clear 
everything  and  start  for  Kolar.  The  Customs  officers  were  most 
considerate  and  helped  me  get  the  answers  straight  on  the  long 
forms  when  I was  sometimes  at  a loss  for  answers.  They  charged 
no  duty  for  any  of  my  own  personal  possessions.  But,  the  duty 
charges  were  really  quite  large  on  the  few  sample  medicines  and 
the  new  medical  equipment  I had  brought  out  for  use  in  our  hos- 
pital here  in  Kolar.  When  Margaret  McGowan  tells  you  that  any 
money  you  have  above  and  beyond  the  Askings  for  Supplies 
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should  be  sent  in  as  "undesignated  cash  for  supplies",  here  is  one 
use  for  such  funds — the  duty  for  this  medical  equipment  is  paid 
for  from  that  source. 

"Train  travel  in  India  is  most  interesting  and  all  of  you  should 
try  it  some  day  when  you  come  for  that  visit  to  India.  The  train  is 
made  up  of  compartments,  each  complete  in  itself.  There  are  no 
aisles  down  the  middle  of  the  train  . . . there  are  no  connections 
between  compartments.  The  train  conductor  can  check  on  whether 

you  are  there  only  when  the  train  stops  at  stations We 

traveled  first  class  and  were  in  a 2-upper  and  2-lower  bunk  com- 
partment with  a bathroom At  many  of  our  station  stops 

between  Bombay  and  Kolar,  friends,  both  national  and  American 
missionaries,  met  us  with  garlands  of  flowers  and  with  food  to 
keep  us  going  on  our  2 night  and  1 day  trip. 

"On  April  19th  we  reached  Kolar  with  loud  horn  blowing  as 

we  entered  the  gate  of  the  compound Then  gongs  clanged 

and  people  scurried  around.  We  were  greeted  with  a song  of 
welcome  and  more  flower  garlands.  I am  enclosing  a snapshot 
taken  in  front  of  our  bungalow,  v'here  I'm  wearing  one  of  the  many 
garlands  given  me.  It  was  quite  a wonderful  occasion.  I won't 
say  much  at  this  time  about  our  hospital,  but  I am  enclosing  a 
pamphlet. 

"The  weather  was  quite  hot  and  by  May  14  I was  ready  to 
strike  out  for  cooler  climes.  In  the  South  of  India  there  are  2 moun- 
tain ranges,  the  Nilgiri's  and  the  Polni  Mountains,  where  there  are 
several  "hill  stations"  for  our  missionary  vacations.  Away  to  the 
south,  in  the  Point's,  the  WDCS  has  a bungalow  at  Kodaikanal. 
This  is  where  Dr.  Shoemaker  and  I spent  3 weeks.  (There  follows 
more  interesting  description  of  trips  made  around  this  area,  using 
the  Kolar  High  School  car.  Some  of  you  in  Lake  Charles  District 
met  Miss  Sundra  Edwards  who  was  principal  of  the  high  school 
which  owned  this  car.) 

" . . . . After  my  return  to  Kolar  I began  to  put  more  time 
in  on  the  Kanarese  alphabet  than  I did  in  the  hospital,  and,  with  a 
tutor  for  one  hour  each  day  for  2 weeks.  By  the  time  I came  to 
Tumkur  this  week  I had  pretty  well  learned  the  alphabet,  how  to 
write  it,  and  how  to  pronounce  it.  It  has  been  a big  help,  too,  to 
have  that  much  behind  me  and  to  begin  trying  to  learn  enough 
vocabulary  to  do  some  conversation  and  grammar  with  my  two 
teachers.  Mr.  Kikshit  spends  two  hours  a day  with  me  for  grammar, 
reading,  dictations,  etc.,  and  Mrs.  Alice  Nilajagi  spends  one  hour 
a day  with  vocabulary  and  conversation.  The  rest  of  the  time  I try 
to  study,  but  I have  to  soueeze  in  a little  time  for  letters  and  all 
the  other  little  things  which  keep  life  moving  smoothly.  So,  here 
I am  now  in  the  throes  of  language  study.  I live  with  a British 
Methodist  Missionary  who  is  with  the  Church  of  South  India,  in  a 
bungalow  located  on  the  campus  of  the  Union  Kanarese  Seminary 
(our  Church  has  a part  in  supporting).  It's  a small  school  but  the 
compound  is  quite  large  with  small  buildings  quite  far  apart  with 
wide  open  spaces  of  green  lawn  everywhere.  All  kinds  of  birds 

can  be  seen I've  enioved  everv  minute  of  India  so  far, 

even  when  I was  sweltering  in  heat!  And  am  still  looking  forward 
to  the  rest  of  my  term  here. 

"This  has  been  a travelogue,  but  another  time  I will  tell  you 
more  about  the  people  and  our  various  projects  here.  I just  wish 
each  of  you  could  come  for  a visit  with  me — the  next  best  thing 
is  a letter,  you  know.  Remember  the  little  verse: 

"Away  in  distant  lands  they  wondered  how  their  simple  word 
had  power. 

At  home,  the  Christians,  two  or  three,  had  met  to  pray  an 
hour."

MONROE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  SPEAKS  OUT! 

At  a recent  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  program,  entitled  "Build- 
ing Christian  Character — Youth"  Judge  William  Harper  of  the 
Monroe  City  Juvenile  Court  was  guest  speaker.  Judge  Harper  told 
of  his  Youth  Plan  which  has  gained  quite  a bit  of  publicity  be- 
cause of  its  success  in  decreasing  juvenile  offenses  in  this  city. 

In  discussing  causes  of  increasing  juvenile  lawlessness  on  a 
national  level.  Judge  Harper  stated  that  the  constant  barrage  of 
violence,  crime,  and  sex  with  which  we  are  beseiged  by  way  of 
television  and  motion  pictures  is  a leading  contributing  factor.  That 
concurs  with  the  opinions  of  the  country's  top  youth  workers  which 
includes  some  of  our  most  noted  psychiatrists. 

Judge  Harper  expressed  the  wish  that  our  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  (Monroe  First  Methodist  Church)  would  start  a movement 
of  the  citizens  and  all  church  and  civic  organizations,  commending 
the  good  programs  of  the  television  and  motion  picture  industries 
and  requesting  that  they  eliminate,  entirely,  those  portraying 
violence,  cruelty,  crime,  and  sex  in  the  lascivious,  licentious  forms. 
This  movement  should  become  ever-widening,  he  said,  until  the 
entire  nation  is  included. 

Since  Communist  plans  for  world  conquest  begin  with  in- 
doctrination of  the  children,  and  since  the  negative  influence  of 
TV  and  motion  pictures  is  all  too  evident,  is  it  not  time  to  cast 
aside  our  good  old  American  apathy  and  act  on  Judge  Harper's 
suggestions? 

As  a follow-up,  an  all-out  effort  is  being  made  to  contact 
every  church  and  civic  group  in  the  twin  cities,  requesting  that 
they  send  resolutions  from  their  organizations  and  personal  letters 
from  the  individual  members  to  TV  and  motion  picture  industries. 
Each  group  is  asked  to  contact  groups  in  other  sections,  inviting 
them  to  join  the  movement,  thereby  increasing  its  effectiveness.

The  World  Outlook  for  July  of  this  year  recorded  some  in- 
teresting data  about  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  which  I should 
like  to  call  to  your  attention  at  this  time. 

(1)  In  1958  there  were  131,170  employed  women  who  were 
members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

(2)  These  women  gave,  last  year,  a total  of  $922,913.73  through 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  toward  the  total  program  of  the  Wo- 
man's Division  of  Christian  Service. 

(3)  2,622  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members  attended  Schools 

of  Missions. 

(4)  55,842  attended  study  courses. 

(3)  2,622  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members  attended  Schools 

(6)  16,823  read  the  World  Outlook. 

(7)  19,230  Attended  Guild  Weekends  and  annual  conferences. 

(8)  1,237  attended  officers'  coaching  sessions. 

These  facts  reveal  to  us  that  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  women 
are  concerned  with  missions  and  are  striving  to  become  better  in- 
formed through  study,  through  conferences,  and  through  coach- 
ing sessions.  These  data  point  toward  better  service. 

We  are  proud  of  the  growth  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
during  the  past  twenty  years  since  unification,  but  we  are  not  SAT- 
ISFIED. May  these  facts  "prick  the  sides"  of  our  good  intentions 
and  inspire  us  to  do  more  during  the  year  1960  than  we  have  done 
during  the  year  that  is  drawing  to  a close. 

Perhaps  we  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members  in  the  Louisiana 
Conference  need  to  pause  as  v/e  approach  the  new  year  to  check 
our  accomplishments  and  our  weaknesses  in  missionary  education 
and  service.  This  inventory  could  easily  be  a starting  point  for 
better  service.

A LETTER  FROM  VELA  CLEVELAND 

Since  our  last  issue  of  Guild  Times  we  have  had  three  very 
interesting  letters  from  Vela.  Her  fetter  of  September  28th  was 
written  just  after  she  received  the  sad  news  ol  the  death  of  her 
mother  who  passed  away  in  Florida  on  September  19th.  We  quote 
tier  first  paragraph: 

"All  of  you  will  probably  know,  before  you  get  this  letter, 
that  my  mother  died  on  Saturday  night.  Sept.  19,  following  a stroke 
on  Friday.  My  family  called  me  by  long  distance  to  tell  me  about 
it.  It's  wonderful  to  oe  able  to  talk  to  each  other  half  'way  round 
the  world.  It's  too  bad  we  don't  use  it  more  often  for  other  than 
sad  news.  I appreciated  so  very  much  the  cable  sent  from  the 
Guild,  and  I also  appreciated  very  much  the  number  of  personal 
cables  that  numbers  of  you  sent.  Today  I began  receiving  the 
nice  cards  which  others  of  you  have  sent.  Thank  you  everyone. 
As  I told  some  of  you — when  I left  Mom  was  in  such  poor  health 
that  I expected  that  she  would  not  be  there  when  I came  back  home 
again,  but  I did  not  expect  it  to  be  so  soon.  Right  now  it  still 
seems  so  strange  and  unreal — I guess,  because  I haven't  gotten  any 
details  as  yet.  They  will  come  in  the  next  few  days.  Thank  you 
again,  for  your  cables,  cards,  and  letters." 

Her  letter  of  October  25th  told  of  her  "tour"  with  Dr.  Shoe- 
maker and  of  Miss  Lucile  Colony's  visits  to  the  various  hospitals 
and  mission  centers.  During  her  stay  at  the  hospital  in  Kolar  Dr. 
Sharada  was  on  vacation  so  Vela  put  in  many  hours  of  work: 

' It  was  very  good  to  be  back  into  the  routine  of  hospital  work 
again — and  we  did  work,  all  of  us.  Although  I had  charge  of  most 
day-time  deliveries  and  a few  nights.  Dr.  Shoemaker  was  always 
there  for  any  abnormal  deliveries.  One  night,  after  all  day  of  work 
for  both  of  us,  I was  in  the  labor  room  until  about  1:00  A.  M. 
Then,  about  2:15  A.  M.  they  called  both  Esther  and  me  and 
neither  of  us  were  back  to  bed  the  rest  of  the  night.  So  you  see, 
we  have  quite  a busy  service — and  I haven't  even  mentioned 
our  busy  pediatrics  service,  men's  service,  women's  medical  and 
women's  gynecology  service." 

Then  the  letter  ol  November  22nd  arrived  just  in  time  to  pass 
it  on  to  you.  It  is  so  interesting  I just  must  give  you  almost  the 
entire  letter: 

Agra,  India — Where  the  Taj  Mahal  is. 

November  22,  1959 

Dear  Guilders  and  Friends: 

You  will  soon  begin  to  wonder  if  all  I've  done  since  I got  to 
India  is  to  travel  and  sight-see!  And  I have  done  a great  deal. 
Miss  Colony  said  when  she  was  here  last  month,  "You  certainly 
have  seen  a lot  for  a 'youngster'  in  India." 

Last  month  I wrote  you  from  Yellori  in  the  midst  of  the  trip 
we  were  taking  with  Miss  Colony.  We  were  certainly  welcomed 
everywhere  with  a real  Indian  welcome  with  garlands  of  flowers 
everywhere.  I think  we  all  liked  our  garlands  best  at  a small 
Christian  Community  (they  met  us  at  the  highway  where  we  turned 
off  to  go  to  Yellori)  and  then  again  at  Yellori.  These  were  such 
light  and  dainty  garlands  made  with  white  periwinkles  with  an 
occasional  lavendar  one  interspersed.  Our  visit  with  Eva  Logue 
R.  N.  and  Dr.  D.  Sonna  in  Yellori  was  most  enjoyable.  They  have 
a very  good  set-up  there  in  their  Linn  Health  Center.  We  enjoyed 
going  through  the  village  to  see  the  homes  that  a number  of 
Christians  have  built  there  on  a tract  of  land  Eva  and  Deanor  have 
bought.  They  advance  money  to  build  a good  house  with  proper 
latrines,  and  the  Christians  then  pay  them  back  on  installment  for 
the  plot  of  land  and  the  house  construction.  They  are  very  proud 
of  their  homes  too. 

From  there  we  came  back  to  work  on  November  27 — Esther 
to  Kolar  and  I to  Tumkur — for  three  weeks  of  hard  work. 

This  trip,  from  Nov.  17  to  Dec.  7,  is  a very  varied  one.  First 
Esther  and  I went  to  Belgann  to  our  Sherman  School  and  Girls 
Hostel  (also  high  school).  Here,  in  an  improvised  operating  room, 
we  did  17  tonsillectomies  in  one  day.  Esther  and  I did  the  surgery. 
We  have  a health  center  20  miles  from  Belgann  with  Dr.  Selvana 
Yogam,  Joy  Anderson  (R.  N.  missionary)  and  a national  R.  N. 
- - Martha.  These  three  helped  us.  Dr.  S.  did  the  anesthesia.  Joy 
really  did  the  organizing  and  setting  up  of  the  whole  scheme, 
and  what  a good  job  she  did!  We  took  two  of  our  third-year  stu- 
dent nurses  from  Kolar,  and  in  addition  had  some  3 or  4 other 
helpers  who  assisted.  Everything  moved  like  clockwork  and  al- 
most as  smoothly  as  if  we  were  in  our  own  hospital.  A room  next 
to  our  "operating  theater"  was  our  hospital  ward — a large  empty 
room  to  begin  with.  As  we  finished  each  child,  she  would  be  tak- 
en into  the  room  where  her  bedding  was  unrolled  on  the  floor. 
Gradually  one  side  of  the  room  filled  up  with  mats  and  unrolled 
bedding  and  one  child  laid  out  on  each  bedding.  By  noon  we 
had  done  twelve  operations,  and  then  five  in  the  afternoon.  These 
five  were  high  school  girls  and  the  operations  more  difficult  as 
it  took  more  to  put  them  to  sleep,  and  their  tonsils  were  more

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scarred  with  infection  and  harder  to  remove.  All  did  very  well. 
On  Dec.  3 when  we  stop  at  Faies  Health  Center  again,  we  will 
do  three  more  tonsillectomies  there  for  Dr.  Telvanayagam.  This 
experience  has  been  quite  interesting  and  worth  while. 

The  rest  of  our  trip:  From  New  York  came  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lee  (from  C.O.R.  Methodist  Committee  on  Overseas  Relief)  also 
Miss  Henrietta  Gibson  and  Mrs.  Woolover  (all  three  used  to  be 
in  our  Board  office  in  New  York  but  now  are  retired)  to  Delhi. 
In  order  to  meet  them  in  Delhi  we  flew  from  Belgann  to  Delhi. 
Then  we  found  their  schedules  were  changed  and  they  would  not 
be  there  until  Sunday,  and  we  had  arrived  Saturday  7:00  A.M. 
With  our  extra  time  we  took  advantage  of  an  offer  of  Dr.  I.  Gib- 
bons to  drive  with  her  to  Amballa  to  see  her  Philadelphia  Hospi- 
tal, Presbyterian,  in  Amballa.  We  also  saw  Chanti  Garh,  an  ultra 
modern  city  laid  out  in  the  jungle  and  wilderness  and  growing 
up  now  as  the  capital  of  the  Punjab — most  interesting,  but  not 
very  Indian.  All  night  we  rode  the  train  back  to  Delhi,  arriving 
6:30  A.  M.  Sunday.  After  an  hour's  sleep  we  found  our  three 
friends  had  arrived  the  night  before.  Then  we  decided  we  should 
go  to  Agra  that  day.  So  by  9:30  we  were  on  our  way  to  train 
again.  We  got  to  Agra  about  2:30  and  hired  taxis  for  an  afternoon 
of  sightseeing.  We  saw  the  Taj  Mahal  from  the  Fort — where  many 
palaces  have  been  built  with  guarters  after  quarters  for  the 
harems  of  women.  Then  we  went  to  the  Taj  Mahal  and  saw  it 
in  the  late  afternoon  with  the  colors  of  the  setting  sun  on  it.  It 
is  a beautiful  place  with  its  fabulous  panels  of  lacy  carving  out  of 
solid  stone  slabs.  We  did  not  get  to  see  it  by  moonlight. 

Monday  A.  M.  We  took  taxi  to  Urindaban  where  we  have  hos- 
pital and  School  of  Nursing.  This  is  smaller  than  the  one  in  Kolar 
but  they  have  more  new  buildings  and  they  seem  more  spacious. 
In  Urindaban  we  visited  a very  large  mosque,  remnant  of  the  times 
of  the  Moghul  emperors.  Also  we  visited  the  Hindu  Temple  of 
the  Milkmaids.  This  is  supposed  to  be  on  the  site  of  Krishna's 
birthplace.  K.  was  one  of  the  incarnations  of  the  God  Vishnu. 
In  his  youth  Krishna  was  quite  fabulous  for  his  exploits  among 
the  milkmaids  of  the  area,  'ihe  stories  of  his  escapades  are  quite 
something.  We  also  visited  the  Places  of  the  Widows.  In  these 
halls  widows  from  everywhere  and  for  hours  every  day  sing  a 
monotonous  tune  over  and  over,  chanting  the  name  "Ram"  supreme 
God,  which  brings  merit  I believe  to  their  dead  husbands.  They 
live  in  rented  houses  outside  and  each  is  given  5 annas  a day  for 
their  livelihood — equal  to  about  6 or  7 cents.  This  pays  their  rent 
and  some  food. 

From  Urindaban  we  took  hospital  jeep  about  100  miles  back  to 
Delhi.  A flat  tire  on  the  edge  of  Delhi,  so  we  finished  trip  in 
taxi.  That  evening  we  visited  with  Bishop  Mondol's  wife  and 
Dr.  Dorothy  Chakko.  I knew  her  daughter  last  year  in  Hartford, 
and  it  was  at  her  request  I had  brought  out  most  of  the  extra 
medicine  and  equipment  I brought  along  with  my  luggage.  We 
also  visited  Mrs.  Hendrix  Townsley,  a most  gracious  Indian  lady 
(Hendrix  was  in  Seminary  at  Asbury  when  I was  there  and  he 
came  to  India  later  as  a missionary).  We  are  to  be  guests  in  their 
home  this  weekend  when  we  are  in  Delhi  for  Medical  Council 
meeting. 

The  architecture  here  is  amazing.  Side  by  side  will  be  the 
remains  of  a huge  Muslin  tomb  built  3 to  400  years  ago,  the  ruins 
of  a Hindu  Temple  built  hundreds  of  years  ago  and  an  ultra  modern 
building  like  those  in  the  USA.  The  new  govt,  offices  are  magni- 
ficent. We  attended  Parliament  in  afternoon — quite  similar  to  a 
legislative  session  in  Tallahassee — if  the  issue  is  red-hot  every- 
one is  present;  if  not,  only  a scattered  attendance. 

After  dinner  with  Mrs.  Mondol,  Esther  and  I took  train  for 
Lucknow  to  visit  Isabella  Thoburn  College,  arriving  8:00  AM 
Wednesday.  We  had  a very  delightful  day  yesterday  as  guests 
of  Miss  Veda  Downs,  nurse.  It  was  also  very  nice  to  see  and 
be  with  Dr.  Thillayampalam  and  others  I'd  met  personally  at 
Greencastle,  Ind.,  St.  Louis,  or  Buck  Hill  Falls.  After  dinner  last 
night  Dr.  Bill  Bauer  came  over.  He  is  a short  term  1-3  (Meth. 
term  for  India  for  three  years)  who  came  in  June,  and  who  was 
in  Hartford  the  same  time  I was.  He  is  here  teaching  chemistry 
in  Lucknow  Christian  College.  During  the  day  we  visited  our 
Methodist  Pub.  House  in  Lucknow,  and  of  course  I enjoyed  a tour 
behind  scenes  to  see  the  type-setting  and  other  processes  go  on. 

Another  interesting  visit  was  to  the  Nir  Manzil  Psychiatric  Cen- 
ter. The  capacity  is  25  in-patients,  but  with  only  one  psychiatrist 
they  do  not  run  full  capacity.  This  center  was  established  by  Dr. 
E.  Stanley  Jones,  housed  in  a half  modern  and  half  Muslin-archi- 
tectural building.  In  the  lounge  is  the  original  painting  of  the 
Head  of  Christ  by  Sallman. 

Now  here  it  is  Thursday — Thanksgiving  Day  with  you  at 
home.  My  goodness,  and  here  we  are  on  the  train  again.  We 
will  be  in  Bareilly  sometime  after  1:30  PM  and  there  will  visit 


our  Clara  Swain  hospital.  This  evening  we  spend  the  night  again 
on  the  train  returning  to  Delhi  for  our  council  meeting.  Sunday 
we  will  go  to  Ludhiana  (our  medical  school  and  hospital  there) 
and  then  on  up  to  Amritser.  From  there  back  to  Delhi  and  then 
fly  back  to  Belgann  by  8 PM  Dec.  3.

The  Monroe  Lions  Club,  at  least  one  Eastern  Star 
group,  and  several  Sunday  School  classes  sent  in  resolutions. 

By  way  of  positive  RESULTS,  Monroe  Lions  Club  received  a 
letter  from  Public  Relations  of  Lions  International  congratulating 
them  for  their  action.  A letter  from  Gordon  S.  White  of  Production 
Code  Administration  thanked  Lions  for  their  "commendation  of 
the  best  in  motion  pictures"  and  expressed  the  belief  that  there 
would  be  many  more  worthy  of  commendation  this  next  year. 
He  also  mentioned  having  personally  called  their  letter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Hollywood  director  and  staff. 

NBC  recently  appointed  someone  to  head  their  new  Depart- 
ment of  Standards  and  Practices  to  keep  an  eye  on  what  goes  on 
in  NBC  radio  and  television  and  to  make  decisions  where  questions 
of  propriety  and  taste  were  concerned.

4.  The  Conference  Chairman  will  make  a check  at  least  twice 
a year  to  see  if  the  institutions  on  the  Guild's  list  of  Askings  are 
receiving  the  necessary  materials  or  cash  as  requested. 

5.  All  cash  for  Supply  Work  should  go  through  the  local 
treasurer  of  the  Guild  to  local  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society, 
and  she  will  send  these  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.

In  observance  of  Guild  Month  we  sat  in  a body  at  the  worship 
service  Sunday  morning,  January  17.  That  afternoon  the  Guild 
entertained  the  three  circles  of  the  WSCS  in  the  fellowship  hall 
of  the  church.

A beautiful  worship  setting  emphasizing  African  missions  and 
made  by  a member  of  the  senior  circle  added  to  the  effectiveness. 

After  the  meditation  from  the  worship  booklet  we  all  joined 
in  singing,  "Kum  Ba  Yah"  and  the  story  of  the  redemption  of  an 
African  woman  through  a Christian  mission  was  told.  We  then 
played  a recording,  of  Christian  Hymns,  "Ambassador's  Quartet" 
made  by  Christian  natives  of  Rhodesia,  and  an  African  Folk  Tale, 
"Two  Villages"  was  read. 

At  the  sound  of  the  "call  drum"  each  person  was  told  to  greet 
others  of  different  circles  with  the  African  greeting,  Losako  to 
be  responded  to  with  a proverb  which  had  been  given  out  with 
name  cards  as  the  guests  had  entered.  The  response  to  this  little 
game  was  enthusiastic  and  the  fellowship  was  fine.  The  call  drum 
invited  the  group  for  refreshments  at  a prettily  decorated  table. 
There  was  an  attendance  of  50. 

We  are  now  participating  in  the  Luke  study  taught  by  the 
pastor.  Had  United  Nations  study  in  the  fall.

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NEWS  FROM  DR.  VELA  CLEVELAND 

I have  been  to  Kolar  twice  since  writing  to 
you.  First,  I went  to  get  the  car  which  Esther  had 
had  since  conference  time.  She  had  had  several 
repair  jobs  done  on  it  in  Babgalore.  The  second 
weekend  in  Kolar  was  for  several  good  reasons. 
First,  it  was  Hospital  Day  Sunday.  Second  Sun- 
day in  February  throughout  our  church  in  India 
is  Hospital  Day.  Each  church  that  day  emphasizes 
our  medical  projects  and  the  offerings  that  day  go 
for  their  support.  Mr.  Nilajagi  was  to  preach  the  morning  service  in 
the  Kolar  church  so  the  Nilajagis  went  with  me.  Also,  it  was  Saro- 
jini's  birthday  (the  Nilajagi's  daughter  who  is  a midwifery  student 
in  Kolar)  so  it  was  good  for  the  Nilajagis  to  go  for  that  as  well. 
Betty  Benson,  with  whom  I'm  living,  had  never  been  to  Kolar 
although  she's  been  trying  to  find  a weekend  to  go  with  me  all 
winter.  So  this  was  a good  one  for  her  to  go  too.  And  then,  just 
to  give  her  a good  time  and  new  experience,  we  took  Alice's  little 
servant  girl.  She  had  never  been  out  of  Tumkur;  she  had  never 
been  in  an  automobile  until  just  before  Christmas  when  I took  her 


to  the  post  office  one  day.  That  day  she  was  so  excited  she  was 
hanging  on  the  edge  of  her  seat  and  her  eyes  were  sparkling  and 
her  face  beaming.  Going  to  Kolar,  Thahira  didn't  miss  a thing. 
When  I'd  point  out  something  to  Alice  to  be  sure  that  Thahira  saw 
and  understood,  she  would  have  already  pointed  it  out  to  Alice 
to  ask  about.  She  was  so  excited  about  the  weekend,  she  didn't 


sleep  Friday  night  and  stayed  awake  on  the  way  until  after  we 
left  Bangalore  about  noon.  Suddenly  she  was  asleep,  but  not  for 
long.  The  stopping  of  the  car  awakened  her — and,  in  India  you 
are  always  slowing  suddenly,  or  stopping,  because  of  the  pigs, 
the  cows,  the  buffaloes,  the  sheep,  the  goats,  the  bicycles,  the 
bullock  carts,  or  just  people  on  foot  who  are  in  the  middle  of  the 
road  and  who  move  slowly  out  of  the  way,  (or  even  cross  over  to 
the  other  side  when  you  blow  your  horn.)  Saturday  night  she 
didn't  sleep  for  every  time  she  lay  down  and  closed  her  eyes  she 
had  the  sensation  of  going  forward  which  was  so  disconcerting 
she'd  have  to  sit  up  or  stand  up.  Esther  had  told  Gillings,  one  of 
our  ward  aids  who  sleeps  on  our  verandah,  that  Thahira  was  com- 
ing and  could  be  her  guest.  I don't  know  who  was  more  thrilled 
over  the  weekend,  Gillings  or  Thahira.  It  was  certainly  a memor- 
able event  for  Thahira. 

Mr.  Nilajagi  preached  in  the  Kolar  church  that  Sunday  morn- 
ing. Various  parts  of  the  program  were  taken  by  various  members 
of  our  hospital  staff.  They  were  the  ushers  also.  A solo  was  sung 
by  Devapriah,  our  young  "butler"  of  whom  I've  told  you  before. 
He  was  accompanied  by  various  instruments  such  as  drums,  har- 
monium, violin,  cymbals,  etc.  In  7 of  the  villages  around  Kolar 
other  groups  went  by  car,  by  bus,  by  ambulance,  etc.,  to  present 
the  day's  service  in  that  church  group.  Alice  and  Sarojini  (and 
Thahira  with  them — her  first  Christian  service  to  attend)  went  with 
a group  to  two  of  these  villages  where  Alice  spoke  to  them. 

This  is  the  harvesting  season  when  all  the  crops  are  cut  and 
then  are  threshed  and  winnowed.  When  you  see  the  Biblical 
pictures  of  Ruth  gleaning  in  the  fields  of  Boaz  where  the  grain 
is  being  cut  by  hand,  and  where  in  the  distance  you  see  the 
animals  going  'round  and  'round  on  the  threshing  floor  breaking 
down  the  stalks  and  treading  the  grain  out  of  the  ears  and  heads, 
and  where  you  see  another  group  of  people  pouring  the  grain 
down  from  a high  place  for  the  wind  to  blow  out  the  dust  and 
chaff — well,  that  is  exactly  a picture  of  what  has  been  going  on 
here  now  for  the  past  two  months.  A section  of  the  field  is  flattened 
and  smoothed  down.  This  "floor"  is  smeared  over  with  cow  dung 
to  give  a smooth  firm  surface.  Every  evening  as  the  day's  work 
is  over  this  is  wet  down  and  smoothed  (maybe  more  dung  is 
added)  and  made  ready  for  the  next  day's  work.  Two  bullocks 
pull  a huge  granite  roller,  about  a yard  in  diameter,  in  circles 
around  the  "floor"  which  has  been  spread  with  the  cut  grain  stalks. 
These  stalks  and  straw  are  later  picked  up  and  stacked  to  one  side 
(for  future  use)  and  the  grain  is  swept  up.  We  have  a heavy  wind 
at  this  season  much  of  the  time.  So,  when  a round  flat  basket  is 
filled  with  the  threshed  grain  and  it  is  poured  slowly  from  about 
head  height  into  a container  on  the  floor,  one  can  see  a cloud  of 
dust  and  chaff  being  blown  free  from  the  grain.  It  has  been  guite 
interesting  to  watch  from  time  to  time.  (There  has  been  a threshing 
floor  just  over  the  compound  wall  behind  our  bungalow.  I have 
been  able  to  watch  the  proceedings  for  a few  minutes  at  various 
times  each  day  from  the  flat  roof  just  outside  my  bathroom.) 

Being  the  harvesting  season  it  is  a slack  season  for  the  hos- 
pital. Everyone  is  too  busy  to  bother  to  bring  the  sick  to  the  hospi- 


tal unless  it  is  a great  emergency.  As  I took  a tour  through  the 
hospital,  last  weekend,  it  was  not  too  full  or  crowded — except  the 
maternity  unit  and  new-born  nursery  which  is  always  full.  I went 
through  our  two  new  buildings  which  we  hope  will  be  ready  for 
furnishing  by  the  end  of  March — at  least  the  maternity  unit  and 
the  downstairs  of  the  new  staff  guarters.  Buildings  go  up  so  fast 
there  at  home  I know  you'll  wonder  why  it  should  take  over 
two  years  to  build  a one  story,  not  too  large  building!  Finally 
enough  iron  has  become  available  to  complete  the  roof  of  the 
maternity  building.  A larger  contracting  firm  has  been  building 
the  Staff  Quarters  so  that  materials  have  been  more  easily  attain- 
able and  this  building  we  hope  will  be  ready  in  a total  of  about 
15  months.  We  have  a lot  of  plans  for  some  remodeling  and  shifting 
of  wards  about  when  these  two  buildings  are  ready  and  we  can 
move  into  them — but  these  I'll  let  you  in  on  as  they  become  a bit 
more  concrete  and  possible  to  carry  out. 

And  so,  as  I go  back  to  Kanarese  with  its  relative  participles 
and  participial  nouns  (which  I don't  like),  and  Until  next  month.

NOTE:  I am,  indeed,  sorry  that  you  have  not  received  your 
report  books,  handbooks  and  guides,  and  assure  you  it  was  no 
fault  of  mine,  nor  the  fault  of  the  Division,  just  one  of  those  things 
that  happens  when  we  go  out  of  one  Quadrennium  into  the  other. 
As  you  know,  we  have  just  entered  our  1960-1964  Quadrennium, 
and  let  me  urge  you  to  make  a study  of  the  Theme  and  Goals  for 
60-64. 

The  Treasurer  reports  on  the  same  dates  she  has  been  re- 
porting, but  the  Promotion  Secretary  only  reports  twice  and  that 
is  November  10th  and  May  10th.  I feel  sure  I will  have  received 
the  report  books  before  that  time,  and  have  them  in  your  hands.  We 
have  many  changes  in  the  Promotion  Secretary's  report,  but  you 
will  not  have  any  trouble  if  you  will  only  read  the  instructions 
you  will  receive  with  the  books,  and  follow  them  for  they  are  very 
explicit. 

If  you  District  Supply  Chairmen  have  not  sent  out  your  Sup- 
ply Askings,  will  you  please  do  so  at  once.  This  should  have 
reached  the  local  level  back  in  May.  I am  receiving  letters  from 
two  districts  stating  they  have  not  received  their  Askings. 

We  are  growing  and  we  are  concerned  and  working,  but  we 
have  many  many  things  to  accomplish.  Will  you  join  me  in  making 
a deeper  commitment,  so  we  will  be  able  to  do  our  Guild  work  in 
a more  efficient  manner.

Woman,  page  13.  A wealth  of  research  material  is  available  from 
our  Board  of  Temperance,  and  Literature  headquarters.  Speak  to 
your  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  to  your  pas- 
tor, if  you  do  not  already  know  of  their  plans.  Offer  the  co-opera- 
tion of  your  Guild.

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  RETREAT 

I am  happy  to  report  that  a conference  wide  Spiritual  Life 
Retreat  will  be  held  at  Hodges  Garden,  near  Many,  Louisiana, 
January  21,  22,  1961. 

Hodges  Garden  is  the  perfect  setting  for  a Retreat.  We  have 
been  granted  the  use  of  the  Lodge  built  for  the  Centenary  Choir. 
The  lodge  has  year-round  air  conditioning.  It  has  adequate  sleep- 
ing quarters  and  assembly  space  for  about  fifty.  The  assembly 
room  has  a huge  fire  place.  The  gardens  will  be  featuring  camel- 
lias at  that  time  (they  hope).  I cannot  say  too  much  in  favor  of  the 
setting.  These  gardens  are  becoming  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of 
the  south.  One  has  to  see  them  to  appreciate  the  georgeous  dis- 
play of  nature  and  man's  design  at  every  turn  and  bend. 

Since  this  is  a new  venture,  the  lodge  capacity  is  limited,  and 
we  have  no  operating  fund  for  such  a retreat,  and  most  important 
of  all — a retreat  needs  to  be  on  a small  beginning — we  are  setting 
a quota  of  five  for  each  district.  This  is  in  addition  to  any  con- 
ference officers  within  your  district.  The  publicity  will  go  out 
to  the  District  Secretary  and  District  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life. 
These  will  be  responsible  for  the  selection  and  plan  whereby 
the  quota  of  five  is  reached.  If  any  district  cannot  fill  the  quota, 
then  other  districts  will  have  an  opportunity  to  send  more  than 
five. 

The  management  of  the  Gardens  will  provide  linens,  serve 
the  meals,  and  serve  us.  All  we  have  to  do  is  bring  personal 
things.  The  cost  will  be  approximately  $8.50  each.  There  will 
be  a lee  of  $1.50  per  person  to  be  paid  at  the  gate.  The  payment 
of  the  remaining  $7.00  will  be  explained  in  the  letter  going  out 
this  week. 

We  hope  every  district  will  be  represented.  Let  us  all  unite 
in  prayer  that  this  will  be  truly  a re-awakening  of  His  Spirit  in 
our  life. 


MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 

Agnes  Miller,  (Mrs.  Austin),  Conference  Chairman 

Study  classes  in  the  Guild  are  on  the  increase  as  the  year 
goes  on.  Still  we  have  a very  long  way  to  go  this  year  if  we 
hope  to  have  as  many  Jurisdictional  Credits  as  we  did  last  year. 
In  1959-1960  there  were  106  JR  and  Efficiency  credits  issued.  So 
far  this  year  there  have  been  only  nineteen.  There  were  very 
few  courses  undertaken  in  the  summer,  but  with  the  coming  of 
cooler  weather  Guilds  seem  to  be  studying  again. 

Of  the  nineteen  credits  granted  up  to  the  end  of  November, 
the  Alexandria  District  leads  with  five.  Baton  Rouge  and  Lake 
Charles  have  three  each.  Monroe,  New  Orleans,  and  Shreveport 
have  two  each,  and  Lafayette  and  Ruston  have  one.  There  have 
been  seven  studies  on  Basic  Christian  Beliefs,  six  on  Into  All 
the  World  Together,  three  on  Luke's  Portrait  of  Christ,  and  one 
each  on  Africa,  The  Church's  Mission  in  Town  and  Country, 
and  on  Heritage  and  Horizons  in  Home  Missions.  There  were 
247  Guilders  who  took  the  courses  .for  credit,  with  65  who  visited. 
This  gave  312  who  took  part  in  the  nineteen  studies. 

THE  MISSION  TOUR  of  the  Quadrennium  is  scheduled  this 
summer  for  the  Guilds  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  Flight 
from  International  Airport  will  leave  San  Antonio  for  Mexico  City 
on  June  3.  Two  glorious  weeks  will  be  spent  in  Mexico,  sight 
seeing  and  visiting  Methodist  work  there.  Among  Methodist 
centers  visited  will  be  the  school  in  Puebla  and  the  Gante  Street 
Church  in  Mexico  City.  Xoxcmilco  Gardens,  the  Pyramids,  Taxco, 
Cuernavaca,  San  Jose  Perua  will  be  other  high  spots  on  the 
tour.  Return  to  San  Antonio  will  be  on  June  17. 

Complete  information  about  the  tour  has  been  sent  to  all 
District  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education.  The  total  cost  will 
be  $259.50,  from  San  Antonio  and  return.  The  price  includes 
air  fare,  hotels  (first  class),  transfers  of  baggage  with  tips,  sight- 
seeing, and  tips  in  hotels.  No  meals  are  included.  A deposit  of 
$50.00  is  asked.  All  checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Mrs.  H. 
C.  Pletz,  P.  O.  Box  8192,  San  Antonio,  and  sent  with  a regis- 
tration blank.  All  registrations  wUl  be  forwarded  to  Mrs.  Hazel 
Dabney,  Jurisdiction  Secretary. 

The  Second  tour  of  the  summer  will  be  to  Europe  and  the 
Holy  Land.  The  climax  o;  this  tour  will  come  with  the  conference 
of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  in  Oslo  from  August 
17  to  25.  It  will  include  London,  Parish,  Switzerland,  Rome,  Athens, 
Beirut,  Damascus,  Vienna,  Copenhagen,  Stockholm,  and  Oslo. 
Dates  for  the  tour  are  July  11  through  August  26.  It  will  also  be 
directed  by  Alice  Pletz,  and  will  cost  $1795  from  New  York. 
A deposit  of  $200  will  be  required  at  time  of  registration,  and 
should  be  sent  to  Alice  Pletz  Tours,  815  Travis  Bldg.,  San  Antonio.

ana Guild  missionary.  Dr. 
Vela  Cleveland.  The  Opel- 
ousas Guild  arranged  for 
the  address  and  had  a 
reception  honoring  Dr. 
Esther  following  the  talk 
and  the  showing  of  slides. 
Guild  and  W.  S.  C.  S. 
people  attended  from 
Rayne,  New  Iberia,  Lafay- 
ette, Lake  Charles,  Port 
Barre,  and  Bunkie. 

The  Lafayette  District 
fall  coaching  conference 
was  entertained  by  the 
Abbeville  Guild.  In  spite 
of  rainy  weather,  mem- 
bers attended  from  all 
units  in  the  district.  Pro- 
gram planning  for  this 
meeting  was  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Marjorie 
Holloway,  President  of  the 
Lafayette  Guild.

MISS  LILLIAN  lOHNSON  WRITES  US 

(At  the  invitation  of  your  editor.  Miss  Johnson  wrote  the 
following  letter  to  Louisiana  Guilders.  It  was  omitted  from  the 
January  issue.  Those  of  us  who  know  "Lillian"  appreciate  her 
fine  leadership  in  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  work,  as  she  directs 
our  program  at  General  office.  Her  letter  throws  out  a challenge 
to  Louisiana  Guilders.) 

From  our  Woman's  Division  in  New  York  our  Executive 
Secretary  visits  us  by  letter: 

Dear  Friends  of  Louisiana  Wesleyan  Service  Guild: 

I am  happy  to  greet  you  in  your  Guild  Month  issue  of  the 
GUILD  TIMES.  I also  want  to  take  the  opportunity  to  greet  the 
editor,  to  congratulate  her  on  this  excellent  paper,  and  to  thank 
her  for  sending  it  to  me  regularly. 

As  I am  jotting  down  these  few  lines  to  send  to  Elizabeth, 
my  mind  is  still  on  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
that  we  have  had  today.  This  meeting  is  always  an  extremely 
interesting  one,  for  it  is  the  time  when  all  the  askings  from  mis- 
sionaries, deaconesses,  and  other  workers  are  studied.  As  we 
listen  to  the  reports  from  the  departments  and  the  Section  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  and  as  we  examine  the  dockets  prepared  for 
this  meeting,  we  get  a picture  of  what  is  happening  around  the 
world  because  of  our  giving.  The  work  you  are  doing  is  really 
wonderful,  and  you  should  be  very  happy  about  the  part  you 
are  taking. 

However,  there  has  also  been  sadness  for  us  today,  as  one 
executive  secretary  after  the  other  tells  of  the  needs  we  are  not 
able  to  meet.  When  we  have  to  slash  budgets  and  tell  our 
workers  we  cannot  supply  many  things  they  need  in  order  to 
reach  out  with  the  gospel  of  Christ,  we  wish  there  were  some 
way  to  awaken  people  to  the  needs  of  others  and  to  force  them 
to  compare  our  abundance  with  our  brother's  want.  I do  not 
mean  to  "preach"  about  the  giving,  but  I know  that  tonight  this 
matter  weighs  heavily  on  the  minds  and  hearts  of  all  those  who 
attended  this  meeting  today. 

In  September,  the  new  members  of  the  Woman's  Division 
Guild  Committee  were  elected.  I am  personally  very  pleased  with 
the  choices  that  were  made,  although  there  were  others  we  also 
would  like  to  have  had  as  members  of  the  committee.  Those  who 
did  the  choosing  had  a difficult  time  in  making  decisions.  But 
there  will  be  other  times  for  some  of  these  capable  people  to 
serve  on  the  committee  and  there  are  always  places  where  such 
Guild  members  can  make  their  contribution. 

One  of  the  newly  elected  members  of  the  committee  said 
today  that  she  feels  we  have  a wonderful  opportunity  in  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  right  now,  and  that  she  feels  a great 
challenge  in  being  asked  to  work  in  this  spot.  In  recognition  of 
this  opportunity,  the  Woman's  Division  has  made  possible  the 
development  of  our  program  in  several  different  ways,  such  as 
the  inclusion  of  the  chairmen  of  three  lines  of  work  in  the  pattern 
for  the  school  of  missions.

This  is  also  very  important  as 
we  have  a time  limit,  and  if  your  report  comes  to  me  four  days 
late,  then  your  conference  secretary  only  has  ONE  day  to  compile, 
correct  and  get  off  to  the  New  York  Office  and  Jurisdiction  Secre- 
tary. As  business  women  you  can  see  this  is  impossible.  We 
are  doing  the  work,  but  failing  to  report  it  accurately  and  on  time. 
Will  you  help  me  correct  this? 

HANDBOOK — Have  you  received  your  copy?  They  are  avail- 
able at  Literature  Headguarters  for  only  50c.  Each  officer  and 
member  should  have  one. 

WORLD  BANKS:  Are  you  using  the  World  Banks?  It  is 
a good  way  to  increase  your  giving  above  your  pledge  and  pro- 
mote an  increase  in  Missions. 

MEMBERSHIP:  Are  you  satisfied  with  what  you  have  done 
in  your  Unit  or  district  about  membership?  This  should  be  of 
great  concern  to  us.  Some  district  secretaries  have  sent  out  SMALL 
TEAMS  to  cultivate  and  organize  new  Guilds.  Have  you  used 
the  same  procedure?  I have  checked  with  many  pastors  within 
the  Conference  and  find  we  should,  or  could,  have  at  least  fifty 
or  more  new  Guilds. 

DISTRICT  LEADERSHIP  TRAINING  PLAN:  You  will  hear  more 
about  the  Leadership  Training  after  our  Jurisdiction  Guild  Secre- 
tary returns  from  Leadership  Training  Conference  in  Connecticut, 
March  6-10. 

SEMINAR  IN  MINATURE:  Have  you  planned  a "Seminar  in 
Minature"  on  The  Family  in  a World  of  Rapid  Social  Change.

It  presents  clear  explanations  of  the  different  phases 
of  Missionary  Education  that  will  be  of  very  real  help  to  every 
Guild. 

Resource  publications  for  the  studies  are  stressed  in  the  new 
Handbook.  These  are  the  PROGRAM  BOOK,  THE  METHODIST 
WOMAN,  the  WORLD  OUTLOOK,  the  DO  YOU  KNOW?  phamplets, 
and  the  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  DIVISION  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE.  Especially  helpful  are  the  articles  in  the 
METHODIST  WOMAN  and  the  WORLD  OUTLOOK  written  for  each 
of  the  studies  in  turn  throughout  the  year. 

JR  Studies  continue  to  come  in  steadily.  Credits  earned  by 
districts  from  June  1 through  March  4 of  this  conference  year  are: 
Alexandria — 8,  Baton  Rouge — 8,  Lafayette — 3,  Lake  Charles — 4, 
Monroe — 4,  New  Orleans — 5,  Ruston — 3,  and  Shreveport — 7. 

This  gives  a total  of  42  Jurisdictional  Credits.  Of  these  23 
have  been  reported  since  the  first  of  December.  To  date  305 
Guilders  have  taken  courses  for  credit.  Three  hundred  guests  have 
also  attended  the  sessions.

WANTA  MAKE  PRALINES? 

Louisiana  Conference  Guild  members  cannot  come  together 
without  there  also  appearing  good  eats,  electric  gadgets  for  coffee 
making,  etc.,  etc.  The  prize  dish  appearing  at  Hodges  Gardens 
was  brought  by  Rosa  McCullough  of  DeRidder  Guild.  Her 
sister,  Lou  Bienvenu  of  the  Susie  Jones  Guild , DeRidder,  made 
the  famous  pralines.  Of  course  we  promised  to  put  the  recipe  in 
Guild  Times,  so  here  'tis. 


Mexican  Pralines — (Lou  Bienvenu,  Susie  Jones  Guild,  DeRidder) 

Combine  in  saucepan  2 cups  granulated  sugar  and  1 small 
can  of  evaporated  milk  plus  enough  water  to  make  one  cup. 
Start  it  cooking  on  a medium  fire. 

In  a heavy  skillet  put  1 cup  sugar  and  caramelize.  Remove 
first  mixture  from  fire  and  SLOWLY  add  the  melted  sugar. 
(This  must  be  done  off  the  fire,  and  slowly,  as  it  boils  up). 
Return  to  fire  and  cook  until  it  forms  a soft  ball  in  cold  water — 
if  a candy  thermometer  is  used,  cook  until  1 Vz  notches  above 
soft  ball  mark.  Remove  from  fire  and  add  about  l/B  stick  of 
butter,  1 teaspoon  vanilla  and  4 cups  pecans.  Stir  until  mixture 
changes  color  and  consistency.  Drop  by  spoonfuls  onto  waxed 
paper.

VELA  CLEVELAND'S  COLUMN 


Beginning  with  the  September  issue  of  Guild  Times,  our  own 
Dr.  Vela  Cleveland,  missionary  to  India,  will  visit  you  by  letter. 
So  many  Guilders  and  friends  want  to  keep  in  touch  with  Vela 
that  we  have  invited  her  to  share  her  experience  with  us  thru  the 
pages  of  Guild  Times.  You  who  have  been  receiving  Vela's  month- 
ly letters,  via  Lillian  Gaines,  will  now  hear  from  Vela  thru  Guild 
Times.  This  will  give  Vela  more  time  for  her  many  demands  as  a 
medical  missionary  and  will  permit  more  of  us  at  home  to  have 
first-hand  news  from  her.  And  all  it  costs  YOU  is  a subscription  to 
Guild  Times  ($1.00). 

In  Vela's  March  letter  she  told  of  additional  duties  assigned 

her: 

March  2,  1961 

Dear  Guilders  and  Friends, 

. , . . I wrote  you  last  while  on  my  way  to  Central  Conference 
— comparable  to  Jurisdictional  Conference — in  Hyderabad.  It  was 
very  interesting  and  informative  of  our  All-India  Methodist  business. 

One  recommendation  of  Central  Conference  is  that  we  should 
have  a Fellowship  of  our  Methodist  medical  workers — one  in 
North  India  and  one  in  South  India,  which  will  be  called  the  North 
and  South  India  (Methodist)  Medical  Fellowships.  Today  we  are 
on  our  way  to  our  first  meeting  of  the  South  I.  M.  F.  meeting  in 
Bider.  This  will  be  a two  and  one-half  day  meeting — some  clinical 
reports,  case  reports,  information  reports,  reports  from  all  the 
various  dispensaries,  centers,  hospitals,  etc.,  pictures  from  various 
places,  etc.  The  main  object  is  closer  fellowship  and  cooperation 
between  our  various  medical  units  and  give  our  isolated  units  a 
chance  for  inspiration  and  fellowship  with  the  medical  workers  of 
our  church.  It  really  is  a small  group  with  representatives  from 
each  unit  according  to  the  size  of  the  unit. 

Another  action  of  the  Medical  Council  Meeting  was  to  elect 
me  as  Secretary  of  the  All-India  Methodist  Medical  Scholarship 
Committee.  This  job  I was  sort  of  holding  together  while  Esther 
was  on  furlough.  But  now  that  I'm  actually  "it"  I find  I never  get 
through.  In  the  first  place  all  forms  and  blanks  have  been  revised. 
These  have  been  organized  and  procedures  set  up — all  of  which 
I had  to  do — and  then  get  them  to  the  printers.  Then  all  the  cor- 
respondence with  all  new  applicants  for  entrance  into  Medical 
School  in  July,  1961,  sending  them  new  forms,  getting  information 
out  to  key  people  in  all  11  Conferences  in  India  in  re  procedure  for 
applying  for  scholarship,  plus  thank-you  letters  to  people  at  home 
who  send  money  gifts  out  through  the  New  York  office  to  be  used 
for  scholarships,  plus  contacting  students  to  write  thank-you  notes 
also.  We  have  71  scholarship  students  at  the  present,  mostly 
medical  students  although  we  have  some  in  certificate  nursing, 
some  in  BSC  nursing,  some  graduate  nursing  students,  pharmacists, 
technicians,  etc.  Most  of  them  are  in  Christian  Medical  College, 
Vellore,  and  Mrs.  Bob  Chappell  keeps  close  contact  with  them  for 
me.  The  next  largest  group  is  in  Christian  Medical  College,  Lud- 
hiana and  Mrs.  Garst  keeps  close  contact  with  them  for  me — and 
with  Dr.  Masih,  assistant  secretary  for  the  North.  19  students  are  in 
the  various  medical  colleges  and  schools  run  by  government.  Dr. 
Masih  and  I must  keep  tabs  on  these  students.  This  is  really  a big 
job  and  really  is  keeping  me  quite  busy — especially  as  I'm  now 

doing  full  time  work  in  the  hospital

Since  June  21,  I have  been  very  busy  in  meetings  and  have 
not  had  the  opportunity  to  answer  your  many  wonderful  letters. 
Now  I would  like  to  take  this  means  of  recognizing  them.  They 
were  deeply  appreciated  and  I can  assure  you  it  encourages  me  to 
go  forward  in  our  Guild  program.  We  all  realize  that  we  are 
living  in  a changed  and  troubled  world  and  the  demands  are  very 
great. 

Our  Guild  Weekend  at  Camp  Brewer  was  very  encouraging. 
We  had  a capacity  crowd.  The  program  was  very  fine  and  the 
attendance  of  the  eight  or  nine  younger  Guild  women  helped 
to  make  the  weekend  most  rewarding.  Their  presence  was  a 
challenge  to  us. 

We  met  our  quota  of  twenty-one  for  the  Jurisdiction  Guild 
Weekend  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  Also  the  Conference  Secretary  and 
three  Lines  of  Work  were  represented  at  the  Jurisdiction  School  of 
Missions.  I have  just  returned  from  the  Conference  School  of 
Missions  which  was  held  at  Centenary  College.  Our  Guild  Clinic 
was  the  best  yet,  with  some  thirty-five  or  forty  in  attendance,  with 
great  interest  and  participation  from  all. 

Miss  Sarah  Quillen,  in  reporting  on  the  pioneering  type  of 
work  she  has  done  in  Conferences,  made  these  observations; 

1.  Many  Guilds  are  doing  quality  work. 

2.  One  problem  is  that  the  Guild  is  not  always  recognized  as 
an  organization  of  employed  women. 

3.  We  need  to  interpret  the  uniqueness  of  the  Guild.  We 
have  too  much  of  the  sameness  of  both  organizations. 

4.  We  must  be  careful  in  choosing  leadership. 

5.  We  must  do  more  officer  training. 

She  also  stressed  the  importance  of  enlisting  young  women  who 
are  noticeably  absent. 

I would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  number  four,  and  I 
quote:  "We  must  be  careful  in  choosing  leadership.  To  have  a 
wide  awake  organization,  we  must  have  officers  who  are  con- 
cerned and  who  are  willing  to  make  a sacrifice  by  attending 
meetings". 

It  is  also  very  important  for  Lines  of  Work  to  channel  ma- 
terial to  corresponding  Lines  of  Work  as  soon  as  it  is  received 
and  always  send  a copy  to  your  District  Secretary  if  if  is  on  the 
District  level,  marked  "For  your  information".  If  it  is  a Conference 
Office  channeling  material,  send  a copy  to  the  Conference  Sec- 
retary, marked  "For  your  information".  This  is  very  important. 

Our  Officers'  Training  will  be  held  at  Camp  Brewer  September 
9 and  10.  All  District  and  Conference  Officers  are  expected  to 
attend.  The  meeting  will  open  Saturday  afternoon. 

Please  let  me  thank  you  again  for  your  cooperation,  your 
concern,  and  your  witness.

A new  idea  has  come  to  the  Guilds  of  Louisiana  for  service 
to  our  full  time  workers.  Lists  of  deaconesses,  active  missionaries, 
retired  missionaries,  and  others  who  have  gone  out  from  Louisiana, 
or  who  are  working  here,  have  been  sent  to  the  District  Chairmen 
of  Missionary  Education  for  distribution  to  the  local  Guilds.  The 
idea  is  for  the  locals  to  remember  these  workers  with  cards  and 
letters  (but  NOT  GIFTS)  on  their  birthdays  and  at  other  times 
such  as  Christmas  and  Easter.  It  will  be  just  a small  way  for  us 
to  let  them  know  they  are  in  our  thoughts  and  prayers. 

The  first  quarter  is  over  and  we  are  well  on  our  way  in  the

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WORKERS  WITH  THE  MASTER 
GARDENER 


ILLUSTRATED  POSTER  "WORK  WITH  THE  MASTER  GARDENER" 

Requests  were  made  for  copies  of  the  script  used  when 
"WORKERS  FOR  THE  MASTER  GRADENER"  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  Alvin  Sandifer  and  members  of  Alexandria  District  at  the 
Guild  Weekend.  With  the  use  of  a large  poster,  mounted  on  an 
easel,  a picture  of  a church  surrounded  by  a green  lawn,  introduced 
the  illustrated  presentation.  As  the  speaker  gave  the  following,  the 
landscape  grew,  both  in  beauty  and  meaning;  as  illustrated  draw- 
ings were  added  to  the  landscape; 

"We  are  stewards  to  whom  God  entrusts  the  bounties  of  the 
earth.  We  should  use  these  bounties  to  reflect  His  glory,  giving 
a good  account  of  our  stewardship  as  workers  with  the  Master 
Gardener. 

"Surprised  to  see  a church  situated  as  this  one?  It's  more 
surprising  still  to  see  a beautiful  garden  grow  up  around  it  before 
our  eyes — this  garden  is  one  of  Christian  service.  As  we  go  into 
this  garden,  we  must  accept  the  responsibility  of  tending  the  vines 
planted  in  it,  and  great  is  our  responsibility,  for  all  manner  of  things 
are  there  to  spoil  the  vines. 

"Starting  with  a Christ-centered  church  from  which  to  draw 
inspiration — and  power  and  motivation — let  us  see  what  we  have 
brought  into  bloom  this  1960-61. 

I.  First,  of  course,  is  the  need  of  a POOL  in  our  garden. 
Water  gives  nourishment  and  growth.  This  pool  represents  our 
programs,  reflecting  in  its  waters  the  beauty  of  all  our  work. 

II.  Close  by  the  church  we  place  a wide  spreading  ELM 
TREE,  representing  our  Christian  Social  Relations.  Some  branches 
extending  toward  the  church,  others  into  the  community  and 
beyond.  . . Our  United  Nations  interests,  our  World  Community 
Days  and  'voting'  for  all  Guild  women. 

III.  A FOUNTAIN  keeps  the  water  deep  and  pure.  This 
represents  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  free  flowing  of 
ourselves,  our  service  and  our  gifts.  Many  Guilds  took  as  many 
as  three  JR  Studies,  some  only  two,  others  one,  and  a very  few  took 
all  four.  Vela's  letters  have  given  us  much  information,  as  has  other 
missionary  notes. 

IV.  A fruitful  APPLE  TREE,  shedding  fragrance  and  beauty 
over  the  garden,  represents  our  Spiritual  Life  . . . our  devotionals 
at  each  meeting,  our  prayer  groups,  our  worship  settings  that  have 
become  more  meaningful  and  beautiful  at  our  unit  meetings,  our 
Day  Apart,  our  Retreats,  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial,  World 
Day  of  Prayer,  and  our  Quiet  Meals. 

V.  A sturdy  OAK  TREE  represents  Finances.  Some  branches 
toward  our  church,  others  toward  home  missions  and  still  others 
stretch  out  toward  foreign  lands.  We  see  money  transformed 
into  service  and  spiritual  values. 

VI.  FLOWERS,  singly  or  in  groups,  represent  Supply.  Our 
Askings  for  Lucknow  Conference,  for  Epworth  Village  and  for 
Dulac. 

VII.  A BOOK  on  the  bench  tells  of  our  subscriptions  to  The 
Methodist  Woman,  World  Outlook  and  Guild  Times. 

VIII.  The  STEPPING  STONES  must  be  there— our  officers— 
our  workers — yes,  for  all  Guild  members,  for  all  must  be  active. 

IX.  Lastly,  the  RAINBOW,  which  signifies  our  hopes,  dreams, 
plans  for  the  new  Guild  year.  As  the  garden  expands,  I trust  it 
will  grow  ever  nearer  the  church,  with  the  center  in  God. 

"Gardening  is  a work  which  is  never  completed.  Now  that 


this  garden  has  bloomed,  should  we  not  begin  thinking  of  our 
next  season — fertilizing,  cultivating,  planning  and  planting  all  over 
again? 

"Let  us  pray:  Oh  Christ,  whose  busy  hands  worked  at  the 
carpenter  trade,  speak  to  us,  the  working  women.  We  know  the 
long  day  of  labor.  We  were  few  yesterday,  who  left  their  homes 
to  work,  but  today  we  are  many  and  our  problems  are  many. 
O'  Master  Workman,  make  our  hands  your  hands.  O'  Master

The  quota  of  21  Guilders  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  who 
attended  the  Guild  Weekend  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  reported  a record 
attendance  from  the  eight  states  comprising  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction.  Mrs.  Hazel  Dabney,  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Secretary 
steered  the  busy  weekend  program  to  a successful  close.  589 
registrations  from  sixteen  conferences  represented  1,484  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds  in  the  Jurisdiction  with  a total  of  35,043  Guild 
members.  Plans  for  this  quadrennium  (60-64)  were  made  by  the 
Guild  Committee  and  presented  in  clinics  and  workshops. 

In  all  phases  of  Guild  work  we  were  greatly  assisted  by  our 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division,  Miss  Lillian  Johnson  of  the 
New  York  Office.  Miss  Johnson  also  remained  for  the  School  of 
Missions  and  during  the  week,  was  honored  with  a dinner  attended 
by  all  Guild  delegates. 

Louisiana  is  proud  to  have  Miss  Arline  Tyler  on  the  Juris- 
diction Guild  Committee  as  Spiritual  Life  Chairman.  Evidence 
of  her  contribution  to  the  program  was  seen  in  the  beautiful  posters, 
worship  settings  and  her  worship  period  on  the  program.  Miss  Sue 
Batton,  our  Conference  Secretary,  headed  the  Committee  on 
Housing  and  she  and  those  who  assisted  her  had  about  the  busiest 
time  on  the  Mountain.  That  is,  with  one  exception.  Your  editor 
thinks  she  was  the  busiest  of  all.  Especially  after  we  got  into  the 
program  of  the  School  of  Missions.  Of  course  I had  excellent  help.

With  our  busy  program  we  did  not  miss  the  opportunity  of 
taking  a JR  Study.  The  privilege  of  taking  "The  Meaning  of 
Suffering"  under  Miss  Florence  Palmer  was  one  I shall  always 
remember.  Be  sure  to  have  this  Study  in  your  Guild. 

Louisiana  was  also  well  represented  at  the  School  of  Missions. 
We  are  always  proud  of  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  Shreveport,  and  Mrs. 
G.  W.  Dameron,  Pineville,  who  serve  on  the  Jurisdiction  level, 
and  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Ruston,  who  is  a member  of  the  Woman's 
Division  and  on  the  Guild  Committee.

SUPPLY  WORK 

Ruth  Guthrie,  (Mrs.  T.  D.),  Conference  Chairman 

PLEASE  NOTE;  "During  the  School  of  Missions  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah,  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  South  Central  Juris- 
diction saw  fit  to  place  DULAC  COMMUNITY  CENTER,  Dulac, 
Louisiana,  back  on  the  list  of  CASH  ASKINGS  for  the  Louisiana 
Guilds. 

The  amount  of  CASH  asked  for  is  $50.00,  to  help  toward  the 
purchasing  of  sports  materials,  art,  music  and  household  supplies. 

The  July  issue  of  Guild  Times  listed  all  other  SUPPLY  ASK- 
INGS, as  well  as  the  list  of  materials  which  your  cash  will  help 
to  provide.  Full  information  pertaining  to  our  Supply  work  has 
been  mailed  to  each  District  Chairman  of  Supply  Work.  I feel  sure 
that  you  have  made  the  proper  division  of  cash  askings  and  notified 
all  local  chairmen  and  your  district  treasurer  as  to  locations 
and  amount  of  cash  to  be  given  by  each  local  Guild  unit  during 
1961-62. 

We,  as  Guild  members,  have  a part  in  the  support  of  all  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Division  in  both  home  and  foreign  fields 
through  our  Supply  Work.  During  this  quadrennium  (1960-1964' 
we  are  thinking  especially  about  "town  and  country"  work  at 
home  and  children's  work,  including  training  programs  for  childrens 
workers  in  the  foreign  fields. 

The  rural  and  community  work  at  both  National  College,  Kan- 
sas City,  Missouri  and  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  offers 
training  for  students  preparing  for  rural  church  and  community 
work.  A variety  of  field  experiences  is  available  in  small  churches 
and  on  charges  in  rural  areas.  Students  work  independently,  but 
have  the  guidance  of  a field  supervisor  at  the  college,  so 
that  there  is  opportunity  lor  creative  growth  on  the  part  of  both 
the  student  and  the  church.  There  are  three  types  of  field  work: 
(1)  The  concurrent  placement,  in  which  the  student  makes  regular 
visits  on  Sunday  to  her  church  and  community;  (2)  The  weekend 
placement,  in  which  the  student  spends  the  weekend  as  a resident 
of  a community  while  working  there;  and  (3)  The  summer  place- 
ment, a 10-week  or  three  month  experience  in  a project  sponsore'i 
by  the  Woman's  Division,  working  with  a full  time,  experienced 
rural  worker.  The  weekend  and  s”mmer  placement  work  include 
maintenance  and  a financial  stipend. 

The  program  at  Dulac  Community  Center  includes  adult  edu- 
cation, recreation  lor  all  ages,  visitation,  personal  councilinq  and 
a kindergarten.  It  also  attempts  to  bring  health  education,  including 
an  understanding  of  nutrition  and  modem  methods  of  sanitation 
to  the  Houma  Indians  of  this  area,  deep  in  the  bayou  co”ntry. 
Dulac  is  isolated,  and  the  cost  of  private  medical  care  is  almos* 
prohibitive.  A full  double  page  coverage  of  the  work  at  Dulac  may 
be  found  in  the  January,  1961  issue  of  the  Methodist  Woman,  under 
the  title  "Miracle  at  Dulac". 

Cash  for  Supply  Work  in  our  foreign  fields  helps  to  provide 
educational  opportunities  for  children,  training  mothers  in  child 
care,  and  kindergarten  teachers,  both  in  Africa  and  in  Latin  America. 
They  also  have  social  and  evangelistic  centers  with  a church, 
school,  kindergarten,  clinics  and  a camping  program. 

In  Africa  there  are  homes  for  babies  whose  mothers  are 
patients  at  the  leprosy  colony.  The  babies  are  kept  in  the  baby  fold 
until  the  mother's  disease  is  arrested  and  she  is  discharged  from 
the  colony. 

SUPPLY  WORK  is  such  a vast  and  challenging  program.  I 
could  go  on  and  on,  but  space  does  not  permit.  Again,  I urge  you 
to  read  the  two  "DO  YOU  KNOW"  booklets  and  the  21st  Annual 
Report  of  the  Woman's  Division,  the  Methodist  Woman,  World 
Outlook,  Guild  Handbook,  and  THE  HANDBOOK  FOR  SECRE- 
TARIES OF  SUPPLY  WORK.  Make  your  program  come  alive  by 
bringing  these  locations,  types  of  work  and  workers  info  your 
midst  with  news  items  from  such  literature. 

Pray  daily  for  this  work  and  our  Christian  workers.  "At  mid- 
night Paul  and  Silas  prayed,  and  sang  praises  unto  God:  and  the 
prisoners  heard  them.  (Acts  16:25)  Remember:  Kindly  deeds  done 
in  the  day  will  be  as  music  at  midnight  to  the  soul".

The  thoughts  brought  by  Edith  set  the 
tone  for  the  presentation  that  followed. 

Mrs.  Emma  Mainous  presented  the  information  that  the  officers 
would  need  in  doing  their  jobs  more  effectively,  in  a very  interest- 
ing and  unigue  way.

Ellen  Thoburn  Cowen  Memorial  Hospital 
Kolar,  India — June,  1961 

Dear  Guilders  and  Friends, 

Although  I have  greeted  you  from  these  pages  before,  this  is 
really  the  first  time  I've  written  directly  to  you  through  the  Guild 
Times. 

We  have  now  been  back  from  our  wonderful  vacation  two 
weeks.  They  have  been  weeks  packed  full  of  work  and  corre- 
spondence as  well  as  hospital  duties.  As  I have  told  some  of  you, 
when  I used  to  see  pictures  of  people  on  vacation  in  houseboats 
on  Dal  Lake,  or  on  the  Jhelum  River  in  Kashmir,  little  did  I think 
I would  ever  be  one  of  those  lucky  ones.  For  one  month,  during 
May,  eight  of  us  spent  two  weeks  on  the  long  narrow  houseboat 
Isla,  and  two  weeks  camping  in  tents  in  Pahalgam.  We  could  just 
sit  in  the  living  room  and  the  little  boats,  or  shikaras,  would  come 
right  up  to  the  windows  with  all  sorts  of  wares.  We  were  always 
being  inveigled  into  looking  at  beautiful  shawls,  or  embroidered 
leather  handbags,  or  walnut  wood-carvings  or  even  just  candies  and 
fruits.  We  were  on  Jhelum  River,  across  the  river  from  the  Post 
Office,  and  we  saw  very  few  of  the  vegetable  or  flower  shikaras. 
However,  when  we  would  take  a shikara  ride  out  to  Dal  Lake 
we  would  see  shikara  loaded  down  with  all  kinds  of  beautiful 
flowers.  In  our  group  were  six  Methodist  missionaries  and  two 
others  from  the  New  Tribes  Mission.  We  were  three  doctors,  three 
nurses,  and  two  business  people.  Our  weather  in  Srinagar  was 
good  the  whole  two  weeks  and  we  thoroughly  enjoyed  sitting  on 
top  of  the  boat  in  the  sun  to  watch  the  boat  loads  of  wood,  bricks, 
sand,  etc.  float  down  the  river  beside  us,  as  local  as  our  shopping 
tours  and  visits  to  paper  mache  factories,  or  wood-carving  factories, 
or  stone-cutting  factories  for  precious  and  semi-precious  stones, 
or  carpet  factories,  and  picnics  and  shikara  rides.  When  we  went 
to  Pahalgam  we  lived  in  tents  with  only  grass  mats  on  the  dirt 
floors.  It  rained  for  the  first  three  days  we  were  there  and  it  was 
extremely  cold!  However,  the  sun  finally  came  out  and  everything 
was  beautiful  and  warm.  Although  we  made  a number  of  treks  by 
horseback  to  nearby  places  we  were  not  able  to  go  up  to  the 
glacier  area  because  of  muddy  slippery  trails.  Just  before  we  left 
Kasmir  we  came  back  to  Srinagar  and  took  a day  trip  by  bus  to 
another  glacier  area  and  then  walked  or  went  by  horseback  to  an 
area  of  three  glaciers.  We  did  not  go  onto  the  glaciers  because 
they  were  on  the  other  side  of  a swift  moving  stream  and  the 
horsemen  would  not  take  the  horses  across.  It  was  a beautiful 
place  and  I look  forward  to  sharing  some  of  the  beautiful  scenery 
slides  with  you  when  I come  home. 

Here  in  Kolar,  I have  still  been  working  in  the  Maternity 
Wards  and  Newborn  Nursery.  Our  new  Maternity  Block  and 
Nursery  is  now  completed  as  far  as  the  building  is  concerned. 
We  still  have  not  been  able  to  get  all  the  equipment  and  supplies 
ready  which  a new  building  calls  for.  We  do  have  lovely  new 
cribs  for  the  babies  which  were  shipped  out  to  us  from  the  New 
York  Office  through  Church  World  Service.  Beginning  next  week, 
however,  1 shall  be  working  in  my  own  area  again  for  a month 
while  our  other  Pediatrician,  Dr.  Datta,  is  on  vacation.  The  main 
diseases  and  problems  we  have  with  our  children  are  malnutrition, 
typhoid,  diarrhea,  and  tuberculosis.  As  I go  through  the  ward  from

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time  to  time  it  is  really  pathetic  to  see  some  of  the  poor  babies  who 
are  skin  and  bones  from  malnutrition,  or  else  they  are  swollen  and 
puffy  with  weepy  skin  lesions  all  over  which  also  comes  from 
malnutrition.  I'm  sure  that,  after  I spend  a month  especially  on  the 
Pediatric  wards.  I'll  have  some  interesting  story  to  tell  you  in  my 
next  letter. 

I am  enclosing  two  small  snaps.  I will  send  another  snap  of 
the  same  baby  which  will  be  an  up  to  date  one.  This  is  a baby, 
almost  one  month  old,  whose  father  came  and  signed  her  away  to 
the  custody  of  the  hospital  when  she  was  18  days  old.  She  is  three 
months  old  today.  By  time  to  write  my  next  letter  she  will  be  almost 
six  months  and  I'll  send  her  picture  then,  also,  with  her  story 
which  I think  will  be  of  interest.  Her  mother's  name  was  Gangamma 
so  that's  what  we  are  calling  her  at  this  time.  (The  other  picture 
is  of  Gangamma 's  father.) 

How  much  I've  thought  of  you  during  these  past  two  summers 
when  time  has  come  for  Guild  Weekend!  And,  here  it  is  almost 
time  for  another  Weekend.  I certainly  hope  that,  for  each  of  you 
who  can  go  this  year  it  will  be  a time  of  relaxation  and  refreshing 
of  spirit. 

I don't  know  if  I've  written  too  much  for  the  space  allotted  to 
me  or  not.  I'll  soon  get  into  the  swing  of  how  much  to  write,  I guess. 
Anyway,  my  thanks  go  to  Lillian  Gaines  for  all  these  past  months 
she  has  gotten  a newsletter  out  for  me,  and  to  the  Carrollton 
Guild  for  helping  in  the  mailing  after  Mrs.  Critchlow  has  gotten 
them  mimeographed.  Thank  you  each  one.  And  now,  thanks  to 
Elizabeth  Langford  for  planning  this  column  for  me  to  greet  each 
of  you  as  you  receive  your  Guild  Times.  If  you  haven't  gotten  your 
subscription  in  I hope  you  will  do  so  promptly  so  I won't  miss  writ- 
ing to  you  every  guarter.

Kolar — August  18  th 

Some  last  minute  news  about  Gangamma: 


"The  girls,  midwifery  students  who  are  4th  year,  take  care 
of  the  newborn  nursery.  They  call  Gangamma  "Susi".  The  general 
custom  here  is  not  to  name  a baby  for  some  time  after  birth, 
sometimes  for  months.  Of  course  Susi  is  not  exactly  in  the  same 
category,  but  we  have  not  really  named  her  yet  as  she  has  not  been 
baptised.  We  are  hoping  some  parents  will  come  who  will  wish  to 
adopt  her  and  who  would  appreciate  the  privilege  of  having  her 
baptised.  She  now  weighs  9 lbs.  15  ozs.  and  is  growing  fast. 

"Perhaps  a brief  review  of  an  interesting  case  I've  just  had 
in  the  Men's  ward  would  interest  you.  A man  came  with  a small 
wound  on  the  hand,  but  severely  infected.  The  story  is  that  large 
mass  of  earth  fell  on  him,  knocked  out  his  tooth  and  injured  his 
hand.  The  hand  was  so  swollen  he  could  not  move  it,  but  I felt 
there  were  no  broken  bones  so  it  was  not  x-rayed.  Today  we  did  an 
open  drainage  on  his  hand  and  as  we  did  the  man's  front  tooth 
was  removed  from  his  hand.  The  thought  that  the  man  had  knocked 
his  own  tooth  out  with  his  own  hand  when  the  earth  fell  on  him 
had  not  entered  any  one's  mind.  His  hand  should  speedily  begin  to 
recover  now.

FALL  COACHING  CONFERENCE  AT 
CAMP  BREWER

training  program  that  was  different. 

Noting  the  change  in  weather,  Mr.  McArthur  had  equipped 
one  of  the  cabins  with  a gas  stove  and  table  and  chairs  for  our 
meeting  room  and  of  course  the  tempting  meals  were  the  only 
breaks  in  a busy  program.  Beginning  Saturday  afternoon  and 
continuing  until  Sunday  afternoon  (with  about  6 hours  of  sleep 
Saturday  nite)  a training  program  was  presented  by  the  use  of 
skits,  "talk-back"  flip-charts  and  open  discussion.

burn  some  mid-night  oil,  and  then  late.  It  is  very  important  that 
you  report  all  activities  in  your  district,  and  please  fill  all  spaces. 
Some  of  you  did  not  and  this  works  another  hardship  on  the  Con- 
ference Secretary,  also  it  is  very  un-fair  to  your  guild  units  if  they 
are  doing  satisfactory  work,  and  1 know  they  aie,  and  do  not  get  re- 
ported, or  if  the  report  shows  they  are  not  fully  organized,  when 
in  truth  they  are.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION

After  a long  summer  vacation  the  Guilds  are  studying  again. 
Scarcely  a day  goes  by  without  some  report  of  a JR  study  coming 
in  the  mails.  Up  to  the  end  of  Ocfober  fifteen  studies  had  been 
given  Recognition.  (This  is  four  less  than  at  this  time  last  year.) 
Lake  Charles  and  Ruston  districts  lead  with  four  each;  Shreveport 
has  three;  Alexandria,  Baton  Rouge,  Lafayette,  and  New  Orleans 
each  have  one.  The  two  most  popular  studies  have  been  the 
MEANING  OF  SUFFERING  and  CHURCHES  FOR  NEW  TIMES, 
which  have  been  studied  by  five  Guilds  each.  Two  studies  have 
been  made  of  the  Christian  Mission  in  Latin  America.  There  have 
also  been  two  on  BASIC  CHRISTIAN  BELIEFS  and  one  on  HERIT- 
AGE AND  HORIZONS  IN  HOME  MISSIONS,  taken  from  the  study 
course  for  lasf  year. 

The  urgent  call  for  women  to  go  overseas  in  missionary  service 
continues  to  come  to  us.  Information  has  been  mailed  to  each  of 
fhe  Districf  Chairmen  of  Missionary  Education  on  specific  calls  in 
the  mission  field.  There  is  great  need  for  teachers,  both  in  the 
classroom  and  in  administration.  College  teachers  are  needed.  So- 
cial workers,  medical  missionaries,  secretaries  are  called  for  ur- 
gently in  Asia,  Africa,  and  South  America. 

The  opening  words  of  this  challenge  to  service  are;  "The 
critical  situation  in  the  world  today  presents  an  ever  growing 
challenge  to  the  Christian  church.  To  meet  it  the  church  needs 
dedicated,  highly  trained  personnel  to  witness  to  the  vital,  creative 
force  of  God's  reconciling  love  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ.  God  is 
at  work  in  the  revolutionary  forces  shaking  the  foundations  of  the 
world.  He  calls  his  people  to  participate  in  his  redemptive  work. 

After  listing  many  openings  for  work  of  many  kinds,  the  call 
closes  with  the  words:  "If  your  specialty  is  not  listed,  please  write 
anyway,  telling  of  your  interest,  specialization,  experience  profes- 
sionally, and  your  life  and  work  within  your  Church.  Possibly 
you,  too,  can  serve  and  witness  to  Christ  on  one  of  the  strategic 
frontiers  of  service  and  need."

MEMBERSHIP  AND  FELLOWSHIP

(A  talk  given  at  the  1961  Fall  Coaching  Conference  of  the 
Lafayette  District,  held  in  New  Iberia,  Louisiana,  October  22.) 

I have  been  asked  to  speak  on  membership  and  fellowship. 
In  going  through  my  files,  I found  four  talks  of  varying  lengths 
which  I have  presented  on  membership  at  Guild  meetings  at  dif- 
ferent times  in  the  last  few  years.  I do  not  intend  to  use  any  of 
these  talks  today.  In  fact,  I hope  you  will  not  mind  my  using  my 
field  of  work,  which  is  selling,  as  a parallel  to  winning  members 
to  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Almost  fifteen  years  ago  I ventured  into  and  organized  a busi- 
ness of  my  own  after  having  worked  on  the  business  end  of  our 
daily  newspaper  in  Opelousas.  Yes,  it  was  quite  an  adventure! 
I had  a small  office  building  remodeled  into  a store,  I bought  prod- 
ucts from  wholesalers  and  displayed  them.  Then  I was  ready  to 
open,  so  I advertised  by  newspaper,  radio,  and  direct  mail  that  I 


was  opening  a camera  shop  and  book  store.  I was  quite  enthusi- 
astic, I thought  1 needed  only  to  advertise  and  customers  would 
flock  to  the  store. 

Somehow,  though,  I knew  that  enthusiasm  would  wear  off,  and 
something  more  would  be  needed.  Sure,  I had  been  an  amateur 
photographer  since  my  school  days  and  had  occasionally  taken 
pictures  for  the  newspaper.  I had  read  books  on  How  to  Get 
Started  in  Picture  Taking.  But  I needed  to  know  more  about  selling. 
So  1 read  instruction  books  on  the  individual  pieces  of  equipment, 
I subscribed  to  trade  magazines,  and  1 joined  national  organizations 
of  photo  dealers  and  booksellers.  1 attended  sales  meetings  where 
merchandise  was  displayed.  I joined  the  local  merchants'  group. 

Now  you  are  wondering  what  this  has  to  do  with  the  Guild. 
I believe  most  of  us  belong  to  churches  where  either  the  church 
building  or  the  educational  building  is  new.  We  need  these  new 
buildings,  but  opening  these  doors  on  Guild  night  with  previous 
announcements  in  the  church  bulletin,  the  newspaper,  and  other 
media  will  not  win  everyone.  When  people  come,  we  must  have 
something  interesting  to  offer,  or  they  will  shop  around  for  another 
group  that  has  something  more  interesting. 

Paul  wrote  to  Timothy;  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  . . ." 
(II  Timothy  2:15) 

Surely  we  have  the  tools  to  study  to  gain  knowledge  of  our 
product — the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  We  have  our  trade  maga- 
zine, the  METHODIST  WOMAN.  Our  getting-started  manual  is  our 
Guild  handbook;  our  instruction  booklet:  the  handbook  for  the 
various  offices  and  committees.  Our  GUILD  TIMES  helps  us  to  keep 
in  touch  with  other  groups. 

We  have  our  sales  meetings  when  we  attend  district  meetings, 
and  surely  we  have  merchandise  on  display  and  demonstrated 
when  we  attend  Guild  Weekend  and  our  big  sales  meetings,  the 
Spring  Conference.  Let's  remember  when  we  go  out  to  talk  to 
someone  about  joining  our  Guild  that  we  must  have  a knowledge 
of  our  organization.  Also  remember  that  we  are  representing  not 
only  our  organization  but  also  our  employer.  The  Methodist  Church. 

In  my  field  of  work  1 frequently  teach  photography  to  young 
people  or  give  talks  before  civic  groups.  Then  again  I may  have 
in-store  demonstrations  with  a book-autographing  party  or  with 
factory  representatives  showing  their  products. 

The  Wesleyan  Guild  can  have  such  demonstrations,  by  having 
something  extra-special  during  Guild  month.  Invite  prospective 
members  and  show  the  film  "A  Plus  for  Working  Women."  Have  a 
tea  or  some  get-together  honoring  employed  women  of  your  church, 
particularly  those  who  recently  became  church  members.  Some 
women  do  not  know  what  the  Guild  is.  Why  not  ask  them  to  come 
with  you  to  a meeting  of  A SPECIAL  GROUP  IN  THE  CHURCH  FOR 
WORKING  WOMEN.  When  you  do  get  them  to  attend,  you  must 
keep  them  by  good,  well-rounded  programs,  fellowship,  and  hos- 
pitality; make  them  feel  at  home — meet  in  a place  where  the  sur- 
roundings are  attractive.  Make  an  effort  to  know  and  do  something 
about  important  dates  and  anniversaries  in  the  lives  of  individual 
persons. 

We  can  build  a fine  business  or  a successful  organization,  but 
let  us  not  stop  there.  After  1 sell  a camera,  I must  keep  the  cus- 
tomer interested  in  picture  taking  so  that  I can  sell  film  and  film 
processing. 

I was  sailing  along  in  business  when  competition  and  then 
recession  came  along. 

We  have  competition  in  the  Guild.  Look  at  the  organizations 
that  are  competing  for  the  member's  time.  However,  we  must  re- 
member that  we  have  more  to  offer  than  most  clubs  have — the 
Plus — the  Spiritual.  We  have  recessions  in  the  Guild — indifference 
and  lack  of  attendance.  Using  merely  the  church  bulletin  and  a 
few  cards  will  not  create  better  attendance  or  increased  member- 
ship. 

As  the  years  have  gone  by  I have  found  in  these  days  of  com- 
petition that  I must  seek  out  prospects.  Earlier  this  year  I had  a 
terrific  amount  of  equipment  left  over  from  the  Christmas  season.  I 
advertised  and  advertised  until  I was  spending  more  on  advertis- 
ing than  I was  taking  in.  Nothing  would  move  that  equipment 
from  my  shelves. 

Again  I quote  from  Paul's  letter  to  Timothy,  on  an  occasion 
when  Timothy  lost  enthusiasm.  Paul  said,  "Stir  up  the  gift  of  God 
which  is  in  you  by  the  laying  on  of  my  hands,  for  God  gave  us 
not  the  spirit  of  fear,  but  of  power,  of  love,  and  of  discipline." 

The  expression  "stir  up"  which  Paul  used  means  to  rekindle, 
as  in  the  case  of  a smouldering  fire.  Sometimes  what  we  need  to 
stir  up  our  dying  embers  of  enthusiasm  is  to  be  poked  as  a fire  is 
poked.  Sometimes  we  can  be  stirred  from  a low  mood  by  the  sharp 
command,  "Shake  yourself  out  of  it!" 

Did  I need  shaking  out  of  the  low  mood  I was  in — nothing  did 
any  good  to  move  that  merchandise.  Well,  one  beautiful  Sunday  I 
walked  out  in  the  woods  with  my  family.  That  walk  must  have 
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done  a lot  of  good  to  shake  me  out  of  the  mood  I was  in,  because 
on  Monday  morning  I went  to  work  with  much  more  enthusiasm.  I 
started  seeking  out  prospects  and  remembered  one  particular  couple 
from  out  of  town  who  had  been  in  about  a month  before  and  who 
were  interested  in  a particular  camera.  I remembered  the  lady 
particularly  because  she  had  a WSCS  pin  on,  and  I commented  on 
it  to  her  surprise.  We  had  chatted  a while  and  I had  shown  them 
the  camera,  but  they  had  some  objections  and  said  they  would  be 
back  another  time. 

The  lady  had  told  me  their  name,  but  I didn't  know  how  to 
spell  it.  On  that  Monday  morning  I took  the  out-of-town  telephone 
directory  and  started  looking  under  the  initial  letter  until  I found 
the  name.  I made  a long-distance  call,  and  that  afternoon  the  couple 
came  into  the  shop.  I sold  more  than  just  the  camera:  they  got  good 
eguipment  which  would  bring  years  of  pleasure  from  taking  and 
showing  movies. 

By  the  end  of  that  week  I had  sought  out  people  and  called 
enough  of  them  to  move  every  piece  of  that  merchandise. 

In  Luke  14:16-24  we  find  a parable  that  Jesus  told  of  a man 
who  made  a great  supper  and  bade  many  to  come,  but  he  found 
that  he  did  not  have  guests  for  his  meal  until  his  servants  had 
singled  out  the  people  one  by  one  wherever  they  were,  on  the 
highways  and  in  the  hedges. 

Who  are  these  prospects  for  Guild  membership?

Dear  Guilders, 

First  let  me  give  you  the  latest  news  on  Susi.  This  is  her  pic- 
ture at  7‘/2  months  with  Miss  Chandrica  Desai.  Chandrica  is  the 
principal  of  our  Methodist  Girl's  High  school  in  Kolar.  Her  brother 
and  his  wife,  who  have  been  married  for  ten  years  and  who  have 
no  children,  are  going  to  be  Susi's  new  parents.  Susi  is  growing  so 
fast  and  is  such  a sweet  happy  baby  that  we  are  all  so  glad  she  is

going  to  have  a good  Christian  home  to  grow  up  in.  I told  you 
something  about  the  baptism  custom  in  my  last  letter  and  that  Susi 
had  not  been  baptised  so  that  her  new  parents  would  have  that 
privilege.  The  dates  are  not  yet  sure  but  it  looks  as  if  December  3 
will  be  the  date  for  her  baptism  after  her  new  parents  have  come 
to  visit  and  get  acquainted  with  her  for  a few  days.  They  are  plan- 
ning to  name  her  Grace  Sureka.  They  want  the  "Grace"  because 
it  is  by  the  Grace  of  God,  they  say,  that  they  are  finally  going  to 
have  a child.  "Sureka"  is  an  Indian  name  which  means  "pretty." 
(I'm  really  not  sure  of  the  spelling  and  I did  not  get  it  checked  be- 
fore I left  Kolar.)  Her  new  uncle,  Mr.  Edwin  Gersholm,  is  a retired 


minister  of  the  South  India  Conference  and  he  will  hold  the  service 
and  baptise  Susi  in  our  hospital  chapel  before  they  take  her  away. 
Susi  weighs  about  15  pounds  now,  is  laughing  and  chattering  all 
the  time  as  she  plays  in  her  bed  or  on  a mat  on  the  floor.  She  sits 
up  and  is  standing  alone — holding  to  things.  However,  she  is  not 
crawling  but  she  does  pull  up  onto  her  feet  if  she  can  get  her  feet 
propped  against  each  other.  She  has  her  two  lower  front  teeth. 
For  the  last  month  I have  been  bringing  her  to  our  table  every 
night  to  sit  in  a high  chair  and  have  her  supper  with  us,  as  I feed 
her  and  me  too.  Everyone  is  going  to  miss  Susi  very  much  when 
she  goes  but,  at  the  same  time,  everyone  is  most  happy  that  Susi 
is  going  to  have  a home  and  be  able  to  be  with  her  parents  on  her 
very  first  Christmas.  (By  the  way,  her  name  is  pronounced  like 
"Sue-ray-ka"  with  the  accent  on  the  "ray."  (With  this  name  her 
"Susu"  or  "Su"  or  even  "Susi"  will  still  fit.) 

Well,  here  I am  in  Vellore  for  the  next  three  to  six  months! 
This  is  something  new  within  the  past  month.  We  really  can  use 
a person  trained  in  anesthesia  in  Kolar,  and  someone  who  would 
be  responsible  for  all  anesthesia  at  any  time  it  is  needed.  And, 
after  discussion,  it  seemed  that  I would  be  the  most  logical  person 
to  do  something  about  this.  So  here  I am,  since  the  16th  of  Novem- 
ber, to  learn  something  about  anesthesia  and  the  various  methods 
and  reasons  for  the  different  methods  of  anesthesia.  I've  only  been 
here  now  two  days  and  have  been  watching  and  observing  many 
methods  of  induction  of  anesthesia.  It  is  quite  interesting — but  I 
find  myself  also  looking  over  the  surgeons  shoulder  to  find  out  what 
he  is  doing!  Next  week,  however,  I'm  sure  I'll  be  getting  into  it 
with  more  responsibility  and  will  be  completely  absorbed  in  the 
patient  and  his  reactions  rather  than  trying  to  observe  the  surgeon. 
As  we  have  a very  good  pediatrician  in  our  National  doctor.  Dr. 
Datta,  I'm  sure  I will  be  much  more  useful  with  some  anesthesia 
training,  when  I return  to  Kolar,  than  I am  as  a pediatrician. 

Until  December  1 I am  living  on  the  College  Campus  which  is 
some  five  or  six  miles  out  from  the  hospital.  After  December  1 
there  will  be  a room  free  in  the  Big  Bungalow  on  the  hospital  com- 
pound and  I will  be  there  and  much  more  available  to  the  hospital. 
In  the  meantime  I am  living  with  Dr.  Ida  B.  Scudder  in  her  home 
and  am  very  happy  that  she  invited  me  to  stay  with  her.  Dr.  Ida 
B.  is  a niece  of  Dr.  Ida  and  is  head  of  the  Radiology  Department, 
and  of  the  therapy  in  particular. 

I wish  all  of  you  could  have  gone  with  me  to  one  of  the  student 
vesper  programs  last  night.  Once  each  year  the  students  have  a 
Language  Carol  Program  when  the  students  group  together  accord- 
ing to  their  own  language  group  and  each  sings  a Christmas  Carol. 
The  Carols  sung  were  in  Telegu,  Marathi,  Malayam,  Tamil,  Kanada, 
Hindi,  and  Chinese.  To  begin  with  everyone  sang  a carol  in  Eng- 
lish. One  of  the  Scripture  lessons  was  read  by  a boy  whom  I 
thought  must  be  the  son  of  one  of  the  English  or  Australian  mission- 
aries as  he  read  in  such  a beautiful  English  with  a distinct  British 
accent.  I was  surprised  to  learn  he  is  a senior  medical  student  from 
Tibet.  Later,  on  behalf  of  all  the  Chinese  students  (there  are  a few) 
hq  sang  a Chinese  carol  as  a solo.  He  had  just  as  beautiful  a sing- 
ing voice  as  he  did  a reading  voice. 

And  so,  as  we  are  beginning  to  think  about  Thanksgiving  (I 
understand  all  the  Americans  here  will  celebrate  with  a big  joint 
covered-dish  Thanksgiving  Dinner  next  week)  and  Christmas  here 
I know  you  are  doing  the  same  there  at  home.  And  so  to  each  one 
of  you,  may  you  have  a blessed  Christmas  and  a wonderful  New 
Year  to  follow.

IN  MEMORIAM 


Adele  Trussell 
Nugent 


August  28,  1914 
February  6,  1962 


Before  coming  to  Ruston  and  Grace  Methodist  Church  early  in 
1956,  Adele  Trussell  Nugent  (Mrs.  Earl)  had  been  quite  active  in 
Noel  Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport,  especially  in  the 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

In  1955  she  was  honored  by  the  Noel  Guild  with  a Life 
Membership  in  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  recognition  of  her 
devoted  services  to  the  Guild  and  to  the  total  church  organization. 
She  was  a teacher  and  a social  worker  in  the  Church  School,  spend- 
ing a great  portion  of  her  time  and  energies  with  patients  in  the 
Polio  Ward  of  Confederate  Memorial  Hospital.  This  service  led  her 
into  vocational  work  in  the  Shreveport  School  for  Exceptional 
Children  and  later  in  the  Ruston  Elementary  School  with  a class  of 
retarded  children. 

In  the  Noel  Memorial  Church  Guild  Adele  served  as  Chairman 
of  Missionary  Education,  Vice  President,  and  President. 

Adele  moved  to  Ruston  in  March,  1956,  and  immediately  be- 
came affiliated  with  Grace  Methodist  Church  (April  1,  1956)  and  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  At  that  time  the  night  circle 
had  so  grown  in  membership  that  a division  seemed  desirable, 
and  Adele  suggested  the  organization  of  a Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  A nucleus  of  employed  women  expressed  interest  in  be- 
coming Guild  members  and  the  organization  meeting  was  held 
on  April  20,  1956,  with  Adele  as  the  first  President.  After  serving 
as  President  for  two  years,  she  was  elected  Spiritual  Life  Chair- 
man. In  1959  she  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  District  level  as 
District  Secretary  in  which  position  she  continued  to  work  until 
her  passing  on  February  6,  1962. 

Not  only  was  Adele  a devoted,  energetic,  and  enthusiastic 
worker  in  her  Church,  but  she  offered  Christian  Service  to  her 
fellowman  whenever  and  to  whatever  extent  her  talents  could 
be  applied. 

Adele's  influence  as  she  sought  to  fulfill  her  Christian  mission 
will  live  on  in  the  lives  of  those  she  touched.  Especially  will  this 
be  true  of  workers  in  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  Noel  Memorial 
and  Grace  Mthodist  Churches,  as  well  as  of  Guild  workers  on  the 
District,  State,  and  Jurisdictional  levels. 

This  memorial  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Adele  Trussell 
Nugent  and  to  the  work  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  throughout 
the  world  to  which  she  was  a devoted  servant.  The  Christian  faith 
lived  by  her  might  best  be  expressed  to  us  in  the  words  of  a poet 
who  said; 

"When  all  is  done  on  earth,  say  not  my  day  is  o'er,  . . . 

Say  rather  that  my  morn  has  just  begun,  ..." 

"...  Just  say  I'm  living,  busy,  serving,  in  a bigger,  brighter 
room."

I am  still  in  Vellore,  and  will  probably  be 
until  May,  with  more  experience  in  anesthesia.  It  seems  to  me  that, 
from  what  I hear  from  Kolar,  surgery  is  getting  heavier  all  the 
time.  For  such  a small  hospital  sometimes  one  case  follows  another 
almost  around  the  clock.  So  I'm  sure  I will  be  kept  plenty  busy 
when  I do  get  back  to  Kolar. 

I'm  sure  everyone  will  want  a late  note  about  Susie — or  now 
her  short  name  is  "Suri".  On  December  3rd  she  was  baptized  as 
Surekha  Grace  Desai.

Language  has  a way  of  languishing  unless  it  is  continually 
energized  by  ideas.  With  CO-OPERATION  let  us  achieve  GO- 
OPERATION  which  activates  a lending  of  hands  with  lively  brain 
work  thrown  in. 

The  quadrennial  Program  on  Race  is  now  ready  to  move  "in 
high"  towards  the  General  Conference  of  1964  and  beyond.  Keeping 
this  t.'ming  in  clear  focus,  where  and  how  can  we  exert  our 
greatest  effort. 

What  is  the  program?  How  can  we  seek  to  bring  the  life  of 
the  Church  into  harmony  with  the  gospel?  By  recognizing  that 
the  Church  is  the  house  of  God  and  thereby  open  to  the  whole 
family  of  God  in  its  worship,  fellowship,  and  membership.

Kolar 

Dear  Guilders  and  Friends; 

Here  I am  back  in  Kolar  again,  having  returned  on  the  31st 
of  May.  And,  I have  been  as  busy  as  can  be  with  all  sorts  of 
things  since  I walked  in  the  Bungalow,  including  anesthesia  cases. 
It's  good  to  be  back  in  my  own  place  again,  although  I did 
thoroughly  enjoy  my  stay  and  work  while  I was  in  Vellore. 

I'm  sorry  I'm  late  in  getting  my  last  general  letter  and  Hos- 
pital Booklet  to  some  of  you.  Most  of  these  I got  out  during  April 
while  I spent  a couple  of  weeks  in  the  hospital  but  part  of  them 
I've  been  too  busy  to  finish  getting  into  the  mail  until  now.  I hope 
you  will  enjoy  them  just  the  same  when  you  do  get  them.  I en- 
tered the  hospital  in  April  for  a routine,  but  thorough  physical 
check-up.  However,  while  1 was  in  the  hospital  some  medication 
I took  irritated  my  stomach  so  severely  I developed  a very 
painful  gastritis.  I just  knew  I had  a big  ulcer  but  with  gallons 
of  milk  and  a couple  of  weeks  in  bed  it  cleared  up  completely.  Now 
I'm  o.  k.,  except  for  a hpoactive  thyroid  which  I've  had  for  a long 
time. 


May  I introduce  you  to  three  of  my  friends?  These  men  are  our 
faithful  hospital  drivers.  On  the  left  is  Venkataram,  or  Chica 
Venkataram.  Appadorai  is  in  the  middle,  and  Venkataram,  or  Big 
Venkataram,  is  on  the  right.  Chica  Venkataram  came  to  us  about 
20  years  ago  as  a messenger  boy,  so  small  be  could  hardly  see 
over  the  counter  in  the  office.  Later  he  became  table  boy  in  the 
Bungalow  doing  butler  work.  After  this  he  became  one  of  the 
drivers  which  is  his  present  job.  Appadorai  came  to  Kolar  about 
26  years  ago  with  a retired  missionary  couple  as  their  driver.  He 
continued  to  be  their  driver  until  their  death  about  4 years 
later.  From  that  time  on  he  has  been  our  Number  1 ambulance 
driver.  Chica  Venkataram  is  the  driver  of  our  second  ambulance. 
Big  Venkatarm  came  to  us  about  32  years  ago,  also  as  a very 
small  messenger  boy.  His  father  was  one  of  the  gardeners  and  as 
Venkataram  grew  up  he  began  to  help  his  father.  Then  be  became 
a ward-boy.  One  story  about  him  at  this  time  is  that  when  a 
smallpox  patient  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  Venkataram  volun- 
teered to  stay  in  isolation  with  the  patient  and  care  for  him 
through  his  illness,  which  he  did.  After  this  period  of  being  ward- 
boy,  he  again  worked  with  his  father  for  a time  and  then  became 
one  of  the  drivers.  Big  Veenkataram  drives  our  big  Chevrolet  van 
which  makes  all  sorts  of  trips.  This  is  the  car  that  goes  to  Bangalore 
when  we  have  to  go  for  business,  supplies,  meetings  when  many 
folks  have  to  go,  sometimes  it  goes  to  Vellore  as  an  ambulance, 
etc.  It  is  Big  Venkataram  who  is  the  driver  for  our  little  car,  also, 
when  Dr.  Esther  goes  somewhere  and  I don't  go  along.  He  takes 
as  much  pride  in  keeping  our  little  car  in  condition  and  looking 


good  as  he  does  in  keeping  the  big  car  in  condition.  All  three  of 
our  drivers,  in  fact,  take  a keen  interest  in  our  little  car  and  are 
always  helpful  in  giving  it  an  overhaul.  Both  of  the  Venkatarams  are 
Hindu  and  Appadorai  is  a Roman  Catholic.  You  will  remember  the 
picture  of  the  boy  on  crutches  in  the  Hospital  Booklet  this  year, 
the  one  with  tuberculosis  of  the  hip  who  received  12  months' 
treatment  by  help  of  M.  C.  O.  R.  Funds.  This  is  one  of  Big  Venka- 
taram's  sons. 

I would  like  to  tell  you  one  incident  that  happened  during 
surgery  one  day  during  my  time  in  Vellore.  We  were  doing  the 
type  of  hand-restoration  surgery  that  restores  the  leprosy  patient's 
claw  hand  into  a useful  hand  so  that  the  patient  is  able  there- 
after to  do  a job  and  take  care  of  himself.  Three  surgeons  were 
working  over  the  hand  and  I was  busy  taking  care  of  the  patient 
and  giving  injections  in  the  other  arm.  Suddenly  I realized  that 
the  low  soft  talking  going  on  was  so  continuous  it  must  be  some 
telling  of  a story  rather  than  conversation.  Then,  as  I listened,  I 
heard  the  surgeon  telling  one  Bible  story  after  another  to  the  two 
who  were  assisting.  After  a story  there  would  be  some  guestions 
and  discussion  and  then  another  story.  The  amazing  thing  to  me 
was  that  this  was  a Hindu  doing  the  telling.  I have  since  learned 
that  he  is  a very  ardent  student  of  the  Bible  and,  I believe,  within 
the  past  few  weeks  has  received  Christian  baptism.  I have  heard 
many  conversations  and  many  stories  in  the  operating  room  but 
I believe  I have  not  heard  the  surgeon  seriously  quoting  the 
Bible  and  seriously  telling  Bible  stories  before. 

Well,  Guild  Weekend  will  be  coming  very  soon  although  I 
don't  know  the  date.  I will  be  thinking  about  all  of  vou  there  and 
thinking  that  maybe  I will  be  with  you  in  two  years.  It  hardly 
seems  possible,  in  many  ways,  that  my  furlough  will  be  due  by 
then,  but  time  doss  pass  along  quickly.  And  for  those  of  you  who 
go  to  the  School  of  Missions,  may  it  be  a time  for  renewal  of  your 
spirits  and  of  blessing  for  all  of  you,  as  well  as  Guild  Weekend.

Blessed  is  the  worker  who  seeks  for  the  best  for  those  he  serves. 
Blessed  is  the  worker  who  works  for  the  good  of  the  most  con- 
cerned and  not  for  personal  gratification  of  his  ideas. 

Blessed  is  the  worker  who  develops  leadership  while  working. 
Blessed  is  the  worker  who  marches  with  the  group;  interprets 
correctly  the  signs  on  the  pathway  that  leads  to  success. 
Blessed  is  the  worker  who  has  his  head  in  the  clouds  but  his  feet 
on  the  ground. 

Blessed  is  the  worker  who  portrays  happiness  and  enthusiasm  to 
others;  the  one  who  inspires  by  keeping  himself  inspired. 

For  the  past  ten  years  the  greater  part  of  my  life  has  been 
spent  working  with  little  children,  three,  four  and  five  year  olds. 

On  one  or  two  occasions  I have  become  restless  and  feel  the 
need  to  be  detached  from  a child's  world.  If  only  for  a few  hours 
each  day  1 could  hear  and  participate  in  stimulating  adult  con- 
versation. For  constant  contact  with  little  children  limits  one's 
vocabulary.  You  find  yourself  speaking  in  one  and  two  syllable 
words  and  in  a condescending  tone,  at  that.  When  this  happens 
I take  out  a little  poem  I keep  close  at  hand. 

"To  reach  a child — 

The  hills  of  circumstance  are  high 

And  where  he  is 

1 may  not  always  see 

But  1 would  try  to  climb 

The  highest  mountain 

To  reach  a child 

Whose  cry  came  through  to  me." 

Then  my  restlessness  leaves,  I am  content  and  once  again 
inspired.  If  we  are  to  go  forth  doing  our  Father's  work  through  our 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  we  must  do  it  with  happiness,  pride  and 
confidence.  These  virtues  are  contagious. 

Happy  because  we  are  about  our  Father's  business;  with 
pride  because  we  can  say  to  ourselves  we  have  a tremendous 
job  to  do,  and  no  one  can  do  it  for  us.  If  we  lay  down  the  torch 
someone,  somewhere  will  suffer.  You  may  feel  another  will  take 
"my"  place,  but  that  is  not  so — they  can  only  fulfill  their  own 
Christian  obligations. 

The  cause  entrusted  to  you  is  lost.  We  can  feel  pride  knowing 
we  are  important  to  our  Father  and  His  work. 

Confident  because  we  know,  as  Methodist  Women,  we  have 
the  opportunity  to  study  and  learn — to  be  among  the  better  in-

discussed  by  twenty-nine  members  in  the  Clinic  on  Supply  Work. 
Supply  Work  was  definitely  PERSONALIZED,  and  came  alive  in 
the  midst  of  the  Clinic.  In  fact,  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  was 
so  great  the  hour  flew  by  much  too  quickly. 

Attractive  posters  of  each  location  of  this  year's  "Askings" 
were  made  and  displayed  by  Mary  Lulla  Hutchinson,  bringing  first 
hand  information  and  pictures  from  each  place  of  interest.  Con- 
versation centered  around  the  purpose  and  types  of  work  with 
the  realization  that  "Supply  Work”  is  an  important  phase  of  the 
"OVER  ALL"  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild;  and — it  should  be  presented  to  each  local  group 
in  an  informative  and  interesting  way.  To  be  interesting  as  well 
as  informative  the  facts  should  be  given  in  an  appealing  way  as 
an  incentive  to  further  thinking  and  action. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  each  local  Chairman  of  Supply  Work 
is  a member  of.  and  should  work  with  the  program  committee 
in  arranging  time  during  the  monthly  programs  to  present  infor- 
mation pertaining  to  each  location  of  Supply  Work.  To  interpret 
Supply  Work  to  the  group  the  committee  should  use  imagination 
and  creativity  through  the  use  of  the  two  "DO  YOU  KNOW" 
booklets.  The  Methodist  Woman,  The  Annual  Report  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  the  Prayer  Calendar  and  personal  correspon- 
dence from  locations  of  interest.  One  Guild  uses  the  Prayer 
Calendar  at  each  meeting  with  prayers  for  the  Christian  workers 
and  the  growth  of  the  work  in  a specific  location  pin-pointed  on 
a map  so  the  members  can  visualize  the  place  for  which  they  are 
praying. 

Members  of  the  clinic  were  honored  by  the  presence  of  our 
New  Conference  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher,  Mrs.  Gallaher 
contributed  much  to  the  discussion  period  and  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  correct  reporting  of  "Cash  Askings"  and  stating  clearly 
the  name  and  address  of  each  location  receiving  cash.  She  also 
urged  the  Guilds  to  meet  their  "Askings"  in  full  before  giving 
to  other  locations. 

NOTE:  If  your  Guild  wishes  to  send  a box  of  supplies  or 
Christmas  gifts  to  any  location,  PLEASE — write  the  location  request- 
ing a list  of  needed  items  and  send  only  what  is  requested.  If  new 
materials  are  sent,  be  sure  to  fill  out  and  include  the  "Shipment 
of  Goods"  blank,  (obtainable  from  Literature  Headquarters)  and 
report  the  value  of  goods  sent  to  your  District  Chairman  of  Supply 
Work.  Do  not  send  cash  direct  to  any  location,  send  it  through 
your  local  and  District  Treasurer. 

The  Woman's  Division  has  10  projects  in  Louisiana,  why  not 
work  with  your  chairman  of  Missionary  Education  arranging  for  a 
"Tour  With  a Mission",  visiting  these  locations?  Personal  contacts 
are  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  learning  of  the  work.  Your 
visits  will  be  welcomed  and  your  concern  will  be  appreciated  by 
the  Christian  workers.

Kolar,  Mysore  State,  India 
August  29,  1962 

Greetings  to  Each  One: 

We  are  all  so  excited  here  these  past  two  days  because  of 
the  news  of  two  wonderful  gilts.  One  is  from  the  Florida  Woman's 
Conference  of  more  than  enough  money  for  a new  ambulance. 
And  my,  how  we  are  needing  it.  Our  ambulance  was  out  of  service 
for  repairs  at  the  very  time  this  news  of  money  for  a new  am- 
bulance arrived.  The  other  gift  is  from  the  Circles  of  the  Louisiana 
King's  Daughters  and  Sons  toward  our  "well  and  pump"  fund. 
With  our  most  acute  water  shortage  here  all  of  the  time,  and  with 
so  many  of  the  wells  being  brackish  water,  it  has  become  almost  a 
necessity  to  put  down  our  own  well  and  put  up  our  own  tank, 
etc.  Mr.  Ayappa  has  already  been  investigating  a piece  of  property 
not  too  far  from  our  compound,  and  a test  well  has  shown  sweet 
water.  This  piece  of  land  is  large  enough  for  the  construction 
of  a laundry,  at  some  future  date,  as  well  as  the  well  and  tank 
now.  And  this  gift  has  come  just  in  time  to  make  the  first  payment 
on  this  piece  of  property  which  is  available  right  now. 

During  July  this  year  I took  my  vacation  and  did  a number  of 
things.  One  of  the  things  I did  was  to  go  to  Bombay  to  put  one 
of  our  nurses  on  the  ship,  sailing  for  the  States.  Dr.  Shoemaker 
and  I both  went  with  Miss  Annamma  Daniel  and  saw  her  sail 
on  the  Viet  Nam,  a French  ship.  She  arrived  in  New  York  on 
August  21st  and  will  be  attending  college  this  winter  at  Roberts 
Wesleyan  College  in  North  Chili.  New  York.  On  the  same  ship, 
we  were  also  seeing  Mr.  Jaya  Mitra  sail  for  the  States.  He  is  a 
Crusade  Scholar  going  to  Peabody  College  in  Nashville  to  study 
Library  Science.  He  is  also  from  our  South  India  Conference  and 
has  been  the  Headmaster  of  our  Middle  School  here  in  Kolar. 

Among  the  various  visits  I made  was  a visit  to  Chidaguppa. 
In  Chidaguppa  we  have  hostels  for  both  boys  and  girls  and  a 
middle  school.  The  Headmistress  of  this  school  is  Miss  Amelia 
Daniel  but  she  is  hoping  to  go  to  the  States,  to  Denver,  this  winter 
to  work  on  her  Master's  degree.  She  is  still  trying  to  get  her  permit 
for  passage  but  we  are  hoping  it  will  work  out  all  right  before  time 
for  her  to  fly.  Miss  Daniel  has  presented  the  needs  of  the  Chida- 
guppa School  at  every  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Finance  Committee 
for  the  past  2 V2  years  (this  was  in  the  Hyderabad  Conference  before 
that)  and  I have  tried  to  visualize  the  problems  she  presents.  But 
one  really  needs  to  go  and  see.  She  has  talked  about  a huge  well 
with  the  sides  caving  in  and  about  space  for  the  children  to  eat. 
I had  to  go  and  see  before  I really  could  understand  what  she  was 
describing.  It  is  true  and  it  is  most  unsafe  to  even  be  standing  near 
the  edge  of  that  huge  well.  When  we  arrived  on  the  compound 
at  Chickaguppa  it  was  lunch  time.  It  had  just  been  raining  on  us 
as  we  were  approaching  the  town  and  the  compound.  Yet,  seated 
in  several  large  circles  on  the  ground  were  the  girls  in  one  group 
and  the  boys  in  several  groups.  The  children's  plates  were  on  the 
ground  before  them  and  several  larger  girls  and  boys  were  carry- 
ing large  pots  of  curry  and  rice  and  serving  the  plates.  At  present 
a covered  varandah  is  being  built  across  the  front  of  the  girls' 
hostel,  and  a new  kitchen  is  being  built  as  well,  so  the  girls 
will  soon  be  able  to  eat  under  a roof  in  bad  weather.  There  is 
still  the  need  for  a place  for  the  boys  to  be  able  to  be  out  of  the 
weather.  As  Chidaguppa  is  one  of  our  projects,  and  one  which 
I have  just  visited  for  the  first  time,  I thought  you  would  be  in- 


terested in  these  few  comments  on  our  school. 

Would  you  like  some  news  of  "Susi"?  I had  a very  good 
visit  with  Surekha  Desai.  Little  "Suri"  is  very  well  adjusted  to  her 
new  home  and  her  parents  to  her.  'They  were  all  so  happy  to- 
gether and  her  parents  are  so  proud  and  thankful  to  have  her  for 
their  daughter.  They  came  by  bus  and  brought  Surekha  quite  a 
distance  in  order  that  I might  see  her  and  see  how  much  she  has 
grown.  She  is  still  the  same  sweet  baby  that  we  gave  to  her 
parents  nine  months  ago. 

Dr.  Shoemaker  stUI  talks  about  her  visit  with  you  in  Louisiana 
two  years  ago.  She  is  coming  on  another  short  furlough  this  winter 
and  it  may  be  that  she  will  be  back  down  in  Louisiana  for  a few 
days.  Well,  I must  close  this  visit  with  you  now.  So,  until  another 
time.  Blessings  on  thee  all.

MISS  CAROLINE  PORTER 


Pictured  above  is  Miss  Caroline  Porter,  Methodist  Deaconess 
and  native  of  Louisiana,  who  will  speak  during  the  Missionary  Hour 
on  Sunday  morning,  March  17  at  the  Spring  Meeting.  Miss  Porter's 
subject  will  be  "Guilders  Who  Answered  the  Call." 

Miss  Porter  was  born  in  Louisiana.  Upon  graduation  she  went 
to  Mexico  to  teach  at  Institute  McDonell,  Durango. 

Her  career  as  a Christian  worker  has  led  her  into  schools, 
settlement  houses,  and  community  centers  as  widely  separated  as 
Tampa,  Florida,  and  Los  Angeles.  Sabbatical  leaves  she  spent 
studying  and  traveling. 

In  1955  Miss  Porter  retired,  but  her  work  has  not  ended.  She 
has  visited  Alaska,  South  America,  India,  and  Puerto  Rico,  studying 
the  work  in  these  areas.

Among  our  Guilds  in  Louisiana  there  are  many  women,  some 
young  and  some  not  so  young,  who  might  find  a place  of  full- 
time Christian  Service  for  the  needs  are  many.  Miss  Horton's 
record  to  date  is  a challenge  to  each  of  us  to  speak  a word  for  re- 
cruitment and  perhaps  to  assist  in  inlisting  someone  in  the  work  of 
the  vineyard  where  the  needs  are  increasingly  many  and  the 
challenge  is  so  great. 

From  1950-53  Miss  Horton  was  a special-term  missionary 
(LA-3)  in  Brazil  v'here  she  taught  at  Colegio  Isabela  Hendrix  at 
Belo  Horizonte.  After  completing  her  work  in  Brazil  she  returned 
home  by  way  of  Europe  where  she  visited  Protestant  Church 
Projects. 

She  was  educational  assistant  at  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
San  Fernando,  California  from  1954-56.  Since  August  1957  she  has 
served  as  Director  of  Christian  Education  at  the  La  Mesa  Method- 
ist Church  in  La  Mesa,  California. 

Born  at  Redlands,  California,  where  Jenny  Mo  spent  her  early 
life  she  studied  four  years  at  University  of  Redlands,  receiving  a 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  education.  She  has  done  graduate 
study  at  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tenn.  and  at  Garrett  Biblical 
Institute,  Evanston,  Illinois. 

Commissioned  as  a deaconess  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  1959,  Jenny  Mo  has  been  serving  as  secretary  of  the 
Southern  California-Arizona  Conference  Deaconess  Board,  and  has 
participated  actively  in  the  district  work  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Servioe.

VELA  CLEVELAND'S  COLUMN 


Dear  Guilders  and  friends: 

The  following  is  not  "from”  Vela,  but  I think  you  will  want 
to  read  it  anyway.  Your  editor  has  not  heard  from  Vela  for  several 
months  and  since  we  are  half-a-world  away  I do  not  know  the 
latest  news. 

Maree  White  of  Opelousas  writes  that  Dr.  Esther  Shoemaker 
visited  them  in  late  January  while  in  the  States.  She  spoke  of  the 
new  ambulance  and  the  water-well  that  the  hospital  had  acquired 
with  money  contributed  by  friends  in  Louisiana  and  Florida.  Vela 
had  spoken  of  the  great  need  for  an  ambulance  and  they  had 
had  to  haul  water  to  the  hospital  before  acquiring  the  well  on  the 
hospital  property.  Both  were  very  much  needed  and  deeply  ap- 
preciated. Vela  sent  her  thanks  through  Miss  Shoemaker  to  the 
Guilds  and  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference. 

Emma  Kuntz  of  New  Orleans  sent  me  two  news  clippings 
which  I am  passing  on  to  you.  They  came  from  Mr.  Cleveland's 
newspaper  in  Fort  Meade,  Florida,  now  published  by  his  son. 
Vela's  brother. 

(This  paragraph  clipped  from  the  news);  "Vela  Cleveland 
ran  against  a sharp  corrugated  roofing,  cutting  a deep  gash  just 
below  her  left  eye,  which  required  two  stiches.”  We  do  not  have 
the  date  of  this  accident,  so  we  hope  that  Vela  is  entirely  re- 
covered from  the  injury. 

The  following  editorial  speaks  for  itself.  Mr.  Cleveland  is  very 
ill  at  this  time  and  his  courage  and  Christian  faith  even  now  sus- 
tains him  and  his  loved  ones.  Without  having  secured  his  per- 
mission or  Vela's  consent,  I am  quoting  this  editorial  that  Mr. 
Cleveland  carried  in  his  column  "By  the  Way”: 

"BY  THE  WAY

"When  you  have  a checkup  and  the  doctor  tells  you  that  you 
have  cancer,  and  that  you  probably  would  not  live  long  . . . that 
sort  of  news  is  hard  to  take,  a fact  hard  to  realize,  but  almost  as 
hard  to  take  is  the  fact  that  friends  don't  want  to  talk  about  it;  this 
makes  it  difficult;  I'd  just  as  soon  not  talk  about  it  either,  but  the 
fact  that  this  subject  is  avoided  sort  of  makes  the  victim  feel  stifled 


and  alone  . . , perhaps  it  is  all  out  of  sense  of  delicacy.  This  fact 
of  possible  death  does  take  some  getting  used  to,  even  though  we 
have  been  preparing  for  it  since  life  began.  We  must  re-evaluate 
the  outlook  on  life,  hoping  it  will  discover  life  as  being  much 
easier.  May  we  all  learn  to  take  one  day  at  a time;  make  each  day 
worthwhile  and  leave  next  week  and  next  year  to  take  care  of 
its  own  worries.  This  really  should  promise  a relief,  too,  A friend 
wrote  recently  that  "God  does  not  send  us  anything  we  cannot 
bear,”  and  Marcus  Aureleious  said  "The  pain  which  is  intolerable 
carries  us  off,  but  that  which  lasts  a long  time  is  tolerable."  Down 
through  the  years  the  burdens,  pains  and  sorrows  have  always 
been  bearable — the  sooner  we  all  learn  this  verity  the  better  it 
will  be  for  us.  Fortunately,  so  far  I have  not  had  a great  deal  of 
pain  or  suffering  in  connection  with  my  malignancy,  which  is  at 
the  base  of  the  brain  and  the  left  side  of  the  neck . , , my  faith 
is  wholly  in  my  God  , . . I've  put  my  life  in  the  hands  of  His  skilled 
specialists  and  in  the  marvelous  Cobalt  therapy  and  I believe  I 
will  be  spared  many  years  yet  in  this  world,  for  "This  is  my 
Farther's  World.”  But  whether  with  the  cooperation  with  skilled 
doctors  and  technicians  I conquer  this  disease,  or  whether  it 
conquers  me,  we — my  Lord  and  I — will  have  done  our  best,  and 
God's  will  is  my  will.  Right  now.  I'm  at  the  cross-roads,  facing 
a crisis — the  prayers,  cards,  notes,  letters,  flowers,  food  and  visits 
of  relatives  and  friends  have  been  marvelous  in  sustaining  me 
during  these  days  of  uncertainty  of  life  or  death,”

We  will  be  anxious  to  have  a report  from  this  group  at  Camp 
Brewer  as  this  is  an  extremely  important  year  in  our  Jurisdictions. 
Resolutions,  recommendations  and  suggestions  for  the  next  guadren- 
nium  will  be  of  high  interest.  We  know  our  Conference  Secretary, 
who  was  formerly  on  the  Jurisdiction  Board,  will  bring  back  many 
facts  gleaned  from  the  sessions  she  attends. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 

Agnes  Miller,  (Mrs.  Austin)  Conference  Chairman 

At  conference  in  March  a total  of  47  JR  studies  had  been 
reported,  and  since  that  time  there  have  been  29  more,  making 
a total  of  76  to  the  middle  of  May.  By  the  first  of  June  and  the 
close  of  the  Conference  year,  a number  more  will  be  reported.  By 
districts  the  studies  up  to  now  are:  Alexandria — 9,  Baton  Rouge — 10, 
Lafayette — 4,  Lake  Charles — 10,  Monroe — 9,  New  Orleans — 10, 
Ruston — 8,  and  Shreveport — 16.  Our  records  show  no  Guild  with 
four  studies  this  year  though  six  have  completed  three.  These  are 
Trinity  in  Alexandria,  Baton  Rouge  First,  Lake  Charles  First, 
Wynn  in  Shreveport,  and  Munholland  and  Second  in  New  Or- 
leans. There  are  nineteen  Guilds  which  have  received  two  JR 
credits  this  year  and  twenty  with  one.  Altogether  forty-five  Guilds 
have  taken  courses  for  JR  credit  since  last  June. 

Of  the  studies  themselves  Guilders  have  shown  a preference 
for  world  affairs  with  26  Guilds  studying  the  RIM  OF  EAST  ASIA. 
Next  in  order  are;  DIMENSIONS  OF  PRAYER— 22,  THE  CHURCH 
MISSION  AND  PEOPLE  OF  SPECIAL  NEED— 17,  TODAY'S  CHILD- 
REN FOR  TOMORROW'S  WORLD— 6 and  5 for  THE  MEANING  OF 
SUFFERING,  which  is  a carry-over  from  last  year. 

The  studies  for  the  new  year  promise  to  be  as  interesting  as 
they  have  been  this  year.  The  foreign  mission  study  continues  in 
the  realm  of  Asia,  THE  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  IN  SOUTHERN  ASIA. 
Then  there  are  studies  on  THE  CHRISTIAN  FAMILY  AND  ITS 
MONEY,  THREE  SPIRITUAL  CLASSICS,  and  THE  CHANGING  CITY. 
The  supplementary  materials  to  go  with  the  studies  seem  unusually 
rich.  Be  on  the  look  out  for  them  at  Camp  Brewer. 

Plans  are  under  way  to  distribute  missionary  packets  again  at 
Camp  Brewer.  One  will  be  prepared  lor  each  Guild  in  the  con- 
ference. It  is  hoped  that  these  have  proved  truly  useful  to  the 
Guilds  over  the  past  three  years  in  all  their  studies  and  that 
they  will  be  an  inspiration  for  an  increased  number  of  JR  studies. 
As  we  go  into  a new  year  can  we  work  toward  the  goal  of  "At 
Least  One  JR  Study  in  Every  Guild  This  Year"?

On  April  20,  1963,  in  Montgomery,  Louisiana,  Miss  Marie 
Pace,  District  Secretary  of  the  Alexandria  District  presided  over 
our  Spring  District  Meeting.  There  were  35  Guilders  with  three  co- 
ordinators and  2 visitors.  The  opening  devotional  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Bee  Sandefur  of  Bunkie  in  the  absence  of  our  Spiritual  Life 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Janice  Richardson,  who  could  not  attend  because 
of  sickness  in  her  family. 

A report  of  the  Spring  Meeting  held  in  Monroe,  Louisiana,  on 
March  16-17  was  given  followed  by  a report  of  the  Alexandria  Dis- 
trict Guild  Coaching  Conference  and  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  on 
October  20-21  at  Camp  Walker. 

This  was  followed  by  the  reports  of  the  District  Officers.  Each 
president  then  reported  on  the  work  of  their  Guild. 

From  these  reports  we  learned  that  in  the  Alexandria  Dis- 
trict, the  Guilders  are  continuing  their  studies,  gave  full  measure 
and  running  over  in  Supply  work  and  are  performing  many  services 
in  His  Name  such  as  visiting  the  shut-ins,  furnishing  flowers  for 
the  sancuary,  delivering  Christian  literature  to  train  and  bus  sta- 
tions, hospitals  and  to  shut-ins.  They  have  been  hostesses  for 
various  social  activities  of  their  churches,  participated  in  rummage 
sales  and  prepared  the  elements  for  Communion  in  their  churches, 
bought  hymnals  for  their  choirs  and  contributed  to  the  work  with 
the  children  of  Migrant  workers.

It  was  found  that  several 
Guilds  were  eligible  for  J.R.  Credit  on  studies,  but  did  not  realize  to 
apply  for  the  credit. 

The  Secretary  issued  a Prayer  Call  for  those  who  are  ill,  have 
sickness  in  their  family  or  have  recently  lost  a loved  one. 

She  reminded  us  of  the  need  for  mission  fund  which  is 
always  present. 

The  offering  of  $25.00  was  to  be  divided  egually  between 
Missions  and  the  Cultivation  fund. 

Miss  Pace  then  announced  that  Mrs.  A.  R.  Scheffer  of  Pine- 
ville  had  consented  to  take  up  the  work  of  the  Woman  Society 
of  Christian  Service  Member-at-Large  on  the  Guild  Committee 
begun  so  effectively  by  Mrs.  Kathleen  Waggoner  of  Olla  whom 
we  have  learned  to  love  and  appreciate.

VELA  CLEVELAND'S  COLUMN 


Kolar,  Mysore  State,  India 
May  27,  1963 

Dear  Guilders  and  Friends, 

It  has  really  been  a long  time  since  I wrote  to  you,  I do  ap- 
preciate so  much  that  Elizabeth  printed  my  Dad's  editorial  in  the 
last  GUILD  TIMES  for  I can't  think  of  a better  way  to  tell  you 
about  his  illness  or  his  attitude.  The  latest  report  is  that  the  doc- 
tor thinks  he  may  have  to  have  a bit  more  cobalt  therapy  but  that 
he  is  really  doing  very  well.  He  is  not  having  the  headaches  now, 
his  vision  has  cleared  up,  and  he  is  again  driving  his  own  car 
everywhere,  including  18  and  25  miles  to  the  doctors.  Thank  you, 
each  one,  for  your  notes  and  cards,  both  to  him  and  to  me. 

Now  about  my  "accident."  For  years  my  dad  has  run  a column 
in  his  newspaper  entitled  "Flight  of  Time"  and  this  gets  divided 
into  sections  such  as  "Forty-five  years  ago",  "Thirty-five  years  ago", 
etc.  down  to  "Five  years  ago".  I'm  afraid  the  clipping  about  my 
"accident"  got  taken  out  of  its  context  of  "Thirty-five  years  ago"! 
It  happened  at  a time  when  Dad  was  in  the  midst  of  a poultry  rais- 
ing hobby.  He  would  plant  half  the  chicken  yard  with  oats  and  then 
turn  the  chickens  in  on  this  while  he  planted  the  other  half  of  the 
yard.  One  day  he  had  plowed  a half-yard  and  was  ready  for  the 
seed  which  I was  taking  to  him.  But  the  plowing  had  turned  the  soil 
so  close  to  the  gate  the  gate  wouldn't  push  open  and  so  I slid 
through  anyway,  but  too  close  to  the  corugated  metal  roof  of  the 
hen-house.  As  a result  1 got  a gash  at  the  corner  of  my  eye  which 
needed  two  stiches.  So  this  is  the  story  of  my  "accident"  of  thirty- 
five  years  ago! 

Elizabeth  asked  for  some  news  of  Surekha.  Susi  was  two  years 
old  in  March  and  has  grown  into  a happy  little  girl  who  is  chatter- 
ing and  running  all  over  the  place.  Her  parents  are  completely  satis- 
fied with  her  and  I believe  they  would  not  trade  her  in  for  any- 
thing! I'm  sure  she  is  a happy  and  well-loved  child.  Her  aunt, 
Miss  Chandrica  Desai,  principal  of  our  Girls'  High  School  here  in 
Kolar,  goes  up  to  the  Deccan  to  see  her  every  chance  she  gets. 

This  has  been  such  a busy  six  months  I hardly  know  where 
to  begin.  Several  times  various  ones  have  asked  what  part  we 
take  in  local  church  activities.  The  hospital  unit  is  such  a self- 
contained  body  that  sometimes  I feel  we  are  too  separate  from 
the  church  although  all  those  who  can  do  so  are  there  for  all  special 
services  and  church  services  on  Sunday.  There  are  a number  of 
reasons  for  this  such  as  the  nature  and  hours  of  work  with  some 
always  on  the  job  and  others  always  on  call.  There  is  the 
language  difficulty  also.  Kolar  is  Kanarese  speaking  and  few  of 
the  church  people  speak  anything  else.  Our  nursing  staff  and  stu- 
dents are  almost  everything  else  in  the  way  of  language  speak- 
ing, and  only  pick  up  Kanarese  after  coming  here.  There  are  two 
church  services  on  Sunday,  one  in  Kanarese  and  one  in  English. 
At  the  English  evening  service  the  local  church  people  could  al- 
most be  counted  on  one  hand.  On  the  hospital  compound  we  have 
a unit  of  the  W.S.C.S.  (although  I think  it  really  ought  to  be  a 
W.S.G.  as  they  are  all  working  girls!)  and  daily  chapel  services 
at  which  everyone  takes  turns  at  conducting. 

This  past  year  I've  been  very  glad  to  be  a member  of  the 
Official  Board  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  It  has 
given  me  a chance  to  try  something  I've  wanted  to  see  tried  for 


four  years.  I've  fussed  since  I came  here  about  giving  the  monthly 
pleges  to  the  janitor  each  month  when  he  brings  a notebook 
around  for  each  one  to  thumb  through  and  then  write  down  the 
amount  he  is  giving  to  the  janitor.  Everyone  has  said,  "I  wish 
something  could  be  done" — but  nothing  else  would  work,  en- 
velopes wouldn't  work,  etc.  Finally  my  chance  came  this  year  when 
I had  an  opportunity  to,  try  it  out  with  a small  group.  The  town 
was  divided  into  districts  for  a campaign  of  church  members  for 
increasing  church  pledges.  I took  the  hospital  compound  for  my 
areas  and  immediately  prepared  envelopes  for  each  one,  for  a 
two  month  trial.  Such  comments  were  heard  around  as  "Here  we 
are  trying  to  increase  the  church  income  to  meet  the  increased  bud- 
get and  Dr.  Cleveland  is  just  going  to  ruin  things!  It's  not  going  to 
work!"  Etc.)  The  Church  Treasurer  was  perhaps  just  about  the 
most  pessimistic  but  after  one  month  he  was  just  as  enthusiastic! 
They  were  all  amazed  at  the  time  saving  for  the  janitor!  The  Of- 
ficial Board  was  all  for  getting  envelopes  printed  for  everyone  im- 
mediately. But  here  I asked  that  they  go  a bit  more  slowly  for  the 
rest  of  this  conference  year  and  give  this  pilot  group  a good  trial, 
adding  the  school  compound  next  perhaps  for  a trial  also.  This 
is  a new  idea  here  and  I don't  know  for  sure  yet  just  how  the 
main  bulk  of  the  local  church  is  going  to  take  to  it.  We  will  see. 

I think  I must  stop  with  this  for  I'm  sure  the  space  is  short. 
I will  be  thinking  about  you  at  Guild  Weekend  and  will  be  look- 
ing forward  to  probably  being  with  you  next  year!  I do  hope  so.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 

Agnes  Miller,  (Mrs.  Austin)  Conference  Chairman 

As  we  begin  our  new  conference  year,  let  us  take  stock. 
Last  year  our  record  of  JR  studies  fell  off.  In  fact  there  was  not  a 
single  study  reported  for  the  first  quarter — June,  July,  and  August. 
This  year  we  seem  off  to  a better  start.  Already  we  have  eight 
on  record.  These  came  in  during  June  and  July  and  were  on  the 
approved  studies  for  last  year.  By  districts  they  are:'  Alexandria, 
one;  Baton  Rouge,  one  Lafayette,  two;  Monroe,  two;  Ruston,  one;

Let's  sincerely  hope  that  this  increase  in  study  during  the 
summer  months  will  mean  a new  year  of  renewed  zeal  in  learning 
about  the  work  of  the  Church  around  the  world.  It  can  and  should 
mean  many  more  JR  studies  for  1963-1964.  Truly,  Methodist  women 
CAN  be  the  "best  informed  group  of  women  in  the  world"  be- 
cause of  the  wonderful  studies  prepared  for  them.  It  is  up  to 
each  local  Guild  to  take  part  and  promote  attendance  at  the  studies.

Points  brought  out  in  the  group 
discussions  were:  1.  The  LOCAL  CHAIRMAN  OF  SUPPLY  WORK 
is  a member  of  the  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  and  should  be  active 
in  presenting  Supply  Work  to  the  local  group  during  regular  meet- 
ings. The  PURPOSE  of  Supply  Work  is  not  only  to  give  cash  to- 
ward askings,  but — TO  INFORM  the  members  about  the  types  of 
work  and  workers  in  each  location.  Only  as  the  Chairman  is  in- 
formed and  inspired  can  she  inform  and  inspire  others! 

2.  Reports  are  the  pictures  of  what  has  been  done.  It  takes 
the  frame  of  the  report  to  make  it  come  alive.  Report  your  activi- 
ties and  ways  of  presenting  Supply  Work  to  your  Guild  District 
Chairman  and  the  local  W.S.C.S.  Chairman  of  Supply  Work. 

3.  We  do  not  promote  Supply  Work,  but  EDUCATE  by  creat- 
ing an  understanding  of  work  done  with-in  the  project.  We  PRO- 
MOTE the  total  program  within  which  the  Woman's  Society  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Work.

The  "display  corner,"  featuring  worship  centers,  local  unit 
scrapbooks  and  various  literature,  has  become  a regular  part  of 
all  district  meetings.

TO  ALL  LOCAL  CHAIRMEN  OF  SUPPLY  WORK;  NOW  is  the 
time  to  send  your  District  Chairman  a detailed  report  of  all  Supply 
Work  activities,  ways  of  presenting  Supply  Work,  programs,  post- 
ers, parties,  visits  to  locations,  etc.  This  information  is  needed  by 
your  District  Chairman  in  order  for  her  to  report  to  the  Conference 
Chairman.  It  is  my  sincere  wish  that  1 will  have  a fine  report  to 
present  at  the  annual  Spring  meeting  in  March  at  Lafayette. 


YOUR  CONFERENCE  PRESIDENT 
SPEAKS 

TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY 

JANUARY  19,  1964,  will  be  a significant  date  in  the  life  of 
the  Woman's  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  On  this 
date,  every  local  Guild  and  Society  is  called  upon  to  join  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  which  will  be  in  session, 
in  a special  program,  launching  a two  and  one-half  year  25th 
Anniversary  Observation  of  the  Societies  and  Guilds.  Additional 
information  and  materials  will  appear  in  the  JANUARY,  1964, 
issue  of  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN.  The  Guild  and  Society  are 
asked  to  plan  together  (in  churches  where  there  are  both  groups) 
to  make  this  an  occasion  of  challenge  and  inspiration. 

When  the  presidents  and  treasurers  met  with  the  Woman's 
Division  in  September,  plans  for  the  25th  Anniversary  Observance 
were  developed  under  three  headings;  Our  Heritage;  Facts  and 
Trends;  and  Gcals.  Though  we  can  look  to  our  past  with  pride, 
it  is  not  our  purpose  to  revel  in  our  history.  Rather  we  must 
recognize  that  the  most  important  thing  about  our  history  is  not 
what  we  have  done  in  the  past,  but  what  that  history  means  for 
the  future. 

The  Facts  and  Trends  in  our  work  at  home  and  overseas 
indicate  changing  needs  in  programs  and  methods;  a great  un- 
tapped potential  in  the  womanhood  of  the  Church;  and  a challenge 
to  render  a more  effective  account  of  our  stewardship  in  finances 
and  self-giving. 

Three  general  Goals  were  presented  and  approved.  The 
first  of  these— GROWTH  IN  UNDERSTANDING  AND  SPIRITUAL 
POWER — undergirds  the  other  two  and  goes  straight  to  the  heart 
of  our  basic  concern.  The  other  Goals  are:  INCREASE  IN  KNOWL- 
EDGE OF  NEEDS  IN  THE  WORLD  and  SHARING  THROUGH 
WITNESS  AND  SERVICE  IN  THE  OUTREACH  OF  THE  CHURCH. 
In  the  days  ahead  these  goals  will  be  interpreted  and  implemented 
so  that  every  local  woman  can  accept  them  as  her  own. 

In  terms  of  specific  goals,  each  Conference  has  been  asked 
to  work  toward  a 25%  increase  in  pledge  giving  and  in  member- 
ship. These  two  increases  cannot  be  separated.  However,  this 
goal  is  not  to  win  new  members  just  to  increase  funds  and 
numbers  on  the  rolls,  but  that,  through  additional  dedicated  gifts 
and  lives,  we  may  make  a more  effective  Christian  witness  in  the 
world. 

A third  goal  concerns  personnel  needs.  During  this  special 
two  and  one-half  year  period,  each  Conference  is  called  upon  to 
recruit;  1 missionary;  1 deaconess  or  heme  missionary;  1 U.S.-2; 
and  1 Overseas-3. 

The  achievement  of  these  goals — both  general  and  specific — 
will  depend  upon  the  depths  of  our  dedication  and  the  strength 
of  our  conviction  that  the  work  we  do  through  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society  belongs  to  the  Kingdom.

FROM  YOUR  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

When  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
assembles  in  Lafayette,  Louisiana,  on  March  14  and  15,  an  event 
of  great  importance  will  be  found  on  the  program.  This  event 
is  the  election  of  certain  officers  who  will  help  in  leading  the 


program  of  the  Guild  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  during  the  next 
four  years. 

The  responsibility  for  the  selection  of  these  officers  rests  in 
the  body  of  voting  delegates.  There  is  one  delegate  from  each  local 
Guild  for  the  first  twenty  members,  plus  one  delegate  for  each 
additional  twenty  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Every 
voting  delegate  should  give  prayerful  consideration  to  the  selection 
of  these  leaders. 

So  that  all  vacancies  will  not  occur  within  the  same  year, 
some  officers  are  elected  at  the  second  year  of  the  guadrennium 
and  other  officers  are  elected  at  the  fourth  year  of  the  guadrennium. 
This  being  the  fourth  year  of  the  guadrennium,  the  following 
officers  are  to  be  elected  according  to  Article  VI,  Section  4C 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  By-laws:  Chairman  of  Missionary 
Education,  Chairman  of  Supply,  Chairman  of  Literature,  and  one 
Woman's  Society  member-at-large  on  the  Conference  Guild  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education: 

— promotes  approved  studies  throughout  the  conference 

— makes  contacts  with  and  shares  news  of  missionary 
personnel 

— interprets  missionary  enterprise  of  the  Church 

The  Chairman  of  Supply: 

— receives  conference  assignment  of  projects  and  guotas 
for  supply  work  each  year  and  in  turn  sets  guotas  for 
each  district 

— promotes  giving  to  these  projects  and  personalizes  the 
projects 

The  Chairman  of  Literature: 

— assumes  responsibility  for  handling  literature  at  Guild 
Weekend 

—promotes  GUILD  TIMES,  METHODIST  WOMAN, 
WORLD  OUTLOOK,  and  publications  of  the  Woman's 
Division — especially  PROGRAM  BOOKLET  and  PRAYER 
CALENDAR 

The  Representative  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service: 

— should  be  a conference  officer 

— should  have  an  understanding  of  and  concern  for  the 
Guild  and  Guild  work 

The  office  of  Chairman  of  Literature  is  a new  one  and  this 
being  the  fourth  year  of  the  guadrennium,  it  will  be  filled  for 
the  first  time  at  this  Spring  Meeting.

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BYLAWS  AND  STANDING  RULES 

Changes  made  in  the  Standiiig  Rules  and  Proposed  Changes 
to  the  Bylaws  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild. 

The  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  Committee  met  on  Friday 
evening,  July  12,  1963,  at  Camp  Brewer.  Present  were  Miss 
Elizabeth  Langford,  Chairman,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Miss  Arline 
Tyler,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Guthrie,  Jr.,  Miss  Dorothy  Dunbar,  and  Miss 
Maree  White. 

The  following  changes  in  the  Standing  Rules  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  were  proposed: 

Change  Rule  3.  a.  to  read: 

Conference  Guild  Committee  Meetings.  There  shall  be  at 
least  two  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  each 
year.  One  of  these  shall  be  in  connection  with  the  annual 
spring  meeting.  The  other  shall  be  a mid-year  meeting,  the 
date  to  be  designated  by  the  administrative  committee. 

Delete  Rule  3.  b.  and  substitute  a new  Rule  3.  b.: 

There  shall  be  a program  of  training  in  Guild  work  within 
each  district,  to  be  directed  by  the  district  Guild  committee. 
Change  Rule  11.  b.  to  read: 

Expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee 
to  the  mid-year  meeting  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee 
shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation  fund. 

Change  Rule  11.  c.  to  read: 

Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary, 
the  Chairmen  of  the  Lines  of  Work,  and  co-opted  Guild  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  to  the  Conference 
Guild  Weekend  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation 
fund. 

Change  Rule  11.  d.  to  read: 

Expenses  of  the  District  Secretaries  to  the  Conference  Guild 
Weekend  shall  be  paid  from  District  Cultivation  funds. 
Change  Rule  11.  e.  to  read: 

Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary and/or  the  Chairmen  of  the  Lines  of  Work  in  the  pattern 
to  attend  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  and  the  Jurisdiction 
School  of  Missions  shall  be  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation 
fund.  If  four  or  fewer  of  this  group  attend,  travel  shall  be 
in  one  car  and  5c  per  mile  shall  be  paid  from  Conference 
Cultivation  fund.  If  five  or  more  persons  make  up  the 
official  delegation,  then  expenses  of  two  cars  at  5c  per  mile 
each  car  shall  be  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation  fund. 
Travel  to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting  of  an  official  car 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Conference.  If  any  designated  person 
in  the  pattern  should  elect  to  travel  by  other  means  than  the 
above,  she  shall  do  so  at  her  own  expense. 

These  above  changes  were  subseguently  approved  by  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  voting  body  in 
session  at  Camp  Brewer,  July  14,  1963. 

The  Committee  further  recommended  that  a new  Section  3 be 
added  to  Article  V of  the  Bylaws  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild: 

Article  V,  Section  3.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Com- 
mittee, composed  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  who  shall  be 
the  chairman,  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  three  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed biennially  by  the  Conference  Secretary.  The  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  shall  transact  only  necessary  business 
in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee. 

The  Existing  Article  V,  Section  3,  shall  become  Article  V, 
Section  4. 

The  existing  Article  V,  Section  4,  shall  become  Article  V, 
Section  5. 

The  Committee  instruoted  the  Secretary  to  send  to  the  Con- 
ference Guild  units  notice  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  Bylaws, 
in  accordance  with  Article  VIII,  Section  1,  of  the  Bylaws,  the 
proposed  change  to  be  voted  on  at  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting, 
1964.

On  page  130 — Conference  Annual,  under  Bylaws  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild: 

Change  Article  V,  Section  1,  to  read: 

"There  shall  be  a Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  of  the  conference  composed  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Guild,  the  recording  secretary,  the  chairmen  of  the 
lines  of  work,  and  the  district  secretaries  of  the  Guild;  the 


president,  the  treasurer,  and  the  secretary  of  promotion  of 
the  Woman's  Society  AND  TWO  OTHER  REPRESENTATIVES 
WHO  SHALL  BE  OFFICERS  OR  SECRETARIES  OF  LINES  OF 
WORK  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  TO  BE 
ELECTED  BIENNIALLY  by  the  conference  Guild.  Such  addi- 
tional members  as  the  work  demands  may  be  co-opted. 

Add  a new  Section  6 to  Article  V:

Delete  ".  . . and  one  Woman's  Society  member-at-large  shall  be 
elected." 

In  Article  VI,  Section  4 c: 

Delete  ".  . . and  one  Woman's  Society  member-at-large  shall 
be  elected." 

To  Article  VI,  Section  4,  add  a new  paragraph  d: 

"The  two  Woman's  Society  members-at-large  of  the  Conference 
Guild  Committee  shall  be  elected  biennially  at  the  second 
and  fourth  years  of  the  guadrennium."

Attractive  "Bathroom  Caddies"  were 
presented  each  member  by  Misses  Marilynn  and  Elizabeth  Ann 
Carter  of  the  New  Iberia  Guild. 

The  Registration  Committee  provided  each  delegate  and  guest 
with  very  attractive  name  tags  and  a packet  containing  reports, 
program,  map,  etc.  The  "Corsages  for  Missions"  sold  at  the 
registration  desk,  brought  in  $103.00  for  Missions.

The  existing  Article  V,  Section  3,  shall  become  Article  V, 
Section  4;  The  existing  Article  V,  Section  4,  shall  become  Article 

V,  Section  5. 

These  changes  were  accepted  by  the  82  voting  delegates  and 
the  following  persons  were  named  to  the  two  committees:  Budget: 
Miss  Elizabeth  Langford  and  Miss  Grace  Lawson;  Administrative: 
Miss  Mildred  Evans  and  Mrs.  Emma  Mainous.

Emma  Mainous,  Baton  Rouge,  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education; 
Miss  Dorothy  Dunbar,  Opelousas,  Chairman  of  Supply;  from  the 

W. S.C.S.,  Mrs.  McCammon,  Lafayette,  A new  officer  was  elected: 
Miss  Grace  Lawson  (Welsh),  Chairman  of  Literature.  The  two 
retiring  chairmen,  were  recognized  by  the  conference  for  their 
four  years  of  splendid  service  on  the  Guild  Committee  and  their 
contribution  to  the  Louisiana  Guilds.  Mrs.  T.  D.  (Ruth)  Guthrie, 
Sr.,  (Bastrop)  retiring  Supply  Chairman,  was  presented  an  Honorary 
Life  Membership  Pin  and  Certificate  of  Recognition  by  Mrs.  Minza 
Rabun;  Mrs.  Austin  (Agnes)  Miller  (Monroe)  retiring  Missionary

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS

Some  of  the  special  issues  facing  the  88th  Congress  dealing 
with  legislation  related  to  domestic  and  international  affairs  that 
concerns  the  church  are — Civil  Rights — Health  Care  for  the  Aged — 
Migrant  Labor — Federal  Aid  to  Education — Food  for  Peace — Foreign 
Aid — Unemployment  and  Poverty  and  United  Nations  Issues. 

Legislation  on  religion  as  an  American  heritage  remains  a 
live  issue  in  1964.  No  hearings  or  actions  are  scheduled  on 
the  prayer  and  Bible  reading  amendments,  the  Christian  Amend- 
ment and  others.  However,  increasing  numbers  of  citizens  groups 
are  actively  working  for  them. 

We  are  called  upon  to  give  staunch  and  intelligent  support 
of  the  U.  N.  We  must  accept  the  principle  that  the  world  cannot 
continue  to  live  half  ill-fed  and  half  over-fed.  The  widening  gap 
between  the  rich  nations  and  the  poor  nations  must  be  closed. 
We  must  find  ways. 

Methodist  women  are  called  with  new  urgency  to  keep  in- 
formed about  these  issues,  and  to  encourage,  support  and  promote 
appropriate  legislation  and  national  policy  through  all  available 
channels  directed  toward  building  a peaceful  world. 

A number  of  you  will  be  going  to  the  New  York  World's 
Fair  between  April  22 — October  18,  1964,  who  will  be  interested 
in  some  concentrated  experience  at  the  U.  N.  There  is  a plan 
available  for  the  unigue  opportunity  to  visit  the  U.  N.  through 
a series  of  "open"  seminars  starting  the  week  following  general 
conference  (which  ends  May  8)  through  the  close  of  the  Fairs 
1964  session. 

Seminar  activities  include  a guided  tour  of  the  U.  N.  Head- 
guarters,  lunch  in  the  Delegates  Dining  Room  or  the  Church 
Center  for  the  U.  N.,  briefings  by  U.  N.  personnel,  etc. 

Each  seminar  will  be  open  to  all  comers,  who  should  reserve 
their  place  by  paying  in  advance  a registration  fee  of  $1.00  per 
person  per  day.  This  fee  is  for  services,  literature  packets, 
badges,  and  does  not  include  the  guided  tour  of  the  U.  N.  which 
is  $1.00  for  adults  and  50c  for  students,  nor  does  it  include  lunch. 

I will  be  glad  to  supply  additional  information  if  you  wish 
to  take  advantage  of  this  while  you  are  in  New  York.

5.  That  promotion  of  meaningful  study  and  prayer  groups  be 
continued;  and  that  creative  use  be  made  of  resource  material 
with  emphasis  on  Prayer  Calendar;  and  active  participation  in  all 
committees  pertaining  to  spiritual  life,  by  the  Chairman  of  Spiritual 
Life. 

6.  That  our  askings  for  Supply  Work  continue  to  be  met  but 
personalized  through  visits  to  projects  whenever  possible;  that 
all  money  be  carefully  designated  as  to  place  and  project. 

7.  That  we  continue  to  support  the  projects  of  the  Woman's 
Division  through  our  gifts,  increasing  them  as  our  understanding 
and  love  increases. 

8.  That  there  be  a continuing  awareness  of  the  purposes  of 
the  Guild  so  that  it  examines  everything  it  does  in  reference  to 
its  function.

Dear  Guilders, 

Here  I am  back  in  India,  and  at  the  present  time  up  in 
the  mountains  of  South  India  enjoying  some  coolness.  It  seems 
hardly  any  time  since  1 was  there  in  Louisiana  with  you.  I 
did  such  a variety  of  things  during  my  short  S'/z  months  furlough 
at  home  that  the  time  literally  flew  past.  This  included  such 
things  as:  Staying  with  my  father  during  his  last  illness — and  at 
the  same  time  being  in  my  brother's  home  with  a teenager, 
closing  up  the  home  in  which  my  parents  had  lived  for  thirty- 
eight  years,  being  with  my  brother  during  a cataract  operation, 
doing  special  night  duty  with  my  sister-in-law  after  an  emergency 
appendectomy,  driving  nearly  ten  thousand  miles  between 
Florida,  Tennessee,  Louisiana,  and  all  over  Florida  as  I visited 
and  met  church  groups  and  conference  for  speaking  and  slide- 
showing of  our  mission  work  and  projects  here  in  India,  As 
for  shopping  and  getting  ready  to  return  to  India,  this  was  done 
mostly  as  I drove  along  and  just  stopped  at  shopping  centers 
along  the  way  for  an  hour  or  two  as  a way  of  resting  from 
long  periods  of  driving.  Packing  was  interspersed  between 
trips  and  engagements  as  I would  get  home  for  a day  or  two 
now  and  then.

I'm  sorry  I did  not  have  more  time  this  furlough  for  you 
folks  in  Louisiana.  However,  I'm  so  glad  I did  have  the  two 
weeks  I did  have  with  you  in  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the 
W.S.C.S.  and  W.S.G.  and  around  New  Orleans.  It  was  wonderful 
for  me  to  have  the  privilege  of  attending  and  participating  in 
all  the  District  Annual  Meetings  of  the  W.S.C.S.  in  Florida  and 
in  this  way  to  get  to  know  so  many  of  Florida  women.  I didn't  get 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  Florida 
because  I was  with  you  at  Lafayette  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Guild  in  Louisiana  the  same  weekend.  As  you  know,  I am 
supported  by  both  the  Florida  and  Louisiana  Conferences,  but, 
since  I had  been  out  of  Florida  for  the  ten  years  preceding  my 
departure  for  India  I really  didn't  know  the  women  of  Florida 
as  well  as  I knew  you  folks  there  in  Louisiana.  So,  for  this 
reason.  I'm  glad  I did  get  the  time  with  the  Florida  W.S.C.S. 


that  I did.  I had  planned  for  April  and  May  in  Louisiana  but 
when  my  visa  for  return  to  India  came  back  with  the  return 
date  in  early  April  then,  of  course,  all  plans  had  to  be  dropped 
in  order  to  get  back  by  the  visa  expiry  date.  I'm  looking  forward, 
however,  to  my  next  furlough  and  the  opportunity  to  have 
time  for  real  good  visits  with  you.  May  I,  please? 

Since  I've  gotten  a general  letter  out,  which  my  brother  is 
to  print  and  mail  from  Fort  Meade  so  everyone  will  receive  it 
sooner.  I'm  not  going  to  write  about  my  trip  to  and  arrival  in 
India.  I'll  just  have  to  say,  however,  that  my  sister  and  I did 
have  a wonderful  trip  together  with  sightseeing  all  along  the 
way.  Some  of  my  favorite  reading  as  I was  growing  up  was  with 
the  ancient  Greek,  Roman,  and  Scandinavian  mythology.  In 
Greece,  these  ancient  tales  came  alive  as  we  climbed  up  and 
down  hills  and  walked  in  and  out  of  the  ancient  temples  and 
amphitheaters  which  were  built  for  the  glory  and  worship  of  those 
Greek  gods,  goddesses,  and  heroes.  In  Bagdad  and  Corinth, 
the  old  stories  of  Babylon  and  Nebuchadnezzar  and  the  later 
stories  of  Paul  came  alive  here  in  the  palaces  and  streets  and 
market  places  of  these  ancient  ruins.  I'm  sorry  that  we  could 
not  have  done  this  trip  about  three  years  ago  so  that  my  Dad 
could  have  been  with  us  to  enjoy  it  to  the  fullest,  as  he  always 
did  any  trips  he  made. 

After  the  busy  two  and  a half  months  in  the  States  before 
1 left  New  York,  and  then  these  strenuous  five  weeks  sightseeing. 
I'm  more  than  glad  now  to  have  this  month  of  rest  and  relaxation 
in  the  mountains  before  actually  getting  back  into  the  work  here. 
Jean  has  gone  on  to  Southeast  Asia  and  is  in  the  midst  of  her 
three  months  working  assignment  as  consultant  with  our  social 
work  agencies  in  Southeast  Asia.  She  is  still  following  a strenuous 
schedule  and  will  for  some  time  to  come. 

Thank  you  each  one  for  helping  to  make  my  time  in  Louisiana 
so  wonderful  and  enjoyable.  As  1 get  back  into  the  work  I'll 
be  letting  you  know  about  what  goes  on  here  from  time  to 
time.  Let  me  hear  from  you  too.

To  make  the  visit  of  Maryruth  Nickels,  Field  Worker  from  the 
Woman's  Division,  worthwhile,  each  district  secretary  must  plan 
carefully  and  wisely  with  the  District  president  of  the  Woman's 
Society  and  each  local  Guild  must  cooperate.  This  is  for  October. 
Let's  do  our  part. 

PRESIDENTS  will  receive  the  Evaluation  Reports  for  the  local 
Guild  and  will  be  responsible,  assisted  by  recording  secretary 
and  such  chairmen  as  needed,  for  completing  and  channeling 
these  reports  properly  by  NOVEMBER  5th.  Watch  your  mail 
carefully  and  be  prompt. 

DISTRICT  SECRETARY,  your  report  will  be  mailed  direct 
to  you  from  the  conference  secretary.  There  will  be  some  changes 
in  your  report. 

Observance  of  Guild  Month  and  the  25th  Anniversary  should 
have  an  important  place  in  your  plans  for  local  Guilds  and 
District.  Be  sure  to  include  them. 

It  is  my  hope  that  every  Guild  officer  and  chairman;  local, 
district,  and  conference,  will  establish  a personal  acquaintance 


with  the  TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY  AND  THE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD.  Local  presi- 
dents and  district  officers  will  receive  a copy.  Others  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Conference  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary  of 
Woman's  Society  (conference)  for  75(J  per  copy. 

If  we  will  attempt  great  things  for  God,  we  can  expect 
great  things  from  Him.  We  CAN  if  we  WILL.  May  God's 
guidance  and  blessing  be  with  each  of  you  always.

out  another  successful  conference  program.  If  you  want  to 
have  an  enjoyable  evening,  get  out  your  Guild  Times  file  and 
read  the  reports  for  each  of  the  last  12  weekends.  Through  them 
all  you  will  find  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  women  developing 
the  theme  of  our  last  session — 1964;  "TO  KNOW  ....  TO

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Because  there  might  be  questions  about  financial  relation- 
ships under  the  new  board  of  missions  structure,  Miss  Florence 
Little,  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division,  made  the  following 
statements  in  a letter  to  me  dated  June  3,  1964: 

1.  There  is  no  change  in  financial  responsibilities  for  mem- 
bers of  Woman's  Societies  and  Guilds. 

2.  Pledge  for  missions,  cash  for  supply  work,  supplementary 
gifts  and  culitvation  fund  monies  will  continue. 

3.  All  pledge  credit  monies  (pledge  to  missions,  member- 
ships, in  remembrance  gifts,  action  from  study,  my  world  bank) 
will  continue  to  be  the  source  of  appropriations  for  the  work  and 
projects  now  carried  on  through  the  foreign  and  home  departments. 

4.  These  appropriations  for  support  of  the  work  will  be 
voted  by  the  woman's  division  upon  recommendation  by  the 
executive  secretaries  through  the  world  and  national  division. 

5.  This  work  will  no  longer  be  known  as  "woman  division 
work"  but  will  be  known  as  "Board  of  Missions  Work"  under 
the  world  and/or  national  divisions. 

6.  Women  members  of  the  board  of  missions  will  be 
members  of  the  woman's  division  and  the  world  and/or  national 
divisions.  As  members  in  these  divisions  they  continue  to  carry 
responsibility  for  policy,  program  and  project. 

7.  Funds  from  local  Societies  and  Guilds  will  be  sent 
through  the  regular  channels,  that  is;  THE  LOCAL  GUILD 
TREASURER  REPORTS  TO  THE  LOCAL  SOCIETY  TREASURER, 
THE  LOCAL  SOCIETY  TREASURER  REPORTS  TO  THE  DISTRICT 
TREASURER,  THE  DISTRICT  TREASURER  TO  THE  CONFERENCE 
TREASURER,  THE  CONFERENCE  TREASURER  TO  THE  DIVISION 
TREASURER. 

8.  The  treasurer  of  the  woman's  division  will  continue  to 
receive,  hold  and  disburse  funds  according  to  the  constitution 
and  bylaws  of  the  woman's  division. 

9.  Conferences  will  be  given  new  opportunities  for  sharing 
in  missionary  support. 

10.  THERE  IS  AS  MUCH  NEED  AS  EVER  BEFORE  FOR 
THE  25  PER  CENT  INCREASE  IN  PLEDGE  GIVING  PRESENTLY 
UNDERWAY  IN  THE  25th  ANNIVERSARY  PROGRAM. 

When  a treasurer  is  called  on  for  a report,  she  not  only 
makes  a financial  statement  but  she  should  interpret  the  meaning 
of  giving  and  the  financial  needs  of  the  work  which  is  ours 
through  the  woman's  division.  It  is  my  hope  that  each  one  of 
us  will  come  to  understand  more  fully  than  ever  before  that 
money  is  more  than  dollars  and  cents  when  given  to  God 
through  our  Societies  and  Guilds.  Our  money  becomes  an 
expression  of  our  commitment  and  an  answer  to  someone's 
PRAYER  or  NEED. 

Please  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  promote 
pledge  giving.  I sincerely  hope  you  are  using  your  "special 
missions  bank"  or  "my  world  bank".  Have  you  been  reminded 
of  the  many  blessings  you  have  received?  I have.  Remember 
the  money  we  place  in  our  banks  is  above  the  individual  pledge.

The  presentation  of  the  studies  was  most  interesting  and  with 
the  whole  hour  the  leaders  were  able  to  give  enough  material 
to  be  a real  help  to  those  who  will  be  leading  the  studies  on  the 
local  level.

Let  us  not  be  guilty  of  lowering  the  standard 
of  our  studies.  This  is  our  opportunity  to  use  our  imagination  and 
creative  ability  in  finding  more  effective  ways  to  present  the 
studies  and  the  program. 

Be  sure  and  watch  the  back  cover  of  the  Methodist  Woman 
for  announcement  of  the  four  handbooks.  One  of  the  handbooks 
is  for  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  With  the  new 
Purpose  making  us  one  it  is  recommended  that  we  study  all  four 
handbooks  in  order  to  be  familiar  with  both  programs.

We  will  repeat  those  recommendations 
in  this  column  and  we  are  giving  partimular  emphasis  to  the 
one  on  devoting  at  least  one  program  a year  on  one  of  the 
institutions  that  is  on  our  Supply  Askings.  The  following  are 
recommendations : 

1.  That  the  local  chairman  of  supply  be  a member  of  the 
committee  on  finance. 

2.  That  the  local,  district,  and  conference  chairmen  keep 
in  close  contact  with  your  treasurers, 

3.  That  one  program  a year  be  devoted  to  a study  of  the 
institutions  to  which  we  send  cash  for  supply. 

In  planning  a program  on  supply  you  may  write  to  the 
institutions  for  material.  Most  of  the  institutions  will  send  a 
representative  out  to  speak  to  your  group.  (You  must  pay  travel 
expense.)  Some  will  send  you  lists  of  needs.  ALWAYS  BE 
SURE  YOU  MEET  THE  CASH  ASKING  FIRST,  then  you  may 
want  to  follow  v/ith  special  gifts.  The  directors  always  include 
the  things  MOST  needed  in  the  asking  which  they  send  to  the 
Division.  It  is  from  this  that  our  first  asking  comes. 

Holding  Institute,  which  is  one  of  our  Supply  Askings  for 
1964-65,  will  make  place  cards  or  favors  during  the  school  year. 
Allow  at  least  six  weeks  for  making  and  delivery  of  these  items. 
You  may  write  to  Mr.  Victor  Cruz-Aedo,  Holding  Institute, 
Drawer  269,  Laredo,  Texas.

VELA  CLEVLAND'S  COLUMN 


E.  T.  C.  M.  Hospital 
Kolar,  Mysore  State,  India 

Dear  Friends: 

So  many  changes  and  new  things  in  Kolar  during  these  past 
six  months.  Before  I left  last  October,  the  ground  was  broken 
for  a bungalow  right  in  the  front  corner  of  the  compound  and 
the  foundation  was  started.  This  building  is  now  almost  com- 
pleted and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  within  the  next  couple 
of  months.  One  of  our  big  needs  has  been  housing  for  married 
staff.  There  have  been  instances  when  staff  could  not  be  taken 
because  of  no  housing.  So  one  of  the  projects  now  underway 
is  the  building  of  some  bungalows  and  duplex  bungalows  which 
will  help  to  relieve  this  problem.  As  soon  as  possible  a duplex 
bungalow  is  to  be  started  and  then  just  as  quickly  as  money  is 
available  others  will  follow  with  locations  around  the  compound 
just  within  the  wall. 

As  many  of  you  saw  my  pictures  of  our  work  in  Kolar 
when  I was  home  you  may  remember  the  picture  of  our  workshop 
crew  including  John  Wesley,  blacksmith  and  James,  carpenter. 
The  background  of  that  picture  was  an  open  shed  which  was 
the  workshop.  On  arrival  in  Bangalore,  before  I even  got  to 
Kolar,  when  I returned,  Mr.  Ayappa  handed  me  an  invitation 
to  the  dedication  and  opening  of  the  new  workshop!  Such  a 
nice  building!  There  is  now  adequate  space  for  work  and 
protected  storage  space  for  materials  and  tools.  There  is  an 
interesting  connection  between  the  building  of  the  Maternity 
Block  several  years  ago  and  the  new  workshop.  In  the 
Maternity  Block  it  was  thought  that  if  we  made  large  private 
rooms  now,  we  could  also  provide  a push-up  wall  across  the 
middle  which  could  later  divide  the  space  into  two  rooms  if 
more  rooms  were  needed.  The  contractor  got  the  doors  and 
installed  them.  Then  when  we  went  to  inspect  them,  they 
were  huge  roll-up  metal  doors  such  as  we  might  use  for  garage 
doors,  etc.,  at  home.  Not  only  were  they  too  heavy  for  our 
small  nurses  to  push  up  and  down  but  they  made  an  awful 
screeching  racket  as  they  were  pushed  up  and  down.  Well, 
these  doors,  needless  to  say,  came  right  out  of  the  maternity 
building  immediately.  So  far  we  have  not  had  need  to  divide 
the  private  rooms  into  two,  and  if  we  do  we  will  do  it  with 
curtains.  As  these  doors  came  out  of  that  building,  Mr.  Ayappa 
made  the  comment  that  they  would  be  just  the  thing  for  a new 
workshop.  And  now,  at  last,  the  new  workshop  has  been  built, 
dedicated,  and  our  workmen  are  happily  installed  in  it.  The 
dedication  of  this  workshop  occurred  on  the  second  evening  after 
my  arrival  back  home  in  Kolar  and  of  Jean's  visit.  It  was 

followed  by  a dinner  for  all  of  the  hospital  family — nurses, 
hospital  staff  and  maintenance  staff — and  some  invited  guests  at 
the  school  of  nursing  Staff  Quarters.  This  was  then  followed 
by  another  welcoming  and  garlanding  for  Jean  and  me  by  the 
Official  Board  of  the  Kolar  Church  and  Hospital  also.  It  was 
also  the  occasion  for  farewell  to  our  pastor,  Mr.  Solomon,  and 
the  welcoming  of  a new  pastor  and  his  family,  Mr.  Samuel. 

After  this  we  were  entertained  by  a variety  show  presented  by 
the  nurses  and  hospital  staff. 

One  of  the  biggest  improvements  has  to  do  with  communica- 
tions. The  telephone  is  a very  recent  acquisition  for  us  here 
at  the  Hospital.  It  was  only  in  1956  that  a telephone  was  first 
installed  in  the  hospital  itself.  Before  that,  any  telephoning  that 
had  to  be  done  had  to  be  done  at  the  electric  power  house  for 

the  city.  Two  years  after  I came  to  Kolar  we  got  a second 

telephone  on  the  compound  and  in  the  bungalow.  This  was 
in  1961  and  was  a big  help.  Early  in  1963  a third  telephone  was 
sanctioned  for  Administrator's  office  and  in  March,  1964,  a fourth 
telephone  was  fixed  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre 
to  give  more  help  on  communications.  However,  our  compound 
is  quite  large,  our  buildings  are  numerous  and  scattered  and  part 
of  our  staff  are  housed  on  the  school  compound  a mile  away. 
This  has  meant  a lot  of  wasted  time  and  effort  expended  by  our 
nurses  between  places  and  has  sometimes  meant  a lapse  of 
from  30  minutes  to  an  hour  before  an  urgent  or  emergency  call 
could  be  answered,  especially  at  night.  So  Mr.  Ayappa  has 
been  working  for  sometime  on  some  system  of  internal  com- 
munication and  just  before  I left  last  fall  he  received  permission 
from  the  Government  for  the  installation  of  100  telephone  internal- 
communication  network.  We  now  have  nearly  50  telephones 
installed  in  the  hospital  compound,  with  other  outlets  available 
so  that  telephones  can  be  taken  from  offices  to  bedrooms  at 
night.  This  is  a tremendous  help  so  that  the  nurse  or  doctor  on 
duty  can  call  for  additional  help  directly  instead  of  writing  notes

and  then  walking  across  the  compound  to  wake  someone  up  to 
come.  Now  Mr.  Ayappa  is  working  on  the  installation  of  the 
telephone  wires  and  connections  to  the  quarters  of  other  staff 
who  live  on  the  school  compound.  As  all  these  telephones  are 
for  internal  communication  only,  no  one  can  be  disturbed  by 
outside  extraneous  call  at  all  hours.  We  still  have  the  four 
original  outside  telephone  lines  for  outside  calls,  Kolar  5 for 
the  Hospital,  Kolar  50  for  the  Bungalow,  Kolar  69  for  Admini- 
strator's office  and  Kolar  78  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre. 

I'm  sorry  I cannot  give  an  up-to-the-minute  report  on  the 
well  and  pump  project  at  this  time.  I had  time  only  to  talk 
to  Mr.  Ayappa  a lew  minutes  and  we  did  not  go  into  this.  He 
only  told  me  that  a number  of  gilts  had  arrived  for  the  well  and 
pump  and  that  work  will  be  begun  just  as  soon  as  possible  on 
this.  I'll  tell  you  more  in  my  next  letter. 

And  now,  I believe  these  are  the  major  improvements,  except 
for  a new  garage  to  house  the  new  ambulance.  There  are  more 
plans  and  other  things  beginning  so  that  I'm  sure  that  next  time 
there  will  be  other  things  to  tell  you  about  as  well.

"TO  HELP  WOMEN  GROW" 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Conference  Presideent 

Of  all  the  changes  that  have  come  to  our  work  during  the 
current  conference  year,  non  is  more  significant  that  the  new 
statement  of  Purpose  which  unites  the  Woman's  Society  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  under  one  common  goal.  This  goal  is 
not  concerned,  primarily,  with  lines  of  work,  procedures,  or 
organization,  but  with  the  basic  need  and  aspiration  of  all  women 
"to  grow  in  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  God,  as  revealed  in 
Jesus  Christ  and  to  challenge  them  to  respond  to  His  redemptive 
purpose  in  the  world".  This  places  us  under  the  responsibility 
of  making  our  entire  program  of  study,  action,  and  giving  con- 
tribute to  the  spiritual  development  of  our  members — as,  indeed, 
of  all  the  women  of  the  church. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl 
Brunson,  who  served  for  ten  years  at  Dulac  Community  Center, 
will  be  commissioned  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Society — as  a Home  Missionary  couple.  This  service  will  take 
place  on  March  11,  1965,  at  the  First  Methodist  Church,  in  Shreve- 
port, with  Bishop  Gerald  Kennedy  officiating.  For  a long  time  I 
have  wanted  the  women  of  our  conference  to  have  the  experience 
of  sharing  in  a "Service  of  Commission".  We  are  grateful  that 
Mildred  and  Carl  expressed  the  desire  to  be  commissioned  at  our 
annual  meeting  and  to  claim  Louisiana  as  their  home  conference. 
Since  this  service  will  be  in  the  evening,  I hope  many  Guild 
members  in  Shreveport  and  its  environs  will  attend. 

Elsewhere  in  Guild  Times  is  a report  from  the  Conference 
Treasurer.  I hope  you  will  read  her  statement  with  great  care, 
and  ask  yourself  if  your  gifts,  and  those  of  your  guild  unit,  have 
been  made  in  recognition  of  your  Christian  stewardship.  The 
needs  of  our  institutions  and  projects  are  constantly'  increasing, 
and  "More  than  ninety-eight  (98%)  of  the  money  the  Division 
receives  for  appropriations  to  the  mission  program  comes  from 
conference  society  payments  on  Pledge  to  Missions"  (Quote 
from  HANDBOOK  ON  FINANCE,  page  28).  In  addition  there  are 
the  emergency  needs,  which  no  one  can  foretell,  but  for  which 
the  Woman's  Division  must  seek  to  be  prepared.  I have  just 
received  a copy  of  a letter  from  one  of  our  missionaries  in  the 
Central  Congo.  She  tells  of  the  losses  suffered  when  the  rebels 
took  over  Wembo  Nyama — losses,  which  she  had  borne  personally, 
out  of  her  meager  resources,  twice  before.  She  also  tells  how 
she  and  other  missionaries  are  paying,  personally,  the  guards  who 
are  trying  to  protect  Woman's  Division  property.  She  appeals 
for  financial  help  to  buy  books  and  materials  TO  BEGIN  AGAIN 
the  work  she  is  giving  her  life  to  do.  Can  we  do  less  than  meet 
our  pledge  to  missions? 

Emphasis  on  a bold  and  creative  approach  to  membership 
cultivation;  continual  presentation  of  the  needs  and  opportunities 
of  the  professionally  qualified  woman  (PQW);  officer  training  for 
local  and  district  guilds;  functioning  and  well-trained  committees 
on  nominations — these  are  some  of  the  concerns  which  must  claim 
our  attention  as  we  work  together  toward  the  realization  of  our 
Purpose  "to  help  women  grow  in  knowledge  and  experience 
of  God".

The  Committee  on  program,  with  prayerful  study  of  these  sugges- 
tions can  bring  the  studies  to  a more  meaningful  climax. 

Our  handbook  for  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  page  37  lists  the 
dates  for  reporting.  I urge  all  District  Missionary  Education 
Chairmen  to  send  a reminder  to  all  local  chairmen  well  in  advance 
of  the  report  due  date  explaining  the  importance  of  reports  getting 
in  on  time  or  before  time.  It  will  be  helpful  if  attention  is  called 
to  any  items  that  were  not  completed  on  previous  reports  or 
incorrectly  completed.  I am  sure  that  the  local  chairmen  would 
appreciate  any  help  you  give  them. 

May  I urge  you,  please  do  not  report  studies  that  are  not 
completed.  All  studies  are  to  be  reported  at  the  next  reporting 
time  after  the  study  is  completed.  By  keeping  a record  that 
corresponds  to  the  information  on  the  report  blank  we  should 
have  a higher  degree  of  accuracy  in  reporting.  Do  strive  to  have 
at  least  four  sessions  for  all  studies.

Kolar,  Mysore  State,  India 
November  II,  1964 

Dear  Guilders  and  Friends: 

Greetings  to  you  once  again.  I hope  this  time  I can  get 
a letter  to  you  before  press  time.  Elizabeth  is  always  so  good 
to  take  excerpts  from  other  letters  or  something  if  a letter  from 
me  does  not  get  there.  I am  now  very  much  back  into  the  swing 
of  things  here.  My  desk  is  loaded  down  with  scholarship  corrre- 
spondance  and  details  which  I am  gradually  getting  under  control. 
My  own  correspondance  goes  on  piling  up  until  I finally  just 
have  to  take  time  off  to  answer  it  as  much  as  possible — but  please 
don't  stop  writing  to  me! 

We  are  still  growing  with  new  buildings  and  yet  so  much 
more  is  still  needed — administration  block,  children's  ward!  etc. 
The  two  newest  additions  are  to  previous  buildings.  An  added 
room  at  the  back  of  Children's  Ward  is  for  the  bundles  and  pos- 
sessions of  mothers  of  children  in  the  ward  which  thus  releases 
space  in  the  wards  and  makes  for  a tidier  and  easier  ward  to 
work  in.  The  other  is  an  addition  to  the  side  of  the  new  Central 
Stores  room  added  recently  off  the  veranda  at  the  back  of  the 
Hospital.  This  is  for  a store  room  for  the  Hospital  Diet  Kitchen. 
And,  of  course,  still  in  the  process  of  building  is  the  extension 
on  our  Chapel.  A few  gifts  from  the  States  have  come  for  this 
project  but  mainly  this  was  started  as  a project  from  gifts  within 
India.  Our  Chapel  was  originally  a single  seat  around  the  walls. 
The  new  completed  Chapel  will  be  a cruciate  shape  and  about 
double  the  floor  space  of  the  present  Chapel.  But,  if  we  have 
benches  or  chairs  in  the  new  Chapel  it  will  not  double  the 
capacity  because  benches  or  chairs  take  up  more  space  than  is 
needed  when  folks  just  sit  on  the  floor,  on  mats.  The  next  to 
come  is  another  family  bungalow,  or  duplex  bungalow.  A be- 
ginning on  the  digging  for  the  foundation  has  been  done. 

We  have  a new  member  of  our  Hospital  family.  A Scots 
lassie  from  Dundee  and  Blairgowrie,  Scotland.  America  has  its 
Peace  Corps  and  Britain  has  its  Voluntary  Service  Overseas  and 
Jean  Leburn  is  a VSO  who  joined  our  staff  in  August  for  one 
year.  She  has  cleared  out,  cleaned  out,  and  reorganized  our 
X-ray  department  into  a more  efficient  working  department  and 
I'm  sure  we  will  continue  to  find  that  she  has  been  a most  valuable 
asset  during  her  stay  with  us.  One  of  our  evening  leisure  time 
activities  here  is  Scrabble  and  Jean  is  an  avid  fan  and  addition 
during  these  hours  as  well.  We  are  all  having  to  get  acquainted 
with  the  British  Chambers  Dictionary  now  and  she  is  having  to 
get  acquainted  with  our  American  Dictionaries  too! 

Such  a variety  of  things  we  have  here.  I just  looked  out  of 
the  window  to  see  a sunbird,  with  his  yellow  breast  and  purple 
back,  light  in  the  tree.  Just  beyond  him  are  two  big  green 
parrots  preening  their  feathers.  They  aren't  there  right  now 
but  most  anytime  a troop  of  monkeys  might  also  come  swinging 
down  through  the  trees  from  the  roof  of  the  bungalow.  Yesterday, 
one  of  the  nurses  saw  a newborn  lamb  about  two  hours  old  in 
the  compound  and  she  came  bringing  it  in  her  arms  to  show  us. 
Such  a clatter  on  the  tile  floor  of  the  veranda  as  the  mother  sheep 
came  baa-a-ing  along  behind. 

And  such  a variety  of  things  we  do  here.  Of  course,  the 
main  thing  is  to  take  care  of  our  patients,  and  we  have  been 
overflowing  with  patients  during  these  past  few  months,  patients 
of  all  kinds.  We  try  to  help  find  husbands  or  wives  for  our  young 
women  or  men — whichever  it  may  be,  we  teach  classes,  we  lead 
services,  and  so  many  things  which  are  seemingly  unrelated  to 
being  doctors.  I've  been  teaching  English  to  our  first  year  students 


again  this  year  but  have  had  a longer  time  to  work  with  them. 
We  have  worked  particularly  on  pronunciation,  use  of  the  dic- 
tionary, slower  speech  and  better  understanding  of  what  is  said. 
One  exercise  they  have  particularly  enjoyed  is  choral  reading. 
And,  they  have  had  an  opportunity  to  perform  twice  which  has 
thrilled  them  so  much.  I feel,  too,  that  the  important  thing  is 
they  are  less  self-conscious  about  appearing  before  the  others  in 
performance  and  if  this  will  just  carry  over  into  their  contacts 
with  the  nurses  and  doctors  on  the  wards  it  will  have  been  very 
worthwhile.  They  are  enjoying  some  fun  reading  right  now  and 
are  also  beginning  to  work  on  a long  Christmas  reading  for  a 
Chapel  service  near  Christmas  time. 

And  it  is  near  Christmas  time  when  you  read  this  letter.  And 
so  to  each  of  you  may  you  have  a wonderful  Christmas  and  a 
very  Happy  New  Year.

4.  That,  as  Christian  and  as  Methodist  women,  we  seek  for 
ourselves,  our  churches  and  communities  a more  worthy 
manifestation  of  God's  love  and  justice  in  the  spirit  of 
Christian  reconciliation; 

5.  That  we  continue  to  accept  and  meet  the  obligations  that 
each  line  of  work  presents  to  us  through  the  chairman. 


Resolution  Adopted  at  Spring  Meeting 

We,  the  members  of  the  representative  body  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Methodist  Church  in 
session  for  the  14th  Annual  Meeting  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana, 
March  14,  1965,  view  with  alarm  the  increasing  traffic  in  obscene, 
lewd,  indecent,  and  immoral  literature  found  on  the  news  stands 
and  in  the  drug  stores  and  grocery  stores  in  many  of  the  towns 
and  cities  of  Louisiana. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  estimated  that  the  sale  of  this  salacious 
material  is  a two  billion  dollar  a year  racket  in  the  United  States, 
with  probably  75%  to  90%  of  this  material  falling  into  the  hands 
of  young  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  F.  B.  I.  Director  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  has  condemned 
these  publications,  saying  "I  believe  pornography  is  a major 
cause  of  sex  violence.  I am  convinced  that  if  we  can  eliminate 
the  distribution  of  obscene  material  among  impressionable  school- 
age  children,  we  can  reduce  the  current  sex  crime  rates;"  and 

WHEREAS,  we  believe  that  as  Christians  we  have  a responsi- 
bility to  God  and  society  to  uphold  that  which  is  good  and 
oppose  that  which  is  wrong; 

THEREFORE  WE  RECOMMEND: 

(1)  That  we  voice  our  protest  to  the  circulation,  sale,  and 
display  of  such  immoral  material  devoted  to  the  ex- 
ploration of  sex,  passion,  depravity,  and  immorality; 

(2)  That  we  urgently  appeal  to  our  pastors,  teachers,  youth 
workers,  and  parents  to  use  their  respective  offices  to 
speak  out  against  such  and  to  join  in  an  all-out  effort 
to  make  and  keep  our  communities  morally  clean  by 
urging  the  removal  of  all  objectionable  material  from  the 
shelves  of  our  news  stands,  drug  and  grocery  stores, 
and  wherever  such  materials  are  sold;  and 

(3)  That  a copy  be  sent  to  the  Honorable  John  J.  McKeithen, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Louisiana.

VELA  CLEVELAND'S  COLUMN 


Dear  Friends: 


E.  T.  C.  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 
Kolar,  Mysore,  India 

Kolar  is  having  one  of  the  wettest  years  in  many  years. 
Two  years  ago  we  had  lots  of  rain  but  not  nearly  so  much  as 
this  year.  Ragi  which  is  one  of  the  dry  field  grain  crops  has 
just  about  been  completely  drowned  and  washed  out.  There 
seems  to  be  so  much  shortage  of  food,  with  high  prices  for 
what  there  is  available,  that  many  of  our  folks  are  having  just 
one  meal  a day,  if  that,  and  that  one  meal  a very  meager  one. 
It  seems  to  me  that  as  I go  around  I see  more  and  more  of  the 
reddish  hair  so  indicative  of  Kuashiorko  the  malnutrition  disease 
of  protein  deficiency. 


Our  hospital  has  been  full  to  overflowing  in  recent  months. 
Although  we  have  210  beds,  patients  do  not  always  come  to 
fill  the  beds  in  the  departments  where  they  are.  So,  even 
though  we  do  not  have  a capacity  in-patient  load  we  may  be 
bulging  and  overflowing  in  men's  ward,  or  children's  ward, 
etc.,  while  empty  beds  and  space  is  standing  in  other  departments. 
Dr.  Michael  Gartner  and  his  wife.  Dr.  Lindy  Cartner,  have  just 
returned  to  join  our  staff  after  some  six  or  seven  years  of  study 
in  England.  Dr.  Michael  was  here  before  he  went  to  England 
and  became  well-known  and  loved  by  patients  in  this  area. 
With  Dr.  Gnanamuthu  and  Dr.  Cartner  together  we  really  look 
for  our  surgery  to  be  booming  in  the  next  few  months.  But 

we  are  going  to  lose  Dr.  Gnanamuthu  for  which  we  are  genuinely 

sorry.  There  is  a real  need  for  him  elsewhere,  however,  and 

we  are  glad  that  he  will  be  the  one  to  fill  it.  Dr.  Raleigh  Pickard 

of  our  Holston  Hospital  in  Yadgiri  is  to  go  on  furlough  in  April 
and  Dr.  Gnanamuthu  has  consented  to  become  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  Holston  Hospital  in  the  spring.  There  will 
be  many  gaps  left  here  which  will  take  the  efforts  of  many  of 
us  to  fill  when  the  Gnanamuthu's  leave  us. 


I had  hoped  to  get  personal  notes  written  to  most  of  you 
in  response  to  your  many  letters  and  cards  during  the  past  few 
months.  However,  if  these  letters  and  the  Christmas  letters  are 
to  get  off  so  you  will  get  them  near  Christmas  I must  get  them 
in  the  mail.  I hope  I can  get  notes  off  to  all  of  you  to  whom 
I owe  a letter  very  soon.  Thank  you  for  being  so  patient 
with  me  on  this  score.

May  God  continue 
to  reward  us  as  we  go  forward  in  this  larger  field  of  proclaiming 
the  work  and  plans  of  our  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  Louisiana 
Conference. 


RECOMMENDATIONS

One  assistant  editor  should  be  a 
member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  one  a 
member  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  each  to  be  selected  after 
consultation  with  the  editor.  The  circulation  manager  should  be 
appointed  by  the  editor. 

FOURTH:  That  the  format  to  be  used  in  this  publication  be 
that  used  in  Guild  Times  with  size  8V2  x 11"  page  and  three-hole 
punch. 

FIFTH:  That  the  yearly  subscription  price  be  Sl.OO. 

SIXTH:  That  each  local  Society  and  Guild  receive  one  copy 
of  each  issue  at  Conference  expense. 

SEVENTH;  That  an  appropriate  name  for  the  paper  be  selected 
from  suggestions  submitted  to  this  joint  committee  by  members  of 
the  Woman's  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

EIGHTH:  That  the  editorial  staff  be  ready  to  function  with 
the  January,  1966,  issue.

I know  you  are  as  happy  as  I am  that  the  Wesleyan  Service

The  June  issue,  1964,  Methodist  Woman  tells  us  how 
our  Pledge  Dollar  is  spent.

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  during  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions  held  at  Buck  Hills  Falls 
in  January,  the  joint  Commission  on  Education  and  Cultivation 
and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  took  joint  action 
authorizing  experimentation  with  training  programs  involving  both 
men  and  women  in  the  field  of  Missionary  Education.

1 hope  that  you  have  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  on  your 
schedule  for  this  year.  If  it  is  not  possible  for  you  to  go  this 
year  then  do  encourage  some  one  else  to  go.  The  Presidents  will 
receive  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  Conference  News  announcing  the  studies 
and  study  leaders.  Thank  you  for  your  wonderful  work  and 
cooperation  this  past  year  and  may  next  year  be  an  even  better 
one.

E.  T.  C.  M.  Hospital 
Kolar,  Mysore  State,  India 
April,  1965 

Dear  Friends, 

Time  passes  so  quickly  and  again  it  is  time  to  write  to 

you  ....  We  have  had  a hospital  full  for  more  of  the  time  during 

the  past  months  I believe,  and  especially  so  in  Men's  Ward. 
There  it  is  often  like  a bee-hive  with  everyone  buzzing  around 
with  almost  too  much  to  do  in  too  short  a time  for  so  many 
sick,  sick  patients.  The  work  is  going  along  well,  some  of  the 
students  have  just  completed  their  practical  examinations  . . . 
and  the  building  programs  and  projects  are  progressing.  . . . 
Our  hospital  unit  of  W.  S.  C.  S.  has  just  completed  the  week  of 
self-denial  and  prayer  observance.  There  have  been  prayer 
services  in  our  Chapel  each  evening  with  special  emphasis  and 


the  regular  morning  chapel  services  have  also  emphasized  the 
same  thought.  The  offering  taken  amounted  to  Rs.  105/-  which 
will  be  distributed  through  the  All  India  W.S.C.S.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  Indian  nationals  visit  us,  and  lead  us  in  services 
now  and  then,  who  have  been  working  in  other  countries  than 
India.  We  recently  had  one  minister  who  worked  for  several 
years  as  an  evangelist  in  Africa  and  then,  after  a period  in 
California,  went  to  Trinidad  to  work  among  the  thousands  of 
Indians  (India  Indians)  who  have  settled  there.  I think  our 
nurses  and  staff  appreciate  hearing  missionaries  who  are  their 
own  people  instead  of  us  Western  missionaries  all  the  time. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  a bit  about  two  of  the  doctors 
who  were  with  us  last  year.  Dr.  Susheela  Ruhani  was  with  us 
eleven  months  and  Dr.  Christopher  Salins  was  with  us  lor  six 
months.  They  were  married  at  the  end  of  December  and  are  now 
working  for  six  months  (maybe  longer)  at  the  Schieffelin  Research 
Leprosy  Sanatorium,  associated  with  Vellore  Christian  Medical 
College.  After  this  period  of  specialized  experience  in  the  medical 
and  surgical  care  and  rehabilitation  of  Leprosy  patients  they  plan 
to  go  either  to  Nepal  or  to  Bhutan  with  the  American  Leprosy 
Mission.  This  is  really  a piece  of  missionary  work  which  they 
plan  to  do.  Both  of  these  young  people  were  on  our  All  India 
Methodist  Medical  Scholarship  program  for  their  medical  training. 
Service  in  our  church  or  mission  institutions,  for  at  least  three 
years,  our  students  give  as  a token  of  appreciation  for  their 
education.  I might  add,  however,  that  many  of  our  students  have 
served  lor  many  more  than  three  years  in  our  institutions. 

As  you  already  realize  from  my  letters,  our  jobs,  our  activities 
and  the  things  we  are  called  on  to  do  are  many  and  varied.  We 
have  a First  Grade  Degree  Government  College  in  our  town  and 
in  February  they  celebrated  their  annual  Ladies'  Day  ending  in 
the  evening  with  a guest  speaker  and  a cultural  program  of 
Indian  dance,  music,  and  drama.  I was  asked  to  be  the  guest 
speaker  and,  as  this  occured  on  February  22,  birthdate  of  George 
Washington,  I chose  the  theme  of  American  holidays  and  festivals 
to  talk  about.  This  was  a big  occasion  with  about  a thousand 
people  present.  One  of  our  Sister  Tutor  nurses  is  a student 
in  the  College  ihis  year  doing  her  first  year  of  college,  known 
here  as  P.U.C.  or  Pre  University  Course.  We  are  so  used  to  the 
idea  in  the  States  that  a student  can  work  his  way  through  College 
that  often  we  don't  realize  this  is  unusual  and  a privilege  not 
available  to  young  people  in  many  other  parts  of  the  world.  It  is 
very  difficult  for  students  to  do  this  at  all  here  and  we  feel  quite 
proud  of  several  of  our  staff  who  are  working  on  a staggered 
hour  schedule  so  they  can  go  to  college  at  the  same  time.  We 
must  give  credit  to  Mr.  Ayappa  who  has  arranged  schedules  so 
that  this  is  possible. 

....  I do  quite  a bit  of  traveling  but  it  is  really  a part  of 
the  job  I am  doing.  During  the  end  of  December  and  the  first 
part  of  January  I was  again  in  North  India.  First,  we  visited 
several  hospitals  along  the  way  as  we  went  to  Lucknow  to  attend 
our  Central  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southeast 
Asia.  This  was  a very  important  Conference  as  you  know  for  two 
new  bishops  were  elected.  During  the  Conference,  because  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Carston  . . . were  visiting  for  just  a few  days  and  were 
specifically  interested  in  seeing  work  being  done  for  leprosy 
patients.  Dr.  Manohar  Masih  took  them,  and  Dr.  Sharadamma  and 
I,  to  Almora  to  visit  the  Leprosy  Home  and  Hospital.  I've  been 
wanting  to  visit  this  Home  for  quite  a long  time  and  was  happy  for 
this  opportunity  to  do  so.  I'm  looking  forward  to  showing  you 
some  of  the  pictures  I took  there  when  I get  home  again  on 
another  furlough.  After  the  Conference,  Dr.  Shoemaker.  Dr. 
Sharadamma  and  1 also  visited  our  present  and  former  scholarship 
students  at  Clara  Swain  Hospital  in  Bareilly  and  at  the  Christian 
Medical  College  in  Ludhiana 

All  in  all  it  has  been  a very  good  four  months  since  last  I 
wrote  to  you.  I'm  so  glad  that  Dr.  Dalton  has  trained  a nurse  for 
us  in  anesthesia.  Hannah  is  so  good  and  1 feel  much  better  about 
being  away  from  the  hospital,  when  1 do  have  to,  knowing  that 
the  anesthesia  is  in  good  hands.  On  April  16  I am  starting  on 
another  trip,  but  this  one  is  not  business  for  once.  This  will  be 
my  vacation  month  and  Jean  Laburn  and  I are  going  to  Kashmir  to 
have  a camping  vacation  high  in  the  Himalayas  at  Pahalgam.  We 
will  spend  a few  days  on  a houseboat  on  the  Jumna  River  in 
Srinagar  but  most  of  the  time  we  plan  to  be  in  Pahalgam.  We  will 
be  gone  for  one  month.  Miss  Leverette,  my  typist,  and  Dr.  Shoe- 
maker will  carry  on  the  bulk  of  the  scholarship  work  while  we  are 
away  .... 

It's  always  a pleasure  to  hear  from  you  and  then  to  write 
this  letter  to  you  in  reply.  . . .

VELA  CLEVELAND'S  COLUMN 


E.  T.  C.  M.  Hospital 
Kolar,  Mysore  State,  India 

Dear  Friends: 

I always  hope  that  sometime  I can  get  a correspondence 
schedule  worked  out  so  that  I'm  not  rushing  at  the  last  minute 
to  get  letters  written  that  should  have  been  written  sometime 
before.  There  is  so  much  to  write  about  this  time  I hardly 
know  where  to  start.  It  will  be  the  same  with  my  general  letter 
I'm  sure. 

It  is  always  a sad  time  when  members  of  staff  are  lost 
from  an  institution.  This  is  just  such  a time  with  us  in  Kolar  as 
Dr.  Esther  Shoemaker  is  retiring  from  India.  She  first  came  to 
Kolar  in  October,  1927,  so  you  see  she  is  just  before  completing 
38  years  of  service  here  and  to  the  Methodist  medical  work 
throughout  India  as  well.  When  she  came  there  were  about  30 
beds  only  whereas  today  we  claim  218  beds  (although  it  does 
add  up  to  more  when  we  have  to  stretch  a particular  department 
to  take  in  the  total  patients  who  need  hospitalization  from  time 
to  time).  During  her  time  she  has  been  Medical  Superintendent 
for  most  of  these  years,  taking  care  of  administration  as  well  as 
the  surgery  and  ward  work.  In  the  early  years,  the  doctors  also 
did  whatever  simple  laboratory  testing  was  done. 

During  the  1940's,  in  particular.  Dr.  Shoemaker's  interest 
began  to  spread  further  afield  and  she  was  elected  as  Secretary 
of  the  Methodist  Medical  Council,  an  all  India  Council  of  the 
Central  Conference.  In  the  early  1950's  • a few  students  were 
beginning  to  receive  medical  scholarships  for  medical  training 
with  Dr.  Shoemaker  handling  all  this  correspondence  as  a part 
of  her  job  as  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Council.  The  work  of  the 
Medical  Council  had  also  taken  on  much  more  importance  in 
its  survey  and  attempt  at  coordinating  all  of  our  Methodist 
Medical  work  throughout  the  whole  country.  By  1960,  the  number 
of  students  on  medical  scholarship  had  reached  a total  of  75 
students  during  the  year.  Not  only  were  medical  students  now 
being  trained  but  paramedical  students  as  well  as  nurses  needing 
post-graduate  courses  were  also  receiving  scholarships.  It  was 
being  recognized  that  if  we  were  training  doctors  for  our  mission 
hospitals  their  work  could  not  possibly  be  carried  on  properly 
and  effectively  if  they  did  not  have  the  undergirding  support 
of  properly  trained  paramedical  and  nursing  personnel.  And  so 
scholarships  were  extended  to  meet  the  needs  for  our  hospitals 
personnel. 

At  this  point  the  work  of  the  Medical  Council  was  becoming 
so  heavy,  and  Dr.  Shoemaker  was  asked  by  Dr.  Brewster  from 
the  Board  in  New  York  to  make  the  work  of  Medical  Council  a 
first  priority  with  her.  So,  she  began  to  spend  more  and  more 
time  traveling  for  visitation  and  surveys  of  our  various  institutions 
throughout  India.  She  also  still  spent  as  much  time  visiting  our 
scholarship  students  in  their  schools,  and  later  in  their  places  of 
service  Thus,  her  last  five  years  have  been  spent  more  and  more 
in  the  coordination  and  fostering  of  cooperation  between  our 
Methodist  Hospitals  and  Rural  Health  Centers.  In  1960  she  gave 
up  the  work  of  the  Scholarship  Committee  and  it  was  then  that 
this  particular  job  got  turned  over  to  me  to  do.  By  the  end  of 
this  year  I'm  sure  the  number  of  students  on  scholarship  will  be 
at  least  150,  if  not  more,  as  we  have  already  added  more  than 
50  new  students  since  January  1,  1965. 

So,  not  only  is  Esther  going  to  be  missed  from  her  first  love 
in  India,  E.  T.  C.  M.  Hospital,  but  she  is  going  to  sadly  be  missed 
throughout  all  of  India  and  our  Methodist  Medical  Work.  I started 
out  by  saying  that  it  is  a sad  time  when  we  lose  our  staff 
members.  Up  to  this  point  I must  say  that  it  has  actually  been 
guite  a festive  time.  Everywhere  we  go,  and  everyone  who 
can  possibly  do  so,  celebrates  with  some  feasting  event!  There 
have  been  teas  and  dinners  and  parties  and  formal  speech 
making  occasions,  including  just  such  a tribute  conducted  by  the 
Municipality  of  Kolar  itself.  Since  August  25  was  her  birthday, 
the  Hospital  conducted  five  days  of  celebration  (including  the 
Municipal  function  above)  One  of  the  highlights  of  these  events 
was  a pageant  written  by  two  of  the  hospital  staff  and  produced 
as  a narrative  with  reader  voices  and  illustrated  by  pantomime 
action  by  scenes  produced  on  three  stages.  This  pageant  depicted 
the  healing  ministry  of  Christ,  with  several  episodes  patomimed 
on  a shadow  screen,  and  the  continuation  of  this  ministry  down 
through  the  ages  as  various  missionaries  have  answered  to  the 
call  to  take  this  healing  ministry  to  the  far  flung  reaches  of  the 
ecurth.  Of  course,  this  included  the  coming  of  Dr.  Shoemaker  to  India 
and  various  scenes  with  her  in  action  in  Kolar.  But  the  time  is 
now  fast  drawing  near  for  her  departure  from  Kolar  on  September 
21,  and  her  sailing  from  Bombay  on  September  28.  She  is  not 
actually  retiring  yet,  as  she  will  continue  to  work  on  a deputation 
basis  out  of  the  New  York  office  for  a number  of  months  to 


come.  (Her  actual  retirement  will  be  August,  1966.)  In  the 
meantime  it  will  be  possible  for  her  to  be  with  her  87  year  old 
father  and  mother. 

Well,  this  letter  has  been  all  about  Esther,  but  I think  you 
are  interested  in  her  too,  as  she  visited  in  Louisiana  and  probably 
will  again.
